To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  appro¬ 
priate  from  surplus  revenue  in  order  that  the  Norwood  Planning  Board  may 
engage  the  services  of  a  consulting  engineer  to  up-date  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  of  the  Norwood  Planning  Board  governing  the  Sub-Division  of 
of  land  within  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

(On  petition  of  Norwood  Planning  Board) 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  the  existing  Zoning 
By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts  with  regard  to  Section  15, 
Paragraph  D,  to  read  as  follows: 

Paragraph  1.  For  the  prevention  of  fire  and  the  preservation  of  life, 
health  and  morals,  the  location,  use,  parking,  storage,  and  occupancy  of 
trailers  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  is  hereby  regulated,  pursuant  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Section  15,  Paragraph  D,  Zoning  By-Law  Town  of  Norwood. 

Paragraph  2.  Definition:  In  this  By-Law,  the  term  “trailer"  shall  mean 
any  of  the  various  types  of  vehicles  which  depend  for  mobility  on  an  attached 
vehicle  or  other  propelling  apparatus,  and  which  are  used,  or  may  be  used 
for  human  habitation  or  for  business  purposes.  Any  trailer  which,  by  removal 
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of  wheels  by  anchoring  to  a  foundation,  by  incorporation  into  a  fixed  structure 
or  otherwise  has  its  mobility  reduced,  shall,  nevertheless  be  considered  as 
a  “trailer”  within  the  scope  of  this  By-Law. 

Paragraph  3.  Special  Regulation:  No  person  shall  park,  store,  occupy 
or  use  a  trailer  for  living  or  business  purpose  except: 

1.  In  a  garage  or  other  accessory  building,  or  in  the  rear  half  of  a 
lot  owned  or  occupied  by  the  owner  of  the  trailer  (if  placed  so  as  to  conform 
to  the  yard  requirements  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  in  the  same  district),  but 
its  use  for  business  purposes  is  prohibited. 

a.  The  use  of  a  trailer  as  a  temporary  office  incidental  to  con¬ 
struction  on  or  development  of  the  premises  on  which  located. 

2.  The  use  of  a  trailer  for  the  storage  of  materials  or  products  is  hereby 

prohibited  by  the  By-Law.  (On  petition  of  Norwood  Planning  Board) 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  existing  Zoning 
By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts  as  noted  on  description  that 
follows: 

Section  1.  Definition 

“Swimming  Pool”:  A  body  of  water  contained  in  an  artificial  or  semi¬ 
artificial  receptacle  whether  in  or  above  the  ground,  or  created  by  artificial 
means  from  a  natural  watercourse,  and  all  appurtenances,  equipment,  appli¬ 
ances  and  other  facilities  for  its  operation,  maintenance  or  use,  used  or 
intended  to  be  used  for  swimming,  wading  or  recreational  bathing,  but  not 
including  portable  pools  incapable  of  containing  a  depth  of  water  exceeding 
twenty-four  inches  at  any  point. 

Section  2.  Residential  Pools 

Residential  swimming  pools,  whether  located  indoors  or  outdoors,  are 
declared  to  be  structures,  the  construction,  alteration,  maintenance,  opera¬ 
tion  and  use  of  which  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  143  of 
the  general  laws,  as  from  time  to  time  amended,  and  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Building  Code  as  far.  as  applicable.  A  residential  swimming  pool  is  a  swimming 
pool  used  or  intended  to  be  used  solely  by  the  owner  or  tenant  thereof  and 
his  family,  and  by  friends  invited  to  use  it  without  payment  of  any  fee. 

Section  3.  Plans 

An  extra  copy  of  all  plans,  specifications,  and  pertinent  explanatory  mat¬ 
ter  required  to  be  submitted  to  the  Building  Inspector  in  connection  with  an 
application  hereafter  filed  for  a  permit  to  construct  a  residential  swimming 
pool  or  any  alteration,  addition,  remodeling  or  other  improvement  to  a  resi¬ 
dential  swimming  pool,  shall  be  submitted  with  such  application  to  the 
Building  Inspector  and  shall  be  referred  by  him  to  the  Board  of  Health  (in 
this  article  together  with  his  duly  authorized  representatives  referred  to 
as  the  health  department).  No  such  permit  shall  be  issued  unless  and  until 
the  Board  of  Health  shall  have  transmitted  to  the  Building  Inspector  its 
written  approval  of  such  application,  including  a  suitable  endorsement  on 
such  plans  and  specifications.  The  Board  of  Health  shall  review  such  plans, 
specifications  and  other  information  to  determine  whether  they  suitably 
provide  for  safeguarding  the  health  and  safety  of  users  and  of  the  public. 
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The  Board  of  Health  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  adopt  regulations 
establishing  standards  of  water  purity  and  alkalinity  and  governing  circula¬ 
tion  of  water  in  and  cleansing  of  residential  swimming  pools. 

Section  4.  Approval  of  Town  Engineer 

Every  application  for  a  permit  shall  clearly  show  the  means  to  be  pro¬ 
vided  for  draining  the  swimming  pool  including  overflow  gutters.  All  such 
information  shall  be  referred  by  the  Building  Inspector  to  the  Town  Engi¬ 
neer,  and  no  such  permit  shall  be  issued  until  the  Town  Engineer  shall  have 
given  to  the  Building  Inspector  his  approval  and  opinion  in  writing  that 
the  proposed  drainage  will  be  adequate  for  the  purpose  and  may  be  employed 
without  overtaxing  any  public  drainage  facilities  involved  or  creating  drain¬ 
age  condition  problems  at  other  locations.  The  Town  Engineer’s  approval  may 
be  conditioned  upon  the  use  of  such  drainage  facilities  only  within  certain 
hours  and  in  such  case  any  permit  issued  by  the  Building  Inspector  shall 
be  so  conditioned. 

Section  5.  Enclosures 

Every  outdoor  residential  swimming  pool  shall  be  completely  surrounded 
at  all  times  whether  or  not  the  same  be  filled  with  water  by  a  fence  or  wall 
not  less  than  five  feet  in  height  except,  that  fences  or  walls  in  existence  at 
the  time  this  ordinance  becomes  effective  shall  satisfy  this  requirement  if 
they  are  not  less  than  four  feet  in  height.  Each  such  fence  or  wall  shall  be 
so  constructed  as  not  to  have  openings,  holes  or  gaps  larger  than  four  inches 
in  any  dimension  except  for  doors  and  gates  and  except  for  picket  fences  in 
which  case,  however,  the  gaps  between  pickets  shall  not  exceed  four  inches. 
A11  fences  shall  be  substantially  anchored  to  posts  sets  into  the  ground. 
Wood  posts  to  be  set  in  the  ground  two  feet  and  metal  posts  shall  be  sur¬ 
rounded  by  concrete  sufficient  to  structurally  anchor  posts.  A  building  may 
be  used  as  part  of  such  enclosure. 

All  gates  or  doors  opening  through  such  enclosure  shall  be  of  not  less 
than  the  same  height  as  the  fence  or  wall  and  shaU  be  equipped  with  a  self¬ 
closing  and  self-latching  device  located  not  more  than  one  foot  below  the 
top  of  the  fence  or  waU  for  keeping  the  gate  and  door  securely  closed  at  aU 
times  when  not  in  actual  use,  except  that  the  door  of  any  dwelling  which 
forms  a  part  of  the  enclosure  need  not  be  so  equipped.  Each  such  gate  or 
door  shaU  be  kept  locked  at  aU  times  when  the  swimming  pool  enclosure  is 
not  in  use.  Sixty  days  after  enactment  of  this  law,  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shaU  apply  to  pools  already  in  existence. 

Section  6.  Lighting 

All  lighting  of  an  outdoor  residential  pool  or  its  enclosure  shall  be  directed 
at  the  pool  and  the  source  of  the  light  shall  be  shielded  from  view  from  any 
street  or  adjoining  property.  No  such  lighting  or  wiring  therefor,  shall  be 
installed  without  a  permit  from  the  Wiring  Inspector. 

Section  7.  Applicability  of  Sections  1,  2,  3,  4,  and  6 

The  provisions  of  sections  1,  2,  3,  4,  and  6  shall  not  become  applicable  to 
residential  swimming  pools  in  existence  on  the  date  of  enactment  of  said 
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sections  until  the  date  six  months  subsequent  to  such  date  of  enactment. 
Section  8.  Set-Backs 

Every  outdoor  residential  swimming  pool  hereafter  constructed  shall  be 
set  back  not  less  than  seven  and  one-half  feet  from  any  side  or  rear  lot  line 
of  the  premises  on  which  it  is  constructed  and  not  less  than  thirty  feet 
from  any  street  line.  The  set-back  distance  shall  be  measured  to  the  nearest 
point  of  the  pool  including  overflow  gutters  but  exclusive  of  walk-ways  or 
other  poolside  areas.  No  water  shall  be  put  into  any  pool  until  an  occupancy 
permit  is  issued  by  the  Building  Inspector. 

No  existing  residential  swimming  pool  shall  be  enlarged  as  to  violate 
any  of  the  foregoing  set-back  requirements. 

Swimming  Pool  Drainage  Regulations 

1.  All  water  in  the  pool  must  be  contained  in  the  pool,  or  in  the  recircling 
and  purifying  apparatus,  at  all  times. 

2.  Accidental  spillage  or  discharge  not  entering  the  sewer  system  must 
be  contained  on  applicant’s  property. 

3.  Drainage  of  pool  and  appurtenances  will  be  at  the  pool  owner’s  dis¬ 
cretion.  The  method  or  methods  used  must  not  overload  or  overtax  any  local 
sewer  system  or  town  sewer  system,  nor  be  of  a  nature  to  cause  complaints 
of  flooding,  puddling,  odor,  mosquitoes  and  like  nuisances. 

4.  In  the  event  that  paragraphs  1,  2,  and  3  are  not  complied  with,  and 
conditions  occur  which  result  in  complaints  being  registered  regarding  such 
non-compliance,  then  investigation  of  the  complaints  will  be  made,  and  report 
will  be  submitted  to  the  General  Manager  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  If 
the  investigation  shows  that  the  complaints  are  justified  and  valid,  then 
the  pool  owner  will  be  directed  to  comply  with  paragraphs  1,  2,  and  3  in 
the  regulations  within  ten  (10)  days. 

Failure  of  the  owner  to  comply,  and/or  a  repetition  of  the  same  conditions 
will  result  in  the  owner  being  compelled  to  care  for  his  pool  discharge  and 
spillage,  etc.  as  set  forth  in  the  following  paragraphs. 

5.  Any  discharge  from  the  pool,  recircling  or  purifying  apparatus  must 
be  discharged  by  means  of  the  applicant’s  pump  and  hose,  or  by  gravity  and 
applicant’s  hose,  into  the  sewer  manhole  located  on  applicant’s  property; 
said  manhole  having  been  constructed  expressly  for  the  purpose  of  handling 
this  pool  discharge. 

6.  All  filter  backwash  material,  including  solids  and  liquids,  must  empty 
into  the  above-mentioned  sewer  manhole  by  pump  or  gravity  as  described 
in  Paragraph  3. 

7.  The  sewer  manhole  will  be  constructed  on  applicant’s  property,  in  a 
location  designated  by  the  applicant,  and  connected  to  the  Town  of  Norwood 
Sanitary  Sewer  System.  The  pipe  and  manhole  installation  work  to  be  done 
by  the  Town  of  Norwood  under  the  Guarantee  Deposit  System. 
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8.  Any  time  that  the  applicant  wishes  to  discharge  pool  materials  into 
the  sewer  manhole  constructed  for  that  purpose,  he  must  notify  the  Norwood 
Public  Works  Department  Superintendent,  at  least  twenty-four  hours  in 
advance  of  such  discharge.  The  Public  Works  Department  will  check  the 
sewer  system  to  be  certain  that  the  addition  of  the  pool  discharge  will  not 
overload  the  system.  Then,  if  conditions  warrant  it,  the  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment  will  open  the  manhole  and  supervise  the  discharge  rate  and  the  dis¬ 
charge  set-up.  The  Public  Works  Department  will  handle  the  opening  and 
closing  of  the  manhole  as  required.  The  Public  Works  Department  only,  and 
no  others,  will  have  the  authority  to  remove  said  manhole  cover  for  any 
purpose  at  any  time.  The  filter  backwash  effluent  may  be  discharged  into 
the  sewrer  manhole  at  any  time,  by  means  of  a  manhole  connection  constructed 
for  that  purpose.  The  Town  of  Norwood  will  be  held  harmless  from  any 
injury  or  accident  occurring  on  applicant’s  property,  due  to  the  construction 
and/or  operation  of  the  discharge  drainage  system. 

The  applicant  and  the  successive  owners  of  the  pool  and  appurtenances 
hereby  agree  to  the  above  regulations.  Adherence  to  the  above  regulations 
are  made  a  condition  to  the  granting  and  continuing  of  the  Building  Permit.

ARTICLE  5.  On  a  motion  offered  by  Maurice  S.  Baker,  duly  seconded  by 
Norman  E.  Richard,  it  was 

VOTED:  To  amend  the  existing  Zoning  By-Law  by  adding  a  new  section 
6-A,  Swimming  Pools,  as  follows: 

SECTION  6-A  —  SWMIMMING  POOLS 

A.  DEFINITION 

“Swimming  Pool’’:  A  body  of  water  contained  in  an  artificial  or  semi¬ 
artificial  receptacle  whether  in  or  above  the  ground,  or  created  by  artificial 
means  from  a  natural  watercourse,  and  all  appurtenances,  equipment,  appli¬ 
ances  and  other  facilities  for  its  operation,  maintenance  or  use,  used  or 
intended  to  be  used  for  swimming,  wading  or  recreational  bathing,  but  not 
including  portable  pools  incapable  of  containing  a  depth  of  water  exceeding 
twenty-four  inches  at  any  point. 

B.  RESIDENTIAL  POOLS 

Residential  swimming  pools,  whether  located  indoors  or  outdoors,  are 
declared  to  be  structures,  the  construction,  alteration,  maintenance,  operation 
and  use  of  which  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  143  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  from  time  to  time  amended,  and  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Building  Code  so  far  as  applicable.  A  residential  swimming  pool  is  a  swimming 
pool  used  or  intended  to  be  used  soley  by  the  owner  or  tenant  thereof  and 
his  family,  and  by  friends  invited  to  use  it  without  payment  of  any  fee. 

C.  ENCLOSURE 

Every  outdoor  residential  swimming  pool  shall  be  completely  surrounded 
at  all  times  whether  or  not  the  same  be  filled  with  water,  by  a  fence  or  wall 
not  less  than  five  feet  in  height,  except  that  fences  or  walls  in  existence  at 
the  time  this  ordinance  becomes  effective  shall  satisfy  this  requirement  if 
they  are  not  less  than  four  feet  in  height.  Each  such  fence  or  wall  shall 
be  so  constructed  as  not  to  have  openings,  holes,  or  gaps  larger  than  four 
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inches  in  any  dimension  except  for  doors  and  gates  and  except  for  picket 
fences  in  which  case,  however,  the  gaps  between  pickets  shall  noti  exceed 
four  inches.  All  fences  shall  be  of  wood  or  chain  link  or  approved  equal.  Every 
fence  shall  be  substantially  anchored  to  posts  set  into  the  ground.  Wood  posts 
to  be  set  in  the  ground  two  feet  and  metal  posts  shall  be  surrounded  by  con¬ 
crete  sufficient  to  structurally  anchor  posts.  A  building  may  be  used  as 
part  of  such  enclosure. 

All  gates  or  doors  opening  through  such  enclosure  shall  be  of  not  less 
than  the  same  height  as  the  fence  or  wall  and  shall  be  equipped  with  a  self¬ 
closing  and  self-latching  device  located  not  more  than  one  foot  below  the 
top  of  the  fence  or  wall  for  keeping  the  gate  or  door  securely  closed  at  all 
times  when  not  in  actual  use,  except  that  the  door  of  any  dwelling  which 
forms  a  part  of  the  enclosure  need  not  be  so  equipped.  Each  such  gate  or 
door  shall  be  kept  locked  at  all  times  when  the  swimming  pool  enclosure  is 
not  in  use.  Sixty  days  after  enactment  of  this  law,  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  apply  to  pools  already  in  existence. 

D.  LIGHTING 

All  lighting  of  an  outdoor  residential  pool  or  its  enclosure  shall  be 
directed  at  the  pool  and  the  source  of  the  light  shall  be  shielded  from  view 
from  any  street  or  adjoining  property.  No  such  lighting  or  wiring  therefor, 
shall  be  installed  without  a  permit  from  the  Wiring  Inspector. 

E.  APPLICABILITY  OF  SUBSECTIONS  A,  B,  AND  D 

The  provisions  of  subsections  A,  B,  and  D  shall  not  become  applicable  to 
residential  swimming  pools  in  existence  on  the  date  of  enactment  of  said 
sub-sections  until  the  date  six  months  subsequent  to  such  date  of  enactment. 

F.  SET-BACKS 

Every  outdoor  residential  swimming  pool  hereafter  constructed  shall  be 
set  back  not  less  than  seven  and  one-half  feet  from  any  side  lot  or  rear  lot 
line  of  the  premises  on  which  it  is  constructed  and  not  less  than  thirty 
feet  from  any  street  line.  The  set-back  distance  shall  be  measured  to  the 
nearest  point  of  the  pool  including  overflow'  gutters  but  exclusive  of  walk¬ 
ways  or  other  poolside  areas.  No  water  shall  be  put  into  any  pool  until  an 
occupancy  permit  is  issued  by  the  Building  Inspector. 

No  existing  residential  swimming  pool  shall  be  enlarged  so  as  to  violate 
any  of  the  foregoing  set-back  requirements.

Summary 

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment,  if  approved,  would  provide  for 
a  census  in  the  year  1975  and  every  tenth  year  thereafter  of  the  inhabitants 
of  each  city  and  town  as  a  basis  for  determining  the  representative,  sena¬ 
torial  and  councillor  districts  for  the  ten  year  period  beginning  with  the 
first  Wednesday  in  the  fourth  January  following  the  taking  of  the  census, 
provided  that  the  districts  as  established  based  in  the  1971  census  shall 
terminate  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  January,  1979.  The  census  shall  specify 
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the  number  of  inhabitants  residing  in  each  precinct  of  a  town  and  each 
precinct  and  ward  of  a  city. 

Under  the  proposed  amendment,  the  House  of  Representatives  would 
consist  of  160  members,  in  contrast  to  the  present  membership  of  240,  and 
the  Senate  of  40  Members.  The  General  Court  would,  at  its  first  regular 
session  after  the  year  in  which  the  census  is  taken,  divide  the  Commonwealth 
into  160  representative  districts  and  40  senatorial  districts  of  contiguous 
territory  so  that  each  representative  and  each  senator  will  represent  an  equal 
number  of  inhabitants  as  nearly  as  may  be;  and  such  districts  shall  be  formed, 
as  nearly  as  may  be,  without  uniting  two  counties  or  parts  of  two  or  more 
counties  and,  with  respect  to  representative  districts,  without  uniting,  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  two  towns  or  parts  of  two  or  more  towns,  two  cities  or 
parts  of  two  or  more  cities,  or  a  city  and  a  town,  or  parts  of  cities  and  towns, 
into  one  district,  and  without  dividing  any  town  containing  less  than  2500 
inhabitants.  The  General  Court  would  be  permitted  to  pass  laws  to  limit 
the  time  within  which  judicial  proceedings  may  be  instituted  calling  in 
question  any  such  division.  The  proposed  amendment  further  provides  that 
every  representative  for  one  year  at  least  immediately  preceding  his  election, 
shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  the  district  for  which  he  is  chosen,  and 
every  senator  shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  this  Commonwealth  for  five  years  at 
least  preceding  hrs  election  and  at  the  time  of  his  election  shall  be  an  inhabi¬ 
tant  of  the  district  for  which  he  is  chosen.  Every  representative  and  senator 
shall  cease  to  represent  his  district  when  he  shall  cease  to  be  an  inhabitant 
of  the  Commonwealth.  The  manner  of  calling  and  conducting  the  elections 
for  representatives  and  for  senators  and  councillors,  and  of  ascertaining 
their  election,  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.

The  proposed  amendment  would  delete  the  first  clause  of  the  present  sec¬ 
tion  2,  which  requires  that  all  moneys  raised  by  taxation  in  the  town  and 
cities  for  the  support  of  public  schools,  and  all  moneys  appropriated  by  the 
Commonwealth  for  the  support  of  common  schools  shall  be  applied  to  or 
expended  in  only  those  schools  conducted  according  to  law  under  the  order 
and  superintendence  of  the  authorities  of  the  town  or  city  in  which  the 
money  is  expended.  The  effect  of  the  deletion  of  the  first  clause  of  section  2 
would  be  to  remove  the  constitutional  prohibition  against  the  use  of  public 
moneys,  which  have  been  raised  by  taxation  or  approprated  for  support  of 
public  schools,  for  grants  in  aid  to  private  higher  educational  institutions 
or  to  students,  or  parents  or  guardians  of  students,  attending  such  institutions. 

The  proposed  amendment  would  also  alter  the  second  clause  of  the  present 
section  2  by  removing  the  prohibition  against  a  grant,  appropriation  or  use 
of  public  money  or  property  or  loan  of  public  credit  by  the  Commonwealth 
or  any  political  subdivision  for  the  purpose  of  founding,  maintaining  or  aid¬ 
ing  any  school  or  institution  of  learning,  whether  under  public  control  or 
otherwise,  wherein  any  denominational  doctrine  is  included,  or  any  other 
school  or  any  college  which  is  not  publicly  owned  and  under  the  exclusive 
control,  order  and  superintendence  of  public  officers  or  public  agents.  In 
place  of  the  foregoing,  the  proposed  amendment  would  prohibit  the  grant, 
appropriation  or  use  of  public  money  or  property  or  loan  of  credit  by  the 
Commonwealth  or  any  political  subdivision  for  the  purpose  of  founding,  main¬ 
taining  or  aiding  any  primary  or  secondary  school  which  is  not  publicly 
owned  and  under  the  exclusive  control,  order  and  superintendence  of  public 
officers  or  public  agents.

Summary 

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment  would  revise  Article  78  of  the 
Articles  of  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  to  permit  the  expenditure  of 
money  from  the  highway  fund  for  mass  transportation  lines  and  other  mass 
transportation  purposes  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  may  direct.  The 
highway  fund  includes  receipts  from  fees,  duties,  excises  and  license  taxes 
relating  to  registration,  operation  or  use  of  motor  vehicles  and  taxes  from 
the  sale  of  motor  vehicle  fuels.  The  expenditure  of  money  from  such  fund

Summary 

Provisions  of  the  act  establish  an  independent  Corrupt  Practices  Com¬ 
mission,  with  five  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  to  staggered 
five  year  terms.  The  Commission  has  subpoena  powers  and  is  to  investigate 
by  mean  of  secret  hearings,  candidates’  compliance  with  all  state  and 
federal  laws  relating  to  political  campaign  contributions  and  expenditures 
and  corrupt  practices.  If  probable  cause  is  shown,  the  Commission  is  required 
to  direct  the  Attorney  General  to  take  further  action  in  the  proper  form 
and  is  required  to  make  public  a  report  of  such  action.  In  cases  involving 
the  campaign  practices  of  the  Attorney  General  himself,  a  special  attorney 
is  to  be  appointed.  If  no  probable  cause  is  shown,  the  Commission  is  to 
state  so  publicly. 

Further,  the  proposed  act  extends  the  application  of  the  current  statute 
regarding  the  disclosure  of  campaign  expenditures  and  contributions,  to  all 
candidates  for  office  above  the  town  and  city  level,  with  the  exception  of 
President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States.  The  act  requires  all 
such  candidates  to  receive  and  disburse  all  amounts  greater  than  $25  by 
check,  and  makes  it  a  crime  to  knowingly  receive  cash  payment  from  a 
candidate  or  his  committee  for  a  service  costing  more  than  $25.  The  act 
also  requires  candidates  to  designate  a  single  bank  as  depository  of  funds 
and  as  record-keeper,  with  records  of  receipts  and  expenditures  to  be  open 
to  public  scrutiny. 

Provisions  of  the  act  extend  present  campaign  spending  limits  to  cover 
all  media  expenses  and  require  all  media  firms  (including:  television,  radio, 
newspaper,  billboard,  magazine,  advertising,  public  relations,  printing  opinion 
polling,  computer,  telephone,  telegraph)  to  report  the  purchase  of  media 
services  by  candidates.  Media  expenses  of  candidates  for  the  offices  of  dis¬ 
trict  attorney,  clerk  of  court,  register  of  probate  and  insolvency,  register  of 
deeds,  county  commissioner,  county  treasurer  and  sheriff  are  limited  to 
$.07  for  each  resident  of  the  respective  electoral  district.  Other  provisions  of 
the  act  require  candidates,  upon  official  announcement  or  filing  of  nomination 
papers,  to  report  all  political  receipts  and  expenditures  since  the  date  of 
the  last  general  election  for  the  office  sought,  and  count  such  expenditures 
toward  spending  limits.  The  act  also  limits  candidates  to  one  political  com¬ 
mittee. 
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The  act  establishes  a  maximum  penalty  of  one  year  imprisonment  and/or 
$10,000  fine  for  individuals  engaged  in  corrupt  practices,  and  a  $50,000 
fine  for  corporations  so  involved.  In  addition,  the  Attorney  General  is  per¬ 
mitted  to  bring  an  action  for  the  removal  of  a  candidate  whose  election  was 
materially  aided  by  corrupt  practices  on  the  part  of  the  candidate  or  one 
acting  in  his  behalf,  where  such  removal  is  otherwise  authorized  by  law.

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  gov¬ 
erning  elections,  the  voting  precincts  designated  for  their  districts  were 
fitted  up  as  polling  places,  a  place  railed  off  and  compartments  provided  for 
the  convenience  of  voters  in  marking  their  ballots,  and  each  compartment 
was  supplied  with  cards  of  instruction  and  other  necessary  facilities. 

Cards  of  instruction  and  specimen  ballots  were  posted  in  five  different 
parts  of  each  polling  place  outside  the  rail.  The  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant 
delivered  to  the  ballot  clerks,  sealed  packages  marked  “Official  Ballots  Novem¬ 
ber  5,  1974”  and  their  receipts  therefor. 

The  Ballot  Clerks  were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of  registered  voters 
of  the  Town,  as  prepared  by  the  Registrars  of  Voters  for  use  at  this  election. 
They  were  supplied  with  the  official  ballots  taken  from  the  package  received 
from  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  and  were  stationed  by  the  entrances 
and  exits  of  the  polling  places  with  instructions  to  deliver  such  ballots  only 
to  voters  whose  names  were  found  and  checked  on  the  voting  list.  The 
ballot  boxes  used  in  elections  were  opened  in  public  meeting,  examined  by  the 
Wardens  and  other  officials  and  found  to  be  empty.  The  registers  were  then 
set  at  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  7:00  o’clock 
in  the  forenoon  and  were  declared  closed  at  8:00  p.m.  At  the  close  of  the 
polls  an  actual  canvass  of  the  ballots  showed  that  eleven  thousand  four 
hundred  and  thirty-five  (11,435)  votes  were  cast. 

The  names  checked  on  the  voting  list  by  the  ballot  clerks  at  the  entrances 
of  each  polling  place  were  counted  and  found  to  agree,  and  the  total  number 
of  names  so  checked  was  eleven  thousand  four  hundred  and  thirty-five 
(11,435).

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
governing  elections,  the  voting  precincts  designated  for  their  districts  were 
fitted  up  as  polling  places,  a  place  railed  off  and  compartments  provided  for 
the  convenience  of  voters  in  marking  their  ballots,  and  each  compartment 
was  supplied  with  cards  of  instruction  and  other  necessary  facilities. 

Cards  of  instruction  and  specimen  ballots  were  posted  in  five  different 
parts  of  each  polling  place  outside  the  rail.  The  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant 
delivered  to  the  ballot  clerks,  sealed  packages  marked  “Official  Ballots 
January  20,  1975’’  and  their  receipts  therefor. 

The  Ballot  Clerks  were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of  registered  voters 
of  the  Town,  as  prepared  by  the  Registrars  of  Voters  for  use  at  this  election. 
They  were  supplied  with  the  official  ballots  taken  from  the  package  received 
from  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  and  were  stationed  by  the  entrances 
and  exits  of  the  polling  places  with  instructions  to  deliver  such  ballots  only 
to  voters  whose  names  were  found  and  checked  on  the  voting  list.  The  ballot 
boxes  used  in  elections  were  opened  in  public  meeting,  examined  by  the 
Wardens  and  other  officials  and  found  to  be  empty.  The  registers  were  then 
sent  at  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  7:00  o’clock 
in  the  forenoon  and  were  declared  closed  at  8:00  p.m.  At  the  close  of  the 
polls  an  actual  canvass  of  the  ballots  showed  that  six  thousand  and  eighty 
six  (6086)  votes  cast. 

The  names  checked  on  the  voting  list  by  the  ballot  clerks  at  the  en¬ 
trances  of  each  polling  place  were  counted  and  found  to  agree,  and  the  total 
number  of  names  so  checked  was  six  thousand  and  eighty  six  (6086).

May  I  point  out,  however,  that  I  recommend  that  this  body  should  through 
by-law  establish  some  standing  rules  on  matters  that  will  greatly  affect  the 
meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE  AIRPORT  COMMISSION 

The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen

Gentlemen: 

The  Norwood  Airport  Commission  hereby  submits  its  report  for 
the  year  1975. 

The  membership  of  the  Commission  was  reduced  to.  seven  members. 

William  F.  Collins,  Chairman  of  the  Commission,  resigned  on  Feb. 
3,  1975,  John  H.  Mellon  was  appointed  to  the  unexpired  term. 

Mrs.  Dianne  C.  Kearns  was  elected  chairman  and  Walter  R.  Ryan 
was  elected  secretary  of  the  Commission. 

A  brief  review  of  matters  discussed  during  the  year  were  as 
follows : 

On  January  8,  1975  the  Commission  authorized  the  installation  of 
signs  at  the  ends  of  the  runways  outlining  jet  procedures. 

January  17,  1975  the  Commission  voted  to  accept  from  the  Federal 
Aviation  Administration  a  navigational  aid,  namely  a  localizer  to  serve 
runway  35. 

May  1975  the  Commission  contracted  for  the  painting  of  a  displaced 
threshold  on  the  East-West  runway.  A  1000  ft.  displaced  threshold 
would  prohibit  any  aircraft  from  touching  down  on  the  first  1000  ft. 
of  runway.  This  is  the  runway  with  a  descent  path  directly  over  the 
hospital  and  the  homes  in  the  Rock  and  Winfield  Street  area. 

June  4,  1975  Massachusetts  Aeronautics  Commission  conducted  a 
Public  Workshop  at  the  Norwood  Junior  High  North  to  familiarize 
citizens  in  the  Norwood  area  with  the  Massachusetts  Airport  Noise 
Study. 

October  1975  VFR  Helicopter  anti-noise  arrival/departure  procedure 
were  adopted  at  the  Airport. 

December  1975  the  Massachusetts  Aeronautics  Commission  voted 
to  issue  the  Norwood  Hospital  a  permit  to  exceed  the  height  limits 
established  under  the  General  Laws. 

November  1975  the  Commission  adopted  Airport  noise  abatement 
procedures  for  “touch  and  go”  traffic. 
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The  financial  summary  of  receipts  from  the  Airport  is  as  follows:

The  following  is  the  annual  report  for  the  Building  Department  for 
the  year  1975. 

Building  Department  Staff:  seven 
One  full-time  Building  Inspector 
One  part-time  Substitute  Inspector 
One. full- time. temporary  Aide 
One  full-time  temporary  Secretary 
Three  part-time  Plumbing  &  Gas  Inspectors 
A  total  of  500  building  permits  were  issued  with  an  estimated  cost 
of  $5,938,016  during  the  year  1975.  The  majority  of  these  permits  focused 
on  additions  and  alterations  to  residential  structures.  A  total  of  $33,567 
was  received  as  revenue  from  fees  and  is  broken  down  as  follows: 


Building  Permit  Fees:  $26,922 

Water  Meter  Fees:  775 

Certicates  of  Inspection:  2,750 

Filing  Fees  Board  of  Appeal:  3,120 

Filing  Fees  Building  Code  B.O.A.:  50 


This  year  with  the  implementation  of  the  State  Code  we  have 
issued  125  Certificates  of  Inspection.  The  additional  workload  has  not 
been  easy  to  cope  with  but  the  Department  is  doing  its  best  to  accomp¬ 
lish  the  task.  These  inspections  and  any  other  inspections  are  made  to 
establish  and  maintain  a  level  of  safety  for  the  public. 

We  were  alloted  a  CETA  employee,  Albert  Maio,  who  did  numerous 
investigative  reports  and  provided  substantial  support  to  the  office.  As 
this  position  was  not  funded  for  the  coming  year  his  assistance  will 
be  missed. 

On  July  1st  the  Plumbing  and  Gas  Inspectors  came  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Building  Department.  During  the  ensuisg  six  month 
period  there  has  been  mutual  cooperation  between  the  Departments 
with  the  intent  of  providing  direct  response  to  those  who  have  contact 
with  the  Departments.  The  Plumbing  and  Gas  Inspectors  are  in  the 
office  11-12  daily.  Since  July  1,  1975  they  have  issued  a  total  of  317 
permits. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Wiring  Inspector,  Plumbing  and  Gas 
Inspectors  and  the  men  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  for  their 
cooperation  during  the  past  year  in  maintaining  the  highest  level  of 
inspection  for  safety  and  property.

The  following  is  a  detailed  report  of  the  Cemetery  Department  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1975. 

In  the  past  year  the  Cemetery  Department  prepared  and  conducted 
261  interments.  We  also  had  one  (1)  out  of  state  transfer  and  two  (2) 
transfers  came  in  from  other  cemeteries. 

In  the  past  year  the  Cemetery  Department  did  all  the  required 
drafting  and  printing  of  all  the  261  interments  made  in  1975.  Of  this 
total  56  were  in  the  new  Companion  Lots,  18  were  in  the  Garden  or 
Family  Section,  and  5  were  in  the  new  Single  Grave  area.  Plans  were 
also  drawn  up  for  a  new  Companion  Lot  and  a  new  Single  Grave 
section.  There  will  be  no  monuments  allowed  in  the  new  Single  Grave 
section.  Flush  markers  only  will  be  permitted  in  this  section. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  work  week,  it  was  necessary  for  the 
Assistant  Superintendent  of  the  Public  Works  Department  to  work  all 
or  part  of  37  Saturdays,  24  Sundays,  5  Holidays,  and  6  nights  to  fulfill 
the  duties  required  for  the  successful  operation  of  the  Department. 

This  past  year  the  Cemetery  crew  excavated  and  poured  a  total  of 
95  new  foundations  for  monuments,  and  they  also  set  a  total  of  63 
markers  in  various  Lots  throughout  the  Cemetery. 

Last  year  we  also  had  a  total  of  117  Perpetual  Care  requests,  plus 
62  winter  graves  and  27  lots  that  required  repairing  to  prevent  possible 
damage  to  our  equipment.  In  all,  the  Crew  repaired  a  total  of  206 
depressed  graves. 

This  year  the  men  also  removed  a  total  of  57  bushes  that  were 
badly  overgrown  and  unsightly.  Most  of  these  areas  have  been  reseeded 
or  resodded.  There  is  no  charge  for  this  service;  however,  in  the  future 
this  service  will  be  performed  only  upon  receipt  of  a  written  request 
from  the  lot  owner.  There  have  been  a  few  problems  in  the  past  which 
will  be  eliminated  by  enforcing  this  written  request  procedure. 

This  year  the  Cemetery  Department  spread  a  total  of  21  tons  of 
fertilizer,  17  tons  of  lime  and  6000  square  feet  of  sod  in  maintaining 
both  the  Old  Parish  and  Highland  Cemeteries.  We  also  used  a  total  of 
550  pounds  of  seed  to  reseed  our  sod  field  and  a  number  of  other  small 
areas. 

The  lawns  at  Highland  Cemetery  were  mowed  and  walks  and  ave¬ 
nues  were  edged  whenever  possible.  The  trimming,  as  in  the  past,  was 
done  on  an  as  needed  basis. 

There  were  no  interments  in  the  Old  Parish  Cemetery  during  the 
past  year.  Maintenance  was  performed  once  again  on  as  needed  basis. 
The  major  problem  in  the  seldom  used  Cemetery  is  still  vandalism. 
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Highland  Cemetery  was  again  plagued  by  vandalism.  The  main 
target  again  this  year  was  our  stockade  fence.  We  have  had  approxi¬ 
mately  $600.00  damage  in  the  past  year.  We  also  have  had  more 
damage  to  our  garage  doors,  Vigil  lights  have  been  smashed,  Vases 
have  been  stolen  and  Monuments  have  been  defaced  and  toppled.  The 
Cemetery  Department  cannot  assume  responsible  for  these  acts  of 
vandalism  and  therefore,  that  damage  not  repairable  by  our  men 
becomes  an  added  burden  to  the  lot  owner. 

In  the  past  year  we  were  also  required  ta  replace  (8)  of  our  upright 
water  faucets  that  were  damaged  either  by  automobiles  or  vandals.  We 
repaired  one  minor  water  break,  replaced  a  number  of  faucet  handles 
and  also  repaired  the  water  bubblers. 

This  past  year  our  Single  Grave  and  Companion  Lot  sections  were 
completely  sold  out.  As  mentioned  previously,  this  necessitated  the 
drawing  up  of  new  plans  for  both  these  sections.  We  now  have  plans 
laid  out  for  (33)  Companion  Lots  and  (66)  Single  Graves. 

Again  this  year  we  have  continued  with  our  resurfacing  program. 
In  recent  years  all  asphalt  work  was  concentrated  in  the  older  sections 
of  the  Cemetery  where  most  of  the  walks  were  of  gravel.  This  year  it 
will  be  necessary  to  resurface  some  of  the  walks  in  the  more  active 
sections  which  were  damaged  during  the  winter  months. 

As  Custodians  of  Veterans’  Graves  we  reseeded  or  resodded  all 
Veterans’  Graves  and  raised  markers  as  necessary  and  as  time  per¬ 
mitted.  There  were  (6)  new  interments  in  our  Veterans’  section  during 
the  year. 

We  had  a  total  of  (37)  Veterans  buried  at  Highland  Cemetery  in 
the  past  year,  and  of  this  number  (21)  were  World  War  II,  (12)  were 
World  War  I,  (1)  was  of  the  Korean  Conflict  and  (3)  were  Viet  Nam 
Veterans. 

The  Cemetery  crew  installed  a  total  of  (32)  Bronze  Veterans’ 
markers  at  various  lots  throughout  the  Cemetery.  All  organizational 
markers  and  flags  were  also  placed  on  new  Veterans’  graves. 

Again  this  year  the  Cemetery  Department  continued  the  practice 
of  exchanging  its  equipment  with  various  Town  Departments,  and  our 
mechanic  serviced  equipment  for  the  Light,  Public  Works,  Recreation 
and  Engineering  Departments  as  well  as  servicing  all  Cemetery  De¬ 
partment  equipment. 

Again  I  would  like  to  thank  the  men  oJ  this  department  for  their 
efforts  in  keeping  this  cemetery  one  of  the  best  in  the  area. 

They  have  worked  very  hard  to  keep  this  cemetery  up  to  the 
townspeople’s  expectations  and  I  only  hope  that  they  are  appreciated 
for  the  tremendous  job  they  are  doing. 

I  would  like  also  to  thank  Mr.  Mogan  and  all  his  department  heads 
for  their  assistance  during  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

To  the  Town  Manager: 

The  Conservation  Commission  met  regularly  the  first  Wednesday 
of  the  month  in  the  Municipal  Building. 

In  April  elections  were  held  with  Mrs.  Cottrell  re-elected  as  Chair¬ 
man,  Mrs.  Bilotta  elected  as  Vice  Chairman  and  Mr.  Maguire  as  Financial 
Secretary.  The  following  month  both  Mr  Kinnaly  and  Mr.  Maguire 
resigned  from  the  Commission  due  primarily  to  business  pressures. 

Members  and  Associates  reguarly  attended  the  Neponset  Conser¬ 
vation  Association  meetings  as  well  as  the  MACC  conferences.  The 
Commission  was  invited  to  attend  and  participate  in  numerous  meet¬ 
ings  of  various  government  departments  as  well  as  those  of  private 
organizations.  On  Earth  Day  Mr.  Strumski,  Mrs.  Cottrell  and  Mr.  Pez- 
wick  were  requested  to  present  programs  at  the  Senior  High  School. 

It  was  gratifying  to  note  a  definite  increase  in  applicants  for  camp- 
erships  for  the  Massachusetts  Conservation  Camp.  Two  boys  were  sent 
in  cooperation  with  the  Women’s  Community  Committee  and  if  this 
enthusiasm  continues  three  will  be  sent  this  year. 

Maintenance  of  Ellis  Pond  included  some  extensive  burning  of 
brush  and  preliminary  plans  for  surveying  access  points.  A  small  area 
at  Traphole  was  offered  to  abutters  for  gardening  but  evoked  no  interest. 

The  most  important  action  of  the  year  was  the  consummation  of 
the  acquisition  of  the  Endean  property  from  Mr.  Charles  S.  Bird.  This 
with  the  final  approval  of  the  state  authorities,  so  Self  Help  funding  is 
assured. 
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The  Commission  held  about  a  dozen  hearings  under  the  Wetlands 
Protection  Act  and  issued  subsequent  Orders  of  Conditions.  Numerous 
people  have  asked  advice  prior  to  formal  hearings.  Others  have  con¬ 
sulted  the  Commission  when  unsure  of  the  environmental  impact  of 
their  plans  even  when  no  wetland  was  involved. 

Water  pollution  seems  to  increasingly  be  of  concern  and  the  Com¬ 
mission  had  a  number  of  complaints  in  this  area.  Where  possible  at¬ 
tempts  were  made  to  remedy  the  situation.

The  following  is  my  report  as  Town  Counsel  for  the  1975  Annual 
Town  Report  in  accordance  with  the  General  Manager’s  instructions 
and  request  for  brevity.  Town  Counsel  has  been  consulted  and  given 
legal  advice  to  many  town  officials  in  many  areas. 

The  services  rendered  have  included  many  court  appearances  in¬ 
volving  the  Housing  for  the  Elderly  project,  a  developer’s  storage  of 
dangerous  equipment  in  violation  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  and  numerous 
other  issues  including  the  Norwood  Municipal  Airport.  Town  Counsel 
has  also  rendered  assistance  in  the  issues  of  the  Gas  and  Plumbing 
Inspector,  the  new  Zoning  Enabling  Act,  the  Special  Needs  Education 
Act,  Electronic  Voting,  public  bidding  issues,  the  Town  Charter  and 
Town  By-Laws  to  name  a  few  of  the  issues. 

Town  Counsel  has  also  attended  hearings,  meetings  and  conferences 
of  numerous  town  boards  and  state  agencies.  The  drafting,  preparation 
of  articles  for  warrants  and  motion  for  town  meetings  has  consumed 
much  time.  Some  litigations  have  been  referred  to  Special  Counsel  who 
has  helped  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  in  particular  by  successful  trial 
of  the  issue  involving  the  awarding  of  the  contract  for  the  town  dump.

The  Town  Engineer  submits  his  annual  report  for  calendar  year 
1976. 

The  general  broad  scope  of  the  Department’s  activities  is  set  forth 
in  some  detail  in  order  that  the  general  public  be  made  aware  of  the 
many  and  varied  phases  of  engineering  counsel  and  advice  that  are 
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annually  provided  and  which  are  available  to  public  and  private  agencies 
and  companies,  and  also  to  the  individual  resident  of  Norwood. 

The  Department  also  prepares  the  needed  public  competitive  bid 
proposals  for  construction  work  and  processes  the  work  down  through 
final  inspection  and  payment. 

It  is  still  a  problem  to  find  properly  qualified  Civil  Service  eligible 
engineers  who  are  willing  to  work  and  more  important,  are  willing  to 
stay  in  Town  service  under  the  existing  classification  and  salary  system. 

Town  Engineer  was  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of  a  newly 
graduated  civil  engineer,  thus  bringing  the  staff  up  to  a  total  of  four 
men;  Town  Engineer  and  Assistant  Town  Engineer  (both  permanent 
full  time),  the  new  graduate  engineer  (Provisional  full  time)  and  the 
regular  Northeastern  University  Co-op  program  student.  The  CETA 
clerk  position  has  been  phased  out. 

In  1976  it  is  anticipated  that  the  Engineering  Department  will  do 
the  necessary  engineering  work  for  the  ordinary  daily  jobs  and  for  the 
typical  musicipal  engineering  and  construction  projects;  major  complex 
works  scheduled  into  rigid  time  frames  will  need  outside  engineering  aid. 

In  such  cases,  the  Town  Engineer  works  with  the  consultant’s  per¬ 
sonnel  throughout  all  portions  of  the  project.

In  1975  the  Town  Engineer  handled  the  usual  daily  surfeit  of  en¬ 
gineering  work  requests  ranging  from  acceptance  of  street  procedures, 
alphabetically  dawn  to  zoning  map  and  by-law  questions. 

In  addition,  32  meetings  were  attended  after  the  regular  work  day 
and  engineering  assistance  was  provided  to  the  various  boards  and 
agencies  as  requested. 

During  the  regular  work  week  the  Town  Engineer  attended  meet¬ 
ings  with  officials  of  the  various  state  and  municipal  agencies  having 
projects  in  common  with  Norwood. 

Seventy-four  written  reports  concerning  varied  topics  were  sub¬ 
mitted  as  requested  by  the  General  Manager’s  office.

Six  reports  on  petition  plans  were  sent  to  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Appeals,  while  19  reports  on  10  subdivisions  (ranging  from  preliminary 
plan  review  to  inspection  and  report  for  bond  release)  were  forwarded 
to  the  Planning  Board  at  their  request. 

Town  Enigneer  made  regular  observations  and  recorded  data  relat 
ing  to  Buckmaster  Pond  water  level  along  with  effluent  pipe  and  ditch 
conditions. 

Many  hours  were  spent  with  Mass.  D.P.W.  engineers  and  consultants 
in  finalizing  the  TOPICS  project  design  data.  Contract  bids  were  ac¬ 
cepted  by  the  Mass.  D.P.W.  and  the  job  was  awarded  with  work  starting 
late  in  1975. 

Town  Engineer  attended  to  legal  work  at  Norfolk  County  Registry 
of  Deeds  including  filing  of  various  notices,  research  work  on  deeds, 
easements,  etc.,  and  processing  the  final  filings  of  Hatch  Act  orders  of 
condition. 

Town  Engineer  was  appointed  to  the  Hospital  Site  Study  Committee, 
Selectmen’s  Specialist  in  Transportation  Committee,  and  Hospital  Park¬ 
ing  Study  Committee,  so  that  engineering  advice  and  data  could  be 
supplied. 

The  above  information  lists  the  more  interesting  and  time  consuming 
aspects  of  the  Town  Engineer’s  work.  1976  promises  bigger  and  better 
problems  as  the  building  and  construction  works  increase,  and  as  the 
governmental  agencies  exercise  more  and  more  control  over  local  gov¬ 
ernments.

6.  Continuation  of  water  main  construction  according  to  master 
plan. 

7.  Work  with  County  Engineer  on  details  of  3  County  Road  lay¬ 
out  proposals. 

8.  Work  with  Mass.  D.P.W.  District  Six  office  on  State  Aid  road 
program  for  University  Avenue. 
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9.  Work  with  H.U.D.  on  Flood  Hazard  Area  map  for  Flood  In¬ 
surance  program. 

10.  Continuing  work  with  the  Norwood  Hospital  Site  Study  Com¬ 
mittee. 

11.  Projected  work  on  Purgatory  Brook. 

With  the  above  projects  and  those  which  are  as  yet  unknown,  it 
appears  as  though  1976  will  be  an  interesting  and  busy  time.

Dear  Mr.  Curran: 

I  submit  to  you  and  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  the  annual 
report  of  your  Fire  Department  for  1975. 

The  Fire  Department  responded  to  a  total  of  1,591  alarms  of  fire 
and  answered  883  emergency  ambulance  calls.  (Note  separate  page  of 
breakdown  of  alarms). 

Fire  inspections  were  conducted  in  businesses,  industries,  new  homes, 
apartment  houses  and  places  of  public  assembly.  Fire  drills  were  held 
in  all  schools,  nursing  homes,  day  care  centers  and  the  Norwood  Hos¬ 
pital  as  required  by  law.  In  addition,  monthly  inspections  and  recom¬ 
mendations  were  made  of  all  Town  owned  buildings.  Fire  alarm  and 
sprinkler  tests  numbered  387  calls.  Extinguisher  training  was  given  to 
1,120  personnel  of  industry  including  570  nursing  and  maintenance  per¬ 
sonnel  of  the  hospital. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  officers  and  men  of 
your  Fire  Department  for  their  dedication  to  duty. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Mr.  John  Mogan,  General  Manager,  and  the  other  Town  Departments 
for  the  co-operation  during  my  thirteen  year  term  as  Chief  of  the  Nor¬ 
wood  Fire  Department.

Public  Health  Nurses 


The  Public  Health  Nurses  visited  and  provided  care  in  the  home 
for  acutely  and  chronically  ill  patients  under  the  direction  of  the 
patients’  personal  physicians. 

The  home  visits  consisted  of  administering  medication  by  injection, 
changing  surgical  dressings,  mental  health  supervision,  teaching  basic 
hygiene  and  health  education. 

The  Nurses  hold  a  blood  pressure  Clinic  once  a  month  at  the  United 
Church  hall  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month  in  the  afternoon. 

The  Nurses  conduct  Public  Health  Clinics  held  by  the  Board  of 
Health  throughout  the  year.  The  Clinics  consist  of  Lead  Poisoning  de¬ 
tection,  Mantoux  Tuberculosis  case  finding,  Flu  Clinics  and  contagious 
disease  Clinics. 

There  were  two  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-six  home  visits 
made  in  1975. 


School  Nurse 


Dr.  John  J.  O’Day,  the  School  Physician,  made  routine  visits  and 
examined  children  referred  for  physical  examinations.  Parents  were 
notified  of  any  physical  defects  found  at  the  time  of  the  examination 
and  advised  to  consult  their  family  physician. 


Vision  Test 


All  children  are  given  the  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  to  screen  them 
for  visual  defects.  Children  found  with  a  visual  defect  were  referred  for 
further  examination  by  an  ophalmologist. 
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Audiometer  Test 

All  children  in  the  school  were  screened  for  hearing  defects  with 
the  Maico  Puretone  Audiometer.  Children  found  with  a  hearing  defect 
were  referred  to  an  ear  specialist  foa?  further  treatment. 

Tine  Testing 

Children  in  Grade  1  were  given  the  opportunity  to  receive  the 
tuberculin  test.  Fifty-six  children  were  tested  with  all  having  a  negative 
result. 


Dental  Clinic 

All  children  in  Grades  1  to  6  inclusive  were  examined  by  Dr.  Maria 
Krivoshlolokoff.  The  children  may  attend  the  school  dental  clinic  or 
have  the  work  done  by  their  own  dentist. 

The  tooth-brusing  program  is  being  continued  with  excellent  re¬ 
sults.  This  program  is  sponsored  by  Tufts  University,  School  of  Dental 
Medicine.  The  purpose  of  the  study  is  to  determine  the  ability  of  a  new 
dentifrice  to  reduce  dental  decay. 

School  Dentist 

At  the  start  of  the  school  year  the  school  destist  examined  the 
pupils  of  seven  Public  schools  and  St.  Catherine’s  School. 

The  children  received  a  statement  of  their  oral  condition  and  on 
parents’  request  the  dental  work  is  performed  in  the  school  dental  cilinc. 

The  children  receive  fillings,  extractions,  and  cleaning.  They  are 
given  consultation  and  evaluation  of  their  dental  condition.  Instruction 
and  training  in  the  proper  dental  care  and  the  importance  of  good 
dental  health  is  stressed  upon  the  student. 

Environmental  Sanitarian 

Licenses  for  the  sale  of  milk  and  cream  were  issued  to  milk  dealers, 
food  stores  and  eating  establishments. 

Dealers  in  oleomargarine  were  registered  for  the  last  time.  After 
1975  oleomargarine  dealers  will  not  be  required  to  register. 

Licenses  for  the  manufacture  of  frozen  desserts  were  issued. 

No  complaints,  relative  to  the  quality  of  milk  or  dairy  products, 
were  received  in  1975. 

Some  of  the  principal  defects  found  in  restaurant  sanitation  in  1975 
were: 

Uncovered  dumpsters  and  trash  spilled  from  dumpsters. 

Food  stored  out  of  refrigerator  for  long  periods  of  time. 
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Clean  dishes  stored  in  unprotected  areas. 

Unclean  refrigerators,  particularly  wooden  shelves  in 
walk-in  refrigerators. 

Lack  of  thorough  cleaning  usually  in  the  areas  not  seen 
by  customers. 

Mr.  John  P.  Dixon  was  elected  Chairman  oi  the  Board  of  Health 
following  the  annual  election  in  January  1975. 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health 
found  it  necessary  to  curtail  Enteric  Bacteriology  services  in  the  past 
year  due  to  State  fiscal  policies.  The  Commonwealth  has  also  discon¬ 
tinued  distribution  of  Small  Pox  vaccine  to  the  medical  profession. 

The  Board  conducted  Mantoux  Tuberculosis  testing  clinics  for  stu¬ 
dents  in  the  First  Grade  of  the  Norwood  school  system.  The  Board 
also  tested  all  school  personnel  who  required  certification  for  employ¬ 
ment  in  1975. 


The  Board  conducted  a  Polio  clinic  for  all  Norwood  children  through 
the  age  of  12  years  on  June  9  and  10  in  the  Municipal  Building. 


The  Board  held  a  clinic  to  immunize  senior  citizens  on  October  21 
and  22  in  Memorial  Hall. 


A  Measles,  Mumps  and  Rubella  clinic  was  held  on  November  18 
and  19  in  the  Municipal  Building. 

The  Town  of  Norwood  was  classified  as  a  high  risk  Tuberculosis 
Community  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health  Division  of  Tubercu¬ 
losis  Control. 

The  Board  conducted  a  Mantoux  Tuberculosis  testing  clinic  on 
Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  of  each  week  from  1:30  to  3:30  p.m. 
in  the  Municipal  Building.  Positive  reactors  are  x-rayed. 

A  Lead  Poisoning  clinic  for  children  under  five  years  of  age  is 
held  in  the  Municipal  Building  on  Thursday  and  Friday  of  each  week 
from  1:30  to  3:30  p.m. 

The  Board  certified  the  Ellis  Nursing  Center,  Maple  Grove  Con¬ 
valescent  Home  and  the  Victoria  Rest  Haven  Nursing  Home  as  being 
suitable  institutions  to  be  licensed  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Health. 


The  Board  approved  the  definitive  Subdivision  Plan  of  Patricia  M. 
Lanzoni  off  Union  Street. 


The  Board  approved  the  preliminary  Subdivision  Plan  of  Blossom 
Street.

Norwood  Housing  Authority  is  composed  of  4  elected  officials  and 
1  State  appointed  member.  One  member  is  appointed  or  elected  each 
year  for  a  term  of  five  years.  Its  primary  function  is  to  administer 
Public  Housing  Development  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  to  recom¬ 
mend  and  apply  for  financial  assistance  to  state  and  federal  agencies 
for  new  developments,  when  and  if  needed. 

The  Authority  currently  administers  a  75-unit  State-aided  Veterans 
Project  completed  in  1950;  a  50-unit  State-aided  Elderly  Project  com¬ 
pleted  in  1961;  a  36-unit  State-aided  Elderly  Project  completed  in  1965; 
a  72-unit  State-aided  Elderly  Project  completed  in  1968;  an  80-unit  State- 
aided  Elderly  Project  completed  in  April  1973. 

All  of  these  projects  are  financed  by  public  bond  issues.  The  Com¬ 
monwealth  guarantees  payment  of  these  bonds  over  a  40-year  period 
and  pays  an  annual  subsidy  equal  to  the  Debt  Service  Requirements. 
Since  the  Commonwealth  guarantees  payment  of  the  bonds  and  pays 
the  annual  subsidies,  all  major  decisions  and  expenditures  must  receive 
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prior  approval  of  the  State’s  Department  of  Community  Affairs.  The 
duties  of  the  NHA  and  the  primary  objective  of  Public  Housing  Legis¬ 
lation  is  to  provide  decent  and  adequate  housing  for  families  and 
elderly  persons  of  low  and  moderate  income  at  rents  they  can  afford 
to  pay. 

Washington  Heights,  State-aided  Veterans  Project  Ch.  200,  is  located 
at  Roosevelt  Ave.-Jefferson  Drive.  It  is  made  up  of  33  five-room  single 
houses  and  42  four-room  apartments.  Average  monthly  rent  is  *99.55. 
Tenants  pay  for  their  own  utilities.  To  qualify  for  admittance,  appli¬ 
cants  must  meet  the  following  requirements: 

(1)  They  must  be  veterans  of  the  armed  services  of  the  U.S. 

(2)  They  must  meet  the  income  admission  limits. 

(3)  They  must  be  in  need  of  housing. 

(4)  They  must  have  dependents  (minor  children,  parents  or 
disabled  relatives). 

Rents  are  based  on  a  percentage  of  annual  income  received.  Total 
development  cost  was  $800,000.00.  In  25  years  of  operation  this  project 
has  taken  in  about  $1,806,000.00  from  rentals.  $49,000.00  in  reserve  funds 
are  bn  deposit  at  Norwood  banks.  The  Norwood  Housing  Authority 
pays  $2,700.00  annually  to  the  Town  as  a  payment  in  lieu  of  taxes. 

Willow-wood  Terrace,  comprising  sections  1  &  2  of  the  State-aided 
Elderly  Projects  Ch.  667,  is  located  at  Railroad  Avenue,  Adams  Street, 
and  Hill  Street.  There  are  86  three-room  apartments  housed  in  10 
two-story  brick  veneer  buildings  with  a  recreation  building  and  office. 
Currently,  there  are  75  single  persons  and  11  couples  occupying  these 
apartments.  13  new  tenants  moved  in  this  year.  To  qualify,  applicants 
must  meet  the  following  requirements: 

(1)  They  must  be  65  or  over.  If  a  person  is  retired  on  a  dis¬ 
ability,  he  or  she  would  be  eligible  if  not  65  years  of 
age.  Handicapped  persons  are  also  eligible  at  any  age. 

(2)  They  must  be  in  need  of  housing. 

(3)  They  must  be  of  low  income. 

(4)  They  must  be  residents  of  Massachusetts  and  citizens 
of  the  United  States. 

(5)  They  must  be  physically  able  to  maintain  the  apart¬ 
ments. 

During  the  past  year,  interiors  of  35  apartments  were  painted  by 
maintenance  personnel.  In  13  years  of  operation,  this  project  has  taken 
in  about  $755,000.00.  It  is  100%  occupied.  Total  development  cost  was 
$1,016,000.00. 

Nahatan  Village,  the  3rd  Housing  for  the  Elderly  Project,  Ch.  667, 
is  located  on  Nahatan  Street.  There  are  72  three-room  apartments  in  4 
two-story  brick  veneer  buildings  with  recreation  hall  and  office.  There 
are  60  single  persons  and  12  couples  occuping  these  apartments.  10  new 
tenants  moved  in  this  year.  Requirements  for  applicants  are  the  same 
as  in  Willow-wood  Terrace.  In  four  years  of  operation,  this  project  has 
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taken  in  about  $365,000.00  from  rentals.  It  is  100%  occupied.  Total  de¬ 
velopment  cost  was  $1,002,000.00. 

Nahatan  Village,  Phase  II,  the  fourth  housing  development  for  the 
elderly,  was  completed  in  April  1973.  There  are  80  three-room  apart¬ 
ments  in  four  two-story  brick  veneer  buildings.  There  are  65  single 
persons  and  15  couples  occupying  these  apartments.  8  new  tenants 
moved  in  this  year.  It  is  100%  occupied.  Total  development  cost  was 
$1,540,000.00.  Average  monthly  rental  for  the  238  tenants  presently 
occupying  these  apartments  is  $70.00.  The  Authority  has  $80,000.00  in 
operating  reserve  funds  invested  or  on  deposit  in  Norwood  banks. 

In  November  o.f  1972,  the  Authority  received  approval  from  Town 
Meeting  to  construct  150  additional  units  for  the  Elderly  on  the  Nahatan 
Street  site.  However,  the  State  Dept,  of  Community  Affairs  authorized 
construction  of  only  104  units.  The  NHA  intends  to  purchase  or  take 
by  eminent  domain  3  parcels  of  land  o.f  approximately  92,000  sq.  ft. 
This  land  will  be  in  conjunction  with  three  acres  of  vacant  land  owned 
by  the  Authority.  All  of  these  parcels  have  been  re-zoned  for  multi¬ 
family  use.  Since  Housing  for  the  Elderly  differs  from  the  conventional 
apartment  complex  in  the  following  respects: 

(1)  Apartments  are  all  one  bedroom  and  average  about  480 
sq.  ft.  of  living  space  (about  half  the  size  of  the  con¬ 
ventional  apartment). 

(2)  75%  are  occupied  by  one  person. 

(3)  Only  about  25%  of  the  elderly  own  or  drive  cars.  (Zoning 
laws  require  2  parking  spaces  per  unit). 

(4)  Proposed  buildings  would  cover  about  22%  of  the  total 
land  area  (Zoning  law  allows  35%  coverage). 

So  the  Authority,  in  order  to  cut  costs,  applied  to  the  Board  of 
Appeal  for  Variances  and  Special  Permits  concerning  land  area,  frontage 
and  parking  requirements.  Variances  and  Special  Permits  were  granted 
in  January  1975.  However,  8  owners  of  four  properties  on  East  Cross 
Street  brought  suit  against  the  Board  of  Appeal,  the  Building  Inspector, 
and  the  Town  for  granting  these  variances. 

The  Authority  had  met  with  these  same  abutters  on  5  occasions 
and  instructed  the  architect  to  revise  the  plans  4  times  incorporating 
their  suggestions.  At  a  joint  meeting  held  in  October  1974,  the  abutters 
and  the  Authority  agreed  on  the  plan  presented  by  the  architect.  The 
State  DCA  and  the  Town  accepted  this  plan  after  some  minor  changes 
requested  by  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  however,  the  abutters 
informed  our  attorney  the  next  day  that  they  had  changed  their  minds. 
Their  main  concern  was  the  elimination  of  2  buildings  to  be  erected  on 
Authority  land  set  back  90’  to  108’  from  their  property  lines.  This  suit 
has  not  yet  been  resolved  in  courts.  In  August  of  1975,  on  instructions 
from  the  State  DCA,  the  NHA  signed  a  Contract  for  Financial  Assis¬ 
tance  in  the  amount  of  $2,600,000.00  for  the  construction  of  104  units  of

Elderly  Housing.  However,  no  monies  can  be  received  and  no  construc¬ 
tion  can  begin  until  the  courts  rule  on  this  suit. 

The  Authority,  at  present,  has  in  operation  a  State  Rental  Assistance 
Program  under  Ch.  707  for  low  and  moderate  income  families.  The  State 
DCA  has  authorized  funds  to  accommodate  24  families.  The  DCA  allo¬ 
cated  $36,336.00  annually  for  this  purpose.  Average  monthly  assistance 
to  each  tenant  $129.00,  average  rent  paid  by  tenant  $84.60. 

At  this  time  we  would  like  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Town  Meeting  Members,  the  various  Town  Boards  and  Departments  for 
their  continued  cooperation  and  assistance.

DIRECTOR’S  REPORT 

The  year  1975  was  not  one  of  library  spectaculars.  Most  activities 
continued  on  a  normal  path,  but  with  a  marked  growth  in  patron  use, 
and  increase  in  the  variety  of  programs  offered. 

The  library  “kicked  off”  the  town’s  Bicentennial  celebration  with 
an  Open  House  on  Patriot’s  Day;  a  concert  by  the  Colonial  Boys;  com¬ 
memoration  of  Aaron  Guild;  colonial  costumes  and  exhibilts. 

The  colonial  theme  was  continued  with  a  series  of  films  on  Colonial 
Williamsburg.  Other  programs  offered  concerned  needle  point  classes, 
gardening,  a  craft  week  (with  exhibits  and  instructions)  and  two  film 
series:  travel  films,  and  afternoon  movies  for  school  children. 

Many  organizations  used  the  library’s  meeting  rooms  throughout 
the  year:  Norwood  Women’s  Club,  Norwood  Community  Committee,  the 
League  of  Women  Voters,  Norwood  Camera  Club,  Norwood  Historical 
Commission,  Campfire  Leaders,  Norwood  Democratic  Town  Commit¬ 
tee,  etc. 

A  handsome  display  cabinet  was  installed  on  the  second  floor 
through  the  generosity  of  the  estate  of  the  late  Charles  Rich. 

Long  time  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Eugene  Dooley, 
stepped  down  from  the  Board  for  personal  reasons  and  Theodore 
Curtin  was  elected  to  replace  him. 

Through  the  assistance  of  CETA,  two  important  personnel  needs 
were  met  without  need  to  increase  the  library  budget. 

Inflation  and  energy  costs  cut  into  the  library’s  budget,  but  the 
town’s  understanding  support  helped  to  greatly  offset  the  problems 
these  added  costs  might  have  inflicted. 

Finally,  a  thorough  inventory  was  undertaken,  and  completed,  of 
all  the  library’s  holdings  (books,  records,  pictures,  etc.).  The  results 
were  both  gratifying  and  discouraging.  Many  books  thought  lost  were 
found  and  the  records  amended.  However,  most  discouraging  was  the 
discovery  of  the  extent  to  which  parts  of  the  collection  have  been  sys¬ 
tematically  looted  (approximately  1,400  books  per  year)  and  the  full 
calculation  of  the  financial  loss  —  over  $16,000  per  year.  This  has 
resulted  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  voting  to  install  a  book  theft  de¬ 
tection  system.  Admittedly,  such  a  step  in  unfortunate,  but  the  actions 
of  a  small  minority  of  patrons  is  having  serious  consequences  for 
library  service  to  the  entire  community. 

Summation 

The  Director  wishes  to  take  this  time  to  thank  the  library’s  patrons, 
staff  and  Board  of  Trustees  for  their  cooperation  and  understanding 
during  this  past  year.  Quiet  progress  was  the  year’s  highlight  and 
overall  charm.  Problems  were  few,  and  generally  manageable.  Patron 
response  to  new  programs  was  gratifying.  It  was  a  good  year.

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Municipal 
Light  Department  for  the  year  of  1975. 

The  town’s  complaint  against  Boston  Edison  Company  and  New 
England  Power  Company  seeking  damages  in  the  amount  of  $45,000,000 
after  trebling  has  progressed  to  the  stage  of  document  discovery  by 
all  parties. 

The  full  Federal  Power  Commission  rendered  their  decision  on  the 
SI  case  in  1975  and  resulted  in  Boston  Edison  Company  making  refunds 
to  the  towns.  Norwood’s  refund  was  $359,000  and  has  been  appealed  by 
Boston  Edison  Company  as  well  as  the  Town  of  Norwood  who  is  seeking 
an  additional  $300,000  refund. 

The  S2  case  is  awaiting  the  Presiding  Law  Judges  decision. 

The  S3  case  is  to  commence  hearings  in  early  1976. 

A  continuing  effort  to  find  new  lower  cost  source  of  energy  is 
being  made.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PERMANENT  BUILDING 
CONSTRUCTION  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  Permanent  Building  Construction  Committee  herewith  submits 
its  tenth  annual  report  to  the  Town  of  Norwood  in  accordance  with 
Article  40  of  the  Adjourned  Special  Town  Meeting  of  January  3,  1966. 

At  the  annual  election  in  April  1975,  John  J.  Egan  was  elected 
Chairman  and  Cornelius  J.  Mahoney,  Vice  Chairman.  Philip  C.  Swain 
was  appointed  to  the  committee  in  January  1975,  replacing  Mario  C. 
Scampini  who  resigned  in  December  1974.  Also  in  January,  Richard  W. 
Kief  resigned  from  the  committee  and  was  replaced  by  Roger  M.  Pelle¬ 
tier  in  March.  At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  on  April  14,  1975,  under 
Article  7,  the  bylaws  of  the  Committee  were  changed,  deleting  the 
Town  Manager  as  a  member  of  the  Committee.  In  June,  William  A. 
Ward  was  appointed,  replacing  Town  Manager  John  P.  Mogan. 

Aaron  Guild  School 

The  formal  dedication  exercises  were  held  on  Sunday,  January  26, 
1975.  Among  the  invited  guests  were  Mrs.  Dorothy  Probert  Johnson  of 
Norwood  and  Mr.  Nathaniel  Guild  of  Lexington,  both  decendants  of 
Aaron  Guild. 

This  school  account  was  closed  in  December  and  by  the  end  of  the 
year  work  was  progressing  on  compiling  information  for  submittal  to 
the  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau. 

Junior  High  South  at  Endean  Park 

Formal  dedication  ceremonies  took  place  on  Sunday,  March  16, 
1975.  Among  the  invited  guests  was  Charles  Sumner  Bird.  The  audi¬ 
torium  was  named  in  honor  of  Mr.  Bird,  and  the  gymnasium  in  honor 
of  John  J.  Cavanaugh,  a  long  time  School  Committee  member.  The 
School  Committee  voted  to  accept  the  school  on  March  19,  1975. 

Work  was  completed  on  a  storage  facility  in  the  rear  of  the  school 
and  also  a  dark  roam  used  in  the  printing  curriculum.  Safety  deluge 
showers  in  various  laboratories  will  be  installed  in  early  1976,  as  auth¬ 
orized  by  Town  Meeting  action  of  November  17,  1975.  It  is  anticipated 
this  account  will  be  closed  in  the  spring  of  1976  and  all  necessary  infor¬ 
mation  submitted  to  SBAB  at  that  time. 

Senior  High  School 

Work  on  plans  and  specifications  by  Korslund,  LeNormand  &  Quann, 
Inc.,  which  was  started  in  1974  for  additions  and  renovations,  continued 
into  the  spring  of  1975. 

At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  on  April  14,  1975,  under  Article  1,  plans 
and  specifications  for  additions  and  renovations  to  the  school  amounting 
to  $8,583,350.00,  were  presented  to  Town  Meeting.  The  vote  of  Town 
Meeting  was  for  indefinite  postponement.  The  Town  Meeting  was  ad¬ 
journed  until  May  1,  1975,  when  a  revised  plan  was  presented  amounting 
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ta  $5,888,000.  Town  Meeting  action  approved  this  revised  plan  by  an 
exact  two-thirds  majority  vote,  which  was  necessary  for  borrowing. 

A  referendum  vote  on  the  proposed  high  school  project  was  held 
on  June  11,  1975  at  which  time  Town  Meeting  action  was  reversed, 
thereby  defeating  the  project. 

At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  June  24,  1975,  under  Article  5, 
the  sum  of  $230,000  was  appropriated  for  repairs  to  the  high  school. 
The  architectural  firm  of  Korslund,  LeNormand  &  Quann,  Inc.  was 
selected  for  this  project.  The  close  of  the  year  saw  repairs  to  the  roof 
virtually  completed  as  well  as  renovations  to  Room  19  which  is  to  be 
used  as  a  wrestling  room.  Engineering  work  is  progressing  on  the  fire 
alarm  system,  the  vandal  alarm  system,  and  an  intercommunications 
system. 

At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  November  17,  1975,  the  sum  of 
$110,000  was  appropriated  for  the  installation  of  a  sprinkler  system  in 
the  1925  portion  of  the  school.  Also  at  this  Special  Town  Meeting,  the 
sum  of  $16,000  was  appropriated  for  the  installation  of  deluge  showers 
in  various  laboratories  at  the  High  School  and  Junior  High  North. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  all  Town 
boards,  departments  and  committees  for  their  cooperation  and  assis¬ 
tance  during  the  year.

HIGHWAY  DIVISION 


Highway  Maintenance 

A  regular  program  of  street  sweeping  and  patching  was  carried  on 
throughout  the  year.  Curbing,  sidewalks,  and  guard  rails  and  fences 
were  maintained,  and  signs  were  erected  or  replaced  as  needed. 

The  following  pavement  maintenance,  sidewalk  construction,  and 
placement  of  berm  were  accomplished  during  the  year:

Water  Supply 

Standpipes,  wells,  and  pumping  stations  were  inspected  at  least  once 
each  week.  All  pumping  equipment  was  operated  and  inspected  each 
week.  Laboratory  analyses  were  made  of  water  samples  once  a  month. 

Hydrants  on  dead  end  water  lines  were  blown  off  in  the  spring  and 
fall.  All  hydrants  were  operated  and  inspected  twice  during  the  year 
and  were  continuously  checked  during  the  winter  months. 


Residential  water  meters  were  read  quarterly  and  factory  meters 
monthly.  Check  valves  connecting  private  water  supplies  to  the  town 
supply  system  were  inspected  quarterly.

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Parking  Meters 

Parking  meters  were  checked  daily.  Collections  were  made  weekly 
or  more  often  where  necessary. 

Thirty-eight  meters  were  stolen  or  vandalized  beyond  repair  during 
the  year. 


Parks  and  Playgrounds 

Parks  and  playgrounds,  traffic  islands  and  rotaries  were  cleaned, 
rolled,  limed,  and  fertilized  in  the  spring.  Cleaning  and  mowing  were 
continuous  throughout  the  season.  Brush  was  cut  wherever  necessary. 
Baseball  diamonds  and  tennis  courts  were  reconditioned  and  constantly 
maintained. 

Playground  equipment  and  bleachers  were  inspected,  repaired,  and 
painted,  and  new  equipment  erected  as  required. 

Hawes’  and  Father  McAleer’s  outdoor  pools  and  support  buildings 
were  made  ready  for  opening  day  in  June  and  maintained  until  Labor 
Day. 


Forestry 

Prior  to  leafing,  all  town  trees  were  sprayed  to  control  the  wide¬ 
spread  problem  of  the  tent  caterpillar.  In  the  fall  all  trees  were  again 
sprayed  to  control  the  fall  webworm. 

Poison  ivy,  roadside  brush,  and  weeds  were  sprayed,  and  a  general 
management  program  fo.r  shade  trees  was  followed  throughout  the  year. 

Rubbish  Collection 

Rubbish  was  picked  up  monthly  from  all  residences  and  weekly 
from  all  town  buildings.  Curbside  rubbish  containers  were  emptied 
weekly  or  more  often  as  necessary.  Christmas  trees  were  picked  up  in 
January. 

Scheduling  of  the  Annual  Cleanup  in  October  again  proved  to  be 
much  more  successful  than  the  previously  held  spring  collection  when 
demands  on  the  department  are  the  heaviest  of  the  year. 

Sanitary  Land  Fill 

The  publicly  bid  contract  for  operation  of  the  Town  sanitary  land 
fill  facility  was  again  awarded  to.  A.  Shagoury  and  Company  of  Norwood. 
The  Norwood  facility  has  consistently  been  one  of  the  finest  in  the  area.

It  is  a  pleasure  to  reflect  to  you  the  activities  that  have  taken  place 
at  the  Recreation  Department  for  the  year  just  concluded. 

In  support  of  the  Bicentennial  Year,  the  Recreation  Department 
geared  many  of  the  past  year  programs  to  the  theme  of  the  “Spirit 
of  ’76”. 


To  kick  off  this  nostalgic  year,  the  Recreation  Department  had  the 
distinctive  privilege  of  offering  our  residents,  a  Mini-Marathon  which 
was  held  in  April  on  Patriots  Day.  The  event  attracted  more  than  300 
runners:  boys,  girls,  men  and  women,  ranging  in  age  from  4  to  74.  It 
was  quite  an  event  with  all  participants  receiving  Bicentennial  ribbons 
and  refreshments  which  were  donated  by  Columbo’s  Sub  Shop. 

The  department  also  embarked  on  a  new  concept  for  the  summer 
playgrounds.  The  number  of  playgrounds  was  reduced  from  a  superficial 
13  down  to  5,  keeping  the  same  number  of  staff,  thus  enabling  the  de¬ 
partment  to  offer  a  more  satisfying  total  program  for  all  ages.  The 
results  were  very  rewarding  as  the  participation  on  each  playground 
doubled.  The  Handicap  Program  at  the  Community  Center  continued 
to  grow  and  was  well  attended  throughout  the  season  as  transportation 
was  offered  to  participants. 

Our  “Spirit  of  ’76”  theme  also  went  into  the  playground  season  with 
many  games,  plays  and  trips  oriented  around  our  nation’s  celebration. 
The  Fourth  of  July  provided  an  enjoyable  holiday  for  all.  Combining 
the  efforts  of  the  town’s  youngsters,  playground  leaders,  and  local  bus¬ 
inesses,  many  festive  events  were  offered  including  team  tugs  of  war, 
a  doll  carriage  and  bicycle  parade.  The  award  winning  float,  which  cen- 
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tered  on  a  birthday  party  for  Uncle  Sam  was  designed  and  put  together 
by  the  children  and  playground  leaders  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Recreation  Department.  Playground  staff  and  the  winners  of  a  costume 
contest  were  eligible  to  ride  the  float.  It  was  a  tremendous  effort  result¬ 
ing  in  an  enjoyable  day  for  all. 

The  Community  Center  has  entered  upon  a  new  stage  in  its  career. 
It  has  come  to  a  level  where  the  center  is  reaching  more  and  more 
residents.  The  entire  community  is  taking  advantage  of  the  facilities 
available  and  the  opportunities  to  enjoy  themselves  through  recreation. 
There  are  increased  numbers  of  families,  adults  and  younger  children 
frequenting  the  Center  presently  as  opposed  to  the  previous  usage  of 
the  building  to  be  termed  as  solely  a  drop-in  for  teenagers. 

All  athletic  activities  are  continuing  to  be  successful,  some  of  which 
include  gym  hockey,  volleyball,  basketball  —  men  and  women,  flag  foot¬ 
ball,  softball,  table  tennis,  pool  and  billiards.  Special  instruction  is  also 
offered  in  many  different  areas  including  yoga,  belly  dancing,  boxing, 
tennis,  arts  and  crafts  for  Senior  Citizens  in  the  winter  and  for  the 
playgrounds  in  the  summer,  photography,  slimnastics,  drama,  chess, 
guitar,  baton  twirling,  rifle  club  and  at  the  Junior  High  School  the 
popularity  of  our  gymnastics  classes  increased  tremendously. 

The  Community  Center  again  was  the  Hub  of  recreational  activities 
and  meetings  for  both  recreation  and  town  sponsored  groups.  Making 
use  of  the  meeting  rooms  for  organizational  meetings  were  many  Nor¬ 
wood  athletic  groups  such  as  Little  League,  Babe  Ruth,  Lou  Gehrig, 
Legion,  Pop  Warner,  Norwood/Walpole  Softball  League,  “B”  Softball, 
Girls’  Softball,  and  Adult  Basketball.  Other  local  groups  also  using  the 
facilities  incude  Girl  Scouts,  Colonia  Boys,  Daughters  of  Isabela,  Nor¬ 
wood  Joggers,  Transportation  Committee,  Recreation  Advisoxy  Board, 
and  the  Umpires  clinic  along  with  many  others. 

The  Auxiliary  gym  was  the  center  of  physical  fitness,  as  both  men 
and  women  took  advantage  of  our  outstanding  facilities.  Monday  through 
Friday  the  women  have  full  use  of  the  gym,  sauna  and  pool  from  9:30 
to  noon.  On  Tuesday  and  Thursday  mornings  many  women  take  advan¬ 
tage  of  our  exercise  class  with  the  availability  of  our  babysitting  service. 
Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings  women  again  have  the  use  of  the  facil¬ 
ities  along  with  the  Thursday  evening  slimnastics  class.  On  Monday, 
Wednesday  and  Friday  evenings  along  with  noon  to  two  daily,  the  men 
take  aver  and  are  able  to  use  the  sauna,  weightlifting  machine,  heavy 
punching  bag  and  speed  bag. 

The  Recreation  Department  also  co-sponsored  many  special  activities 
with  fraternal  organizations.  Along  with  the  Norwood  Elks  a  Free  Throw 
Basketball  contest  was  held,  also  the  Heart  Beat  Bounce,  the  annual 
Muscular  Dystrophy  Carnival  which  was  made  possible  with  the  help 
of  the  playgrounds.  The  Recreation  Department  also  sponsored  the  New 
England  Open  age-group  Clean  and  Jerk  Weightlifting  Contest  with

over  70  participants,  and  a  trip  to  the  Celticss  game  for  children  and 
parents. 

Swimming  Program 

Hawes  Brook  and  Father  McAleer  Pools  were  in  operation  for  (72) 
seventy-two  straight  days,  almost  all  of  which  were  warm  sunny  days 
which  resulted  in  record  numbers  in  attendance.  The  efficiency  and 
devotion  to  duty  of  the  staff  of  Lifeguards  enabled  the  Department  to 
post  another  excellent  safety  record  with  no  serious  incidents  or  acci¬ 
dents.  We  commend  the  personnel  for  the  performance  of  their  most 
responsible  and  often  times  difficult  assignments. 

Participation  in  the  program  offered  by  the  Department  continued 
to  grow  with  an  extremely  well  balanced  schedule  of  activities  offered 
for  all  age  groups  and  interests.  Instruction  is  offered  for  boys  and  girls 
from  beginner  skill  through  junior  and  senior  life  saving  and  water 
safety  instructor.  Instruction  is  also  offered  to  adult  men  and  women, 
and  to  physically  handicapped  boys  and  girls,  the  latter  program  aided 
greatly  by  the  volunteer  services  of  many  fine  young  teenagers  every 
Saturday  morning. 

Competitive  swimming  has  continued  to  grow  at  an  unbelievable 
rate  throughout  New  England  and  in  Norwood  particularly.  With  a  mem¬ 
bership  in  excess  of  250,  the  Sting-Rays  are  the  largest  municipally 
sponsored  club  in  the  New  England  area.  The  swimmers  improved  in 
quality  as  well  as  numerically  in  1975,  with  Norwood  swimmers  ap¬ 
proaching  national  time  records  in  virtually  all  events  in  every  age 
group  and  indeed  proving  their  constant  improvement. 

The  synchronized  swimming  program  continued  to  be  extremely 
popular  with  young  girls.  The  group  is  comprised  of  girls  aged  7  to  18 
who  practice  their  various  stunts  and  routines  weekly  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  their  supervisor.  Again  this  year,  the  young  ladies  combined 
their  skill  in  a  wonderful  water  ballet  show  which  was  thoroughly  en¬ 
joyed  by  parents  and  friends. 

Everyone  at  the  Recreation  Department  is  most  appreciative  of  the 
help  and  cooperation  by  many  groups  and  individuals  during  the  past 
year.  A  special  thanks  go  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  General  Man¬ 
ager  and  his  staff,  Public  Works  and  other  Town  departments  and 
boards  with  whom  the  Department  had  contact  during  the  year. 

My  personal  thanks  go  to  all  my  full-time  and  part-time  staff  for 
their  continuing  loyalty  and  enthusiasm.  Without  their  help  our  suc¬ 
cesses  for  1975  could  not  have  been  realized.  We  all  look  forward  to  1976 
and  even  further  successes.

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Metrication  (metric  system)  is  now  officially  American,  since  Presi¬ 
dent  Ford  signed  into  law  on  December  23,  1975,  the  approved  Senate 
Bill  which  was  passed  by  the  House  of  Representatives  prior  to  his 
signature;  thereby  creating  the  “United  States  Metric  Board”.  Now 
comes  the  difficult  task  of  planning  to  implement  the  conversion  which 
will  be  set  forth  in  accordance  with  the  definements  of  that  Act.  This 
will  require  a  tremendous  effort  of  sacrifice,  education  and  cooperation 
between  the  public,  commerce  and  enforcement  officials  to  effect  this 
drastic  change,  which  hopefully  will  be  gradual;  otherwise  presump¬ 
tuously  impossible  locally,  under  present  antiquated  conditions. 

There  were  two  complaints  pertaining  to  taxis,  one  regarding  a  fare 
charge  registering  when  cab  was  stopped  at  traffic  light  increasing  cost 
of  trip  compared  to  same  non-stop  trip.  Unfortunately,  the  local  code 
allows  this  charge  for  waiting  time  of  10  cents  per  minute.  It  is  the 
responsibility  of  passenger  to  notice  flag  position  is  improper  position 
for  any  trip.  All  local  meters  are  tested  and  sealed  to  register  straight 
mileage,  waiting  time,  and  mileage  plus  time.  One  company  claims  to 
operate  on  straight  mileage.  Customers  have  rights  to  be  made  aware 
of  rate  settings  and  should  ask. 

One  company  requested  authorization  to  use  multiple  rate  meter 
which  is  not  legal  in  Norwood  and  was  refused  approval. 

Appreciation  is  extended  to  the  Engineering  Deparment  for  replot- 
ing  a  new  taxi  testing  course  (this  being  the  fourth  attempt)  which  has 
proven  to  be  most  practical  and  satisfactory. 

Department  received  a  gasoline  purchase  complaint  of  overcharge 
due  to  customer  failing  to  observe  the  proper  meter  hose  which  ser¬ 
viced  their  car. 

All  complaints  were  investigated  and  responded  to  accordingly  with 
encouragement  of  continual  observations  and  reporting. 

The  short  weight  law,  Chapter  94  Section  177,  was  amended  by 
“increasing  penalty  fines  for  offenses  respectively,  to  $100.00,  $250.00, 
and  $500.00”,  also  including,  “or  misrepresents  the  price  cxf  any  com¬ 
modity  or  service  sold,  offered,  exposed,  or  advertised  for  sale  by  weight 
or  measure,  or  count,  or  represents  the  price  in  any  manner  calculated 
or  tending  to  mislead  or  in  any  way  deceive  a  person”.

The 
hot  lunch  program  is  available  to  any  senior  citizen  60  years  or  older. 
Reservations  must  be  made  a  day  in  advance.  Transportation  provided 
if  necessary.  No  lunches  served  when  school  is  not  in  session.  Cost  for 
each  meal  is  50  cents.  Lunch  served  from  1:00  to  1:30  p.m.  Attendance 
from  February  2  to  February  23,  1976  totalled  459.  School  vacation  was 
from  February  16  to  February  20,  1976. 

Received  support  from  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  for  a  proposal 
that  10%  discount  be  granted  senior  citizens  by  local  merchants.  Each 
senior  must  present  an  identification  card  to  be  eligible  for  the  discount. 
Stickers  will  be  placed  in  participating  store  windows.  Each  merchant 
will  be  approached  personally.  I  feel  this  proposal  will  benefit  both  the 
merchants  and  seniors. 


Activities 


Monthly  bingo  birthday  parties  are  held  each  month  to  honor  any 
seniors  celebrating  a  birthday  in  that  particular  month.  Ice  cream  is 
provided  by  the  Union  Warren  Savings  Bank  for  approximately  100 
seniors. 

Free  Blood  Pressure  Cilinc  held  second  Tuesday  of  each  month. 

Bus  trips  are  usually  held  once  a  month.  This  gives  the  seniors  an 
opportunity  to  go  sightseeing,  see  a  show,  and  eat  at  a  different  res¬ 
taurant  each  month.  The  trips  taken  so  far  are:  Dario’s  in  West  Mans¬ 
field,  The  Ship  and  tour  of  Lexington  and  Concord,  and  a  visit  to  the 
Chateau  de  Ville.

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The  District  School  Committee  held  regular  monthly  meetings  on 
the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  of  each  month  in  the  administrative  offices 
of  the  Regional  School  at  100  Randolph  Street,  Canton,  Massachusetts. 
Mr.  Walter  W.  Donovan  and  Mrs.  Alena  Wisgirda  presided  as  Chairman 
and  Vice  Chairman,  respectively.  Mr.  Paul  C.  Murphy  of  Canton  con¬ 
tinued  as  District  Treasurer;  Mr.  William  Carr  of  Randolph  as  Counsel; 
and  Mr.  William  A.  Dwyer  of  Weymouth  as  Superintendent-Director  of 
the  Regional  Vocational  School. 

We  are  now  in  our  tenth  year  of  operation  serving  the  youth  of  our 
seven  communities  and  still  following  our  original  objectives,  “To  make 
more  opportunities  available  to  young  people." 

During  November,  1973,  the  citizens  of  our  seven  communities  voted 
to  expand  the  size  of  the  regionl  school,  increasing  the  size  of  some  of 
our  existing  programs  and  adding  thirteen  new  programs.  The  con¬ 
struction  is  on  schedule  and  the  expected  completion  date  is  April,  1976. 

The  student  enrollment  will  increase  in  September,  1976,  from  our 
present  figure  of  850  students  to  1,455  students  thus  incresing  our  stu¬ 
dent  population  by  71%. 

Our  physical  plant  for  shops /labs  and  classrooms  will  increase  from 
127,000  square  feet  to  415,000  square  feet. 

Admissions  and  Enrollment 

During  1975  the  interest  for  enrollment  at  the  Blue  Hills  Regional 
Vocational  Technical  School  continued  as  before  with  large  numbers  of 
student  applicants  being  denied  entrance  due  to  the  limited  seating 
capacity  of  the  school. 

We  are  currently  operating  our  present  facility  to  capacity  with  the

The  Blue  Hills  Center  provided  vocational  technical  training  for 
2293  students  from  the  seven  member  towns  during  1975.  It  is  anticipated 
that  in  September,  1976,  approximately  2800  shall  be  served  by  the 
-  regional  school  district  with  the  expanded  facilities  allowing  for  an 
approximate  50%  increase  in  Regional  Center  enrollments. 

Collaborative  Services  Rendered  The  Member  Towns 
of  The  Regional  District  in  1975 

Data  Processing  and  Computer  Program  Services 

The  Regional  District  School  Committee  continued  providing  off-peak 
computer  services  to  the  member  towns  of  the  District  by  encouraging 
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the  use  of  the  educational  computer  system  to  program  an  estimated 
$390,000  in  Data  Processing  services  to  the  member  town  school  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  District.  The  Norwood  School  Department  is  the  only 
member  town  which  does  not  subscribe  to  this  off-peak  computer  service 
program. 

The  current  off-peak  computer  operation  utilizes  the  data  processing 
hardware  and  laboratory  on  a  twenty-four  hour  daily  non-profit  basis, 
realizing  savings  to  the  member  towns  of  the  District  of  approximately 
$250,000. 

During  1975  the  following  list  of  programs  were  provided  member 
town  school  departments: 

1.  Computer  based  financial  accounting  systems. 

2.  High  school  and  junior  high  school  program  scheduling. 

3.  High  school  and  junior  high  school  daily  attendance 
reporting. 

4.  High  school  and  junior  high  school  report  cards. 

5.  High  school  FORTRAN  Mathematics. 

6.  Computerized  statistical  data  for  annual  State  Report. 

7.  Elementary  school  attendance. 

Additional  off-peak  services  developed  at  the  regional  data  center 
now  provide  for  individual  member  town  school  departments  to  sub- 
scrbie  to  the  following  additional  data  services: 

1.  School  department  payroll. 

2.  Educational  testing. 

3.  Bus  transportation  scheduling. 

4.  On  line  terminal  connections  for  select  services  directly 
to  the  regional  computer  center. 

It  is  anticipated  that  upon  completion  of  the  new  computer  facilities 
and  the  off-peak  computer  laboratory  in  1976,  with  a  much  larger  com¬ 
puter  the  regional  computer  center  at  Blue  Hills  (in  addition  to  providing 
educational  services  to  the  youths  and  adults  of  the  district  and  off-peak 
programming  services  to  the  school  departments)  will  be  able  to  service 
the  municipalities  with  many  additional  data  services  such  as  tax  billing, 
water  bills,  computerized  payroll. 

Student  Productivity 

Each  year  productivity  services  are  rendered  by  the  instruction  pro¬ 
grams  at  the  regional  school,  and  provide  great  savings  to  the  seven 
member  towns  within  the  district.  In  1975,  these  municipal  services  con¬ 
tinued  with  printing,  automotive  services,  construction  work  and  other 
technical  services  provided  for  the  communities  and  citizens  within  the 
district.  The  estimated  market  value  during  1975  for  this  student  product 
value  was  $490,000. 
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Prominent  among  these  product  services  were  the  outside  construc¬ 
tion  projects  provided  by  the  structural  building  and  electrical  training 
units  from  the  regional  school.  During  1975  some  of  the  following  out¬ 
side  construction  projects  of  note  were  as  follows: 

•  Completion  of  the  renovation  of  the  Elliott  School  in  Canton 
which  is  now  occupied  by  the  Superintendent’s  Office. 

•  Enlarging  and  renovation  of  the  Pauline  Street  School  in 
Randolph. 

•  Completion  of  the  new  home  construction  for  the  Berardi 
family  in  Randolph. 

•  New  home  construction  for  the  Bailey  family  in  Randolph. 

•  Construction  of  large  addition  to  the  Bonaglia  home  in 
Braintree. 

•  Construction  of  a  garage/storage  building  for  the  Town  of 
Randolph  Sewer  Department. 

•  Renovation  to  Randolph  Fire  Station. 

•  New  house  construction  for  the  Amrheln  family  oJ  Canton. 

•  We  are  presently  in  the  process  of  manufacturing  seventy 
electrical  and  electronic  benches  in  our  structural  wood¬ 
working  department  for  our  new  expansion  at  an  estimated 
savings  to  the  taxpayers  of  $21,000. 

The  Blue  Hills  Regional  School  District  Committee  has  encouraged 
municipalities  and  citizens  within  the  district  to  make  application  for 
product  manufacture  by  the  student  trainees  at  the  regional  school,  for 
such  projects,  in  addition  to  serving  the  complex  training  needs  of  the 
students  at  the  school,  can  also  provide  great  savings  to  the  taxpayers 
and  to  the  communities. 

The  Regional  District  School  Committee  is  deeply  indebted  to  all 
the  local  school  committees,  Superintendents  of  Schools,  Boards  of  Se¬ 
lectmen,  Finance  Committee  members  and  local  Advisory  members  who 
assisted  the  Regional  School  Committee  by  their  continued  and  dedicated 
local  support  in  1975. 

To  the  citizens  of  the  seven  member  towns,  the  parents  and  the 
town  meeting  members,  who  have  by  their  vo.te  of  confidence,  provided 
additional  quality  vocational  and  technical  training  for  a  greater  share 
of  our  regional  youth,  we  are  deeply  grateful.

Dear  Sir: 

I  respectfully  submit  the  report  of  the  Department  of  Veterans’ 
Services  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1975. 

The  Department  consists  of  two  employees,  a  Director  and  a  Clerk- 
Typist.  Our  work  load  has  increased  but  we  are  running  approximately 
15%  lower  than  our  appropriations.  With  the  increase  of  unemployment 
benefits,  increase  in  Social  Security,  Medicaid  and  widow’s  pensions  our 
expenditures  have  decreased.  With  all  these  increased  benefits  we  are 
not  depriving  any  veteran  or  veteran’s  dependents  any  benefit  or  service 
due  them. 

With  the  energy  crisis,  an  increase  in  unemployment,  and  the  return 
of  the  Vietnam  veterans,  Veterans’  Benefits  may  reach  an  all  time  high 
as  a  result  of  prolonged  illness  cases,  additional  nursing  home  cases, 
rising  fuel  costs,  hospital  and  medical  costs  along  with  the  customary 
requests  for  financial  assistance  by  the  veteran  community. 

Veterans’  services  continue  to  increase  as  more  and  more  service¬ 
men  return  home  and  need  assistance  in  finding  jobs  or  schooling.  They 
are  thoroughly  briefed  upon  being  discharged  from  the  armed  forces 
and  brought  up  to  date  on  all  state  and  federal  benefits  available  and 
they  are  personally  encouraged  to  take  advantage  of  them. 

The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services,  composed  as  it  is  of  two 
component  parts,  is  operated  under  Chapter  115  of  the  General  Laws  of 
the  Commonwealth  as  amended  by  Chapter  584,  Acts  of  1946,  for  the 
purpose  of  administering  Veterans’  Benefits  and  Services.  All  assistance 
cases  were  investigated  and  payments  made  in  accordance  with  Chapter 
115  of  the  General  Laws,  which  assures  the  Town  of  Norwood  a  fifty 
percent  (50%)  reimbursement  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu¬ 
setts. 

The  purpose  of  the  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  is  to  assist 
veterans  and/or  their  dependents  in  procuring  financial  assistance,  in¬ 
formation  and  benefits  to  which  they  are  entitled  relative  to  vocational 
or  other  educational  opportunities,  G.I.  loans,  hospitalization,  medical 
care,  compensation,  pensions,  on-the-job  and  apprenticeship  training,  in¬ 
surance,  burial  allowance,  grave  markers,  photostats  and  any  other 
benefits  granted  under  existing  State  and  Federal  laws. 

Every  request  for  assistance  under  existing  regulations  are  invariably 
granted.  Our  one  aim  was  to  give  all  veterans  and  their  dependents  the 
best  service  possible  at  all  times  and  to  administer  the  laws  and  regula¬ 
tions  affecting  them  impartially,  efficiently  and  effectively. 
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There  was  complete  cooperation  with  the  Veterans’  Administration 
and  the  various  local  civic  and  veterans’  organizations  that  interest 
themselves  in  veterans’  affairs  and  exceptional  cooperation  extended 
this  department  throughout  the  year  by  the  State  Department  of  Vet¬ 
erans’  Services. 

Grateful  acknowledgement  is  made  to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Se¬ 
lectmen,  the  General  Manager  and  his  staff,  the  Town  Counsel,  other 
Town  Departments  and  any  others  who  have  assisted  the  Director  of 
Veterans’  Services  in  the  performance  of  his  duties.

REPORT  OF  THE  YOUTH  COORDINATOR

Dear  Sir: 

This  year,  as  always,  this  office  offered  counseling  and  referral  to 
more  than  90  young  people  and  their  parents.  In  the  course  of  handling 
these  cases,  the  Youth  Coordinator  dealt  with  many  different  agencies 
such  as  the  Norwood  Schools,  the  Cutler  Clinic,  Dedham  Family  Service, 
the  Office  for  Children,  and  many  others.  Cuts  in  the  State  Human  Ser¬ 
vice  budget  have  caused  direct  cuts  in  the  mental  health  services  pro¬ 
vided  to  Norwood  by  outside  agencies.  Therefore,  referrals  to  outside 
agencies  take  longer  and  more  difficult  to  accomplish.  Office  hours  are 
from  8:30  to  5:00,  Monday  through  Friday.  There  is-  also  a  24-hour  an¬ 
swering  service  and  the  Youth  Coordinator  is  available  throught  it  as 
often  as  possible. 

This  office  was  fortu  ate  to  have  a  C.E.T.A.  employee  as  assistant 
from  February  to  December,  1975.  Mr.  Dana  Winston  handled  job  place¬ 
ment  and  advertising  for  the  Rent-A-Kid  program,  answered  calls  and 
handled  most  of  the  general  clerical  work.  This  enabled  the  Youth  Co¬ 
ordinator  to  spend  more  time  with  young  people  and  on  programs. 

Two  ideas  which  began  as  pilot  programs  have  been  operated  this 
year  on  a  regular  basis.  The  Rent-A-Kid  program  has  been  successful 
in  placing  many  young  people  in  odd  jobs.  Notices  enclosed  with  light 
bills  advertised  the  service.  As  of  December,  210  Rent-A-Kid  jobs  had 
been  filled  and  student  earnings  exceeded  $2,000.00.  The  Human  Service 
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meeting  was  created  by  the  Youth  Coordinator  one  year  ago  and  is  a 
monthly  gathering  of  Human  Service  providers.  They  have,  in  their 
monthly  meetings,  discussed  such  topics  as  the  juvenile  justice  system, 
existent  alcohol  services,  various  school  proprams  and  many  others. 

The  Youth  Coordinator  has  also  established  a  Youth  Council.  It 
provides  an  informal  way  for  young  people  to  offer  ideas  and  criticisms 
for  services  and  activities  for  youth.  Many  have  also  volunteered  their 
time  to  make  these  ideas  work. 

The  Youth  Commission  this  year  welcomed  new  members:  J.  Barry 
Quinlan,  Karen  Mirci  and  Michael  Loughnane.  My  thanks  to  all  Youth 
Commission  members  for  their  assistance  and  support  and  to  the  General 
Manager,  Mr.  John  P.  Mogan,  and  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen. 
Thanks  also  to  all  town  departments  and  other  agencies  for  their  co¬ 
operation  and  assistance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORWOOD  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

This  is  the  first  report  of  the  “new”  fiscal  year  and  for  the  first 
time  such  report  is  consistent  with  our  academic  year  and  our  statis¬ 
tical  state  report  year.  For  posterity  and  historical  significance  it  should 
make  for  a  more  orderly  record. 

We  have  had  a  concentrated  full  year  of  negotiations.  Your  School 
Committee  sits  at  the  collective  bargaining  table  and  attempts  to  provide 
equitable  wage  scales  and  working  conditions  for  the  teachers,  the 
administrators,  the  nurses,  the  secretaries,  the  junior  building  cus¬ 
todians,  the  senior  building  custodians,  the  maintenance  craftsmen  and 
the  cafeteria  workers.  Negotiations  consume  much  committee  time  in 
addition  to  regular  routine  business. 

This  has  been  the  year  of  “prelude”  to  the  full  impact  of  imple 
men  ting  all  of  the  demands  of  the  Special  Education  Act  —  Chapter  766. 
We  had  the  good  fortune  and  foresight  to  be  well  ahead  of  the  game— 
but  we  know  full  well  that  financial  demands  are  going  to  be  much 
greater  in  order  to  support  necessary  commitments. 

Our  tasks  of  town  wide  concern  occasioned  by  the  “phasing  out” 
and  consolidation  of  the  Winslow  and  Shattuck  School  districts  resulted 
in  an  orderly  opening  of  the  Aaron  Guild  School  and  the  Junior  High 
School  South.  Two  beautiful  new  educational  facilities  were  added  to 
the  school  plant  which  now  allows  all  children  to  have  equal  curricular 
opportunity. 

Our  budget  is  no  more  unique  than  any  other  school  department 
budget.  Our  problems  are  the  same  as  all  other  departments.  The  esca¬ 
lation  of  all  costs  has  been  tremendous  and  it  seems  that  labor,  ma¬ 
terials,  and  utilities  are  going  out  of  sight.  We  have  had  an  expensive 
year  but  we  feel  that  we  have  given  the  people  of  Norwood  more  than 
dollar  for  dollar  in  educational  value. 

In  review  of  our  year  —  July  1,  1974- June  30,  1975  —  we  feel  we 
have  made  much  progress.  Colleagues  and  committee  members  of  all 
town  boards  have  been  most  cooperative  as  have  the  General  Manager 
and  his  staff.  With  the  help  of  all  we  shall  continue  to  strive  for  the  best 
educational  program  possible  for  the  citizens  of  Norwood.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  submit  the  16th  annual  report  as  Super¬ 
intendent  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools.  Once  again,  we  have  been 
asked  to  be  concise.  Thus,  reports  of  all  schools  and  departments  will 
be  distributed  to  members  of  the  School  Committee  an  donly  selected 
data  and  statistics  will  appear  herein  for  purposes  of  record. 

Two  significant  happenings  involve  pupils  and  staff.  There  has  been 
a  noticeable  reduction  of  children  enrolled  at  the  elementary  level  which 
naturally  indicates  some  reduction  of  staff.  Curriculum  offerings  at  the 
secondary  level  dictates  staff  requirements  and  we  have  attempted  to 
consolidate  and  reassign  wherever  possible.  Despite  changing  conditions, 
we  are  constantly  attempting  to  refine  an  dup-date  our  services  and 
assume  a  responsible  fiscal  position  as  well. 

Our  educational  facilities  in  Norwood,  with  the  exception  of  the 
High  School,  are  superior.  Despite  the  earnest  effort  to  overcome  the 
shortcomings  of  proper  space  and  facilities,  until  such  time  as  a  major 
addition  and  expansion  of  land  area  occurs,  we  will  still  be  offering  a 
restricted  curriculum  in  a  confined  area. 

I  would  ask  that  you  read  carefully  the  following  reports  for  per¬ 
tinent  information  concerning  your  Norwood  Public  Schools.  I  want  to 
thank  all  members  of  our  staff  who  have  given  o  ftheir  time  and  ex¬ 
pertise  in  achieving  our  common  purpose,  the  best  public  education 
possible  in  Norwood.  To  the  members  of  the  Norwood  School  Com¬ 
mittee,  I  extend  thanks  and  appreciation  for  their  aid  in  the  performance 
of  my  tasks;  and  I  would  acknowledge  the  cooperation  and  help  from 
teh  General  Manager  and  all  his  departments  which  have  contributed 
so  greatly  to  the  succesful  operation  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 
FOR  SECONDARY  EDUCATION 

It  is  with  pleasure,  having  completed  my  14th  year  in  the  central 
administration  office,  that  I  submit  my  annual  report  which,  for  the 
first  time,  covers  the  new  fiscal  reporting  period  and  in  this  instance 
reflects  the  school  year  beginning  July  1,  1974  and  ending  June  30,  1975. 

School  Buildings/Physical  Plant 

In  my  last  report  I  stated  our  satisfaction  with  the  construction  of 
the  new  Junior  High  South  and  then  expressed  the  hope  that  the  citizens 
of  Norwood  would  complete  the  school  building  program  at  the  secondary 
level  for  the  farseeable  future  by  approving  construction  of  additions 
and  alterations  to  Norwood  High  School. 

It  was  an  exciting  moment  when  in  September  of  1974  the  Junior 
High  South  did  open  on  time  for  the  beginning  of  school  and  brought 
to  an  end  double-sessions  at  the  junior  high  school  level.  Congratualtions 
must  be  extended  to  the  members  of  the  Permanent  Building  Committee 
who  worked  tirelessly  to  ensure  the  opening  of  the  Junior  High  South 
for  the  September  opening. 

I  want  to  extend  my  appreciation,  also,  to  the  administration  and 
staff  of  the  Junior  High  South  for  cooperating  so  effectively  and  effi¬ 
ciently  in  the  logistical  task  of  accounting  for  all  of  the  supplies  and 
equipment  furnished  by  the  P.B.C.C.  through  town  appropriation.  My 
serving  on  the  P.B.C.C.  as  a  liaison  between  the  School  Committee  and 
the  P.B.C.C.  and  acting  as  the  Superintendent’s  representative  accounted 
for  one  of  my  most  interesting,  if  not  one  of  the  busiest,  periods  as 
a  school  administrator. 

Concurrently,  plans  were  developed  to  obtain  approval  of  specifica¬ 
tions  for  additions  and  alterations  to  Norwood  High  School.  By  a  one 
vote  margin,  Town  Meeting  approved  the  recommendation.  However, 
our  expectations  were  short-lived  as  a  subsequent  referendum  vote  re¬ 
versed  the  decision  of  Town  Meeting.  Much  to  our  satisfaction,  however, 
Town  Meeting  later  voted  funds  to  provide  for  extensive  roof  repairs, 
to  install  a  vandal  alarm  system,  to  update  the  intercommunication 
system,  and  to  provide  a  wrestling  room  that  would  meet  current  code 
requirements  along  with  several  other  major  renovations. 

We  appreciate  having  been  given  the  opportunity  to  make  these 
needed  renovations  and  sincerely  hope  that  other  such  needs  will  be 
met  by  Town  Meeting  action  during  ensuing  years. 

Personnel 

The  population  explosion  of  the  1970’s  did  not  become  a  reality.  This 
coupled  with  the  return  to  single  sessions  at  the  junior  high  school  level 
brought  about  a  reduction  in  the  teaching  force.  Eight  (8)  staff  members 
were  dropped  from  the  rolls  of  the  Junior  High  North.  However,  open¬ 
ings  occurred  at  Junior  High  South  due  to  retirements  and  resignations; 
while  student  population  shifts  occasioned  by  redistricting  provided 
transfer  opportunities  for  others.  As  a  result,  all  teachers  who  had  been 
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phased  out  but  who  wanted  to  remain  with  the  Norwood  Public  Schools 
were  retained  with  the  exception  of  one  teacher  who  will  be  offered  the 
first  vacancy  which  develops.  We  do  anticipate,  nonetheless,  that  another 
reduction  in  staff  will  be  required  next  year. 

In  spite  of  staff  reductions,  it  was  another  highly  active  year  for 
teacher  recruitment.  The  new  laws  relative  to  pregnancy  leaves  provided 
opportunities  for  long  term  assignments;  while  leaves-of-absence,  retire¬ 
ments,  and  resignations  accounted  for  a  total  of  some  45  personnel 
changes.  Teacher  turnover  continues  to  remain  quite  active  at  the  sec¬ 
ondary  level  in  the  face  of  a  generally  tightening  teacher  market.  A 
contributing  factor  has  been  the  effect  of  Chapter  766  necessitating  the 
employment  of  additional  special  education  teachers  in  order  to  imple¬ 
ment  more  fully  all  of  the  provisions  of  that  law. 

Curriculum 

In  continuing  discussions  which  preceded  the  development  of  the 
building  needs  program,  it  became  apparent  that  the  Henry  O.  Peabody 
Vocational  School  for  Girls  offerings  were  becoming  increasingly  geared 
to  the  postgraduate  student  and,  as  a  result,  were  being  filled  by  non- 
Norwood  residents.  I  am  pleased  that  the  School  Committee  acted  upon 
our  suggestion  to  include  Norwood  undergraduate  students  in  the  H.  O. 
Peabody  program  thereby  providing  career  exploratory  as  well  as  specific 
occupational  opportunities  to  Norwood  High  School  students.  The  Nor¬ 
wood  Public  Schools  were  thus  in  the  vanguard  of  offering  career  educa¬ 
tion  for  the  comprehensive  high  school.  The  principals  of  Norwood  High 
School  and  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  Vocational  School  for  Girls  cooperated 
by  providing  a  schedule  to  accommodate  the  high  school  undergraduate 
students,  while  Miss  Shea  designed  and  wrote  14  mini  courses  which 
enrolled  80  sophomores  in  the  introductory  year.  These  career  orienta¬ 
tion  courses  include:  Chef  Training,  Fashion  Design,  Commercial  Baking, 
Consumer  Education,  Careers  in  Marketing,  Commercial  Art,  Cosmetol¬ 
ogy,  Dietetics,  Family  Living  and  Preparation  for  Marriage,  Early  Child¬ 
hood  Education,  Business  Occupations,  Dining  Room  Management,  and 
Interior  Decorating. 

I  consider  this  step  to  have  been  perhaps  the  most  significant  ad¬ 
vancement  in  reciprocal  use  of  staff,  program,  and  students  to  ha^e  taken 
place  since  the  advent  of  our  vocational  school.  I  feel  that  ever-increasing 
numbers  of  students  will  avail  themselves  of  the  career  offerings  as 
scheduling  becomes  refined,  as  additional  courses  are  offered,  and  as 
the  value  of  these  courses  become  apparent  to  the  student  body. 

At  the  junior  high  school  level  a  course  entitled  World  of  Construc¬ 
tion  was  instituted.  This  course  brings  the  student  by  the  “hands-on” 
process  through  a  step-by-step  construction  problem.  The  student  is 
required  to  draw  upon  mathematics,  science,  and  other  disciplines  as 
he  develops  the  project  from  the  planning  and  design  stages  to  the 
finished  product.  At  Junior  High  South  the  history  courses  were  ap¬ 
proved  for  inclusion  in  the  curriculum  entitled  History  of  New  England 
and  History  of  Norwood  which  are  particularly  meaningful  in  the  light 
of  the  Bicentennial  celebration. 
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Organization 

Town-wide  school  redistricting  was  accomplished  at  the  junior  high 
school  and  elementary  levels.  The  closing  of  the  Shattuck  and  Winslow 
Schools,  the  opening  of  the  Junior  High  South,  and  the  formation  of  a 
new  elementary  school  district  were  responsible  for  the  redistricting. 
The  redistricting  proposals  were  adapted  unanimously  by  the  School 
Committee  following  input  by  principals  and  open  hearings  before  the 
parents.  In  the  redistricting  process,  certain  concessions  were  made  to 
the  parents  of  Prescott  School  children  in  order  to  transfer  that  school 
from  the  North  to  the  South  district.  Because  of  the  hazardous  situation 
presented  for  students  who  might  have  to  cross  Route  #1,  it  was  agreed 
to  provide  late  buses  to  transport  those  students  who  would  be  remaining 
after  school  for  athletics  and  other  activities.  Furthermore,  students 
enrolled  in  the  8th  and  9th  grades  were  given  the  option  of  either 
remaining  with  their  present  classes  at  the  North  Junior  High  or  trans- 
fering  to  the  South  Junior  High  School.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  the 
redistricting  plans  were  implemented  in  a  highly  satisfactory  manner. 

Conclusion 

The  areas  of  budget  preparation,  public  relations,  research,  collective 
bargaining,  inservice  programs,  pupil  personnel,  state  and  federal  pro¬ 
grams,  workshops,  and  other  on-gc.mg  administrative  functions  continue 
to  occupy  our  interest  and  energies  much  as  they  have  in  the  past. 

In  conclusion,  I  thank  all  individuals  and  official  town  bodies  with 
whom -I  have  been  associated  this  past  year  for  their  cooperation  and 
support.

REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  ELEMENTARY  EDUCATION 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  this  annual  report  covering  the  period  July 
1,  1974  through  June  30,  1975.  This  introductory  statement  is  intended 
to  serve  as  another  reminder  to  the  readers  of  this  report  that  the  con¬ 
version  to  a  different  fiscal  year  in  1974  has  affected  the  annual  reporting 
period  for  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

Elementary  Schools  -  Organization 

The  opening  of  the  Aaron  Guild  School  prompted  the  consolidation 
of  the  Shattuck  and  Winslow  school  districts.  In  the  process,  there  was 
a  system-wide  realignment  of  district  lines.  This  effected  a  substantially 
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improved  balance  in  population  of  individual  schools  and  made  possible 
more  favorable  pupil-teacher  classroom  ratios.  In  addition,  and  of  par¬ 
ticular  merit,  the  Guild  School  made  available  certain  valuable  school 
facilities  to  children  who  previously  lacked  them. 

The  Guild  School  provides  excellent  media  and  library  facilities  as 
well  as  several  specialized  instructional  rooms  for  reading,  science,  art, 
music  and  areas  for  physical  education  and  cafeteria. 

There  are  now  close  to  three  thousand  pupils  in  the  grade  range, 
kindergarten  through  six,  housed  in  seven  elementary  schools:  Balch, 
Callahan,  Cleveland,  Guild,  Oldham,  Prescott,  and  Willett. 

Decreased  enrollment  has  relieved  the  overcrowding  which  plagued 
us  for  so  long  and  has,  in  addition,  made  possible  a  number  of  staff 
reductions. 

The  elementary  principals  played  a  key  role  in  the  planning  and 
implementation  of  the  redistricting.  Also,  the  required  transfers  of  in¬ 
structional  and  administrative  personnel  were  accomplished  in  a  most 
effective  manner.  Students  adjusted  well  to  the  changes  and  the  edu¬ 
cative  process  continued  uninterrupted.  A  word  of  commendation  is  in 
order  for  all  those  who  were  involved. 

Curriculum 

During  this  period  of  our  American  Bicentennial,  we  are  becoming 
increasingly  aware  of  a  growing  interest  in  curriculum  reform.  The  new 
and  innovative  instructional  procedures  of  the  past  decade,  as  well  as 
grade  level  placement  of  various  aspects  of  new  course  content  are 
being  subjected  to  critical  inquiry.  This  is  good.  There  is  being  developed 
a  suitable  response  to  the  indications  that  aspects  of  the  “new  math” 
require  adjustment  in  the  grade  placement  of  certain  aspects  and  in 
instructional  emphasis. 

The  feeling  is  growing  that  the  young  minds  needs  more  time  and 
experience  before  it  is  ready  to  acquire  a  satisfactory  understanding  of 
some  of  the  abstract  principles  of  the  “new  math”. 

Standardized  test  results  in  the  mid-elementary  grades  tend  to  sup¬ 
port  the  view  that  more  time  and  energy  need  to  be  devoted  to  the  task 
of  mastering  the  basic  skills  of  computation.  Therefore,  the  teaching  of 
mathematics,  now  commands  a  position  of  highest  priority  and  has  been 
the  subject  of  curriculum  study  and  concern.  Thus  the  recommendation 
of  an  inservice  study  authorized  by  the  Norwood  School  Committee,  is 
making  the  new  emphasis  on  basic  skills  a  present  reality  in  the  Nor¬ 
wood  Public  Schools. 

In  our  last  annual  report  to  the  citizens  of  Norwood,  I  made  refer¬ 
ence  to  a  newly  adapted  reading  program.  The  new  plans  have  been 
implemented  and  things  appear  to  be  going  well.  They  were  as  a  result 
of  the  recommendations  of  the  Norwood  Elementary  Reading  Study 
Committee.  The  program  consists  of  a  multi-basal  system  with  sup- 
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portive  supplementary  materials.  Its  adoption  followed  a  two  year  effort 
and  involved  a  process  of  actual  field  testing  various  reading  sei’ies  in 
pilot  studies  involving  every  one  of  our  elementary  schools.  The  Study 
Committee  included  thirty-two  staff  members  and  was  most  representa¬ 
tive  of  the  different  levels.  Its  work  has  certainly  been  most  productive. 
Changing  priorities  dictate  that  curriculum  be  flexible.  For  example, 
in  the  field  of  health,  a  new  concern  is  alcohol  education;  in  science, 
conservation  and  environmental  studies.  However,  as  we  indicated  in 
our  last  interim  report,  in  spite  of  innovations  and  expanded  curricula, 
the  basic  skills  remain  the  cognitive  core  of  elementary  education.  The 
mastery  of  fundamentals  is  still  a  prime  objective  as  teaching  methods 
take  into  account  the  uniqueness  of  the  individual  and  strives  to  create 
conditions  that  are  conducive  to  the  positive  affective  development  of 
children. 

CHAPTER  766  —  Regulations  (1)  +  301.0  and  (2)  +  303.0 

(1)  “Each  School  Committee  shall  file  as  part  of  the  annual  school 
report  required  by  General  Laws,  Chapter  72,  Section  2-A,  and 
in  the  individual  school  report  filed  each  year,  a  census  of  all 
school  age  children  in  need  of  special  education  services  resident 
within  its  jurisdiction.” 

(2)  “Each  School  Committee  shall  make  a  continuous  and  system¬ 
atic  effort  to  identify  potential  cases  of  school  age  children  in 
need  of  special  education  services.” 

In  such  precise  manner,  these,  and  other  regulations  of  the  new 
state  law  known  as  Chapter  766,  imposes  upon  each  School  Committee 
the  obligation  to  seek  out,  evaluate  and  make  proper  provision  for  each 
school  age  child  requiring  special  education  services.  The  Norwood 
Public  Schools  have  responded  in  commendable  fashion  to  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  law;  and,  it  should  be  noted  that  many  of  Norwood’s  Special 
Education  Programs  have  been  well  developed  and  pre-da  ted  Chapter  766. 

As  I  conclude  this  report  I  should  like  to  quote  the  often  quoted 
words  of  H.  G.  Wells,  “Human  history  becomes  more  and  more  a  race 
between  education  and  catastrophe.”  We  have  learned,  I  believe,  a  great 
deal  since  these  words  were  written.  We  have  come  to  realize  that  edu¬ 
cation  is  a  process  of  extreme  complexity  and  we  can  appreciate  Alfred 
Whitehead  when  he  wrote  that  “the  art  and  science  of  education  require 
a  genius  and  a  study  of  their  own.” 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  gratitude  for  invaluable  support 
tendered  by  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Dr.  Philip  O.  Coakley,  and  ap¬ 
preciation  for  the  dedicated  efforts  of  the  Instructional  and  Adminis¬ 
trative  Staffs  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  NORWOOD  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Introduction 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  present  my  twelfth  annual  report.  During  this 
past  school  year,  1974-1975,  much  time  and  effort  was  spent  preparing 
information  relative  to  renovation  and  additions  to  Norwood  High  School 
for  presentation  to  the  representative  Town  Meeting  on  April  14  and 
May  15.  The  hours  of  work  by  School  Department  administrators  and 
teachers,  members  of  the  School  Committee,  and  in  particular,  the  Per¬ 
manent  Building  Committee  and  the  architects  of  Korslund,  LeNormand 
and  Quann,  seemed  well  spent  when  a  reduced  plan  of  5.8  million  dollars 
won  town  meeting  support  in  May. 

The  hopes  of  all  who  worked  in  the  project  to  upgrade  and  improve 
the  facilities  at  Norwood  High  School  were  met  with  sudden  disappoint¬ 
ment  on  June  11.  A  referendum  vote  overturned  the  positive  action  of 
town  meeting  by  approximately  4,600  voters  who  voted  against  the 
project. 

What  is  Needed? 

Unfortunately  all  of  the  problems  that  initiated  the  planning  still 
exist.  The  major  repairs  and  improvements  to  provide  adequately  for 
a  high  school  program  should  be  enumerated  again  as  a  reminder  that 
action  should  be  taken  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  high  school  has  no  sprinkler  fire  protection  system;  the  ven¬ 
tilation  system  in  the  1927  building  is  inoperative;  classroom  doors  in 
the  1927  building  do  not  conform  to  present  codes;  there  are  no  deluge 
showers  in  Chemistry  laboratories;  there  are  no  toilets  for  handicapped 
students  and  no  ramps  or  elevators  to  give  handicapped  students  access 
to  the  various  levels  of  the  school. 

These  and  many  other  general  maintenance,  heating,  and  ventilation 
repairs,  and  electrical  and  plumbing  repairs  and  improvements  in  the 
existing  building  add  up  to  almost  $1,775,000.00,  not  including  interest. 

Counting  all  63  teaching  spaces  presently  used  at  Norwood  High 
School,  which  include  all  gyms,  industrial  arts  shops,  science  labora¬ 
tories,  home  economics  rooms,  and  regular  classrooms,  the  rated  capacity 
now  of  Norwood  High  School  according  to  School  Building  Assistance 
Bureau  is  1160  students. 

The  minimum  acceptable  size  of  a  classroom  now  according  to  the 
School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  standards  is  800  square  feet.  Pres¬ 
ently  there  are  among  the  63  teaching  spaces  13  classrooms  with  700-780 
square  feet,  7  classrooms  with  600-660  square  feet,  8  classrooms  of  500- 
580  square  feet,  and  8  classrooms  of  only  275-485  square  feet. 

The  present  enrollment  of  Norwood  High  School  in  grades  10,  11, 
and  12,  is  1781  students,  which  requires  a  nine-period  day  schedule  with 
full  release  of  students  not  in  assigned  classes  (open  campus). 

The  high  school  addition  is  planned  to  give  the  completed  high  school 
the  capability  of  meeting  the  curriculum  needs  of  1300  students  in  a 
regular  school  day  without  open  campus.  This  is  the  anticipated  enroll¬ 
ment  in  1984  for  grades  10,  11,  and  12. 
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The  major  inclusions  in  the  project  are:  a  library-IMC,  a  large  phys¬ 
ical  education-athletic  complex  (field  house),  industrial  arts-career  edu¬ 
cation  centers,  music  facilities  for  band,  orchestra,  and  choral  groups,  a 
chemistry  laboratory,  a  special  education  learning  disabilities  resource 
center,  and  seven  additional  regular  classrooms  to  bring  the  teaching 
space  capacity  up  to  1300  students. 

The  present  library  is  in  the  1927  building  and  seats  about  40 
students.  It  is  crowded  with  furniture  and  books.  It  cannot  begin  to 
meet  the  needs  of  a  high  school  that  has  more  than  tripled  in  size 
since  1927.  It  is  smaller  and  more  poorly  equipped  than  either  of  the 
two  junior  high  schools.  Almost  all  of  the  elementary  libraries  are 
better  equipped  and  more  spacious  when  compared  with  the  enrollments 
and  the  level  of  instruction  they  serve. 

At  a  time  when  more  students  want  and  need  industrial  arts  and 
career  exploratory  courses,  the  facilities  are  lacking  to  offer  adequate 
programs.  The  quality  of  the  few  programs  we  have  now  and  the  num¬ 
ber  of  students  which  can  be  accommodated  are  severely  limited  by  the 
lack  of  space.  The  metal  and  wood  shops  are  badly  overcrowded,  and 
the  Electricity-Electronics  programs  meet  primarily  in  a  room  which 
contains  210  square  feet  using  equipment  from  the  burned-out  Junior 
High  School. 

The  urgent  need  for  improving  the  industrial  arts  program  has 
been  recognized  by  many  sources. 

In  December  o.f  this  school  year,  the  Industrial  Arts  department 
and  the  administration  applied  for  federal  funds  to  acquire  new  equip¬ 
ment  and  curriculum  materials  for  the  basic  electricity  and  electronics 
courses.  The  Supervisor  of  Industrial  Arts  from  the  State  Department 
of  Education  visited  the  school  and  made  several  observations  and 
recommendation  relative  to  the  need  for  larger  facilities  and  improved 
maintenance  in  the  industrial  arts  department. 

“Immediate  action  should  be  taken  on  the  following  items: 

Graphic  Arts 

Repair  of  replacement  of  the  electric  motor  for  the  platen  press  in 
the  Graphic  Arts  Laboratory. 

The  present  motor  is  antiquated  and  should  be  replaced  with  a  new 
variable  speed  motor  or  an  overhaul  be  done  on  the  old  motor.  The 
present  condition  of  the  motor  does  constitute  a  safety  hazard.  An 
overhaul  will  cost  about  $300. 

Woodworking 

An  immediate  overhaul  of  an  inoperative  jig-saw.  Several  new  parts 
are  needed,  and  a  teacher  in  the  program  is  qualified  to  perform  the 
overhaul.  What  is  needed  are  the  parts  that  are  available  from  the 
manufacturer. 

Both  the  belt  sander  and  planer  need  an  overhaul.  Both  machines 
are  used  extensively  by  the  students,  and  adequate  maintenance  on  these 
machines  should  be  undertaken.  However,  some  repairs  are  beyond  the 
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abilities  of  the  personnel  available.  An  approximate  cost  for  the  overhaul 
of  this  equipment  is  $500,  the  greatest  part  going  for  the  Planer. 

Metalworking 

Restoration  of  water  to  wash-up  sink  in  the  Metalworking  Lab. 
Students  and  teachers  must  be  able  to  wash  hands  for  obvious  sanitary 
reasons. 

Wire-up  milling  machine  that  is  inoperative  at  the  present  time. 
This  machine  is  in  excellent  condition  and  could  be  a  valuable  addition 
if  it  were  wired  to  operate.  The  power  source  is  available  in  the  shop 
and  the  non-use  of  this  equipment  is  a  handicap  to  the  program. 

Installation  of  a  suitable  on-off  switch  for  the  pedestal  grinder. 
Presently  this  machine  must  be  plugged  in  to  start  and  unplugged  to 
stop  —  a  most  inadequate  way  of  running  a  machine. 

Relining  of  the  heat  treating  furnace.  The  fire-brick  lining  in  the 
furnace  is  in  bad  condition.  The  estimated  cost  is  $125. 

Electricity  /Electronics 

This  particular  area  is  in  need  of  more  lab  space,  additional  student 
equipment,  and  supportive  texts  and  software.  I  realize  that  available 
space  is  limited  throughout  the  school  and  a  badly  needed  addition  is 
being  planned.  However,  at  this  time,  a  possible  approach  would  be  to 
order  some  basic  pieces  of  equipment  which  would  improve  the  program. 

General  Considerations 

The  following  items  should  be  considered  in  the  planning  of  your 
new  building  for  Industrial  Arts  and  Physical  Education. 

A  larger  area  be  allotted  for  electricity/electronics  situated  away 
from  the  heavy  noise  shops. 

Addition  of  new  drafting  equipment  in  terms  of  new  student  work 
stations  with  up  to  date  equipment.  The  possible  acquisition  of  a  trans¬ 
parency  making  machine  for  the  Industrial  Arts  area.  This  machine 
could  be  located  in  the  Mechanical  Drawing  room  where  it  would  receive 
the  most  use.  The  drafting  program  could  also  use  some  new  audio¬ 
visual  materials  to  aid  as  an  improvement  in  the  program. 

That  the  budget  be  increased  for  the  Industrial  Arts  Department, 
especially  for  repair  and  replacement  of  equipment.  The  present  amount 
of  $200  for  this  category  is  not  adequate  support  for  the  department. 

That  a  positive  approach  be  made  to  include  girls  in  Industrial  Arts 
courses  and  boys  in  the  Consumer  and  Homemaking  areas  as  required 
in  Chapter  622  and  Chapter  298. 

That  alternate  provisions  be  made  for  expansion  of  the  Industrial 
Arts  department  if  the  presently  planned  addition  is  rejected  by  the 
townspeople.” 

Unfortunately  federal  and  state  funding  for  this  project  was  not 
forthcoming  from  the  State,  and  the  negligible  amounts  allocated  to  the 
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entire  High  School  for  New  Equipment  ($5,500)  and  (Repair  and  Replace¬ 
ment  ($5,200)  preclude  any  substantial  improvement  in  the  program. 

The  cost  alone  for  curriculum  materials  and  equipment  to  provide 
basically  what  is  needed  for  the  electricity  and  electronics  program  is 
$33,702.00.  The  total  instructional  supplies  budget  for  the  High  School 
in  1974-75  was  $45,000.00. 

It  was  hoped  that  the  town  would  approve  the  school  addition  and 
renovations  because  the  industrial  arts  program  was  one  of  the  primary 
areas  that  would  have  benefited  by  additional  facilities  and  equipment. 
The  Industrial  Arts  department  also  lacks  facilities  and  equipment  for 
a  power  mechanics  program.  This  course  of  instruction  is  as  important 
as  wood  or  metal  training  in  terms  of  career  educattos  and  skill  develop¬ 
ment  because  the  basic  principles  of  small  engines  and  motors  and  the 
maintenance  and  repair  of  automobile  engines  are  taught. 

In  order  to  coordinate  the  high  school  programs  with  the  Blue  Hills 
Regional  Vocational  Technical  Schools,  modernized,  efficient  programs 
must  be  established  in  Industrial  Arts.  The  regional  school  encourages 
member  towns  to  develop  strong  industrial  arts  departments  to  provide 
exploratory  training  in  their  local  high  schools. 

At  this  point  it  would  be  well  to  consider  the  present  enrollment 
and  the  projected  enrollment  for  the  next  two  years.  While  these  figures 
indicate  increasing  enrollments,  the  ten  year  projections  show  a  decrease 
after  1977  to  a  low  in  1984.

Curriculum  Highlights 

Each  school  year  is  an  interesting  and  memorable  period  for  every¬ 
one  in  a  school.  A  few  items  of  note  should  be  mentioned  that  may  not 
have  received  attention  during  the  school  year. 

English  Department  —  This  year  saw  the  completion  of  the  first 
two  year  sequence  in  the  Advanced  Placement  English  program.  In 
May  seven  seniors  in  this  program  took  the  advanced  placement  exam- 
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ination.  This  examination  is  prepared  by, the  College  Entrance  Examina¬ 
tion  Board  and  is  administered  at  the  High  School  in  May. 

The  Drama  Workshop  classes  performed  several  plays  for  elemen¬ 
tary  school  children  which  they  themselves  had  written,  staged,  and 
directed.  Similarly,  the  Expository  Writing  classes  put  the  results  of 
their  learning  to  the  test  by  reading  and  discussing  their  own  short 
stories  with  some  children  in  the  elementary  grades. 

While  William  Shakespeare’s  works  do  not  enjoy  the  same  popu¬ 
larity  as  some  modern  fiction  writers  with  the  younger  generation,  one 
of  the  most  enjoyable  field  trips  of  the  year  was  experienced  by  those 
English  classes  which  attended  some  Shakespearean  productions  at  the 
North  Shore  Theater. 

Two  students  also  won  recognition  and  brought  some  measure  of 
fame  to  Norwood  High  School  by  their  oratorical  and  writing  skills. 
Miss  Mary  Cleary  won  the  District  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  Oratorical 
Contest  and  a  Scholastic  Magazine  honorable  mention  award.  Miss  Kristen 
Larsen  won  an  award  in  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  Bicentennial 
Essay  Contest. 

Library  —  Despite  woefully  inadequate  facilities  and  space,  the 
librarian  and  her  assistants  are  doing  outstanding  work  to  provide 
needed  services.  The  library  is  collaborating  with  the  Norwood  Morrill 
Memorial  Library  in  the  compilation  of  a  union  catalog  of  the  periodi¬ 
cals  of  the  two  libraries.  A  union  catalog  oLthe  reference  collections  is 
projected.  These  catalogs  will  promote  greater  cooperation  between  the 
two  facilities  and  provide  better  services  to  students  and  the  community 
at  large. 

Foreign  Language  Department  —  From  March  28th  to  April  11th, 
twenty-eight  families  of  Norwood  High  School  students  were  hosts  to 
a  like  number  of  German  students  from  Cologne.  The  cultural  exchange 
program  is  sponsored  by  the  Goethe  Institution  of  Boston  and  Amerika 
Haus  of  Cologne,  Germany.  On  June  25th,  twenty-five  Norwood  High 
School  students  left  for  Cologne  with  their  teacher,  Mrs.  Gisela  Kaleps, 
to  be  guests  for  four  weeks  in  the  homes  of  German  families. 

A  final  party  of  all  involved  at  the  high  school  was  attended  by 
members  o.f  the  department,  foreign  language  students,  and  town  dig¬ 
nitaries,  including  members  of  the  Norwood  School  Committee;  Dr. 
Philip  O.  Coakley,  Superintendent  of  Schools;  Town  Manager,  Mr.  John 
Mogan,  and  former  Town  Manager,  Mr.  Walter  Blasenak. 

The  French  Department  was  very  proud  of  two  second  place  winners 
in  the  American  Association  of  Teachers  of  French  National  Contest, 
Eastern  Massachusetts  Chapter.  The  two  outstanding  French  contestants 
are  Miss  Leslie  White  and  Miss  Mary  Cleary.  Miss  White  also  placed 
third  in  the  New  England  Regional  Contest. 

“Project  Career  Education  Integration” 

This  was  a  project  that  resulted  from  a  proposal  written  and  sub¬ 
mitted  by  Miss  Mary  Lo,u  Karahalis,  a  guidance  counseller,  for  funding 
to  the  State  Department  of  Education.  The  project  received  approval 
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and  brought  together  in  a  unique  way  members  of  the  administration 
and  staff  from  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  and  the  High  School. 

The  following  excerpts  are  included  from  Miss  Karahalis’  excellent 
report: 

The  major  thrusts  of  the  Project  were: 

1.  To  integrate  Career  Education  into  the  curricula  of  business,  home 
economics,  and  industrial  arts  with  a  focus  on  occupational  com¬ 
petency. 

2.  To  increase  the  degree  of  cooperation  between  the  similar,  related 
offerings  of  the  comprehensive  program  at  Norwood  High  with  the 
professional  training  programs  of  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School. 

3.  To  cooperate  with  private,  non-profit  schools  servicing  Norwood 
students,  i.e.,  St.  Catherine’s  School,  Ursuline  Academy,  and  Xaverian 
Brothers  High  School. 

4.  To  collaborate  further  with  The  Education  Cooperative  (TEC)  in 
the  area  of  career  education. 

5.  To  represent  the  first  phase  of  providing  career  education  to  every 
student  in  every  class. 

6.  The  industrial  arts  offerings  have  been  redesigned  to  offer  students 
career  information  as  well  as  career  awareness  activities  in  addition 
to  limited  hands-on  experience;  this  in  the  face  of  dire  overcrowded 
conditions  and  severe  lack  of  equipment.  The  program  is  now  pivoted 
on  mechanical  drawing,  a  necessary  skill  for  anyone  anticipating  a 
career  dealing  with  wood,  metal,  electricity,  or  any  technical  occu¬ 
pation.  Students  have  been  counseled  to  cluster  their  electives  wisely. 

7.  A  Community  Career  Resource  Directory  of  ninety  (90)  entries  is 
being  compiled  for  teacher  and  student  use.  Teachers  will  be  inviting 
these  job  incumbents  to  their  classes  so  that  students  will  see  how 
specific  concepts  they  learn  in  class  are  related  to  world  of  work.  Also, 
a  Faculty  Resource  Directory  at  Norwood  High  School  will  allow  us 
to  utilize  the  vast  work  experience  of  people  already  on  the  staff. 

8.  The  structure  has  been  set  up  for  a  Shadow  Program.  Students  who 
are  interested  in  procuring  firsthand  knowledge  about  a  career  or 
cluster  of  careers  would  be  able  to  do  so.  The  counselors  will  co¬ 
ordinate  this  process  with  cooperating  employers.  This  will  be  a 
highly  individualized  venture  to  take  place  during  a  student’s  free 
time. 

9.  The  project  personnel  cooperated  with  TEC  in  organizing  and  plan¬ 
ning  the  Career  Fair/Conference  which  was  held  on  May  21st  at 
the  Wellesley  Campus  of  Massachusetts  Bay  Community  College. 
Over  2000  students  and  parents  attended. 

10.  The  business  community  has  taken  an  active  part  in  this  project. 
All  project  teams  had  business  personnel  to  rely  on  for  suggestions 
especially  regarding  employment  trends  and  occupational  compe¬ 
tencies.  I  addressed  the  Lions,  Kiwanis  and  Jaycees.  The  Chamber 
of  Commerce  printed  and  mailed  over  200  letters  to  their  member¬ 
ship  and  offered  me  a  slot  on  their  agenda  next  year,  as  did  the 
Women’s  Community  Committee  whose  calendar  was  too  crowded 
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this  year.  Many  of  the  volunteers  for  the  Community  Career  Re¬ 
source  Directory  and  employers  willing  to  take  on  a  “Shadow”  came 
from  these  groups. 

Recommendations : 

A.  General 

1.  That  Career  Education  be  encouraged  for  all  students  K  - 12. 

2.  That  continuation  activities  be  fostered  by  both  in-service  programs 
and  collaborative  efforts  with  TEC. 

B.  Specific 

1.  That  since  the  addition  to  the  High  School  was  turned  down,  the 
serious  equipment  needs  of  the  industrial  arts  department  be  given 
top  priority.  I  realize  that  in  times  of  economic  crunch,  dollars  must 
be  carefully  guarded;  however,  it  is  absolutely  absurd  to  operate 
a  7-12  program  where  students  come  from  two  brand  new  junior 
high  schools  with  the  ultimate  in  equipment  for  elementary  level 
industrial  arts  courses  to  arrive  at  the  advanced  level  courses  at 
Norwood  High  School  to  find  extremely  limited  equipment  or  no 
equipment  at  all!  (This  is  the  case  of  our  electricity/ electronics 
program).  Interestingly  enough,  much  of  the  electronics  equipment 
needed  could  be  used  by  the  Human  Physiology  and  Physics  classes 
as  well.  To  ease  the  financial  burden,  perhaps  this  equipment  could 
be  purchased  in  units  over  a  three-year  period.  All  other  alternatives 
have  been  investigated  and  exhausted.  We  must  have  equipment  or 
classroom  instruction  is  wasted.  We  would  not  expect  a  Chemsitry 
teacher  to  teach  chemistry  without  a  chemistry  laboratory.  We 
even  make  additional  time  allowances  for  the  lab  periods  because  of 
the  tremendous  educational  value  of  such  an  experience.  Why  not 
equal  consideration  for  electronics? 

2.  That  articulation  among  the  two  junior  high  schools  and  the  senior 
high  school  industrial  arts  programs  be  improved.  An  administrator 
should  coordinate  and  make  decisions  that  would  be  binding  on  all 
parties  such  as  course  title,  course  content,  performance  objectives 
and  sequential  alternatives. 

3.  That  interdepartmental  ventures  in  the  area  of  career  education  be 
encouraged,  i.e.,  teaming  up  business  and  foreign  languages  in  a 
bilingual  secretarial  program,  or  art,  business,  English,  and  graphic 
arts  in  careers  in  communications.  In-service  time  is  needed  to 
develop  these  programs. 

4.  That  a  technical  mathematics  course  be  offered  in  September  1976 
which  would  address  itself  to  the  specific  and  unique  mathematical 
problems  faced  by  carpenters,  draftsmen,  bakers,  fashion  designers, 
etc.  How  much  more  relevant  could  we  make  curriculum? 

5.  That  in  order  to  upgrade  the  effectiveness  of  the  Job  Bank,  com¬ 
munity  employers  be  invited  to  conduct  mock  job  interviews  under 
the  auspices  of  the  guidance  and  business  departments. 

6.  That  a  committee  be  formed  to  set  up  a  Career  Education  plan  for 
the  Town  cxf  Norwood  K  - 12.  The  duties  of  this  committee  would  be 
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to  set  parameters  and  goals  to  be  achieved  specifically  at  each  level. 
Besides  St.  Catherine’s  School  and  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School, 
representation  should  include  elementary,  junior  high  and  Project 
personnel,  the  Career  Education  Resource  Team  at  the  high  school 
supported  and  organized  by  TEC,  and  Special  Needs.  This  team 
would  prevent  the  Career  Education  movement  from  growing  like 
“Topsy”  without  any  organization. 

7.  That  future  proposal  writing  be  encouraged  with  the  usderstanding 
that  proposals  carrying  financial  commitment,  however  small,  from 
the  LEA  are  given  preference.  I  would  be  willing  to  work  on  such 
a  proposal. 

Conclusion: 

I  have  enjoyed  directing  the  project  this  year.  It  is  indeed  rewarding 
to  work  with  my  dedicated  colleagues  in  Norwood  and  in  TEC;  the 
concerned  parents  on  our  advisory  committee:  Alan  Aronson,  Margaret 
Donovan,  and  Frances  Harwood,  and  the  interested  and  cooperative  com¬ 
munity  groups  and  employers. 

I  have  been  asked  to  write  an  article  or  two  for  a  national  periodical, 
The  Guidance  Clinic.  Many  of  the  products  of  our  project  will  become 
available  to  other  people  across  the  country.  This  ties  in  perfectly  with 
our  commitment  to  disseminate  information  to  those  with  similar  goals 
and  aspirations. 

In  general,  I  think  that  the  project  has  had  a  significant  impact  on 
the  curriculum  and  that  we  have  made  tremendous  strides  in  providing 
solid  career  and  occupational  competency  information  to  our  “general” 
students  that  can  be  improved  upon  and  expanded  to  include  all  students 
K  - 12  in  the  coming  years.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE 
HENRY  O.  PEABODY  SCHOOL  FOR  GIRLS 

During  1975,  as  we  reflect  on  our  nation’s  200th  anniversary,  it  is 
appropriate  that  we  recognize  the  role  that  technical  training  played 
in  the  survival  and  growth  of  the  early  colonies. 

In  the  colonial  economy,  an  individual  household  was  almost  en¬ 
tirely  a  self-sustaining  unit  ...  as  opposed  to  the  almost  completely 
interdependent  society  in  which  we  live  today  .  .  .  each  of  us  literally 
depending  for  our  survival  on  a  multitude  of  seen  and  unseen  trades¬ 
men  and  craftsmen. 

With  the  continued  momentum  in  the  downturn  of  the  general 
economy  in  1974,  it  became  increasingly  evident  that  the  skill  training 
provided  by  the  Peabody  School  should  be  made  available  to  a  larger 
number  of  Norwood  High  School  students. 

In  the  past,  a  broad  spectrum  of  high  school  students  had  com¬ 
pleted  their  high  school  programs  without  receiving  any  specific  employ¬ 
ment  skills.  Other  Norwood  High  School  graduates  had  not  clearly 
identified  their  career  choices,  or  were  uncertain  of  post  high  school 
plans. 

To  introduce  career  choice  opportunities  to  Norwood  High  School 
students  in  the  early  phase  of  their  secondary  education  program,  the 
Peabody  School  enrolled  Norwood  High  School  students  in  ongoing 
specific  occupational  training  programs  and,  additionally,  the  Peabody 
School  developed  career  exploratory  programs,  and  expanded  its  school 
day  in  order  to  offer  this  added  educational  dimension  to  Norwood  High 
.School  students. 

During  this  extended  period,  a  total  of  14  mini  courses  were  offered 
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to  80  Norwood  High  School  sophomores:  Chef  Training,  Commercial 
Baking,  Fashion  Design,  Consumer  Education,  Careers  in  Marketing, 
Commercial  Art,  Cosmetology,  Health  Occupations,  Dietetics,  Family 
Living  and  Preparation  for  Marriage,  Early  Childhood  Education,  Bus¬ 
iness  Occupations,  Dining  Room  Management,  and  Interior  Decorating. 

In  September  1975,  we  are  planning  to  incorporate  these  courses  in 
our  regular  eight-period  day  program.  By  doing  this,  we  will  be  able  to 
reach  larger  numbers  of  Norwood  High  School  students,  giving  them 
the  opportunity  to  explore  up  to  as  many  as  four  different  careers  in 
one  academic  year.  Our  records  indicate  that  twice  the  number  of  high 
school  students  have  selected  career  exploratory  programs  for  next 
year.  These  students  will  become  acquainted  with  the  skills  needed  to 
enter  these  various  fields,  the  educational  requirements,  and  the  avail¬ 
able  job  opportunities.  This  will  be  accomplished  through  participation 
in  our  laboratories  and  by  utilizing  guest  speakers,  films  and  field  trips. 
With  the  state  of  our  economy  and  the  reassessment  of  a  four  year 
college  program  on  the  part  of  many,  we  have  been  overwhelmed  with 
the  increase  of  applications  in  all  our  departments. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  guidance  counselor,  Mr.  William 
Maher,  and  representative  students  from  all  departments  visited  the 
Balch  School,  the  Willett  and  Oldham  Schools,  Junior  High  School  North, 
Junior  High  School  South,  and  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School  for  the 
purposes  of  presenting  programs  in  Career  Orientation. 

Students  and  faculty  also  participated  in  Career  Day  programs  in 
Attleboro,  Brockton,  Dedham,  Milford,  Westwood,  and  The  Education 
Cooperative  Career  Fair  in  Wellesley.  Educational  representatives  and 
other  groups  who  visited  the  Peabody  School  to  view  on-going  occupa¬ 
tional  programs  were  from  Pilgrim  Center  in  Braintree,  the  high  schools 
in  Abington,  Braintree,  Lexington,  Medford,  Needham,  Newton,  Norwell, 
Quincy,  Randolph,  Walpole,  Wellesley,  and  Framingham  State  College. 
Organizations  of  the  Dedham  Counseling  Services,  the  Massachusetts 
Rehabilitation  Commission,  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Employment 
Security,  McLean  Hospital,  Medfield  State  Hospital,  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Welfare  and  the  Leslie  B.  Cutler  Clinic  made  contact  with  us 
to  assist  many  of  our  students  or  to  make  inquiries  for  interested  can¬ 
didates. 

This  year,  the  guidance  department,  under  Chapter  766,  utilized 
the  complementing  pupil  personnel  services  in  speech  therapy,  reading 
tutoring,  testing  and  evaluations  of  students. 

Students  in  the  Fashion  Design  program  had  the  opportunity  to 
view  the  lifestyle  of  the  early  colonists  when  they  visited  the  Merrimack 
Valley  Textile  Museum  in  North  Andover.  They  saw  how  fabric  was 
created  from  the  sheared  wool  to  the  finished  product  and  were  then 
shown  samples  of  early  textile  fabrics.  Tools  and  machines  on  display  at 
the  North  Andover  Museum  and  used  by  the  first  American  cloth-makers 
(1775-1876)  were  in  sharp  contrast  to  the  sophisticated,  computerized 
processes  of  today’s  fabric  production  observed  at  Brief  Originals  in 
Brockton,  manufacturers  of  misses  and  women’s  dresses.  Company  vice- 
president,  George  Salemi,  his  associates  and  co-workers,  demonstrated 
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the  entire  process  from  the  purchase  of  piece  goods  to  the  completed 
garments.  “Sublistic”  printing,  the  designing  of  lines,  drafting  and  grad¬ 
ing  of  patterns,  fabric  spreading  machines,  marker  photography  and 
computer  programming  for  multiple  grading  were  viewed. 

A  look  into  the  future  was  afforded  these  same  students  who  visited 
Design  Research  in  Cambridge.  Hand  silk  screened  prints  by  Marimekko 
were  on  display  and  the  screening  process  was  demonstrated.  Students 
were  given  the  option  of  selecting  four  50-minute  sessions  led  by  top 
designers  in  the  world  of  fashion  when  they  attended  a  special  presenta¬ 
tion  conducted  by  “The  Fashion  Group  of  Boston”  at  the  Statler  Hilton 
Hotel. 

To  further  strengthen  the  correlation  between  classroom  instruction 
and  the  world  of  work,  specialists  from  industry  are  invited  to  speak 
to  the  various  classes.  In  the  Fashion  Department  this  past  year,  guest 
speakers  included  Miss  Ann  Holland,  Personnel  Manager,  William  Filene 
&  Son;  Mr.  Joseph  Currivan,  Boston  Gas  Company;  Mrs.  Susan  Pinault, 
Jewelry  Designer;  Joan  McKinnon,  Free-lance  dress  designer;  Mrs. 
Chepita  Meekings,  Crafts  consultant;  and  Miss  Carolyn  Burke,  Beauty 
specialist. 

Graduates  of  the  1974  Fashion  Design  program  are  employed  as: 
a  designer  of  children’s  clothing,  an  art  instructor,  a  free-lance  dress 
designer’s  assistant,  a  pattern  sample  maker,  an  alteration  specialist, 
a  department  head  in  a  large  retail  establishment,  a  boutique  manager- 
owner,  and  several  are  self-employed.  Edward  Kent,  a  postgraduate 
student  this  year,  is  majoring  in  theater  design.  He  created  the  costumes 
for  the  Framingham  South  High  School  drama  club’s  production  of  the 
musical  “Anything  Goes.”  The  musical  required  a  sizeable  cast  wardrobe 
in  addition  to  a  period  wardrobe  of  more  than  20  lead  changes. 

To  further  develop  career  awareness,  the  Distributive  Education 
students  toured  the  Career  Exploration  Exhibit  at  the  John  B.  Hynes 
Auditorium  in  January,  1974.  Throughout  the  year,  to  extend  classroom 
theory,  they  visited  the  Newbury  Street  retail  area,  the  new  Chestnut 
Hill  Mall,  the  Northeast  Trade  Center,  Burlington,  and  the  Annual  Gift 
Show  in  Boston. 

While  attending  the  Distributive  Education  Clubs  of  America  Nat¬ 
ional  Career  Development  Conference  in  Chicago  in  May  1974,  the 
students  visited  the  Chicago  headquarters  of  MacDonald’s,  the  Grand 
Jewel  Bazaar,  the  Sears  Catalog  Distribution  Center,  and  Woodbridge, 
one  of  this  nation’s  newest  and  largest  shopping  malls  incorporating 
most  of  the  well-known  retailers  in  the  greater  Chicago  area. 

Student  Cynthia  Johnson,  represented  Massachusetts  at  the  DEC  A 
National  Career  Development  Conference,  Junior  Collegiate  Division,  in 
early  May  in  the  Sales  Representative  Competition.  She  placed  first  in 
this  competition  and  tied  for  first  place  in  the  Management  Decision 
Making  -  Human  Relations  competition  at  the  state  conference  hosted 
at  the  Peabody  School  in  mid-April. 

Because  there  is  interest  on  the  part  of  many  applicants  in  special¬ 
ized  Fashion  Merchandizing,  and  it  is  a  natural  alliance  to  Fashion 
Design,  a  new  direction  for  our  program  seemed  appropriate.  In  Sep- 
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tember  1975,  the  Distributive  Education  program  will  be  called  Fashion 
Merchandising.  This  newly  developed  program  will  fulfill  a  need  by  the 
fashion  industry  for  well-trained  mid-management  employees. 

The  past  fifteen  months  have  been  a  busy  and  productive  time  for 
the  Practical  Nursing  department.  Twenty -nine  students  were  graduated 
in  September  1974,  and  a  new  class  of  35  students  were  admitted.  It  is 
of  interest  to  note  that  in  forming  this  present  class  128  applications 
were  processed.  90  candidates  were  interviewed  and  their  credentials 
reviewed  by  the  Admissions  Committee,  and  45  students  accepted  for 
the  program. 

The  academic  program  continues  to  draw  from  the  community -at- 
large  for  special  teaching  resources.  Outstanding  speakers  this  year 
included  Dr.  Ann  Lake,  J.D.,  who  spoke  about  legal  responsibilities  of 
the  practical  nurse;  Father  Daniel  J.  Crowley,  Reverend  A.  Lee  Hocutt, 
and  Rabbi  Henry  Zoob  who  spoke  on  meeting  the  religious  needs  of 
patients. 

The  entire  graduating  class  of  1974  have  successfully  completed 
State  Board  Licensing  examinations.  The  passing  score  in  Massachusetts 
is  350.  The  class  average  for  the  Peabody  students  was  595.  The  Board 
of  Registration  notified  the  program  that  the  Peabody  School  ranked 
third  of  39  schools  in  Massachusetts  for  the  year  1973.  During  the  same 
time  period,  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  ranked  sixth  of  51 
jurisdictions  using  the  State  Board  Test  Pool. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Miss  Margaret  Ready,  Fundamentals  In¬ 
structor,  our  sttudents  have  participated  in  a  field  observation  of  the 
work  done  at  the  Kennedy  Center  for  Handicapped  Children  at  Foxboro 
under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Louella  Donovan.  Mrs.  Donovan  has  also 
served  as  guest  speaker  as  part  of  the  Pediatric  Nursing  Program. 
Other  speakers  of  note  during  the  spring  term  have  come  from  the 
Children’s  Bureau,  the  Planned  Parenthood  League,  and  The  Right  to 
Life  Organization. 

The  Practical  Nursing  Program  was  evaluated  by  Dr.  Rachel  K. 
Winer,  Bureau  Chief  of  Health  Occupations  of  the  Division  of  Occupa¬ 
tional  Education,  and  received  a  very  favorable  report.  With  the  assis¬ 
tance  of  Dr.  Winer,  a  major  curriculum  revision  has  been  initiated  and 
should  be  completed  by  January  of  1976. 

The  nursing  faculty  participated  in  a  two-day  curriculum  workshop 
conducted  by  the  Massachusetts  League  o.f  Nursing  Council  of  Practical 
Nursing  Programs  at  Youville  Hospital  in  Cambridge.  Since  the  work¬ 
shop  concentrated  on  development  of  behavioral  objectives  in  the  cur¬ 
riculum,  the  information  gained  will  be  particularly  valuable  as  program 
revision  is  undertaken. 

The  nursing  program  underwent  an  on-site  evaluation  visit  by  the 
Board  of  Registration  in  Nursing  from  May  19,  1975  to  May  23,  1975. 
The  evaluator  was  Miss  Mildred  O’Brien,  R.N.,  Supervisor  from  the 
Board  of  Registration  in  Nursing.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Registra¬ 
tion  in  Nursing  in  still  forthcoming.  It  is  expected  that  continuing  full 
approval  will  be  granted. 
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Students  and  faculty  heard  Mrs.  Lillian  Kuster,  founder  and  presi¬ 
dent  emeritus  of  the  National  Federation  o.f  Licensed  Practical  Nurses 
at  the  Student  Day  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Licensed  Practical  Nurses  of 
Massachusetts,  Inc.  (LPNMI).  There  were  also  excellent  presentations 
on  Child  Abuse  Programs,  Economic  Security,  and  the  expanding  role 
of  the  Licensed  Practical  Nurse. 

Mrs.  Karolyn  Lynch,  L.P.N.,  a  1974  graduate  of  the  Henry  O.  Peabody 
School  Practical  Nursing  Program,  wrote  an  article  titled  “Wishing  for 
Words”  which  dealt  with  her  own  experiences  as  a  new  mother  during 
labor  and  delivery.  Karolyn’s  article  was  published  in  the  March,  1975 
issue  of  The  Journal  of  Practical  Nursing. 

To  keep  our  Cosmetology  students  aware  of  developments  in  the 
Beauty  Culture  industry,  resource  people  and  field  trips  are  used  periodi¬ 
cally,  Beauty  Culture  students  attended  a  hair  coloring  and  styling  show 
sponsored  by  the  Clairol  Company  and  at  a  later  date  a  representative 
of  the  same  company  visited  the  school  to  demonstrate  haircutting, 
blow  drying  and  hair  painting  techniques. 

Field  trips  to  the  Massachusetts  Cosmetologists  Association  annual 
show,  Shako.ur  Beauty  Supply  Company  in  Westboro,  and  the  Inter¬ 
national  Hairstylists  Show  at  the  Marriott  Hotel  in  Newton  introduced 
them  to  the  most  modern  techniques  currently  being  employed. 

Speakers  at  the  school  included  Mr.  Ralph  Golding,  Norfolk  Mental 
Health  Association;  Mrs.  Charlotte  Fleming,  representative  of  the  New 
England  Telephone  Company;  Mrs.  Mary  Cunningham,  Beauty  consul¬ 
tant  of  Marcel’s  in  Chestnut  Hill;  Mr.  Don  Gallo  of  South  Attleboro; 
Mrs.  Eros  MacDonald  of  Foxboro.;  Mr.  Warren  Eisner,  salon  owner, 
Stoughton;  Mrs.  Lillian  Fraser,  representative  of  Mary  Kay  Cosmetics; 
and  Mrs.  Catherine  Fery  of  the  Katherine  Hinds  Studio. 

The  community  service  projects  took  place  this  past  year.  For  the 
third  consecutive  year,  the  students  provided  services  to  the  residents 
of  the  Hebrew  Rehabilitation  Center  in  West  Roxbury,  in  preparation 
for  their  Annual  Winter  Festival.  Students  also  gave  of  their  time  and 
professional  talents  to  residents  of  the  Chari  well  Nursing  Home  in 
Norwood. 

In  the  Business  Department  several  curriculum  changes  have  been 
adopted  to  bring  about  a  more  realistic  approach  to  office  work.  To  help 
the  student  develop  the  ability  to  set  up  a  filing  system,  a  records  man¬ 
agement  book  has  been  introduced  to  accompany  the  practice  set  on 
keeping  records  and  files.  Accounting  Essentials  for  Career  Secretaries 
has  replaced  the  recordkeeping  text.  This  allows  students  to  prepare 
many  different  accounting  records.  In  the  Business  Machines  program, 
a  clerical  office  practice  text,  Clerical  Office  Practice,  has  been  added  to 
give  the  students  greater  opportunity  in  decision  making  and  to  use 
their  skills  in  different  office  situations.  Also,  in  the  Business  Machines 
Laboratory,  one  new  dictaphone  machine  and  a  Burroughs  ten-key  adding 
machine  have  been  acquired.  Instead  of  the  customary  belts  on  which 
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dictation  is  recorded,  this  machine  has  dictation  recorded  on  cassette 
tapes. 

Our  students  had  a  first-hand  experience  of  business  when  they 
toured  the  Foxboro  Company  and  the  Factory  Mutual  Engineering 
Corporation,  Norwood.  By  film  they  saw  how  the  Foxboro  Company’s 
products  were  distributed  on  a  national  and  international  scale,  and 
then  toured  the  firm’s  clerical,  payroll,  stenographic,  filing  and  key¬ 
punch  areas.  Later  that  day  at  the  Factory  Mutual  Engineering  Corpo¬ 
ration,  the  students  met  with  various  department  heads  who  spoke 
briefly  about  the  filing,  microfilming,  keypunching,  transcribing,  and 
testing  areas. 

Other  field  trips  that  provided  broader  exposure  to  the  students 
were  to  the  Digital  Equipment  Corporation  and  the  Federal  Regional 
Center  of  the  Civil  Defense  Preparedness  Agency,  Maynard,  and  the 
William  Underwood  Company,  Westwood. 

We  were  fortunate  to  have  several  guest  speakers  who  addressed 
the  Business  Education  students:  Miss  Mary  C.  Lynch,  Manager  of  Ad¬ 
vertising  and  Publicity  for  Norfolk  and  Dedham  Mutual  Fire  Insurance 
Company  and  Miss  Gladys  M.  Johnson,  “Legal  Secretary  of  the  Year”; 
Ann  W.  Lake,  an  attorney;  Mrs.  Charlotte  Fleming  of  the  New  England 
Telephone  Company;  Miss  Merle  Gano,  Coordinator  and  Recruiter  from 
the  John  Hancock  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  of  Boston;  Mr.  Arthur 
Birkett,  District  Manager  from  the  Social  Security  Administration;  Mrs. 
Dorothy  Eggers  and  Michael  Walsh  from  the  Personnel  Department  of 
the  Foxboro  Company;  and  a  former  graduate  of  our  Secretarial  Pro¬ 
gram,  Miss  Janice  Davis  who  is  an  administrative  assistant  at  Radio 
Station  WHDH. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  all  our  1974  and  1975  Business  grad¬ 
uates  are  employed  in  either  secretarial  or  clerical  positions. 

The  Commercial  Baking  Department  has  had  a  very  productive  year, 
not  only  in  performance  but  particularly  in  the  attainment  of  honors 
and  curriculum  development.  The  serious  attitudes  and  purposefulness 
of  the  students  allowed  for  the  teaching  of  classical  desserts,  hotel  pastry 
work  and  artistic  confectionery  work  to  a  level  never  before  reached. 
School  projects  were  expended  to  include  more  speakers,  field  trips  and 
class  projects  than  in  the  past. 

Early  in  the  year,  the  baking  students  were  invited  to  attend  the 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Massachusetts  Retail  Bakers  Association  held 
in  Chicopee.  The  students  spent  the  entire  day  in  seminar  with  more 
than  200  knowledgeable  bakers.  Of  all  the  field  trips,  this  one  made  the 
greatest  impression  on  the  students. 

Other  field  trips  included  the  National  Hotel  Exposition  at  the  Coli¬ 
seum  in  New  York,  the  Connecticut  Hotel  Restaurant  Show  at  the 
Hartford  Hilton,  and  the  New  England  Hotel  and  Restaurant  Shaw  in 
Boston. 

The  Baking  Department  entered  the  Culinary  Salon  Competition  at 
the  New  England  Hotel-Restaurant  Show  at  the  Hynes  Auditorium  and 
won  first  prize  in  Class  A  Competition.  The  coveted  Anthony  Colucci 
Award  was  won  for  the  second  consecutive  year  by  a  Peabody  student. 
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This  year’s  recipient  was  Steven  Goodman.  Michael  McCall  won  a  trophy 
for  his  work  in  assisting  a  master  epicurean. 

Several  students  were  awarded  Boston  Epicurean  citations  for  their 
demonstrations  for  cake  decoration,  flower  making  and  cocoa  paintings. 
These  students  are:  Paul  Amichetti,  Roger  Arsenault,  Kevin  Cabana, 
Jeanine  Farrell,  Steven  Goodman,  Debra  Hanlon,  John  Kain,  Clyde  Len¬ 
non,  Linda  Lorusso,  Michael  McCall,  Joseph  Silva,  and  Nancy  Wilson. 

The  baking  students  are  well  acquainted  with  the  Boston  Steward’s 
Club  fo.r  they  attended  several  educational  meetings  as  guests  of  the 
organization.  One  of  the  most  memorable  evenings  was  the  Wine  and 
Cheese  demonstration  sponsored  by  the  Steward’s  Club.  Kevin  Cabana 
was  awarded  the  Annual  Food  Service  Executive  Association  Scholarship 
trophy  this  year. 

After  attending  monthly  meetings  of  the  Massachusetts  Retail  Bakers 
Association  as  guests  of  the  organization,  student  Jeanine  Farrell  was 
selected  by  the  Association  editor  to  write  an  article  for  their  monthly 
publication  in  which  she  presented  the  student’s  view  of  what  she  hopes 
to  accomplish  in  her  professional  career.  The  published  article  received 
national  recognition. 

In  February,  Miss  Martin  accompanied  a  group  of  students  to  the 
Annual  Sanitation  Seminar  sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Restaurant 
Association.  Dr.  George  A.  Michaels,  Director  of  the  Massachusetts  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Health,  presented  the  students  with  the  most  recent 
facts  on  certification  of  food  handlers. 

So  that  some  of  o.ur  students  have  experience  in  using  inventories, 
specifications  for  buying,  sanitation  problems,  and  managerial  aspects 
of  the  food  industry,  a  new  course  in  Restaurant  Management  was 
offered.  The  text  used  is  Food  Service  Management  by  Charles  Eschbach. 
The  students  particularly  enjoyed  the  development  of  the  cyclical  menu. 

Another  new  course  offered  to  our  students  is  Sanitation  and  Related 
Food  Borne  Illnesses.  The  course  contributes  to  the  students’  safety 
measures  as  food  workers.  The  Sanitation  Code  of  Massachusetts  booklet 
is  referred  to  and  explained. 

Mrs.  Martha  Clapp,  science  instructor,  and  Miss  Martin  accompanied 
students  to  the  Underwood  plant  in  Westwood,  and  on  another  occasion, 
visited  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration  where  they  further  learned 
about  the  safety  of  food  and  the  laws  which  regulate  it. 

To  further  enhance  the  classroom  theory  and  practice,  several 
speakers  and  demonstrators  came  to  share  their  experiences  with  the 
students.  Speakers  included:  Mr.  Bert  Porter,  vice-president  of  King 
Arthur  Flour  Company;  Mr.  Bartley  King  of  the  Norwood  Board  of 
Health;  two  retail  bakers;  Mr.  Julius  White,  owner  of  Whitey’s  Bakery, 
Weymouth  Landing;  and  Mr.  Kenneth  Milling,  president  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Retail  Bakers  Association. 

A  special  treat  was  afforded  the  Commercial  Baking  students  when 
Mr.  Raymond  Martin  (Miss  Martin’s  brother)  and  Mr.  Marchan  Arham, 
from  Japan,  lectured  and  demonstrated  some  aspects  of  Japanese  cul¬ 
ture  and  food  dishes.  Mr.  Arham  demonstrated  the  technique  and  then 
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had  the  students  perform  some  “Origami”  —  the  ancient  Japanese  paper 
art.  The  students  then  learned  to  make  three  Japanese  dishes  involving 
the  use  of  chopsticks. 

This  year,  Miss  Martin  was  invited  to  become  a  member  of  the 
Massachusetts  Chef  de  Cuisine,  a  unique  distinction  due  to  the  fact  that 
she  is  the  second  woman  to  be  so  honored. 

In  January,  Miss  Martin  attended  the  Annal  New  England  Educa¬ 
tional  Food  Council  Seminar  held  at  the  Sheraton  Tara  in  Framingham. 
She  was  also  named  as  the  program  coordinator  for  the  Culinary  Arts 
Seminar  held  at  Fitchburg  State  College  for  Vocational  Culinary  Arts 
teachers  in  Massachusetts. 

Every  student  has  been  placed  in  training  related  employment. 
Several  have  distinction  that  we  wish  to  note.  James  Clyde  Lennon  has 
been  employed  as  assistant  pastry  chef  at  the  Copley  Plaza  Hotel;  Kevin 
Cabana,  pastry  chef  at  the  First  National  Bank  of  Boston;  Linda  Lorusso 
as  pastry  chef  at  St.  Steven’s  Priory  in  Dover;  Debra  Hanlon,  assistant 
chef,  Baintree  Hospital;  Paul  Amichetti,  baker  at  P.  J.  Bakery  Shoppe 
in  Dedham;  and  Clare  Conley,  School  Lunch  Department  in  Dedham. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  the  Massachusetts  Retail  Bakers  As¬ 
sociation  has  awarded  a  full  scholarship  to  an  outstanding  student 
enrolled  in  a  Commercial  Baking  program.  This  year’s  recipient  is 
Steven  Goodman.  He  will  attend  the  American  Institute  of  Baking  in 
Chicago. 

The  “Outstanding  Baker”  award  this  year  was  won  by  Joseph  Silva. 
Another  honor  for  Joseph  was  that  he  has  been  selected  as  domestic 
chef  to  the  family  of  the  late  Senator  Robert  F.  Kennedy.  This  is  the 
second  Peabody  postgraduate  to  be  requested  by  the  Kennedy  family. 
Steven  Hesnan,  a  graduate  of  the  class  of  ’73,  was  employed  by  Senator 
Edward  Kennedy  in  January,  as  his  domestic  chef. 

A  record  number  of  559  men  and  women  enrolled  in  the  26  Evening 
Adult  Vocational  Education  programs  conducted  at  the  Henry  O.  Peabody 
School  this  past  year.  In  addition  to  the  traditional  course  offerings,  new 
craft-oriented  courses  in  Batik,  Sterling  Silver  Jewelry,  Copper  Tooling, 
and  Advanced  Decoupage  were  added.  Classes  were  conducted  four 
evenings  and  one  afternoon  a  week,  Monday  through  Thursday,  utilizing 
laboratories  at  the  Junior  High  North,  Norwood  Senior  High  School,  and 
the  Peabody  School. 

With  federal  monies  administered  by  the  Secretary  of  Health,  Edu¬ 
cation,  and  Welfare  and  made  available  under  the  Manpower  Develop¬ 
ment  Training  Act,  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  was  again  selected  by 
the  Division  of  Occupational  Education,  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Education,  as  a  training  site  for  a  26-week  program  in  a  clerical  occu¬ 
pation  cluster.  In  addition,  two  81-hour  sections  which  trained  39  Emer¬ 
gency  Medical  Technicians  were  conducted  at  the  Peabody  School  and 
jointly  sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health 
and  the  Norwood  Hospital. 

The  seventh  class  of  Homemaker  Health  Aides  completed  their  train¬ 
ing  at  the  Peabody  School  in  February,  1975. 
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In  addition  to  the  original  $3200  training  grant  provided  to  the 
Peabody  School  by  the  Division  of  Occupational  Education,  a  second 
year  grant  of  $24,900  has  been  awarded  to  the  Homemaker  Organization 
by  the  Department  of  Elder  Affairs  and  town  monies  have  been  received 
from  Westwood,  Walpole,  Canton,  Mansfield  and  Norton.  Further  sub¬ 
sidization  on  a  case  basis  has  come  from  Attleboro  and  Foxboro  and 
the  United  Fund  of  Attleboro  and  Norwood  has  appropirated  $1,000 
and  $2,000  respectively. 

During  the  year,  the  Director  of  the  Peabody  School  has  served  as 
a  member  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  for  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Education,  Division  of  Occupational  Education,  receiving  proposals 
for  federal  funding  in  Occupational  Education  under  the  Amended  Voca 
tional  Education  Act  of  1963. 

Miss  Ruth  Shaw  also  served  for  the  fourth  consecutive  year  as 
coordinator  with  two  other  Vocational  Administrators  in  conducting  the 
Professional  Improvement  Conference  sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts 
Association  of  Vocational  Administrators.  This  year  the  Professional 
Improvement  Conference  held  at  Fitchburg  State  College  attracted  ap¬ 
proximately  1200  instructors  and  administrators  involved  in  occupational 
education. 

Working  within  a  $19,900  federal  grant  to  the  Massachusetts  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Vocational  Administrators,  Miss  Shea  served  this  past  year 
as  a  member  of  a  three-person-ccmmittee  whose  function  was  to  conduct 
a  series  of  Curriculum  Synthesis  Workshops  in  Academic/Related  courses 
for  the  Vocational  Education  programs.  The  strategy  of  the  committee 
has  been  to  assemble  four  “master-teacher”  teams  of  five  teachers  each 
in  the  fields  of  English,  Social  Studies,  Related  Science  and  Related 
Mathematics. 

Culmination  o.f  this  year’s  efforts  —  Open  House  again  attracted 
some  2,000  visitors  from  many  towns  and  several  neighboring  states. 

During  the  process  of  interviewing  this  past  year  we  have  observed 
the  following  trends:  a  more  serious-minded  and  more  highly  motivated 
individual  is  making  application  to  the  school.  With  the  state  of  the 
economy  as  it  now  exists,  many  people  are  unable  to  find  employment 
without  ever  having  attained  specific  skills  —  they  are  now  turning  to 
us  for  this  vital  training. 

More  candidates  are  applying  to  the  school  and  are  making  appli¬ 
cation  earlier  in  the  year  than  ever  before. 

A  more  realistic  and  positive  approach  to  occupational  education 
has  been  observed  on  the  part  of  students,  parents,  guidance  counselors, 
home  economic  instructors,  and  educators  in  general. 

Vocational  training  provided  building  blocks  upon  which  much  of 
our  nation  was  built  and  continues  to  provide  a  strong  foundation  for 
everyone’s  personal  and  professional  development.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  JUNIOR  HIGH  NORTH 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Principal 
of  Norwood  Junior  High  School  North. 

Enrollment 

Norwood  Junior  High  School  North  opened  in  September,  1974  on 
a  regular  school-day  basis  for  the  first  time  in  nearly  four  years.  Students 
in  the  Callahan,  Oldham,  and  Willett  elementary  districts  continue  to 
attend  North.  However,  redistricting  of  the  town  had  transferred  sec¬ 
tions  of  the  Aaron  Guild  and  Cleveland  elementary  districts  to  North, 
while  Prescott  School  was  now  in  the  Junior  High  South  district.  In  this 
transitional  year,  students  entering  Grade  9  who  lived  in  the  Prescott 
district  were  given  the  option  of  finishing  their  junior  high  studies  at 
North  or  transferring  to  South. 

Of  the  66  students  in  St.  Catherine’s  eighth  grade  eligible  for  North, 
only  49  entered  Grade  9  in  September.  To  the  total  enrollment  were 
added  9  students  who  entered  our  Grade  7  from  St.  Catherine’s  and  2 
who  entered  our  Grade  8.  Since  opening  day,  15  students  have  trans¬ 
ferred  to  North,  while  9  have  moved  to  other  communities. 

Projections  for  enrollment  in  September,  1975  are  still  in  the  “edu¬ 
cated  guess”  state;  but  it  seems  reasonable  to  predict  that  barring  any 
radical  shifts  in  apartment-dweller  totals,  or  any  large  scale  population 
shifts  from  Boston  to  the  suburbs,  North’s  student  population  next  year 
will  be  about  810. 


Guidance 

The  Guidance  Department  at  North  now  has  a  staff  of  three  coun¬ 
selors,  despite  a  concern  voiced  last  year  that  the  staff  should  not  be 
reduced  with  the  coming  implementation  of  Chapter  766.  The  guidance 
counselors  have  functioned  as  chairmen  of  all  intermediate  evaluations 
at  North  and  have  been  members  of  the  full  core  evaluation  teams.  Each 
student  who  has  a  special  need  which  could  require  the  services  of  a 
specialized  tutor  in  addition  to,  or  in  place  of,  his  regular  school  pro¬ 
gram,  must  now,  by  law,  be  evaluated  to  determine  the  depth  and 
degree  of  his  need  and  be  reviewed  annually  for  services  to  be  provided 
in  successive  years.  This  year  the  North  counselors  have  been  involved 
in  the  evaluation  and  programming  of  services  for  62  students.  These 
students  regularly  spend  time  with  one  or  more  of  the  following  spec¬ 
ialists:  adjustment  counselor,  bilingual  tutor,  itinerant  perceptual  tutor, 
learning  disabilities  tutor,  school  psychologist,  special  needs  teacher,  or 
speech  therapist.  The  Guidance  Department  has  provided  facilities  for 
these  specialists,  as  well  as  coordinating  their  schedules  with  those  of 
the  students. 

As  was  anticipated,  a  large  mass  of  paperwork  accompanied  the 
implementation  of  Chapter  766;  as  a  result  of  counselor  involvement  in 
screening  and  evaluation,  as  well  as  the  paperwork,  it  was  difficult  for 
counselors  to  cordinate  all  o.f  their  regular  activities  with  the  demands 
of  the  new  law. 
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As  a  matter  of  fact,  several  new  laws  went  into  effect  this  year, 
each  of  which  made  demands  on  counselor  time.  In  January,  1975,  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  passed  a  law  governing  student  records. 
As  specified  in  the  law,  students  and  parents  were  made  aware  of  the 
details  of  the  regulations  by  a  descriptive  bulletin  distributed  to  each 
student  by  the  Guidance  Office  in  May.  As  a  result  of  the  notification  of 
students  of  their  rights  in  viewing  their  records,  more  than  one  hundred 
twenty-five  students  have  looked  through  their  cumulative  folders  with 
their  counselors  during  the  past  few  weeks. 

The  testing  program  proceeded  as  usual  this  year,  with  the  bulk  of 
testing  being  done  in  Grade  8  (the  Otis-Lennon  I.Q.  Test,  the  Iowa  Test 
of  Basic  Skills,  and  the  Gates-MacGinitie  Reading  Test)  with  the  Reading 
Test  being  administered  in  Grades  7  and  9  as  well.  The  testing  program 
took  place  during  the  fall,  and  results  of  the  tests  were  sent  home  before 
Christmas. 

Students  were  seen  regularly  with  regard  to  progress  in  school, 
school  adjustment,  programming,  career  selections,  vocational  planning, 
etc.  Interested  students  met  with  representatives  of  the  Peabody  School 
and  Blue  Hills  Regional  High  School.  Tours  of  these  two  schools  were 
part  of  the  Guidance  program  for  interested  students.  In  addition,  the 
Blue  Hills  Careermobile  was  available  at  North  for  three  days  in  Decem¬ 
ber,  during  which  time  more  than  four  hundred  students  viewed  tapes 
of  the  various  careers. 

Eighth  and  ninth-grade  students  visited  the  Guidance  Office  during 
January  and  February  to  use  the  computer  tie-line.  Students  were  able 
to  ask  questions  and  receive  up-to-date  answers  about  colleges,  junior 
colleges,  technical  schools,  careers,  and  vocations. 

From  late  January  to  the  end  of  April  the  main  thrust  of  the  Guid¬ 
ance  Office  was  in  programming  nearly  1300  students  for  next  year.  The 
programming  schedule  included  conferences  with  Grade  6  teachers,  two 
P.T.A.  meetings  with  parents,  visits  to  St.  Catherine’s,  and  individual 
conferences  with  students  to  set  up  programs  for  next  year’s  Grades  7, 
8,  9,  and  10  students. 

During  the  spring,  the  Guidance  Department  at  North  hosted  five 
elementary  orientation  meetings  and  two  Senior  High  School  orientation 
meetings.  Students  from  St.  Catherine’s  and  five  elementary  feeder 
schools  came  to  North  to  meet  with  the  administration  and  members  of 
the  Guidance  staff.  One  of  the  counselors  gave  a  slide  presentation  of 
highlights  of  North  and  discussed  academic  and  extracurricular  life  here. 
As  a  follow-up  to  the  elementary  orientation  program  at  North,  counselors 
have  met  with  small  groups  of  students  in  the  elementary  schools  during 
May  and  June  to  help  make  the  transition  to  junior  high  as  smooth  as 
possible.  The  Senior  High  School  counselors  came  to  North  this  year  to 
meet  with  their  prospective  students  for  next  year.  After  a  brief  presen¬ 
tation,  the  remaining  time  was  devoted  to  answering  students’  questions 
about  the  High  School  to  help  make  their  move  to  the  high  school  in 
September  as  trouble-free  as  possible. 

During  the  school  year  the  Guidance  Office  has  functioned  as  a  liaison 
between  the  school/community  and  the  students.  Through  the  offices  of 
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the  Guidance  Department,  students  have  been  informed  of  babysitting 
jobs,  farm  jobs  available  during  the  summer  through  the  Division  of 
Employment  Security,  needs  in  the  community  for  candystripers  at  Ellis 
and  Cralwell  Nursing  Homes,  as  well  as  the  Norwood  Hospital,  and  the 
babysitting  course  offered  by  the  Women’s  Community  Committee.  In 
addition,  students  have  volunteered  to  work  as  guides  at  the  school 
during  P.T.A.  meetings  as  well  as  when  the  school  hosted  conferences 
such  as  the  regional  student  council  meeting. 

The  Guidance  Department  has  authored  a  number  of  publications 
this  year,  including  “Guidelines  for  Teachers  —  1974-75’’,  “Survey  of 
Chapter  766  —  an  Information  Release  for  Teachers  at  North  Junior 
High’’,  and  the  Fall  issue  of  Launching  Pad,  a  newsletter  for  students.  In 
addition,  we  recently  issued  copies  of  “A  Guide  for  Students  and  Parents 
on  the  Massachusetts  Regulations  Pertaining  to  Student  Records”  to  each 
student  in  the  school. 

In  addition  to  our  part-time  secretary  in  the  Guidance  Office,  we 
have  received  through  CETA  the  services  of  a  secretary.  This  has  helped 
greatly  in  keeping  abreast  of  the  mass  of  paperwork  and  record  keeping 
activities  in  the  Guidance  Office.  Unfortunately,  the  CETA  secretary  will 
not  be  available  to.  us  after  August,  1975  —  we  therefore,  repeat  our 
desperate  need  for  a  full-time  secretary  and  strongly  urge  that  the 
Guidance  Department  secretarial  position  be  expanded  from  part  time 
to  full  time. 

Mathematics  Department 

The  Mathematics  Department  spent  considerable  time  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  school  year  reviewing  and  adjusting  curriculum  requirements 
for  each  grade.  A  program  of  periodic  cumulative  review  tests  was  in¬ 
stituted  to  better  prepare  students  to  cope  with  examinations  in  math¬ 
ematics  in  the  years  ahead.  A  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  was  also 
spent  this  year  discussing  various  grouping  patterns  such  as  cluster 
teaching  and  heterogenous  grouping.  Hopefully,  the  need  for  such  pro¬ 
grams  will  be  realized  in  the  near  future. 

A  Computer  Club  has  been  operating  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
Thomas  Sanford.  Students  have  been  receiving  classroom  instruction  at 
the  junior  high  and  then  go  to  the  high  school  to  run  programs  o.n  their 
terminal.  Hopefully,  in  the  future  a  terminal  could  be  rented  for  use  in 
the  junior  high  school. 

During  the  year  the  Mathematics  Department  has  discussed  and  in¬ 
vestigated  the  idea  of  a  Mathematics  Resource  Center.  The  purpose  of 
this  area  would  be  to  centralize  all  mathematics  material  in  order  to 
serve  students  for  enrichment,  remedial  and  recreational  purposes,  as 
well  as  a  place  for  make-up  and  tutoring.  It  is  intended  this  area  (Re¬ 
source  Center)  would  be  available  all  day  as  well  as  after  school. 

Foreign  Languages 

The  Foreign  Language  Department  currently  offers  courses  in 
French,  German,  Spanish,  and  Latin.  Eighth-grade  students  may  begin 
one  of  these  languages  as  a  major,  completing  the  level-one  material  in 
grade  nine.  This  choice  gives  the  student  a  solid  foundation  in  the 
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language,  and  spends  time  reading  and  discussing  the  foreign  culture. 
A  student  may  choose  a  more  concentrated  course  in  grade  nine,  if  he 
so  desires. 

During  valuable  articulation  meetings  with  Junior  High  South, 
plans  for  a  new  seventh-grade  minor  were  discussed.  This  course,  which 
will  begin  September,  1975,  will  offer  one  term  of  each  of  the  four 
languages  on  an  introductory  basis.  This  will  give  students  a  real  experi¬ 
ence  with  these  languages  and  help  them  to  make  realistic  choices  in 
future  programming.  We  visited  other  schools  this  spring,  gathering 
information  and  techniques  for  this  course. 

The  language  laboratory  has  not  been  used  as  extensively  as  we 
would  like  due  to  the  difficulty  o.f  finding  qualified  personnel  to  repair 
it.  We  would  like  to  be  able  to  make  more  of  this  valuable  resource.  We 
feel  that  the  ability  to  understand  and  speak  the  language  is  our  primary 
goal.  Our  laboratory  has  been  a  valuable  tool  in  the  past  in  helping  us 
to  achieve  that  goal. 

Enrollments  in  the  foreign  language  program  at  this  level  have 
continued  to  increase.  We  think  that  this  is  a  valuable  and  enjoyable 
subject  for  any  interested  student.  Such  activities  as  lunch  at  French, 
Spanish,  and  German  restaurants,  and  the  Latin  Banquet,  continue  to 
involve  and  interest  students. 

Science 

Due  to  our  laboratory-oriented  courses,  our  present-day  students  have 
developed  many  laboratory  skills,  as  well  as  our  awareness  far  safety 
procedures.  We  feel  that  such  a  background  will  prove  a  major  asset 
to  students  who  wish  to  pursue  advanced  science  courses  at  our  high 
school. 

One  of  the  most  crucial  difficulties  facing  our  Science  Department  is 
inflation.  Our  laboratory  programs  require  expendable  materials  that 
need  to  be  replaced  each  year.  Increases  of  as  much  as  fifty  to  sixty 
percent  in  prices  cannot  be  absorbed  by  a  static  or  fixed  budget.  Ob¬ 
viously,  such  a  situation  can  eventually  diminish  the  effectiveness  of 
our  excellent  programs.  In  order  to  continue  our  programs,  we  have 
initiated  better  material  control;  instituted  greater  use  of  homemade 
materials  as  substitutes;  and  have  spent  considerable  time  looking 
through  catologs  for  price  advantages.  Despite  these  measures,  we  still 
have  a  critical  problem  that  can  only  be  remedied  by  realistic  budgeting. 

Social  Studies  Department 

The  instructional  program  as  presented  this  year,  included  a  myriad 
of  effective  instructional  techniques.  Increased  time  for  classes  allowed 
far  a  more  effective  presentation  of  learning  activities.  Small  and  large 
group  instruction,  as  well  as  independent  study  projects,  took  place  at 
all  three  grade  levels.  Role-playing  and  simulations  were  effectively 
used  in  Social  Studies  classes.  An  outstanding  example  of  this  style  of 
instruction  was  the  two-week  activity  entitled  “Drug  Bust”  conducted  in 
all  ninth-grade  American  Government  classes.  Messrs.  Shinnick  and  King 
supervised  this  arrest-to-trial  simulation  to  provide  students  with  oppor¬ 
tunities  to  apply  principles  of  the  American  criminal  justice  system. 
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Social  Studies  teachers  conducted  several  successful  field  trips  this 
year.  Social  Studies  students  visited  polling  places  during  the  municipal 
elections,  Dedham  District  Court,  the  United  Nations  in  New  York  City, 
and  Washington,  D.C.  In  addition,  American  Government  students,  under 
the  supervision  of  Mr.  Shinnick,  held  a  “Candidates’  Day  wherein  can¬ 
didates  fox  the  office  of  State  Representative  participated  in  a  presenta¬ 
tion/discussion  with  students  at  North  Junior  High. 

The  substance  of  the  Social  Studies  was  examined  this  year  as  well. 
A  direct  result  of  this  reassessment  was  the  preparation  of  curriculum 
guides  for  each  of  the  courses  taught  in  the  department.  The  major 
emphasis  of  the  guides  is  to  clarify  teaching  goals  and  to  focus  on 
specific  skills  stated  in  behavioral  terms.  Final  copies  of  these  guides 
will  be  available  in  September,  1975. 

A  vital  aspect  of  this  year’s  curriculum  reassessment  has  been  the 
opportunities  to  review  in  depth  the  content  and  direction  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  through  the  articulation  days  provided.  A  significant  amount  of 
time  was  spent  during  the  articulation  meeting  with  re-defining  and 
clarifying  objectives,  content  and  instructional  techniques  for  Junior 
High  Social  Studies.  The  issues  and  tasks  were  identified  during  these 
meetings  and  the  bulk  of  the  work  completed  at  the  weekly  depart¬ 
mental  meetings. 

The  importance  of  the  articulation  meetings  cannot  be  overstated. 
Improvement  and  growth  of  our  Social  Studies  program  to  better  meet 
the  needs  of  our  students,  requires  the  kind  of  dialogue  and  time  which 
articulation  meetings  provide.  Moreover,  increased  dialogue  is  essential 
to  insure  a  consistent  Social  Studies  program,  K-12. 

Exceptional  staff  performance  is  the  most  significant  aspect  of  this 
year’s  report.  In  addition  to  providing  the  dedication  and  time  to  provide 
the  above-mentioned  learning  activities  and  curriculum  development,  the 
members  of  the  Social  Studies  Department  have  been  very  active  in 
school-wide  and  extra-curricula  affairs.  They  have  contributed  greatly 
to  the  overall  growth  and  development  of  the  school.  Three  members 
have  been  active  in  the  professional  teachers’  association.  Another  mem¬ 
ber  has  successfully  chaired  the  IMC  Committee.  Others  have  been  active 
in  committees  such  as  the  Philosophy  Committee,  Faculty  Advisors,  and 
various  others.  Social  Studies  Department  members  are  well  represented 
in  many  extra-curricula  activities  including  hockey,  intramural  basket¬ 
ball,  and  the  Jud  Club.  Finally,  the  Junior  High  North  Social  Studies 
Department  has  become  directly  involved  with  the  Massachusetts  Coun¬ 
cil  for  the  Social  Studies  through  the  appointment  of  the  Department 
Head  to  the  seven  member  Program  Committee  and  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  for  the  South  Shore  Council  for  the  Social  Studies. 

English 

Recognizing  the  need  of  students  to  acquire  a  stronger  sense  of 
responsibility  and  self-discipline,  the  English  Department  has  placed  con¬ 
tinued  emphasis  in  the  development  of  individualized  programs  for  the 
classroom.  The  increase  in  use  of  teacher-constructed  packets  recognizes 
individual  differences,  even  within  our  homogeneously-grouped  classes. 
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Though  the  methods  and  materials  used  are  novel,  our  philosophy 
prescribes  a  curriculum  which  is  strongly  traditional.  Recent  revelations 
in  the  field  of  English  defend  the  position  we  have  always  maintained, 
namely,  that  traditional  and  fundamental  concepts  benefit  junior  high 
students  most. 

However,  we  as  a  department,  still  recognize  that  there  is  room  for 
improvement.  Our  immediate  concern  rests  in  the  areas  of  spelling  and 
vocabulary.  Many  hours  have  been  spent  in  meetings  and  visitations, 
reviewing  available  materials  and  discussing  ideas  and  approaches  to 
correct  some  of  the  apparent  weaknesses  in  these  areas. 

To  supplement  our  study  of  literature,  we  have  gone  to  the  com¬ 
munity  on  a  larger  scale  to  reinforce  our  teaching.  Trips  to  local  thea¬ 
ters  to  view  films  and  stage  productions  based  on  novels  and  plays  read 
in  class  have  proven  highly  popular  with  students. 

Some  of  our  English  electives  are  becoming  very  appealing  to  the 
youngsters.  Whereas  we  had  one  class  of  Play  Production  during  1974-75, 
in  the  fall  there  will  be  six.  Almost  as  popular  is  Public  Speaking,  which 
will  experience  a  600%  increase  in  enrollment  this  fall.  The  latter  perhaps 
can  be  attributed  to  our  annual  public  speaking  contest  for  ninth-graders, 
held  this  spring  for  the  third  successive  year.  The  student  body  loves  it. 
Also  growing  in  interest  is  the  annual  poetry  contest,  which  this  year 
drew  381  entries,  far  exceeding  totals  in  the  first  two  years.  Trophies 
and  certificates  for  the  winners  in  both  contests  are  made  possible 
through  the  generosity  of  our  P.T.A. 

Art 

Art  may  be  elected  as  a  minor  course  of  study  in  the  seventh,  eighth, 
and  ninth  grade;  and  as  a  major  course  in  the  ninth  grade.  Students  are 
involved  in  both  two-  and  three-dimensional  projects  which  are  aimed 
at  developing  the  creative  potential  of  the  students.  Exploration  and 
discovery  are  vital  aspects  of  the  program. 

This  year,  students  were  exceptionally  enthusiastic  about  three- 
dimensional  projects  and  the  crafts.  The  ninth  grade  art  majors  dis¬ 
played  their  paper  mache  work  in  conjunction  with  the  Norwood  Public 
Library  Craft  Show  in  February.  The  addition  of  a  potters  wheel  and 
the  repair  of  the  kiln  created  a  tremendous  increase  in  interest  in 
ceramics. 

Articulation  meetings  provided  a  much-needed  means  of  communi¬ 
cation  among  the  junior  high  schools  and  the  senior  high.  Hopefully 
within  the  future,  these  meetings  will  be  extended  to  include  the  elemen¬ 
tary  schools  as  well. 

Career  Education 

We  are  most  grateful  to  the  school  committee  for  the  installation  of 
our  central  exhaust  and  dust-control  system  in  our  Wood  Shop.  It  has 
eliminated,  what  we  considered,  a  serious  health  hazard  from  this  active 
student  area.  The  air  is  clean  and  free  from  wood  particles  that  per¬ 
meated  through  the  work  area  of  students. 

Another  student  work  area  that  concerns  us  is  in  the  food  prepara¬ 
tion  laboratory  (home  economics).  We  have  five  student  work  stations 
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with  stove  and  ovens  in  addition  to  a  demonstration  stove  and  oven.  The 
room  becomes  unbearably  hot  when  all  stoves  are  in  use  for  cooking. 
In  addition,  odors  remain  in  the  room  for  several  days.  We  would  like 
to  install  a  minimum  exhaust  or  fan  system  that  would  not  entail  too 
much  expense.  I  am  sure  an  exhause  or  fan  system  could  be  permanently 
installed  in  one  of  the  two  windows  or  through  the  ceiling  out  to  one 
of  the  exterior  walls. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  our  pilot  program  “World  of  Construc¬ 
tion”  has  been  a  big  success.  Our  students  were  continually  involved  in 
the  aspects  of  many  vocations  as  well  as  developing  skills  in  plumbing, 
electricity,  heating,  roofing,  and  siding.  We  hope  to  expand  this  program 
in  another  year.  It  is  not  only  a  practical  course,  but  it  is  also  in  keeping 
with  the  times  in  developing  career  and  vocational  awareness  in  our 
students. 

I  feel  it  is  imperative  that  I  bring  to  the  attention  of  our  school 
committee  that  our  Career  Educational  Courses  (Wood,  Metal,  Home 
Economics,  Graphic  Arts,  Electricity  and  Electronics,  and  Mechanical 
Drawing)  are  excellent  and  give  our  pupils  many  and  varied  worthwhile 
experiences.  However,  the  cost  of  materials  these  courses  use  has  esca¬ 
lated  greatly  over  the  past  few  years.  We  will  need  more  fiscal  support 
for  these  programs  in  the  future  to  continue  this  level  of  quality. 

Health  and  Physical  Education 

In  Health  Education  we  have  continued  our  stress  in  such  areas  as 
tobacco,  alcohol,  and  drugs.  However,  to  remain  in  agreement  with  pres¬ 
ent  educational  thinking,  we  will  have  to  involve  into  our  basic  cur¬ 
riculum  more  health  issues  than  we  have  to  date.  Our  health  teachers 
will  be  studying  the  present  trends  and  thinking  to  determine  our  future 
course  of  action. 

Our  physical  education  courses  are  designed  to  offer  students  a 
flexible  and  varied  program  of  skills  in  an  informal  and  enjoyable  atmos¬ 
phere.  We  seek  the  maximum  participation  of  all  our  students  in  approxi¬ 
mately  fifteen  different  team  and  individual  sports. 

In  this  way  students  will  be  able  to  enjoy  themselves  in  the  future, 
either  as  participants  or  spectators. 

Our  major  problem  in  physical  education  is  not  within  the  realm 
of  our  courses  or  method  of  instruction.  Rather,  it  is  in  the  physical 
layout  of  our  boys’  and  girls’  locker  rooms  which  do  no.t  have  proper 
ventilation.  We  have  a  major  problem  of  attempting  to  have  any  sort 
of  fresh  air  getting  into  this  area.  A  solution  would  be  a  fan  system 
built  into  the  outside  walls.  It  would  be  high  enough  to  prevent  a  prob¬ 
lem  in  security.  We  feel  such  an  approach  to  the  problem  would  entail 
a  minimum  of  expense. 

Facilities 

I  am  in  Mr.  Maleiko’s  debt  for  his  genuine  effort  on  our  behalf  to 
refurbish  our  building  after  four  years  of  double  sessions.  Despite  his 
limited  resources,  his  staff  has  repainted  about  eighty-five  percent  of 
the  building.  We  are  still  in  need  of  painting  in  our  locker  rooms,  the 
library,  uaditorium,  five  classrooms,  and  several  of  our  offices. 
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It  is  our  hape  that  the  summer  will  allow  lor  the  necessary  plumb¬ 
ing  and  electrical  work  that  will  enable  us  to  open  in  September  in  good 
shape.  An  example  would  be  the  electrical  walls  in  the  gymnasium.  II 
they  are  not  repaired,  then  our  gym  program  does  suffer  as  a  result  ol 
a  lack  ol  teaching  stations. 

Two  areas  that  have  been  ol  continual  concern  over  the  years  are 
the  salety  condition  ol  our  school  railings  and  our  rool.  It  is  our  con¬ 
tention  that  our  railings  are  not  sale  in  terms  ol  the  age  group  in  the 
building.  I  am  hopelul  this  situation  will  be  corrected  belore  we  have 
a  tragic  accident.  Our  rool  still  leaks  and  could  become  a  major  concern 
il  efforts  are  not  made  to  correct  the  situation.  During  the  tail  and 
winter  months,  we  have  leaks  in  many  areas  ol  the  building.  II  this 
worsens,  this  could  become  a  serious  financial  liability. 

Conclusion 

The  school  year  1974-1975  marked  the  return  to  single  sessions  at 
the  junior  high  school  level  and  was  most  welcomed  by  both  students 
and  laculty.  Teachers  lelt  comlortable  back  to  a  regular  daily  schedule 
that  allowed  additional  time  lor  instruction  as  well  as  reinlorcement 
ol  material.  Students  returned  to  the  security  ol  a  regular  school  day 
that  concluded  with  an  extensive  interscholastic  and  intramural  sports 
program  in  addition  to  a  broad  span  ol  clubs  and  activities. 

As  we  conclude  this  school  year,  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  we 
enjoy  a  course  ol  study  that  is  sufficiently  broad  and  varied  to  enable 
all  our  students  to  have  opportunities  lor  exploration  and  developing 
areas  ol  interest.  Our  class  ratios  are  excellent  an  dallow  us  to  attempt 
many  avenues  lor  individualizing  our  instruction.  However,  I  am  still 
concerned  that  we  have  only  one  reading  teacher  lor  our  student  body. 
As  a  result,  we  are  presently  concentrating  our  limited  staffing  to 
meeting  the  needs  ol  our  remedial  readers.  Consequently,  we  are  per¬ 
forming  on  a  limited  basis  in  meeting  the  needs  ol  those  seeking  imr 
proved  reading  skills.  It  is  my  hope  that  next  year  we  will  be  able  to 
justily  an  additional  reading  teacher  based  on  the  needs  ol  all  our 
students. 

In  conclusion,  I  want  to  thank  Mr.  Maleiko,  our  Supervisor  ol 
Custodians,  and  Mr.  Welch,  our  Head  Custodian,  for  their  excellent 
cooperation  and  hard  work.  Despite  heavy  use  through  student  activ¬ 
ities  during  and  alter  school,  and  extensive  classroom  utilization  by 
Northeastern  University,  our  building  is  always  clean.  I  would  like  to 
see  an  additional  custodian  assigned  to  ou  rbuilding  during  the  day  in 
order  to  keep  our  walls  and  general  areas  clean. 

On  behall  ol  Mr.  Poce,  our  vice  principle,  and  mysell,  I  would  like 
to  acknowledge  with  deep  appreciation,  the  support  and  leadership  ol 
our  Superintendent,  Dr.  Philip  Coakley,  and  Mr.  James  R.  Donovan, 
Assistant  Superintendent.  In  addition,  I  would  like  to  recognize  the 
understanding  and  assistance  ol  the  Norwood  School  Committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  JUNIOR  HIGH  SOUTH 

The  school  year  1974-1975  was  by  far  the  most  exciting,  challenging 
and  professionally  productive  in  my  experience  as  principal  at  Junior 
High  South.  After  almost  three  and  one-half  years  on  double  sessions 
at  Junior  High  North  we  opened  our  new  building  at  Endean  Park  on 
schedule  as  previously  forecasted  by  our  Superintendent  Dr.  Philip  O. 
Coakley  and  Assistant  Superintendent,  Mr.  James  R.  Donovan.  The 
cooperation  between  School  Committee,  Central  Administration  and  the 
Permanent  Building  Construction  Committee  was  excellent  and  extremely 
beneficial  to  me.  The  positive  attitudes  expressed  by  parents,  faculty, 
custodial  staff  and  student  body  towards  the  new  facility  were  quite 
evident  in  the  early  months  of  school.  Much  credit  has  to  go  to  the  De¬ 
partment  Heads  at  South  who  worked  diligently  and  professionally  in 
processing  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  worth  of  equipment  and 
invoices  during  the  school  year.  The  cooperation  between  the  school 
department  and  the  various  town  boards  and  services  such  as  fire  and 
police  were  excellent  in  setting  up  our  planning  orientation.  The  hand 
work  and  dedication  to  education  experienced  by  all  parties  connected 
with  the  school  was  culminated  on  March  16,  1975  when  the  building 
was  formally  dedicated  to  continue  the  excellent  quality  of  education 
that  Norwood  is  noted  for  throughout  the  state. 

In  September  1974  Junior  High  South  welcomed  815  students  to 
grades  7,  8  and  9.  This  was  an  increase  of  approximately  thirty-five 
students  over  the  previous  year  and  it  was  primarily  due  to  the  new 
redistricting  plan  as  set  up  in  the  spring  of  1974.  Students  under  this 
new  plan  feed  into  Junior  High  South  from  the  Balch,  Prescott  and 
the  majority  of  students  from  both  the  Cleveland  and  Guild  elementary 
schools.  The  only  new  feeder  elementary  school  that  was  added  to  the 
South  district  was  the  Prescott  which  this  year  included  the  Prescott 
sixth  graders  and  former  Prescott  students  who  attended  grade  seven 
at  Junior  High  North  last  year.  The  redistricting  process  was  forecasted 
by  some  that  it  would  present  major  problems  to  those  students  who 
had  attended  seventh  grade  at  North  last  year  and  were  now  enrolled 
in  a  new  and  different  junior  high  school.  These  problems  did  not  de¬ 
velop  in  September  nor  did  these  students  experience  any  minor  or 
major  adjustment  problems  during  the  entire  school  year.  Considering 
the  major  problem  that  have  been  presented  by  redistricting  in  our 
neighboring  towns,  Norwood  again  has  set  the  example  of  a  smooth 
efficient  educational  system  in  operation. 

Starting  in  September  the  organizational  procedures  for  operating 
our  schedule  was  changed  somewhat.  We  instituted  the  ringing  of  bells 
rather  than  operating  on  a  no  bell  system  because  we  found  that  stu¬ 
dents  and  faculty  needed  the  necessary  order  and  organization  in  their 
planning.  Rotation  of  periods  were  changed  from  a  daily  to  a  weekly 
rotation  for  the  benefit  of  students  who  might  have  missed  days  due 
to  illness  and  or  return  to  school  were  confused  in  their  schedule. 
Patterns  were  set  up  to  include  the  basics  in  homeroom  management 
such  as  saluting  the  flag  and  using  the  homeroom  teacher  as  a  guidance 
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counselor  for  students.  Once  the  new  organizational  structure  was  in¬ 
stituted  providing  rules,  regulations  and  limits  for  everyone  in  the 
school,  the  full  learning  process  began.  As  a  result  of  our  summer 
planning  we  experienced  a  sharp  increase  in  National  Test  scores,  more 
teacher  involvement  in  curriculum  planning  and  innovation,  a  major 
drop  of  school  vadalism  almost  to  the  point  of  its  non-existence,  very 
few  discpline  problems  with  no  suspensions  recorded  and  a  much  closer 
building  of  students  and  faculty  rapport  that  was  evident  throughout 
the  year. 

Club  activity  increased  with  the  forming  of  new  interest  groups  and 
where  we  had  the  interest  but  no  teacher  to  serve  as  advisor,  we  bor¬ 
rowed  staff  from  the  elementary  school.  This  was  evident  in  the  horse¬ 
back  riding  club  which  had  as  its  advisor  an  experienced  teacher  from 
the  Guild  School.  School  activity  in  athletics  on  the  interscholastic  and 
intramural  level  also  increased  aided  by  the  excellent  facilities  inside 
and  outside  the  school  building.  Students  were  also  active  as  members 
of  our  musical  instrumental  and  choral  groups  with  more  than  one-half 
of  the  student  enrollment  involved  in  our  Winter  and  Spring  concerts. 
This  positive  student  activity  also  reached  outside  the  school  when  we 
organized  a  weekly  reading  hour  for  pre-schoolers  at  the  South  Norwood 
Library  facility.  Students  were  also  used  again  as  in  previous  years  in 
the  role  as  in-school  tutors  under  the  direction  of  our  Resource  teacher 
and  as  audio-visual  aides  to  each  department. 

Academically,  two  new  courses  were  offered  in  our  expanding  cur¬ 
riculum  that  were  well  received  and  successfully  evaluated.  These 
included  a  pilot  program  in  social  studies  of  a  two  credit  course  labeled 
History  of  New  England,  History  of  Norwood  and  in  the  Industrial  Arts 
department  a  pilot  program  was  presented  called  the  World  of  Con¬ 
struction.  Both  of  these  new  programs  offered  students  a  valuable  in¬ 
sight  into  their  own  town  and  state  government  plus  a  chance  to  view 
the  world  of  work  in  actual  construction  and  operation.  We  plan  on 
expanding  these  new  programs  next  year  much  to  the  urging  of  the 
student  body  and  their  parents. 

The  following  are  excerpts  from  each  of  the  Department  Heads’ 
annual  reports  to  me  on  some  of  the  highlights  in  their  individual  areas 
of  instruction. 

Language  Arts  —  This  year,  the  English  department  is  especially 
proud  of  the  fact  that  twice  it  has  reached  out  into  the  community  to 
make  contributions.  First,  the  public  speaking  class  gave  much  time 
and  effort  in  reading  and  acting  out  stories  to  some  pre-schoolers  of 
Norwood  at  the  South  Branch  of  the  public  library.  The  experiences 
encountered  proved  both  to  be  pleasurable  and  educational  for  the  stu¬ 
dents  as  well  as  the  some  thirty  little  youngsters.  Then  again,  the 
seventh  and  eighth  graders  demonstrated  their  talents  with  the  206 
entries  in  the  annual  Poetry  Contest  sponsored  by  the  Norwood  Women’s 
Club. 

For  enrichment,  some  ninth  graders  enjoyed  the  yearly  field  trip  to 
the  North  Shore  Music  Theater  to  see  Hamlet.  The  students  in  the  News 
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Media  classes  visited  the  Boston  Globe  newspaper  plant  to  get  first  hand 
information  of  how  a  newspaper  is  put  together.  The  students  in  Play 
Production  class  with  a  few  other  students  spent  a  delightful  afternoon 
with  Marcel  Marceau  in  Boston. 

As  far  as  curriculum  improvement  is  concerned,  the  department 
recommended  an  excellent  series  of  spelling-vocabulary  workbooks.  Bud¬ 
get  permitting,  we  hope  to  start  using  them  next  year.  An  acute  aware¬ 
ness  of  this  particular  weakness  in  our  students,  focussed  our  attention 
in  trying  to  provide  better  instruction  in  this  area. 

Our  Foreign  Language  department  made  the  following  contributions 
to  the  school  by  providing  field  trips  to:  Boston  Flamenco  Ballet,  French, 
Spanish  and  German  Restaurants  and  a  4-day  Quebec/Montreal  trip. 
Other  activities  included:  special  foods  exhibit  at  o.ur  School  Fair,  guest 
speakers  in  German  and  French,  two  department  members  took  pro¬ 
fessional  days  to  explore  innovations  in  other  school  systems,  depart¬ 
ment  head  attended  Educational  Institute  in  Foreign  Languages  and 
the  department  members  attended  ALM  workshops  in  Spanish.  In  cur¬ 
riculum  development  the  department  has  planned  a  new  language  course 
for  next  year  in  grade  seven  for  students  to  explore  a  little  of  each  of 
the  four  languages  offered  at  our  school. 

In  the  mathematics  and  science  areas  students  had  the  opportunity 
to  visit  several  museums,  the  Aquarium  and  National  Fish  Hatchery. 
Both  departments  are  working  on  more  extensive  use  next  year  of  the 
metric  system.  Projects  from  both  departments  were  again  entered  in 
the  regional  Math  Fair  in  Springfield.  In  Math  especially  the  curriculum 
stresses  more  basic  fundamentals  at  all  levels  and  due  to  next  year’s 
added  enrollment  we  will  be  adding  more  classes  in  Geometry  and 
Algebra  One. 

Several  innovations  were  instituted  in  the  Social  Studies  field  this 
year  among  which  were:  individual  assignment  sheets  in  geography  and 
government  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  each  student;  use  of  taped 
tests  and  quizzes  for  students  with  reading  difficulties;  a  much  wider 
use  of  audio-visual  material  from  our  expanded  library  of  AV;  the  ar¬ 
rangement  of  a  priority  list  for  the  future  order  of  new  books  and 
materials. 

In  addition,  our  bi-monthly  department  meetings  were  excellent 
forums  for  an  exchange  of  ideas  and  suggestions  for  improvement.  We 
are  working  closely  with  Junior  High  North  and  the  Senior  High  in  an 
attempt  to  update  our  curriculum  and  course  offerings  at  all  secondary 
grade  levels.  A  series  of  inter-departmental  meetings  have  already  been 
planned  with  the  first  one  to  be  held  on  the  opening  day  of  school  in 
September. 

In  Career  Education  our  departments  worked  very  closely  with 
each  other  in  developing  and  sharing  new  techniques  of  teaching.  World 
of  Construction  students  visited  an  on  the  job  site  in  Walpole  where 
a  new  home  was  being  constructed.  In  Graphic  Arts  the  new  machines 
were  fully  utilized  by  the  students  in  making  engravings  and  photo 
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albums.  Leather  and  copper  work  techniques  were  developed  in  aur 
design  and  plastics  course  along  with  many  useful  home  projects  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  students  in  wood  and  metal.  Home  Economics  again  pro¬ 
vided  the  basics  in  food  preparation  and  useful  creative  design  in 
sewing.  Both  areas  were  fully  supplied  with  material  aided  by  the  new 
equipment.  The  Business  department  again  offered  typing  as  an  elective 
in  the  8th  grade  with  Junior  Business  as  an  elective  course  for  students 
in  the  9th  grade.  The  success  of  our  business  area  is  evidenced  by  the 
ever  increasing  numbers  of  students  each  year  who  elect  typing. 

In  Physical  Education  and  Health  the  students  used  and  were  ex 
posed  to  some  of  the  finest  gym  equipment  found  in  any  school  facility. 
The  individual  lockers  in  both  the  athletic  team  and  gym  class  sections 
were  large  enough  to.  store  the  student’s  personal  materials.  Full  use 
was  made  of  the  athletic  fields  and  tennis  courts  with  new  units  includ¬ 
ing  Lacrosse  introduced  next  year.  Co-ed  classes  in  gym  will  not  present 
any  problems  due  to  the  fact  that  most  of  our  gym  units  during  the 
past  years  have  been  co-ed.  The  introduction  of  a  First  Aid  unit  in  health 
will  correlate  both  the  gym  and  health  areas  more  fully.  Health  again 
this  year  provided  students  with  a  background  in  tobacco  and  drugs. 

Fine  Arts  includes  both  the  music  and  art  departments  which  were 
closely  united  on  several  units  of  instruction  this  year.  The  addition  of 
the  new  kiln  provided  many  ceramic  projects  for  students  and  the  basics 
of  painting  and  other  visual  media  were  exhibited  at  the  school  fair  and 
in  the  town  library.  At  the  Winter,  Spring,  and  Pops  Concerts  all  the 
musical  groups  provided  an  entertaining  evening  for  the  many  parents 
in  attedenace.  Our  orchestra  has  developed  into  a  solid  performing  group 
as  has  the  addition  of  our  7th  grade  band.  The  full  8th  and  9th  grade 
Concert  Band,  Stage  Band,  Training  Chorus  and  Glee  Clubs  are  fine 
programs  to  develop  our  youngsters  varied  musical  abilities. 

Our  Resource  Center  and  Library  were  fully  used  with  approxi¬ 
mately  15%  of  the  student  body  in  the  library  each  period  of  the  day. 
Both  areas  were  used  quite  extensively  by  our  Special  Education  teacher 
with  his  classes.  Class  integration  of  these  youngsters  provided  them 
with  an  opportunity  to  share  in  the  normal  school  day  with  other  stu- 
dentsc  of  varied  abilities.  Again  Norwood  is  continuing  to  do  things  in 
the  Special  Education  field  that  most  systems  are  just  beginning  to 
introduce. 

The  culminating  academic  activity  of  the  year  was  our  Annual  School 
Fair  which  after  three  years  was  introduced  again  on  two  separate 
days  for  the  townspeople  to  view  and  enjoy.  All  departments  in  the 
school  exhibited  student  projects  added  to  the  International  Foods  dis¬ 
play  of  the  Language  department  which  drew  raves  of  praise  from 
parents.  It  was  an  excellent  fair  to  display  the  student’s  talents  in  areas 
of  their  own  individual  interests. 

Next  year  our  enrollment  will  rise  to  880  students  with  approxi¬ 
mately  twenty  of  these  leaving  for  Blue  Hills  which  will  give  us  an 
actual  projection  of  860  students  on  the  first  day  of  school  in  September, 
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With  the  additional  staff  provided  by  the  Norwood  School  Committee, 
we  will  be  able  to  continue  the  programs  of  this  year  and  look  forward 
to  another  successful  school  year. 

My  thanks  to  the  Norwood  School  Committee,  the  Permanent  Build¬ 
ing  Construction  Committee,  Superintendent  Dr.  Philip  O.  Coakley  and 
Assistant  Superintendent  Mr.  James  R.  Donovan  for  their  efforts  and 
sage  advice  in  making  the  year  a  successful  one.

VOTED:  That  Article  XX  of  the  present  general  by-laws  be  herewith 
deleted  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: 

No  person  shall  drink  any  alcoholic  beverages  as  defined  in  Chapter  138, 
Section  1  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended,  while  in,  on  or  upon  any  public 
way  or  any  way  to  which  the  public  has  access,  including  any  persons  in 
a  motor  vehicle  while  it  is  in,  on  or  upon  any  public  way  or  any  way  to 
which  the  public  has  access;  and  no  person  shall  drink  any  alcoholic 
beverages  as  aforesaid,  in  on  or  upon  any  public  park,  playground,  town 
owned  land  or  any  other  similar  places  to  which  the  members  of  the  public 
have  access;  and  no  person  shall  drink  any  alcoholic  beverages  as  aforesaid, 
in,  on  or  upon  any  private  land  or  place,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner 
or  person  in  control  of  such  public  or  private  land  or  place.  Anyone  violating 
this  section  may  be  arrested  by  a  police  officer  without  a  warrant.  All 
alcoholic  beverages  being  used  in  violation  of  this  section  may  be  seized 
and  held  until  final  adjudication  of  the  charge  against  any  such  person  or 
persons  has  been  made  by  the  court.  A  violation  of  this  section  may  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  $50.00  dollars.  The  provisions  of  this 
by-law  are  severable,  and,  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconsti¬ 
tutional  or  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of 
said  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

Provided,  however,  that  adoption  of  this  by-law  is  contingent  upon  the 
approval  by  the  Attorney  General  as  required  under  Section  32  of  Chapter 
40  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended. 

And  be  it  further  voted  that  if  the  above  by-law  shall  not  be  approved 
as  aforesaid  then  in  that  event  the  following  by-law  is  substituted  therefor:^ 

ARTICLE  XX  / 

(a)  Whoever  shall,  within  the  limits  of  any  public  way  located  within  / 

the  town,  whether  that  public  way  be  a  town  way,  county  highway/ 
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state  highway,  or  a  private  way  open  to  the  public,  or  any  way  to 
which  the  public  has  access,  or  on  any  public  or  private  land  with¬ 
out  the  consent  of  the  owner  or  person  in  control  of  such  public  or 
private  land,  consume  any  alcoholic  beverages  as  defined  in  Chapter 
138,  Section  1  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended,  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  not  exceeding  Fifty  ($50.00)  dollars. 

This  section  shall  also  be  construed  so  as  to  prohibit  the  following: 

The  consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages  as  aforesaid  by  any  person 
while  such  person  is  standing,  sitting,  walking,  running,  or  other¬ 
wise  present  within  such  way  or  is  within  any  vehicle,  whether 
parked  or  moving,  which  is  within  the  limits  of  such  public  way. 

(b)  Whoever  shall  consume  any  alcoholic  beverages,  as  aforesaid  in 
any  public  building,  or  on  any  public  property  including  parks,  ceme¬ 
teries,  school  houses  and  school  grounds,  and  public  squares,  or  in 
any  private  way  or  parking  area,  or  any  way  to  which  the  public  has 
access,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  Fifty  ($50.00)  dollars. 

(c)  The  foregoing  paragraphs  (a)  and  (b)  shall  not  apply  to  any 
activity  duly  licensed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  under  the  applic¬ 
able  provisions  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

(d)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  police  officer  of  the  town  to  arrest  any 
person  who  violates  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (a)  and  (b)  and  to 
cause  such  person  to  be  brought  before  a  Justice  of  the  District 
Court  of  Norfolk  County,  Dedham,  Massachusetts  upon  a  complaint 
for  violation  thereof. 

(e)  The  provisions  of  this  by-law  are  severable,  and,  if  any  of  its 
provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or  invalid  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  said  court  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

And  be  it  further  voted  that  if  this  second  stated  by-law  shall  not  be 
approved  by  the  Attorney  General  as  required  under  Section  22  of  Chapter 
40,  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended,  then  in  such  event  the  present  existing 
law  shall  remain. 

On  voice  vote  motion  declared  carried. 

ARTICLE  20.  On  a  motion  offered  by  Robert  C.  Capasso,  duly  seconded 
by  George  M.  Ruboy,  it  was 

VOTED:  That  this  article  be  adopted  and  the  existing  by-laws  of  the 
Town  of  Norwood  be  amended  by  deleting  section  13  of  Article  XII  from 
the  present  town  by-laws  and  inserting  in  the  place  thereof  the  following: 

ARTICLE  XII 
Section  13 

(a)  Whoever  continues  to  stand,  sit  or  loiter  in,  or  about  any  street, 
sidewalk,  or  any  public  way  so  as  to  obstruct  the  free  passage  of  travellers 
or  vehicles  thereon,  after  being  directed  by  a  police  officer  to  move  on  or 
disperse,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars. 
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(b)  It  shall  deemed  to  be  a  breach  of  the  peace  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  any  police  officer  of  the  Town  to  order  any  person,  so  acting  as  to 
obstruct  the  free  passage  of  travellers  or  vehicles,  to  move  on  and  disperse, 
and  if  the  person  so  ordered  does  not  forthwith  obey  to  remove  such  person, 
or  to  arrest  and  cause  such  person  to  be  brought  before  a  Justice  of  District 
Court  of  Norfolk  County,  Dedham,  Massachusetts,  upon  a  complaint  made 
for  a  violation  of  the  provision  of  the  preceding  paragraph  (a). 

“(c)  The  provisions  of  this  by-law  are  severable,  and,  if  any  of  its  pro¬ 
visions  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  said  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of 
the  remaining  provisions”. 

On  voice  vote  motion  declared  carried. 

ARTICLE  21.  On  a  motion  offered  by  Joseph  W.  Wall,  duly  seconded 
by  Thomas  Riolo,  it  was 

VOTED:  That  the  general  by-laws  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  be  amended 
by  deleting  Sections  1,  2  and  3  of  Article  XVI  —  Inspector  of  Gas  Piping 
and  Gas  Appliances  apd  substituting  the  following: 

Section  1.  The  Inspector  of  Buildings  shall  appoint  an  Inspector  of 
Gas  Appliances  in  buildings,  who  shall  receive  such  compensation 
as  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  shall  determine,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  He  shall  hold  position  until  another  is 
appointed  in  his  stead  and  subject  to  removal  by  said  Inspector  of 
Buildings,  as  provided  by  law. 

He  shall  inspect  all  gas  piping  and  appliances,  as  directed,  in  any 
buildings  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  enforce  the  Rules  and  Regu¬ 
lations  adopted  and  established  under  Section  12  of  Chapter  25  of 
the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the 
Gas  Inspector  to  fulfill  any  other  duties  consistent  with  his  office 
that  may  be  imposed  upon  him  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  at  any 
time. 

The  fee  for  Gas  Inspection  shall  be  determined  by  the  Inspector  of 
Buildings  and  such  fees  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  qualified  to  do 
gas  fitting  in  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

Section  2.  Every  gas  fitter  before  commencing  work  in  a  building, 
shall  first,  except  in  the  case  of  the  repair  of  leaks,  which  shall  be 
repaired  immediately,  file  at  the  office  of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings 
upon  blanks  provided  for  that  purpose,  a  notice  of  the  work  to  be 
performed;  and  no  such  work  will  be  done  in  any  building  except  in 
accordance  with  plans  to  be  submitted,  if  required,  which  shall  be 
approved  by  the  Gas  Inspector  and  a  permit  issued  therefor.  Permits 
to  perform  gas  fittings  shall  be  issued  to  persons  qualified  to  do  gas 
fittings  in  the  Town  of  Norwood.  Permits  may  be  recalled  if  the 
conditions  under  which  they  are  issued  are  violated. 

Section  3.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  the  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  adopted  under  Section  12H  of  Chapter  25  of  Massachusetts  Gen- 
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Laws  shall  be  punished  as  provided  therein  and  any  person  who 
violates  Section  3N  of  Chapter  143  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 
And  be  it  further  voted  that  this  by-law  be  numbered  consecutively 
next  following  the  by-law  next  previously  adopted.

The  Norwood  Planning  Board  through  the  Patriot  Ledger  in  the  issue 
of  July  10  and  14,  1975  gave  notice  of  its  intention  to  hold  a  public  hearing 
on  July  28,  1975  at  8:30  p.m.  in  the  Municipal  Building  on  proposed  amend¬ 
ment  to  the  Zoning  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  said  hearing  as 
advertised  was  duly  held  and  the  Planning  Board  herewith  submits  its 
final  report  and  recommendation  which  is  in  the  following  form: 

We  recommend  Indefinite  Postponement  to  the  existing  Zoning  By-Law 
as  submitted  in  the  attached  motion  under  Article  22  of  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  of  November  17,  1975;  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  The  increase  in  yard  requirements  are  not  consistent  to  area  and 
frontage  requirements  of  the  present  Zoning  By-Law. 

2.  Creating  yard  requirements  that  would  be  more  restrictive  than 
other  categories  which  require  larger  areas. 

3.  A  larger  portion  of  the  Town  would  become  non-conforming. 

4.  Apartment  development  generally  goes  before  the  Town  Meeting 
which  can  offer  restrictions  at  that  time.

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Starting  with  this  Town  Election  and  continuing  through  the  Presi¬ 
dential  Primary  which  is  to  be  held  on  March  2,  1976,  the  Town  has  entered 
into  an  agreement  with  the  Electronic  Voting  Machine  Company  of  Newton, 
Massachusetts  to  lease,  with  a  option  to  purchase  electronic  voting  machines. 
If  they  are  successful,  the  Town  would  then  seek  an  appropriation  to  pur¬ 
chase  the  system. 

A  demonstration  unit  was  placed  at  each  polling  place  with  an  instruc¬ 
tor  to  familiarize  the  voter  with  the  Vote  Recorder  operation. 

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
governing  elections,  the  voting  precincts  designated  for  their  districts 
were  fitted  up  as  polling  places,  a  place  railed  off  and  compartments  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  convenience  of  voters  in  marking  their  ballots,  and  each 
compartment  was  supplied  with  cards  of  instruction  and  other  necessary 
facilities. 

Cards  of  instruction  and  specimen  ballots  were  posted  in  five  different 
parts  of  each  polling  place  outside  the  rail.  The  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant 
delivered  to  the  ballot  clerks,  sealed  packages  marked  “Offiicial  Ballots, 
January  19,  1976”  and  their  receipts  therefor. 

The  Ballot  Clerks  were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of  registered  voters 
of  the  Town,  as  prepared  by  the  Registrars  of  Voters  for  use  at  this  election. 
They  were  supplied  with  the  official  ballots  taken  from  the  package  received 
from  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  and  were  stationed  by  the  entrances 
and  exits  of  the  polling  places  with  instructions  to  deliver  such  ballots  only 
to  voters  whose  names  were  found  and  checked  on  the  voting  list.  The 
ballot  boxes  used  in  elections  were  opened  in  public  meeting,  examined 
by  the  Wardens  and  other  officials  and  found  to  be  empty.  The  registers 
were  then  set  at  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  7:00  o’clock 
in  the  forenoon  and  were  declared  closed  at  8:00  p.m.  At  the  close  of  the 
polls  an  actual  canvass  of  the  ballots  showed  that  forty  five  hundred  and 
sixty  nine  (4569)  votes  oast. 

The  names  checked  on  the  voting  list  by  the  ballot  clerks  at  the 
entrances  of  each  polling  place  were  counted  and  found  to  agree,  and  the

Conclusion : 

The  Study  Committee  unanimously  recommends  that  the  Annual  Elec¬ 
tion  date  be  changed  to  the  first  Monday  in  the  month  of  April  for  the 
following  reasons: 

1.  93%  of  those  surveyed  expressed  a  preference  that  the  Annual  Elec¬ 
tion  date  be  changed.  This  sampling  which  represents  a  wide  cross 
section  of  Town  is  a  clear  mandate  for  change. 

2.  The  neighboring  communities  which  have  annual  elections  in  the 
Spring  generally  have  a  higher  average  voter  participation  than 
the  Town  of  Norwood  which  had  an  average  voter  turnout  in  the 
past  four  years  of  29.3%. 

3.  a.  If  an  election  does  not  have  a  major  local  issue,  Spring  weather 

may  provide  the  convenience  for  a  greater  voter  participation, 
b.  Hazardous  winter  weather  conditions  are  a  matter  of  great  con¬ 
cern  to  the  elderly  and  handicapped.  There  would  be  a  greater 
degree  of  safety  in  Spring  voting.

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Now  that  the  Town’s  accounting  system  has  been  changed  to  a 
fiscal-year  basis  (July  1st  to  June  30th),  the  election  date  should 
be  changed  closer  to  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year: 

a.  This  would  allow  newly  elected  officials  a  better  opportunity  to 
acquaint  themselves  with  their  new  responsibilities  before  having 
to  decide  budget  matters. 

b.  Department  Heads  would  continue  to  communicate  with  the 
elected  officials  to  whom  they  submitted  their  budgets. 

c.  The  change  would  allow  a  continued  budget  review  uninterrupted 
by  a  change  in  officers. 

The  Christmas  and  New  Year  Holidays  would  not  interfere  with  the 
campaigning  effort  of  the  candidates: 

a.  Candidates  are  reluctant  to  campaign  because  of  the  holiday 
season. 

b.  If  they  do  campaign,  the  voter  is  not  receptive  to  their  efforts. 

c.  The  voter  would  have  more  time  and  inclination  to  be  concerned 
with  the  elections  without  the  presence  of  holiday  responsibilities. 

d.  There  would  be  greater  opportunity  for  the  media  to  provide 
more  news  coverage  since  the  holiday  advertisements  and  cov¬ 
erage  would  not  be  competing  for  printing  space. 

General  Laws  Chapter  53,  Section  11,  provides  the  last  day  to  protest 
or  withdraw  a  candidate  to  be  twenty-seven  days  prior  to  the  election 
date.  When  the  twenty-seven-day  period  spans  the  Christmas  and 
New  Year  Holidays: 

a.  Time  for  printing  the  ballots  is  restricted  to  a  very  short  period 
because  of  the  holidays. 

b.  The  mailing  and  return  of  absentee  ballots  is  delayed  with  the 
holiday  mail. 

General  Laws  Chapter  51,  Section  2,  provides  the  last  day  to  register 
voters  to  be  twenty  days  prior  to  the  election  date  which,  under  our 
present  election  date,  forces  the  voter  to  register  during  the  holiday 
season  when  there  is  a  general  lack  of  election  interest. 

A  Saturday  election  date  was  not  recommended  for  the  following 
reasons : 

a.  There  will  be  added  costs  for  personnel  service  of  those  employed 
who  would  be  paid  overtime  rates  on  the  additional  work  day. 

b.  Voters  may  be  away  on  weekends  during  the  Spring. 

c.  Counting  of  ballots  may  carry  into  Sunday  and  results  could  not 
be  disseminated  effectively. 

The  Office  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  has  the  responsibility 
of  conducting  the  Annual  Election  as  well  as  maintaining  the  ac¬ 
counts  on  all  Town  appropriations  and  expenditures.  There  must  be 
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sufficient  time,  therefore,  between  the  Annual  Election  and  the 
Annual  Meeting  for  the  Town  Clerk  to  prepare  the  necessary  docu¬ 
ments  for  the  Annual  Meeting. 

10.  The  January  election  date  has  resulted  in  Town  Board  delaying  the 
consideration  of  their  proposed  budgets  until  after  the  Election 
which  results  in  the  Annual  Meeting  being  held  late  in  the  fiscal 
year.  Moving  the  election  date  to  a  Spring  date  would  eliminate  the 
reason  for  delay. 

Recommendations : 

That  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  submit  as  soon  as  possible 
the  proper  petition  to  the  Massachusetts  State  Legislature  to  change  the 
Annual  Election  date  from  the  Third  Monday  in  January  to  the  First  Monday 
in  April. 

That  the  Town  Boards  consider  proposed  budgets  as  soon  as  submitted  so 
that  the  Annual  Meeting  could  be  scheduled  before  the  Annual  Election  or 
soon  thereafter.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORWOOD  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

Perhaps  the  major  physical  change  that  occurred  during  1975-1976 
was  the  relocation  of  the  Administration  Building  to  the  former  Winslow 
School,  on  Chapel  Street.  Badly  in  need  of  proper  space  for  years,  we  feel 
we  have  now  solved  the  very  essential  housing  for  the  good  operation  of 
the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

Once  again,  we  have  found  negotiations  to  be  a  very  tedious  and  time- 
consuming  activity  of  the  Norwood  School  Committee.  During  the  past 
year  we  successfully  negotiated  a  two-year  contract  with  the  Norwood 
Teachers’  Association  —  for  the  years  1975-1976  and  1976-1977.  The 
NTA  represents  all  teaching  staff  —  all  school  nurses,  and  Unit  “B”  of  the 
contract  includes  all  school  principals,  directors,  and  supervisors.  Agree¬ 
ments  for  1975-1976  were  also  reached  with  the  Secretaries’  Association, 
the  Maintenance  Craftsmen,  and  the  Senior  Building  Custodians.  Still 
unsigned  to  date  are  the  Junior  Building  Custodians  and  the  Cafeteria 
Workers,  both  affiliates  of  the  American  Federation  of  State,  County,  and 
Municipal  Employees’  Union,  AFL-CIO. 

With  fluctuating  enrollments,  particularly  at  the  elementary  levels, 
the  School  Committee  has  been  faced  with  the  problem  of  maintaining 
quality  instruction  while  overseeing  a  reduction  in  the  professional  work 
force  (RIF).  Through  normal  attrition  we  have,  over  the  last  three  years, 
averaged  a  reduction  of  12  staff  positions  each  year.  And  we  have  been 
able  to  successfully  transfer  within  and  among  schools  and  departments 
to  cope  with  the  changing  curriculum  needs. 

Coincident  with  budget  concerns,  we  were  inundated  and  immersed  with 
the  submission  of  procedural  and  financial  data  to  the  firm  of  Ernst  and 
Ernst  Auditing  Firm  that  was  commissioned  by  the  Finance  Commission 
of  Norwood  to  inspect  the  business  operation  of  the  Norwood  Public 
Schools.  It  was  interesting  to  note  the  apparent  disinterest  of  the  towns¬ 
people  in  the  rather  lengthy  newspaper  published  report.  Perhaps  90% 
of  the  recommendations  had  been  instituted  for  more  than  a  year  in 
advance  of  the  audit  —  or  were  in  process  and  initiated  by  the  School 
Department;  and/or  were  in  effect  for  several  years.  There  was  the 
interesting  conclusion  made  by  the  auditors  concerning  the  “766  reim¬ 
bursement  —  said  reimbursement  the  apparent  concern  of  certain  finance 
commissioners  who  contended  there  was  a  double  reimbursement  made 
to  the  School  Department. 

“Based  upon  our  review  of  the  circumstances  that  lead  to  the 
duplicate  appropriation,  we  have  concluded  that: 

There  was  no  effect  on  the  tax  rate  for  fiscal  1975-1976,  and  there 
will  be  no  effect  on  future  tax  rates  unless  actual  abatements 
exceed  the  estimated  overlay. 
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No  money  was  received  directly  by  the  School  Department.  Reim¬ 
bursement  was  made  to  the  Town  Treasurer  by  the  Common¬ 
wealth  of  Massachusetts. 

There  was  no  intentional  attempt  to  acquire  additional  appro¬ 
priation  for  Chapter  766  expenditures.” 

The  Bicentennial  year  was  one  of  great  moment;  the  tall  ships  — 
racial  violence  —  desegregation  —  the  fluctuation  of  the  British  pound 
and  the  Italian  lira,  and  the  exorbitant  jump  in  taxes  in  almost  every 
community. 

We  have  our  own  austerity  program  and  we  try  to  maintain  quality 
education  while  recognizing  our  financial  responsibility  to  the  community 
of  Norwood.  Our  tax  rate  remains  at  $41.00  for  still  another  year.  Again, 
our  year  July  1,  1975  through  June  30,  1976,  was  one  of  good  progress.  We 
thank  all  town  committees  and  departments  who  have  so  willingly  con¬ 
tributed  to  our  efforts  to  get  Norwood  the  best  educational  program  pos¬ 
sible  for  its  citizens.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Norwood  Public 
Schools  for  the  Bicentennial  year.  It  has  been  the  practice  to  submit 
reports  of  all  schools  and  all  departments  to  members  of  the  School 
Committee,  and  to  present  therein  selected  data  for  purposes  of  record. 

This  year  we  made  three  curricula  presentations  to  the  Norwood 
School  Committee.  The  insight  and  understanding  of  all  present  were 
enhanced  by  the  excellent  explanations  and  expositions  of  the  Special 
Services  Division,  the  Guidance  Department,  and  the  Secondary  English 
Department.  It  is  very  evident  that  in  keeping  abreast  of  all  that  is 
required  of  school  systems,  we  have  never  discarded  what  is  properly 
referred  to  as  the  “basics”. 
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In  January  of  1976  the  school  administration  offices  were  moved 
to  the  former  Winslow  School  building  on  Chapel  Street.  We  now  have 
adequate  physical  facilities  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  many  complex 
facets  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools.  The  building  and  property  at  the 
corner  of  Walpole  and  Elliot  Street  was  turned  back  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  by  Town  Meeting  action. 

Repetitious,  but  I  would  be  remiss  if  I  did  not  indicate  once  again 
that  with  the  exception  of  the  High  School,  Norwood  has  provided  excep¬ 
tional  educational  facilities  for  its  citizens.  The  High  School  buildings 
and  grounds  are  inadequate  to  properly  support  the  many  and  varied 
programs  required.  Current  efforts  as  ‘stop  gap’  measures  will  not  do 
the  job.  Until  such  time  as  a  major  addition  and/or  free  standing  structure 
is  constructed,  and  expansion  of  land  areas  occurs,  we  will  continue  to 
offer  a  restricted  curriculum  in  a  most  confined  area.  I  do  not  look  forward 
to  the  1978  evaluation  —  for  our  present  approval  was  contingent  upon 
the  completion  of  the  submitted  educational  and  architectural  speci¬ 
fications  which  involve  addition  expansion. 

We  have  been  requested  this  year  to  include  in  the  introductory 
report,  staff  numbers.  The  Norwood  Public  Schools  has  some  460  members 
of  the  professional  staff,  which  includes  all  elementary  and  secondary 
school  teaching  personnel  and  all  principals  and  administrators.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  we  have  some  43  people  who  teach  in  our  academic  and  vocational 
evening  programs.  Also,  there  are  38  secretaries  and  clerks,  50  custodial 
personnel,  and  51  cafeteria  personnel.  Truly,  the  Norwood  Public  Schools 
is  one  of  the  largest  employers  what  with  an  overall  staff  of  close  to  650 
servicing  the  needs  of  Norwood  citizenry. 

A  significant  change  in  personnel  occurred  when,  in  March  of  1976, 
after  a  tenure  of  some  ten  years,  Dr.  John  F.  Monbouquette  resigned  as 
principal  of  Norwood  High  School  to  accept  an  assistant  superintendency 
of  the  Braintree  Public  Schools.  Mr.  John  Piccirilli,  former  first  vice  prin¬ 
cipal  at  Norwood  High  School,  was  appointed  to  succeed  Dr.  Monbouquette 
as  principal  of  Norwood  High  School. 

For  pertinent  and  more  specific  information  about  your  Norwood 
Public  Schools,  I  would  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  reports  that  follow. 
I  wish  to  make  record  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  our  staff  who  have 
contributed  so  forcedly  to  our  success  in  attaining  the  best  public  educa¬ 
tion  possible  in  this  community.  And,  to  all  officials,  elected  and  appointed, 
who  have  aided  me  in  the  performance  of  my  tasks,  I  extend  my  thanks 
and  appreciation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 
FOR  SECONDARY  EDUCATION 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  twelfth  Annual  Report  for  the  1976  Bicen¬ 
tennial  Year  which  completes  my  25th  year  as  a  staff  member  of  the 
Norwood  Public  Schools  with  fourteen  of  these  years  having  been  served 
in  central  administration. 


Personnel 

Reduced  student  enrollments  were  reflected  in  the  phase-out  of  five 
teachers  at  the  Junior  High  North  which  brought  the  total  staff  reduction 
at  that  school  to  fourteen  since  the  1972-73  school  year.  In  the  face  of 
declining  student  enrollments  and  an  economically  depressed  teachers 
market,  the  secondary  level  had  a  surprising  amount  of  activity  with 
approximately  fifty  appointments  and  reassignments  being  made  due  to 
resignations,  retirements,  and  teacher  transfers  with  the  heaviest  activity 
taking  place  at  the  Senior  High  School.  A  majority  of  the  transfers  were 
occasioned  by  a  shifting  of  student  population  in  favor  of  Junior  High 
South  which,  in  turn,  necessitated  balancing  the  junior  high  school 
teaching  staffs.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  staff  increases  in  the 
area  of  special  needs  were  reflected  at  the  Senior  High  School,  the  Junior 
High  North,  and  at  the  Junior  High  South  with  three  of  tIEfe  five  staff 
additions  taking  place  at  the  high  school. 

Dr.  John  F.  Monbouquette  resigned  as  Principal  of  Norwood  Senior 
High  School  after  serving  in  that  capacity  for  twelve  years.  Mr.  John 
Piccirilli  was  named  acting  principal  following  Dr.  Monbouquette’s  depar¬ 
ture  in  March  and  then  subsequently  was  appointed  principal  by  the 
School  Committee  to  become  effective  as  of  August  1,  1976. 

School  Facilities 

It  has  been  a  rewarding  experience  to  have  served  again  as  the  liaison 
between  the  school  department  and  the  Permanent  Building  Construction 
Committee.  It  was  my  pleasure  to  present  to  Town  Meeting  the  request 
for  the  installation  of  deluge  showers  as  mandated  by  law  at  the  high 
school  and  at  both  junior  high  schools  in  all  areas  using  open  flame 
and  chemicals.  This  has  been  completed  at  a  cost  to  the  town  well  below 
the  original  esttimates. 

A  dark  room  was  constructed  at  Junior  High  South  which  completed 
the  facilities  required  for  the  instruction  of  offset  printing  procedures  by 
housing  the  rather  sophisticated  camera  and  the  developing  operation. 
We  extend  our  thanks  to  Mr.  Walter  Dempsey  for  donating  the  stainless 
steel  sink  which,  if  newly  purchased,  would  have  cost  several  thousands 
of  dollars.  With  completion  of  this  project,  the  new  Junior  High  South 
must  be  in  possession  of  one  of  the  finest  junior  high  school  industrial 
arts  facilities,  particularly  in  graphic  arts,  in  the  Commonwealth. 

As  a  result  of  Town  Meeting  appropriations,  extensive  renovation  and 
repair  projects  were  initiated  at  Norwood  High  School.  The  projects  under¬ 
taken  and  which  should  reach  completion  by  the  opening  of  school  in 
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September,  1976  include  a  comprehensive  window  replacement  and  repair 
program  in  the  original  building  as  well  as  roof  rpairs;  a  revision  of  the 
clock,  program  and  intercommunication  system;  revision  of  the  fire  and 
vandal  alarm  security  systems;  renovation  of  Room  #19  as  a  Wrestling 
Room;  fire  stopping  the  tower;  upgrading  the  girls’  shower  room,  adjoin¬ 
ing  locker  room  and  lavatory;  and  refinishing  the  girls’  gym  floor. 

The  generosity  of  the  townspeople  is  appreciated  for  appropriating 
the  funds  for  the  much  needed  foregoing  renovations  and  repairs.  We 
look  forward,  however,  to  additional  upgrading  of  the  high  school  facilities 
which  will  depend  once  again  upon  the  continued  generosity  and  support 
of  the  taxpayers  of  Norwood. 


Curriculum 

A  series  of  meetings  was  held  this  past  school  year  in  order  to  review 
the  secondary  curricula  in  light  of  the  “Back-to-Basics”  movement  and 
the  needs  of  our  students.  At  the  outset,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  our 
courses  of  study  have  never  departed  from  the  teaching  of  basics  and 
require  only  a  minimum  of  revision  consistent  with  the  current  curriculum, 
particularly  with  respect  to  the  newly  adopted  one-semester  offerings  in 
English  and  in  the  Social  Studies. 

The  initial  meeting  which  began  on  Monday,  October  27,  1975, 
involved  secondary  administrators  and  department  heads.  This  was 
followed  by  a  joint  meeting  of  secondary  and  elementary  principals  for 
the  purpose  of  “.  .  .  the  sharing  of  curricula  concerns  .  .  .”  and  “.  .  .  pro¬ 
vision  for  the  mastery  of  basic  skills  at  each  level  and  the  development  or 
procurement  of  evaluative  instruments  to  measure  same  .  .  .” 

Following  a  discussion  of  the  issues  raised  at  these  meetings,  the  par¬ 
ticipants  were  instructed  to  return  to  their  respective  schools  for  a  review 
of  that  which  was  being  taught  at  each  grade  level  and  that  which  should 
be  taught  in  order  to  provide  for  the  mastery  of  certain  minimal  skills  in 
each  subject  matter  area  at  each  grade  level. 

At  the  secondary  level,  the  Assistant  Superintendent  then  met  on  a 
monthly  basis  with  the  principals  and  department  heads  with  a  different 
department  represented  at  each  meeting.  In  this  manner,  the  English, 
industrial  arts,  mathematics,  science,  social  studies,  and  foreign  language 
departments  convened  in  order  to  air  whatever  concerns  they  might  have 
and  to  provide  vehicles  for  their  resolution.  Amongst  the  outcomes  of 
these  meetings  were  the  development  and  implementation  of  a  5 -year 
plan  by  the  School  Committee  for  the  upgrading  of  the  Senior  High  School 
industrial  arts  department  as  well  as  an  immediate  emergency  program 
for  the  repair  and  replacement  of  equipment  deemed  to  be  on  the  verge 
of  hazardous,  and  the  approval  of  a  school  systemwide  language  aits 
summer  workshop  designed  to  articulate  those  skills  which  should  be 
taught  at  each  grade  level. 

A  complete  curriculum  report  has  been  prepared  for  the  School  Com- 
i  mittee  which  will  provide  the  basis  for  extending  improvements  throughout 
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1976-1977  school  year.  Some  of  these  suggestions  center  about  the  adoption 
and  use  of  the  metric  system,  and  expansion  of  the  within-school-system 
teacher  exchange  program  which  was  successfully  initiated  this  year  be¬ 
tween  the  social  studies  department  members  of  the  junior  and  senior 
high  schools. 

And,  finally,  in  preparation  for  the  10-year  evaluation  of  Norwood 
High  School  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  in 
1978,  the  School  Committee  voted  released  time  in  1976-1977  for  the  revi¬ 
sion  and  development  of  curriculum  guidelines. 

Federal  and  State  Programs 

It  has  been  noted  in  a  preceding  section  the  impact  that  Chapter  766 
has  had  on  the  employment  of  additional  personnel  at  the  secondary  level 
to  service  those  youngsters  having  special  needs.  Chapter  766  of  the  Acts 
of  1972  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  is  The  Comprehensive 
Special  Education  Law  “.  .  .  designed  to  remedy  past  inadequacies  and 
inequities  by  defining  the  needs  of  children  requiring  special  education  in 
a  broad  and  consistent  manner  .  .  .”  In  order  to  comply  with  the  law,  one 
full-time  learning  disabilities  teacher,  one  speech  therapist,  and  an  adjust¬ 
ment  counselor  were  added  to  the  senior  high  school  staff;  while  one  full¬ 
time  learning  disabilities  teacher  was  appointed  to  each  of  the  two  junior 
high  schools. 

Two  other  Acts  which  mandated  implementation  during  1976  include 
Title  IX  of  the  Education  Amendments  of  1972  and  Chp.  622  of  the  Acts 
of  1971.  The  title  IX  regulations  were  promulgated  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  and  state  that:  “No  person 
in  the  United  States  shall,  on  the  basis  of  sex,  be  excluded  from  partici¬ 
pation  in,  be  denied  the  benefits  of,  or  be  subjected  to  discrimination  under 
any  education  program  or  activity  receiving  Feedral  financial  assis¬ 
tance  .  .  .”  Chapter  622  of  the  Acts  of  1971,  on  the  other  hand,  is  a  Massa¬ 
chusetts  General  Law  prohibiting  discrimination  in  public  schools  and 
reads  in  part  that:  “No  person  shall  be  excluded  from  or  discriminated 
against  in  admission  to  a  public  school  of  any  town,  or  in  obtaining 
the  advantages,  privileges  and  courses  of  study  of  such  public  school 
on  account  of  race,  color,  sex,  religion  or  national  origin.” 

Compliance  guidelines  were  published  for  both  Chp.  622  and  Title 
IX  by  The  Bureau  of  Equal  Educational  Opportunity  at  the  state  level 
and  by  The  Office  of  Civil  Rights  at  the  federal.  These  guidelines  en¬ 
compass  admissions  to  public  schools  and  to  courses  of  study,  guidance, 
curricula,  extracurricular  activities,  scholarships  and  monetary  awards, 
employment,  facilities,  and  self-evaluation. 

This  last  item  was  the  occasion  for  meetings  with  Principals  to 
acquaint  them  with  the  regulations  and  evaluateive  criteria  so  they 
in  turn  could  disseminate  the  information  throughout  their  respective 
staffs.  It  was  also  responsible  for  the  organization  of  a  Title  IX  Com¬ 
mittee  comprised  of  administrators,  teachers,  and  specialists  in  order 
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to  prepare  for  full  compliance  with  the  Acts.  Assuming  the  position  of 
Title  IX  Coordinator,  it  became  incumbent  upon  me  to  implement  the 
many  initial  steps  required  by  the  law.  These  include  the  involved 
active  efforts  at  self-evaluation  and  publicity  stating  (through  the 
medium  of  the  newspaper)  that  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  do  not  dis¬ 
criminate  on  the  basis  of  sex.  Also  required  was  the  development  and 
adoption  by  the  School  Committee  of  a  grievance  procedure  and  a 
printed  statement  in  each  bulletin  and  catalog  relative  to  the  schools 
non-discriminatory  policy  as  it  relates  to  employees  and  to  students. 
Evidence  of  these  and  other  actions  taken  had  to  be  submitted  to  the 
Office  for  Civil  Rights. 

Title  II  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  which  is  a 
federal  program  administered  by  the  state  has  undergone  a  transition 
since  receipt  of  $17,785.52  in  1965,  its  year  of  inception.  Well  over  $100,000. 
has  been  received  by  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  for  library  books  and 
audiovisual  materials.  In  1976  this  Act  was  substantially  modified  to  include 
ESEA  Titles  II  and  III  and  N.D.E.A.  II  under  an  entirely  new  format  as 
Title  IV. 

Other  continuing  programs  include  those  affiliated  with  TEC  (The 
Education  Cooperative) ;  Distributive  Education  at  both  Norwood  High 
School  and  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School;  Homemaker  Aide,  Clerical 
Occupational  Clusters,  and  Emergency  Medical  Technician  Course  at  the 
Henry  O.  Peabody  School. 


Conclusion 

The  preceding  are  illustrative  of  some  of  the  meaningful  educational 
events  which  took  place  during  the  year,  but  they  are  only  representative 
facets  of  the  whole.  Also  included  as  ongoing  operations  are  faculty  and 
student  relations,  budget  preparation,  public  relations,  attendance  at 
professional  meetings,  collective  bargaining,  and  statistical  and  educa¬ 
tional  research. 

In  conclusion,  I  thank  Dr.  Philip  O.  Coakley,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
for  his  continued  cooperation  and  support  as  well  as  all  those  in  the 
educational  community  who  have  served  in  such  a  dedicated  fashion  the 
youth  of  Norwood  and  with  whom  it  has  been  a  distinct  pleasure  to  have 
been  associated  in  my  capacity  as  Assistant  Superintendent  for  Secondary 
Education  during  this  —  the  Bicentennial  Year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  ELEMENTARY  EDUCATION 

In  this  year  of  the  American  Bicentennial,  I  have  attempted  to  give 
consideration  in  our  annual  report  to  areas  of  interest  in  our  school  pro¬ 
grams  that  usually  receive  little  or  no  attention.  These  would  include  the 
activities  of  the  departments  of  the  Division  of  Special  Services  and  recent 
federal  and  state  mandates.  In  this  effort  it  is  necessary  to  be  selective 
because  of  the  limitations  of  space. 

First,  let  me  give  assurance  that  the  teaching  of  the  so  called  basics 
still  constitute  the  major  core  of  elementary  education  in  Norwood.  The 
subjects  of  reading,  arithmetic,  spelling,  language  arts,  science,  history, 
geography,  and  health  are  still  taught  and  graded  on  our  report  cards. 
It  is  true  that  both  content  and  methodology  are  adapted  and  modified  in 
order  to  provide  for  varying  needs  of  children  and  their  individual  dif¬ 
ferences.  However,  there  must  be  no  doubt  about  the  teaching  of  the  basics 
in  our  schools. 

A  comprehensive  standardized  testing  program  is  employed  to  measure 
progress.  The  data  analyzed  by  the  administrators  and  results  presented 
to  the  School  Committee.  (Although  the  results  have  been  most  favorable, 
the  area  that  requires  our  immediate  attention  is  arithmetic  computation.) 

With  this  thought  in  mind  that  the  basic  curriculum  receives  the 
major  portion  of  time  and  effort. 

I  now  invite  your  attention  to  other  offerings  which  enrich  the  pro¬ 
gram  and  which  provide  services  which  are  specialized. 

Art  Instruction  At  The  Elementary  School  Level 

Art  instruction  increases  perceptual  awareness  so  an  appreciation  of 
that  which  is  beautiful  can  enrich  human  lives.  The  offering  includes 
aesthetic  and  creative  experiences  as  well  as  opportunities  to  acquire  and 
to  develop  manipulative  and  organizational  skills.  Also,  through  formal 
instruction,  the  child  is  introduced  to  man’s  visual  heritage  in  represen¬ 
tative  units  of  art  history. 

The  Art  Department  Staff  at  the  elementary  level  consists  of  five 
teachers,  one  of  whom,  in  addition,  is  Coordinator  of  the  program.  It  is 
the  zeal  and  committment  of  these  gifted  specialists  that  account  for  the 
fine  quality  of  our  program. 

Physical  Education  at  the  Elementary  Level 
Good  health  and  Physical  Fitness 

Throughout  the  elementary  schools,  there  is  a  deliberate  effort  to 
teach  the  importance  of  good  health,  physical  fitness;  how  to  achieve  and 
maintain  these.  Mrs.  Helen  Jackson  teaches  and  coordinates  the  efforts 
of  the  other  members  of  the  staff  which  includes  Mrs.  Mary  Jane  Kelley, 
Mrs.  Christine  Focht,  Mr.  David  McKenna  and  Mr.  James  Perry.  Each 
is  a  certified  specialist  in  physical  education  and  truly  dedicated- 
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Mr.  David  McKenna  coordinates  the  after  school  intramural  pro¬ 
grams  for  fifth  and  sixth  graders.  Activities  include  flag  football,  field 
hockey,  basketball,  gymnastics,  softball  and  baseball.  Members  of  the  pro¬ 
fessional  staff  are  the  sports  instructors,  ensuring  effective  and  respon¬ 
sible  instruction. 

Music  Education  At  The  Elementary  Level 

Music  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  is  a  phenomenal  success,  and  the 
town  can  be  justly  proud  of  the  quality  of  its  standards  and  the  accom¬ 
plishments  of  its  musicians.  In  most  recent  years  interest  in  music  has 
accelerated  and  the  number  of  participants  is  unprecedented,  both  here 
and  elsewhere.  The  prime  motivator,  of  course,  has  been  our  music  direc¬ 
tor,  Mr.  Paul  Alberta.  The  following  is  how  he  describes  the  program  this 
year  and  is  quoted  below: 

Elementary  Vocal  Program 

“Our  basic  objectives  remain  intact,  and  that  is  to  continue  to  have 
our  students  receive  a  growing  knowledge,  enjoyment  and  interest  in  the 
many  phases  of  music.  Our  philosophy  dictates  that,  in  order  to  enjoy 
music  fully,  one  must  understand  it. 

Our  curriculum  is  structured  to  prepare  our  students  to  read  music, 
sing  with  good  tone,  with  proper  attention  to  pitch,  tempo,  phrasing, 
enunciation  and  pronunciation;  and  good  listening  habits  that  include  the 
ability  to  distinguish  tone  qualities  of  instruments,  alone  and  in  com¬ 
bination;  and  finally  to  develop  the  ability  to  recognize,  judge,  compare, 
and  contrast  the  different  types,  styles,  and  moods  of  music. 

Our  elementary  vocal  staff  played  a  paramout  role  in  the  successful 
presentation  of  the  sixth  grade  musicale,  presented  at  each  of  the  ele¬ 
mentary  schools  this  past  year. 

Elementary  Instrumental  Program 

The  elementary  instrumental  program  continues  to  function  as  an 
important  part  of  our  curriculum.  Our  youngsters  receive  thirty  minutes 
of  music  instruction  per  week,  during  the  school  day,  free  of  charge.  In 
order  to  develop  a  proper  feeder  program  that  will  produce  successful 
results  in  our  performing  groups  at  all  levels,  a  program  such  as  this  is  of 
profound  importance. 

Much  of  our  success  in  the  instrumental  program  is  due  largely  to 
the  flutophone  classes,  which  is  required  of  all  students  in  grade  three. 
The  flutophone  is  a  pre-band  instrument  that  enables  our  instructors 
to  determine  the  potential  of  a  youngster,  and  encourages  him  or  her 
to  enroll  in  our  instrumental  program. 

Performing  groups  at  the  elementary  level  include,  beginning  band 
and  string  ensembles,  intermediate  and  advanced  bands  and  orchestras. 
These  groups  perform  at  various  holiday  assemblies  and  at  the  annual 
instrumental  concerts  held  at  each  school  toward  the  end  of  the  school 
year. 
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Students  at  the  elementary  level  may  elect  to  study  the  violin  in 
grade  three,  or  at  the  fourth  grade  level  both  instruments  of  the  orches¬ 
tra  and  band.” 

There  is  a  conscious  effort  to  emphasize  the  positive  aspects  of  good 
health  habits  in  the  hope  that  this  will  equip  the  student  better  to  cope 
with  the  problems  attendant  at  adolescents. 

We  applaud  the  efforts  of  all  the  professional  staff  in  this  regard. 

In  recent  years  the  number  of  services  which  the  public  schools  must 
provide  because  of  state  and  federal  mandates  has  increased.  In  Massa¬ 
chusetts  the  authority  to  issue  regulations  is  rested  in  the  State  Board 
of  Education.  The  regulations  are  comprehensive  and  impose  added  re¬ 
sponsibilities  upon  local  school  committees  and  school  administrators. 

Five  recent  mandates  stand  out  that  require  very  substantial  time 
and  effort.  They  are  as  follows: 

Chaper  71,  Section  34D  :  Student  Records 

The  regulations  promulgated  under  this  Section  “insure  parents’  a,nd 
students’  rights  of  confidentiality,  inspection,  amendment  and  destruction 
of  student  records.”  The  schools  are  mandated  to  develop  a  record  keep¬ 
ing  system  and  to  implement  procedures  which  will  be  responsive  to  the 
provisions  of  this  law. 

Chapter  622:  Equality 

This  act  prohibits  discrimination  in  public  schools.  “No  person  shall 
be  excluded  from  or  discriminated  against  in  admission  to  a  public  school 
of  any  town  or  in  obtaining  the  advantages,  privileges  and  courses  of 
study  of  such  public  schools  on  account  of  race,  color,  sex,  religion  or 
national  origin.”  The  schools  therefore  must  guarantee  equal  access  to  all 
of  our  school  activities  to  every  student. 

The  schools  must  therefore  organize  all  of  its  programs  and  activities 
to  make  the  foregoing  a  reality. 

Chapter  30A  Section  3:  School  Census 

This  section  requires  that  the  School  Committee  conduct  a  door  to 
door  census  of  all  persons  aged  three  to  twenty-one,  and,  further,  to 
collect  information  pertinent  to  any  child  requiring  either  special  or 
bilinguical  education  or  both. 

This  is  the  second  year  of  our  census  taking  and  the  task  is  formid¬ 
able  indeed. 

Chapter  71A:  Transitional  Bilingual  Education 

This  Act  mandates  special  instruction  for  children  with  limited  En¬ 
glish-speaking  ability.  The  law  reads:  “When,  at  the  beginning  of  any 
school  year,  there  are  within  a  city,  town  or  school  district  twenty  or 
more  children  of  limited  English-speaking  ability  in  any  such  language 
classification,  the  school  committee  shall  establish  for  each  classification 
a  program  in  transitional  bilingual  education  for  the  children  therein.” 
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Here  in  Norwood,  we  initiated  a  bilingual  program  in  the  Portuguese 
language  during  the  past  year,  which  ran  smoothly  and  effectively.  Our 
plans  are  to  continue  in  the  same  vein  next  year. 

Chapter  766:  Special  Needs 

Chapter  766,  the  omnibus  Special  Education  Act  is  perhaps  the  most 
familiar  of  the  mandated  services.  It  charges  the  school  committee  with 
the  responsibility  for  providing  proper  educational  programs  for  children 
with  special  needs  as  prescribed  by  a  group  of  specialists  referred  to  as 
the  “core  evaluation  team.” 

It  should  be  noted  that  many  of  the  services  were  being  provided  here 
in  Norwood  prior  to  the  advent  of  “766”.  As  a  matter  of  record,  in  our 
annual  report  for  the  year  1966  there  appears  a  description  of  services 
that  we  were  then  rendering.  These,  of  course,  have  grown  each  year  and 
the  process  is  now  highly  complex  and  formalized.  However,  actual  delivery 
of  services  and  the  specific  areas  of  response  are  basically  the  same.  Special 
needs  for  which  services  are  still  provided  include: 

1.  Mentally  Retarded 

2.  Physically  Handicapped 

3.  Deaf,  Blind,  Asphasic 

4.  Speech  Handicapped,  Hard  of  Hearing,  Partially  Sighted 

5.  Emotionally  Disturbed 

6.  Perceptually  Disabled 

Mr.  Roderick  Smith,  the  very  capable  Director  of  the  programs  sub¬ 
mits  the  following  report  about  this  year’s  activities.  His  description  of 
new  highlights  is  informative : 

“The  Norwood  Public  Schools  has  just  completed  its  second  year  of 
the  implimentation  of  Chapter  766,  and  although  many  difficulties  still 
exist,  the  State  Department  of  Education  has  endeavored  to  correct  the 
large  problem  areas. 

One  of  the  most  exciting  activities  embarked  upon  this  year  was  the 
beginning  of  a  diagnostic  center/pre  school  program.  This  program  serv¬ 
iced  twenty-one  children  and  added  greatly  to  the  capability  of  the  Core 
Evaluation  Team  in  providing  educational  programs  for  certain  children. 

The  Core  Evaluation  Team  completed  420  evaluations,  and  numerous 
annual  reviews  on  children  previously  evaluated.  A  total  of  914  children 
were  serviced  by  special  education  during  the  year,  which  represents 
approximately  13%  of  the  population.  I  must  say  that  the  special  education 
staff  has  responded  to  all  the  problems  assigned  to  them  in  exemplary 
fashion,  and  furthermore,  applaud  the  unwavering  support  of  all  admin¬ 
istrators  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  whose  untiring  efforts  made  the 
programs  successful. 

Future  plans  will  no  doubt  focus  on  enhancing  pre-school  education 
both  for  those  children  with  substantial  special  needs  and  for  those  with 
developmental  lags. 
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The  pre-school  screening  program  consisted  of  screening  every  child 
entering  kindergarten  and  those  children  ages  3  and  4  whose  parents 
requested  participation  in  the  screening  process.  Forty  children  ages  3 
and  4  were  screened  and  educational  programs  provided  for  16  who  were 
considered  to  be  substantially  handicapped.” 

In  concluding  this  report  covering  the  school  year  1975-1976,  one 
looks  in  retrospect  to  a  period  of  worthwhile  accomplishment.  It  is  another 
school  year  in  which  countless  numbers  of  children  had  satisfying  and 
significant  educational  experiences.  These  will  remain  with  them  for  the 
rest  of  their  lives.  We  trust  that  they  will  be  memorable  and  happy  ones. 

In  all  this,  we  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  our  professional  staff, 
instructional  and  supervisory,  and  grateful  acknowledgement  is  due  to 
Dr.  Philip  O.  Coakley  our  Superintendent  of  Schools.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  NORWOOD  HIGH  SCHOOL 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  present  the  annual  report  of  the  school  year  1975- 
1976.  The  change  from  a  nine-period  (43  minutes  in  length)  to  an  eight 
period  (45  minutes  in  length)  day  is  an  attempt  to  return  to  a  realistic 
school  day  time -wise.  It  reduced  a  student’s  unstructured  time  by  one 
period  and  also  freed  scheduling  restrictions  of  athletes. 

This  year  instead  of  students  reporting  to  resource  centers,  we  have 
returned  to  scheduling  make-up  assignments  after  school  for  students  who 
were  absent  or  in  need  of  extra  help.  Office  and  teacher  detention  were 
also  scheduled  after  school.  Double  periods  were  introduced  into  the  Indus¬ 
trial  Arts  and  Home  Economics  Departments.  This  implementation  worked 
out  well  in  the  Industrial  Arts  area,  allowing  students  to  perform  in  time 
modules  of  90  minutes  for  two  meetings  per  week. 

Curriculum  High  Lights 

The  Work  Experience  Program 

The  Work  Experience  Program  at  Norwood  High  School  provides  an 
opportunity  for  students  to  continue  their  academic  program  and  school 
associations  while  they  receive  graduation  credit  for  on-the-job  training 
and/or  job  exploration  opportunities.  One  hundred  and  forty  students  are 
enrolled  in  these  programs.  There  are  three  categories  of  involvement: 
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A.  Distributive  Education  —  Distributive  Education  is  a  Vocational 
Program  designed  to  prepare  young  men  and  women  for  careers 
in  Marketing  and  Distribution.  Qualified  high  school  students 
receive  group  instruction  in  specific  areas,  such  as  credit,  adver¬ 
tising,  display,  sales,  personnel,  etc. 

All  Distributive  Education  students  participate  in  the  Dis¬ 
tributive  Education  Clubs  of  America.  This  activity  provides  the 
opportunity  for  Distributive  Education  students  to  become  in¬ 
volved  in  competitive  events  pertaining  to  the  field  of  Distribut¬ 
ion.  Fourteen  trophies  were  awarded  to  Norwood  DECA  students 
in  District  and  State  competition. 

B.  Business  Occupations  —  The  Business  Occupations  program 
includes  the  secretarial,  clerical,  and  accounting  professions. 
Twenty  students  were  employed  in  local  business  establishments 
receiving  credit  for  their  experience. 

C.  Preoccupational  —  This  program  permits  students  to  pursue  a 
career  objective  in  a  field  other  than  Distribution  or  Business 
Occupations.  Students  select  their  own  position  and  are  coor¬ 
dinated  by  the  three  Distributive  Education  Coordinators.  Fifty 
students  were  working  in  various  career  fields. 

The  Book  Store 

The  Book  Store  ceased  its  operation  this  year  because  of  the  space 
problem  at  the  high  school.  Budget  allocation  should  be  provided  to  rein¬ 
state  the  Book  Store  at  another  location  in  the  high  school.  Consideration 
has  been  given  for  locating  the  Book  Store  within  the  cafeteria  area. 

The  Book  Store  should  be  an  integral  part  of  the  curriculum  to  simu¬ 
late  selling  with  classroom  training. 

Mathematics 

The  normal  academic  experiences  of  the  Math.  Dept,  were  augmented 
by  numerous  metric  activities  during  the  1975-1976  school  year.  These 
activities  included  linear  measurement.  Many  classes  measured  normal 
classroom  objects  to  enable  them  to  “think  metric.”  Geometry  classes  used 
ratios  and  proportions  involving  metric  measurements  to  determine  the 
heights  of  many  tall  objects  such  as  the  flag  pole  at  the  high  school  build¬ 
ing  itself.  Other  metric  endeavors  including  weighing  themselves  and  other 
objects.  Finally,  most  teachers  pointed  out  the  world  wide  trend  towards 
metrication,  pointing  out  that  foods  and  beverages  are  now  listing  metric 
units,  along  with  the  many  other  trends  toward  the  base  ten  system. 

The  Math.  Dept.’s  computer  use  also  highlighted  the  academic  year. 
At  least  90%  of  all  mathematics  students  had  actual  hands  on  experience 
with  the  Hewlett-Packard  computer  located  in  the  library  annex.  The 
primary  emphasis  was  to  use  the  BASIC  language  as  a  problem  solving 
tool  in  Geometry,  Algebra,  or  Calculus. 
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Art  Department 

The  Art  Department  added  a  new  course  for  1975-1976:  Art  Appre¬ 
ciation  via  the  Crafts.  This  course  provided  general  students  with  expo¬ 
sure  to  art  through  working  in  the  craft  areas,  jewelery,  ceramics,  print¬ 
making,  mosaics,  and  weaving.  It  has  proven  to  be  a  popular  and  success¬ 
ful  course. 

Our  exhibits  (at  the  Walpole  Mall  and  Kline’s  Dept.  Store)  were 
received  very  favorably.  In  addition,  student  art  work  was  on  display  at  the 
Music  Department’s  Christmas  Concert  held  at  Junior  High  South  and 
the  Rotating  exhibit  at  the  Administration  Building. 

This  year  our  students  were  extremely  successful  in  the  Scholastic 
Art  Award  Contest,  with  Marc  Hoffman  receiving  a  National  certificate 
of  merit. 

Art  teachers  have  had  to  work  under  an  increasingly  difficult  situation 
concerning  supplies  and  facilities.  They  have  shown  an  amazing  amount 
of  flexibility  and  creativity  in  using  what  has  been  available,  and  their 
classes  have  produced  outstanding  work.  Because  of  the  lack  of  funds, 
this  is  going  to  be  increasingly  difficult  to  continue.  Unless  there  is  proper 
funding,  we  will  be  forced  to  reduce  our  curriculum. 

Guidance 

Based  on  information  gleaned  from  seniors,  the  following  profile  of 
the  Class  of  1976  has  been  compiled: 

—  70%  of  seniors  are  enrolled  in  post-secondary  education 

—  44%  of  seniors  are  going  on  to  four-year  college  programs 

—  27%  to  4  year  private  college 

—  17%  to  4  year  public  college 

—  26%  attending  institutions  other  than  4  year  programs 

26  students  are  enrolled  in  Post  Graduate  program  at  the  Blue 
Hills  Regional  Technical  Institute 

The  core  evaluation  process  consists  of  a  referral  being  given  to 
Ms.  Jill  Moreton  or  Mr.  George  Fahey,  the  co-chairpersons  of  the  core 
evaluation  process. 

At  that  point  a  pre-staffing  meeting  is  held  to  evaluate  the  strengths 
and  weaknesses  of  the  student  who  has  been  referred.  If  a  core  evaluation 
is  decided  upon,  a  letter  is  mailed  to  the  parents  informing  them  of  this 
and  inviting  them  to  participate  in  the  process. 

The  evaluation  process  may  include  several  teacher  conferences, 
meetings  between  a  student  and  the  speech  or  learning  disabilities  spe¬ 
cialist,  counseling,  psychological  testing,  and  meetings  with  parents. 
Finally,  the  parents  are  invited  for  the  evaluation  meeting.  At  this  point 
an  educational  plan  is  agreed  upon.  It  is  then  written  and  mailed  to  the 
parents  for  their  signature.  The  entire  process  is  to  take  place  within 
30  school  days. 
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Foreign  Language  Department 

Paul  M.  McCarthy  was  declared  a  National  Winner  in  the  1976 
National  French  Contest  (Concours  National  de  Francais).  He  placed 
fourth  in  Level  4A  out  of  approximately  43,600  Finalists. 

Home  Economics  Department 

Double  periods  in  Home  Economics  were  not  successful  from  the  aspect 
of  scheduling  and  so  a  return  to  a  daily  class  meeting  has  been  instituted 
for  next  year. 

Many  of  our  machines  are  sixteen  years  old  and  perform  basic  and 
simple  sewing;  thus  their  performance  is  not  up  to  current  day  modi¬ 
fications.  A  few  machines  are  needed  that  can  perform  blend-hemming 
and  double  stitching. 

Social  Studies  Department 

Department  heads  of  the  two  junior  high  schools  and  the  Senior 
High  School  Department  Head  met  weekly  during  the  year  to  develop  a 
social  studies  curriculum  based  upon  minimal  competencies  and  specific 
social  studies  skills.  The  results  were  a  set  of  25  minimal  competencies 
at  the  Junior  High  School  and  at  the  high  school  a  more  elaborate  set 
of  social  studies  skills  in  the  acquisitional  and  organizational  skill  area. 
A  teacher  exchange  program  which  included  members  of  the  Senior  High 
School  and  Junior  High  Schools  was  initiated  and  found  successful.  It, 
was  felt  by  all  concerned  that  this  type  of  program  should  be  continued 
and  expanded  next  year. 

Career  Development 

Below  is  a  report  by  Miss  Karahalis. 

As  an  extension  of  the  state  funded  project.  Career  Education  Inte¬ 
gration,  some  components  have  been  continued  and  expanded  this  year. 
Primarily,  the  Career  Education  Program  at  Norwood  High  School  employs 
an  infusion  strategy;  that  is,  career  education  information  should  be 
included  in  all  subject  areas  to  all  students.  This  was  an  arbitrary  decision 
on  my  part  because  infusion  is  the  most  comprehensive  method  that  can 
be  implemented  for  little  or  no  cost.  However,  the  school  system  initially 
must  make  a  commitment  to  Career  Education.  Before  such  a  program 
is  fully  implemented  to  reap  the  maximum  effectiveness  possible,  time 
and  effort  must  be  given  to  proper  staff  development. 

Accomplishments 

1.  A  Career  Team  at  Norwood  High  School  consisting  of  Richard 
Bonin,  John  Flaherty,  Peter  Mollo,  Jill  Moreton,  Peter  O’Neill,  and 
John  Lynch  from  CETA  met  six  times  under  the  auspices  of  The 
Education  Cooperative. 

2.  The  team  decided  to  expand  to  include  a  member  from  every 
department. 
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3.  The  expanded  Career  Team  agreed  to  invite  representatives  from 
the  Peabody  School  and  the  junior  high  schools  for  the  purpose 
of  setting  up  parameters  for  a  7-12  career  education  program. 
This  meeting  was  held  on  May  26, 1976. 

4.  Information  regarding  the  Program  in  Norwood  has  been  sent  to 
twenty  cities  and  towns  across  the  country. 

5.  Some  model  lessons  have  been  developed  which  can  be  shared  across 
departments. 

6.  Each  department  in  the  high  school  has  been  assigned  a  counselor 
to  function  as  a  career  back-up  resource.  Besides  attending  the 
department  meetings  to  help  orient  the  staff,  counselors  have  been 
invited  to  classes  to  address  specific  issues,  i.e.,  sex  stereotyping 
as  it  applies  to  employment  roles,  clustering  of  occupations,  writing 
resumes,  letters  of  application  and  completing  application  forms, 
etc.  As  a  finale  to  a  unit  on  the  world  of  work  in  a  Basic  Skills 
class,  a  field  trip  was  organized  to  Factory  Mutual  where  students 
heard  about  the  importance  of  accuracy,  neatness,  and  spelling 
as  well  as  the  proper  attitudes  towards  work. 

7.  Many  speakers  have  been  invited  to  talk  with  classes  regarding  the 
nature  of  their  occupation. 

8.  The  Shadow  Program  has  been  successfully  launched.  More  than 
fifteen  students  have  taken  advantage  of  its  opportunities  so  far. 

Recommendations 

1.  That  in-service  time  be  granted  to  the  expanded  Career  Team  for 
the  purpose  of  discussing  and  planning  activities  as  well  as  sharing 
successful  ideas.  One-half  day  a  month  would  be  sufficient. 

2.  That  the  7-12  Career  Team  representative  continue  to  meet 
monthly  to  develop  hands-on  activities  for  use  in  their  respective 
schools.  This  could  be  done  during  the  in-service  time. 

3.  That  school  administrators  continue  to  encourage  the  staff  to 
participate  in  Career  Education  activities.  The  Career  Team  has 
decided  to  plan  a  Cluster-of-the-month  program  for  next  year.  All 
departments  will  be  asked  to  prepare  lessons  on  how  their  respec¬ 
tive  area  impacts  on  the  featured  cluster. 

4.  That  each  staff  member  be  encouraged  to  visit,  at  least  once  a 
year,  a  work  site  to  observe  a  job  incumbent  actually  carrying  out 
his/her  duties  and  responsibilities.  The  occupation  observed  should 
have  direct  bearing  on  the  area  that  the  teacher  teaches. 

5.  That  teachers  K-6  be  encouraged  to  develop  Career  Education 
activities  too. 

6.  That  Norwood  continue  its  support  of  TEC  in  its  Career  Education 
Programs  for  staff  development.  This  summer  David  Joy,  Richard 
Giordano,  Kathleen  Feldman,  and  Michael  Flaherty  will  be  attend¬ 
ing  a  four-day  workshop  designed  to  orient  staff  members  to  the 
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focus  of  Career  Education.  In  addition,  Gail  Carella  and  Thomas 
MacDonough  will  be  attending  an  intensive,  eight  day  workshop 
where  they  will  each  develop  twelve  hands-on  classroom  activities 
for  their  areas  of  business  and  social  studies.  These  activities,  of 
course,  will  be  made  available  to  other  teachers  as  well. 

7.  That  a  nominal  budget  be  allocated  to  the  Career  Education  Team 
to  promulgate  its  activities.  A  figure  of  $500.00  to  be  increased  10% 
per  year  thereafter  would  be  minimal.  This  money  might  be  used 
for  materials,  an  outside  consultant,  field  trips,  etc.  A  majority 
vote  of  the  Career  Team  would  be  needed  for  approval  of  any 
expenditures. 

8.  That  Career  Education  components  be  included  as  agenda  items 
on  any  Summer  School  workshops  or  articulation  meetings  in  the 
future. 

9.  That  the  junior  high  schools  be  encouraged  to  develop  similar 
career  teams.  Personnel  at  the  senior  high  school  would  be  willing 
to  cooperate  and/or  assist  in  any  way. 

10.  That  any  staff  member  who  would  like  additional  information  or 
would  like  to  contribute  an  activity  to  be  shared  with  all  the  pro¬ 
fessionals  in  TEC  get  in  touch  with  me.  The  Career  resource  center 
is  open  to  anyone  who  is  interested. 

National  Honor  Society 

The  Norwood  High  School  Chapter  of  the  National  Honor  Society 
inducted  92  members  this  past  year.  In  order  to  be  eligible  for  member¬ 
ship  in  the  National  Honor  Society,  a  student  must  demonstrate  the 
qualities  of  scholarship,  leadership,  service,  and  character.  The  Norwood 
High  School  Scholarship  requirement  Is  twofold.  A  student  must  first 
conform  to  the  National  requirement  of  an  85  per  oent  average  each  term, 
and  secondly,  the  student  must  be  named  to  the  Norwood  High  School 
Honor  Roll  for  five  consecutive  terms,  two  of  which  shall  be  first  honors 
or  above.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE 
HENRY  O.  PEABODY  SCHOOL  FOR  GIRLS 

This  year  found  a  great  increase  in  the  number  of  Norwood  High 
School  students  who  became  involved  with  our  Career  Exploratory  Pro¬ 
grams.  Specifically,  we  note  an  increase  of  410  Sophomores,  Juniors  and 
Seniors  over  our  first  year  of  operation  in  1974  when  120  students  par¬ 
ticipated  in  exploring  Business  Occupations,  Chef  Training,  Commercial 
Baking,  Dining  Room  Management,  Consumer  Education,  Cosmetology, 
Early  Childhood  Education,  Marketable  Crafts,  Family  Structure  and 
Organization,  Fashion  Design,  Health  Careers  and  Marketing  and  Dis¬ 
tribution. 

In  order  to  provide  a  more  meaningful  experience  to  those  career  stu¬ 
dents  who  had  selected  laboratory-type  programs,  arrangements  were 
made  to  integrate  the  exploratory  students  with  the  specific  occupational 
students  during  the  regular  school  day.  This  plan  allowed  the  student  an 
actual  “hands-on”  experience  with  equipment,  materials,  real  working 
conditions  and  a  practical  and  immediate  application  of  theory. 

In  an  effort  to  more  effectively  serve  the  Career  Education  needs  in 
the  Norwood  Public  Schools,  we  had  45  ninth-grade  students  from  the 
Junior  High  School  South  visit  the  Peabody  School  for  a  day  to  become 
further  acquainted  with  the  school  and  its  curriculum. 

Throughout  the  year,  guidance  counselor,  Mr.  William  Maher,  and 
students  representing  all  departments  within  the  school  visited  the  various 
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elementary  schools  and  the  Junior  High  School  North,  Junior  High  School 
South,  and  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School  for  the  purpose  of  presenting 
an  overview  in  Career  Education.  The  guidance  department  also  effectively 
arranged  through  pupil  personnel  services  for  the  necessary  adjustment 
supportive  services  to  students  in  need  of  such  assistance.  Mrs.  Judith 
Ogilvie,  who  served  an  internship  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  this  past 
year,  was  a  welcome  addition  to  our  able  special  services  staff. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  counseling  services  given  students,  parents, 
families  and  his  contacts  with  various  community  service  organizations, 
Mr.  Maher  also  administered  diagnostic  reading  tests  to  many  of  the 
students  making  application  to  the  Practical  Nursing  Program.  This 
assistance  made  for  more  accurate  assessment  of  the  applicant’s  ability 
and  grounds  for  significant  recommended  remedial  procedures. 

We  have  been  overwhelmed  this  year  with  applications  for  specific 
occupational  training  and  pleased  that  students  from  Norwood  High 
School,  graduates  and  members  of  the  community  are  increasing  in  num¬ 
ber  and  thus  taking  advantage  of  our  programs.  As  of  mid-May  every 
program  was  filled  and  a  waiting  list  has  been  established  in  every 
department. 

Five  hundred  and  sixty-one  Norwood  men  and  women  were  enrolled 
in  the  Evening  Adult  Vocational  Education  programs  conducted  at  the 
Henry  O.  Peabody  School.  In  addition  to  the  customary  course  offerings, 
new  courses  were  offered  in  Home  Maintenance  and  Small  Repairs, 
Quilting  and  Cake  Decorating.  Again  this  year,  classes  were  conducted 
four  evenings  and  one  afternoon  a  week,  utilizing  laboratories  in  the 
Junior  High  North,  Norwood  Senior  High  School  and  the  Peabody  School. 

Open  House  in  1976  attracted  some  2200  visitors  from  61  various  towns 
in  Massachusetts  and  neighboring  states. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  school,  applicants  have  been 
turned  away  due  to  lack  of  space.  Students  are  making  application  much 
earlier  in  the  year  —  highly  motivated  individuals  looking  for  skill  train¬ 
ing  —  attrition  rate  has  been  low  —  daily  attendance  has  improved  con¬ 
siderably  —  placement  of  graduates  has  been  excellent  and  the  quality 
of  the  applicants  significantly  superior.  Many  applications  for  the  Septem¬ 
ber,  1977  class  are  now  on  file  —  inquiries  concerning  the  school  have  just 
about  tripled. 

Now  and  then  it  is  worthwhile  to  restate  what  the  Henry  O.  Peabody 
School  offers  so  that  there  is  a  clear  understanding  of  the  school’s  purposes. 
Students  are  prepared  for  careers  in  Culinary  Arts  (Chef  Training,  Dining 
Room  Management,  Commercial  Baking) ,  Practical  Nursing,  Fashion 
Merchandising,  Cosmetology,  Fashion  Design  and  Business  (Business 
Machines,  Clerical  and  Secretarial) . 

Dedicated  to  the  purposes  of  the  school  is  a  highly  qualified,  profes¬ 
sionally-experienced  faculty  who  are  as  much  at  home  in  the  classroom 
as  guiding  students  in  the  well-equipped  work  laboratories.  Augmenting 
the  faculty,  is  a  large  group  of  professional  experts  who  generously  take

time  from  their  businesses  to  come  to  the  Peabody  School  to  demonstrate 
and  teach  their  particular  area  of  expertise.  Further  student  experience 
is  achieved  by  frequent  field  trips  to  outstanding  business  organizations 
that  are  directly  related  to  the  areas  of  career  preparation.  And  finally, 
there  is  the  thoroughly  up-to-date  curricula,  including  the  support  courses 
in  English,  Related  Sciences,  Art,  Social  Studies  and  Mathematics. 

All  of  these  facilities  are  programmed  to  instill  the  knowledge,  skills 
and  training  required  to  graduate  highly  qualified  applicants  for  employ¬ 
ment  in  the  professions.  Achievement  of  this  purpose  is  evidenced  in  the 
number  of  graduates  who  receive  job  offers.  In  most  of  our  programs 
there  are  more  job  offers  than  students  available  to  fill  them.  Generally 
our  graduates  either  receive  immediate  job  offers  or  go  on  to  further  edu¬ 
cation  in  their  chosen  profession. 

Highlights  of  the  school  year  in  each  area  of  career  preparation  follow : 
Culinary  Arts 

For  the  tenth  consecutive  year,  the  Culinary  Arts  Department  won 
honors  at  the  New  England  Hotel  and  Restaurant  Show  in  Boston,  making 
our  school  the  only  vocational  school  with  such  a  record  of  achievement. 
Fifteen  Commercial  Baking  students  and  two  Chef  Training  students  dis¬ 
played  culinary  masterpieces,  winning  second  place  in  the  Class  A  Compe¬ 
tition  and  one  student  winning  the  coveted  Patsy  Mazzuchelli  Award. 
Seven  members  of  the  baking  program  conducted  daily  demonstrations  in 
the  art  of  cake  decorating  and  for  their  effort  were  presented  trophies 
and  certificates  at  the  annual  awards  night  of  the  Boston  Epicurean  Club. 
On  several  occasions  during  the  year,  the  baking  students  were  invited 
to  attend  the  Massachusetts  Retail  bakers’  meetings.  At  two  such  meetings 
our  students  entered  into  competition  and  won  honors  receiving  special 
awards  for  their  excellence  in  baking  and  their  original  recipes. 

This  year  the  metric  system  was  introduced  to  the  Culinary  Arts 
students.  Also,  the  Commercial  Baking  program  has  been  expanded  to 
include  off-premises  catering.  It  is  offered  as  a  class  project,  with  theory, 
business  procedures  and  record-keeping  taught,  as  well  as  the  preparation 
and  presentation  of  the  food  by  the  students.  Highly  successful  parties 
were  conducted  at  the  Norfolk  County  Agricultural  School  with  the  coop¬ 
eration  of  Mrs.  Santina  Curran  of  the  Extension  Service. 

In  March,  Executive  Chef  Tolini  C.E.C.,  gave  a  presentation  before 
the  combined  culinary  classes  on  the  art  of  Ice  Carving.  This  type  of 
exposure  allows  students  to  view  a  chef  other  than  their  own  instructors 
and  observe  a  variance  of  techniques. 

Mr.  John  Brefini,  Chef -Instructor,  has  recently  completed  courses 
enabling  him  to  teach  special  needs  students  under  Chapter  766. 

Miss  Marion  Martin,  Commercial  Baking  Instructor,  served  as  coor¬ 
dinator  of  the  Culinary  Arts  program  at  the  Annual  Massachusetts  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Vocational  Administrators  Conference  for  Vocational  Teachers’ 
professional  improvement.  Miss  Martin  has  also  won  national  recognition 
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as  the  first  woman  to  be  admitted  membership  into  the  Massachusetts 
Chef  de  Cuisine  and  the  first  woman  in  America  to  become  certified  by 
the  Culinary  Educational  Foundation  as  an  Executive  Pastry  Chef. 

Three  of  our  former  graduates  have  been  certified  by  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Department  of  Education,  Division  of  Occupational  Education,  and 
are  presently  employed  in  regional  vocational  Schools  as  Trade  instructors ; 
six  have  received  AA  degrees  in  Food  Service/Hotel-Restaurant  Manage¬ 
ment  this  year  from  community  colleges.  One  student  left  school  in  mid¬ 
year  to  enter  the  employ  of  Mrs.  Robert  Kennedy  in  Virginia;  another 
graduate,  who  became  domestic  chef  to  Senator  Edward  Kennedy  two 
years  ago  returns  to  the  school  occasionally  to  report  his  experiences. 

Practical  Nursing 

In  July,  the  school  was  notified  that  the  Practical  Nursing  Program 
had  successfully  completed  the  evaluative  process  and  been  granted  con¬ 
tinued  full  approval  by  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Registration  in  Nursing. 

Community  resources  continue  to  play  a  major  role  in  the  academic 
and  clinical  education  of  the  Practical  Nursing  student.  The  department 
was  fortunate  to  have  many  fine  speakers  during  the  year,  among  them; 
Ann  Lake,  J.D.,  on  legal  and  ethical  responsibilities  in  practical  nursing; 
Father  Daniel  Crowley,  Reverend  A.  Lee  Hocutt,  and  Rabbi  Nason  Gold¬ 
stein  who  spoke  about  meeting  the  religious  needs  of  the  patient;  Louella 
Donovan,  R.N.,  speaking  about  the  value  of  day  care  centers  for  the  child 
with  multiple  handicaps;  and  Dr.  Dorothy  Uhlig,  Executive  Secretary  of 
Norfolk  Mental  Health  Association,  speaking  about  meeting  mental  health 
needs  of  the  patient  and  ourselves.  Other  speakers  of  note  have  come  from 
the  office  of  the  Child  Advocate,  Planned  Parenthood,  Right  to  Life,  LaLeche 
League,  and  Leslie  B.  Cutler  Clinic.  In  the  clinical  area,  the  students  are 
provided  many  excellent  lectures  by  members  of  the  professional  staff  of 
both  Norwood  Hospital  and  South  Shore  Hospital.  The  Practical  Nursing 
students  further  benefit  from  special  field  experiences  or  observation  visits 
in  Public  Health  Nursing,  Oncologic  Nursing,  Rehabilitation  Nursing, 
Office  Nursing  in  Maternal  and  Child  Health,  meeting  the  needs  of  deaf 
and  blind  children,  care  of  the  mentally  retarded,  and  day  care  of  chil¬ 
dren  with  multiple  handicaps. 

Our  students  also  attended  the  annual  Convention  of  Licensed  Prac¬ 
tical  Nurses  of  Massachusetts,  Incorporated. 

In  September,  a  clinical  affiliation  was  begun  in  Geriatric  Nursing 
at  Charlwell  House  Nursing  Home  on  Walpole  Street,  Norwood.  This  is 
a  15 -week  experience  from  September  through  December  to  provide  stu¬ 
dents  the  opportunity  to  apply  nursing  principles  and  skills  learned  in 
the  classroom  to  the  care  of  the  relatively  stable,  chronically  ill  geriatric 
patient  in  a  non-acute  setting. 

Students  now  begin  their  affiliation  with  Norwood  Hospital  in  January 
and  complete  the  remainder  of  their  clinical  experience  in  the  acute-care 
facility. 
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The  nursing  facility  has  been  active  in  their  educational  and  profes¬ 
sional  pursuits.  Miss  Sydnee  Trinceri  attended  a  seminar  on  Ostomies 
sponsored  by  the  American  Cancer  Society.  Mrs.  Judith  Knight  and 
Mrs.  Marilyn  Campbell  attended  a  four-session  seminar  on  collective  bar¬ 
gaining  sponsored  by  the  American  Nurses  Association  and  University  of 
Massachusetts  Labor  Relations  Division.  Mrs.  Knight  was  a  guest  lec¬ 
turer  in  Pharmacology  at  Brockton  Hospital  during  a  special  program 
presented  for  L.P.N.’s  and  was  appointed  to  a  Task  Force  to  study  the 
impact  of  the  Open  Curriculum  Concept  as  conducted  in  New  York  upon 
licensure  of  these  graduates  by  examination  and  by  endorsement. 

Fashion  Merchandising 

This  is  a  new  program,  growing  out  of  the  previously  taught  Distrib¬ 
utive  Education  program,  with  curriculum,  laboratory  and  cooperative 
work-experience  emphasizing  the  marketing  of  fashionable  clothes  and 
fashion  accessories. 

Students  become  members  of  Distributive  Education  Clubs  of  American 
(DECA)  which  is  co-curricular  in  offering  students  opportunities  for 
leadership,  vocational  understanding,  social  skill  and  community  con¬ 
sciousness.  Two  students  took  honors  in  the  State  DECA  Competition  by 
taking  first  and  second  place  in  the  Fashion  Merchandising  Promotion 
and  Sales  Representative  Divisions.  Accompanied  by  other  students  from 
the  school’s  program,  they  went  on  to  represent  the  Massachusetts  Junior 
Collegiate  Division  in  the  national  competition  in  Chicago.  While  in 
Chicago,  they  visited  the  Merchandise  and  Apparel  Mart,  one  of  the  most 
elegant  shopping  complexes  in  the  country  —  the  new  Watertower  Place 
and  the  new  Sears  Tower  highest  building  in  the  world. 

There  were  many  local  field  trips  highlighted  by  a  trip  to  Garland 
Mills,  manufacturers  of  knitted  fashions.  A  joint  trip  with  the  Fashion 
Design  Department  to  New  York  City’s  garment  district  demonstrated  the 
function  of  the  Fashion  Capitol  of  the  world. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Matthys,  Teacher-Coordinator  for  Fashion  Merchan¬ 
dising,  served  as  a  judge  of  the  Display  Competition  at  the  State  DECA 
Career  Development  Conference  High  School  Division.  She  also  served 
as  Coordinator  of  the  Fashion  Design  Workshop  at  the  annual  Massachu¬ 
setts  Association  of  Vocational  Administrators  Conference  for  vocational 
teachers’  professional  improvement.  In  the  Fall,  Mrs.  Matthys  attended 
a  three-day  national  workshop  in  Fashion  Merchandising  at  Hunter  Col¬ 
lege,  New  York  City. 

All  of  our  students  were  employed  in  the  cooperative  work  program 
despite  the  recession  thanks  to  the  outstanding  support  of  the  business 
community. 

Graduates  are  in  great  demand  for  employment  in  the  retail  trade. 
Upon  graduation,  one  of  our  students  immediately  became  assistant  man¬ 
ager  of  a  fashion  retail  operation.  Another  recent  graduate  was  chosen 
from  a  great  number  of  applicants  to  be  a  stewardess  for  American 

Airlines. 
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Business 

A  particularly  interesting  field  trip  to  Bentley  College  saw  Business 
students  attending  a  seminar  entitled  “Women  in  Business.”  Keynote 
speaker  was  Ms.  Pat  Mitchell,  WBZ  News  personality.  Students  also  had 
the  opportunity  to  attend  seminar  panel  discussions. 

A  classroom  lecture  by  guest  speaker,  Mrs.  Barbara  Delaney,  Super¬ 
visor  of  Office  Services  at  Bird  &  Son,  Inc.,  Walpole,  saw  her  speaking  on 
the  personal  qualifications  and  skills  of  the  professional  secretary,  resumes, 
pre-employment  testing,  working  in  large  versus  small  offices.  She  also 
explained  the  different  types  of  power  typewriting  equipment. 

It  is  rewarding  to  note  that  our  graduates  face  little  difficulty  in 
finding  employment  in  business,  clerical  or  secretarial  positions. 

Fashion  Design 

A  number  of  field  trips  were  made  by  students  to  give  them  a  realistic 
awareness  of  the  world  of  Fashion  Design.  A  tour  of  the  specialty  shops 
at  the  Chestnut  Hill  Mall  was  followed  by  a  designer’s  original  fashion 
show  at  Filenes;  a  visit  to  Garland  Hills  to  see  the  intricacies  of  manufac¬ 
turing  and  designing  knitted  sportswear;  and  a  tour  of  Filene’s  adver¬ 
tising  department  conducted  by  Mr.  Roland  Lamir,  Advertising  Director, 
showing  the  process  of  illustration  and  layout  for  daily  newspaper  adver¬ 
tisements  all  added  to  the  student’s  enrichment. 

In  a  joint  thre-day  trip  to  New  York  City  with  the  Fashion  Merchan¬ 
dising  group,  students  visited  former  graduate,  Carol  Vaughan,  pattern¬ 
maker  at  McCalls,  saw  a  special  showing  of  “American  Women  of  Style” 
at  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  visited  the  showrooms  of  Spectrum 
of  India,  H.B.A.  Fur  Corporation,  and  toured  the  N.B.C.  television  studios. 

In  preparation  for  the  annual  Fashion  Show,  Miss  Joan  McKinnon, 
free-lance  designer  and  consultant,  instructed  our  students  in  modeling 
techniques  and  special  formats.  Miss  Su  Coughlin,  model  and  Redbook’s 
cover  girl,  demonstrated  the  art  of  stage  make-up  and  Miss  Barbara 
DiCicco  of  Mary  Kay  Cosmetics  conducted  a  workshop  of  daytime  make-up 
and  skin  care. 

Fashion  Photography  and  Fashion  Video  were  two  new  courses 
introduced  this  year  to  help  students  to  be  technically  conversant  with 
equipment  and  to  teach  them  the  potential  use  of  these  media  in  fashion 
design. 

One  of  our  students  entered  a  fashion, competition,  sponsored  by  Levi 
Strauss  and  Company,  along  with  50,000  entrants  and  won  honorable  men¬ 
tion.  Better  than  half  of  our  graduates  have  elected  to  further  their  educa¬ 
tion  by  enrolling  in  technical  and  academic  schools. 

Cosmetology 

To  increase  career  awareness,  a  field  trip  to  the  Shakour  Company  In 
Westboro  was  undertaken;  Mr.  Shakour  spoke  of  shop  management,  the 
opening  of  a  salon  and  of  the  success  in  business  of  some  of  our  past 
graduates. 
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As  all  professionals  must  keep  abreast  of  latest  developments  in  their 
industry,  the  cosmetology  students  saw  new  techniques  of  cutting,  waving 
and  coloring  hair  from  such  noted  artists  as  Miss  Donna  Engel,  Educa¬ 
tional  Director  for  International  Hair  Design  and  Parisian  artist,  Jose 
Villaimor.  A  visit  to  Expo  ’75,  a  trade  and  hair  show  at  the  Prudential 
Center  saw  artists  from  many  companies  demonstrate  the  newest  products 
and  techniques. 

Guest  speakers  at  the  school  included  Mr.  Don  Gallo  of  Hairbenders 
of  Attleboro  who  spoke  of  adjusting  to  the  world  of  work  and  obstacles 
to  entering  the  profession;  Miss  Paula  Ketvortis,  Roux  Company  repre¬ 
sentative  demonstrated  hair  coloring  techniques;  Miss  Donna  Comeau, 
Facial  Specialist  for  the  Volmy  Company  demonstrated  her  company’s 
new  facial  machine;  Clairol  Company’s  Miss  Joan  Ryan  showed  the  latest 
hair  “superstreaking”  technique;  and,  a  precision  haircutting  workshop 
conducted  by  Mr.  “Warren”  of  Stoughton  impressed  the  students. 

Cosmetology  students  received  special  recognition  certificates  for 
their  service  at  the  West  Roxbury  Hebrew  Rehabilitation  Center.  Three 
students  were  also  recognized  for  their  excellence  in  techniques  of  hair 
coloring  at  a  seminar  held  in  Framingham. 


Supportive  Programs 

Skills  other  than  those  specifically  applied  to  the  techniques  of  a 
particular  profession  are  required  to  help  students  function  effectively 
in  the  business  world.  Teaching  of  these  skills  is  the  concern  of  the 
supportive  programs  that  include  English,  Art,  Related  Science,  Social 
Studies  and  Mathematics.  Each  has  a  developed  curriculum  that  is  designed 
to  complement  the  student’s  professional  training.  This  includes  business 
financial  planning,  purchasing,  written  and  oral  communication,  nutri¬ 
tion,  sanitation,  personal  health,  consumer  education,  current  events, 
American  history,  merchandising  and  many  other  subjects  that  contribute 
toward  the  “rounding  out”  of  career-oriented  students.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  PUPIL  PERSONNEL  SERVICES 

During  this  past  year  many  things  occurred  for  the  Department  of 
Pupil  Personnel  Services. 

Special  Education  Programs  —  Chapter  166 

The  Norwood  Public  Schools  has  just  completed  its  second  year  of  the 
implimentation  of  Chapter  766,  and  although  many  difficulties  stiff  exist. 
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the  State  Department  of  Education  has  endeavored  to  correct  the  large 
problem  areas. 

One  of  the  most  exciting  activities  embarked  upon  this  year  was 
the  beginning  of  a  diagnostic  center/pre-school  program.  This  program 
serviced  twenty-one  children  and  added  greatly  to  the  capability  of 
th  Core  Evaluation  Team  in  providing  educational  programs  for  certain 
children. 

The  Core  Evaluation  Team  completed  420  evaluations,  and  countless 
annual  reviews  on  children  previously  evaluated.  A  total  of  914  children 
were  serviced  by  special  education  during  the  year,  which  represents  ap¬ 
proximately  13%  of  the  population.  I  must  say  that  the  special  education 
staff  has  responded  to  all  the  problems  assigned  to  them  in  exemplary 
fashion,  and  furthermore,  applaud  the  unwavering  support  of  all  admin¬ 
istrators  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  whose  untiring  efforts  made  the 
programs  successful. 

Future  plans  will  no  doubt  focus  on  enhancing  pre-school  education 
both  for  those  children  with  substantial  special  needs  and  for  those  with 
developmental  lags. 

The  pre-school  screening  program  consisted  of  screening  every  child 
entering  kindergarten  and  those  children  ages  3  and  4  whose  parents 
requested  participation  in  the  screening  process.  Forty  children  ages  3 
and  4  were  screened  and  educational  programs  provided  for  16  who  were 
considered  to  be  substantially  handicapped. 

Guidance  Services 

The  Guidance  Department  has  had  a  very  productive  year.  Each 
counselor  participated  in  the  core  evaluation  process  either  as  chairperson 
of  the  team  or  as  an  advocate  for  the  student.  Although  core  evaluations 
have  added  to  the  load  of  the  guidance  counselor,  they  have  accepted 
this  responsibility  quite  well  and  continued  to  perform  their  regular 
guidance  functions  which  are  necessary  for  the  successful  operation  of 
the  schools. 

During  this  past  year  the  junior  high  staff  planned  a  comprehensive 
orientation  program  for  sixth  grade  students,  parents  and  teachers.  The 
high  school  staff  also  planned  an  effective  orientation  program  for  ninth 
grade  students,  as  well  as  several  parent  information  nights.  This  process 
is  designed  to  lessen  the  trauma  of  change  during  critical  periods  in  a 
student’s  life,  and  is  the  beginning  of  developing  independence,  and  posi¬ 
tive  decision-making  in  the  future. 

The  number  of  graduates  seeking  further  education  has  increased 
during  this  past  year  in  Norwood,  which  represents  a  more  positive  trend 
than  one  would  believe  from  various  reports  appearing  in  the  news  media. 
These  statistics  plus  national  trends  in  College  Entrance  Examination 
Board  scores  and  concern  for  basic  skill  development,  will  certainly  chal¬ 
lenge  public  education  for  the  next  ten  years. 
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Finally,  as  I  look  back  on  the  school  year  1975-76,  and  formally  close 
the  books,  I  look  toward  the  76-77  year  with  enthusiasm,  excitement,  and 
optimism  in  confronting  the  many  problems  of  the  70’s  and  80’s. 

The  office  of  Pupil  Personnel  Services  will  meet  the  challenges  of  the 
future  and  develop  “a  better  way  through  education”  for  the  community 
of  Norwood.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MUSIC 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  present  my  tenth  annual  report  as  Director  of  Music 
for  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

Elementary  Vocal  Program 

At  the  elementary  level  our  basic  objectives  remain  intact,  and  that 
is  to  continue  to  have  our  students  receive  a  growing  knowledge,  enjoyment 
and  interest  in  the  many  phases  of  music.  Our  philosophy  dictates  that, 
in  order  to  enjoy  music  fully,  one  must  understand  it. 

Our  curriculum  is  structured  to  prepare  our  students  to  read  music, 
sing  with  good  tone,  with  proper  attention  to  pitch,  tempo,  phrasing,  enun¬ 
ciation  and  pronunciation;  and  good  listening  habits  that  include  the 
ability  to  distinguish  tone  qualities  of  instruments,  alone  and  in  combina¬ 
tion;  and  finally  to  develop  the  ability  to  recognize,  judge,  compare,  and 
contrast  the  different  types,  styles,  and  moods  of  music. 

Our  elementary  vocal  staff  played  a  paramount  role  in  the  successful 
presentation  of  the  sixth  musicale,  presented  at  each  of  the  elementary 
schools  this  past  year. 

Elementary  Instrumental  Program 

The  elementary  instrumental  program  continues  to  function  as  an 
important  part  of  our  curriculum.  Our  youngsters  receive  thirty  minutes 
of  music  instruction  per  week,  during  the  school  day,  free  of  charge.  In 
order  to  develop  a  proper  feeder  program  that  will  produce  successful  results 
in  our  performing  groups  at  all  levels,  a  program  such  as  this  is  of  pro¬ 
found  importance. 

Much  of  our  success  in  the  instrumental  program  is  due  largely  to 
the  flutophone  classes,  which  is  required  of  all  students  in  grade  three. 
The  flutophone  is  a  pre-band  instrument  that  enables  our  instructors  to 
determine  the  potential  of  a  youngster,  and  encourages  him  or  her  to 
enroll  in  our  instrumental  program. 

Performing  groups  at  the  elementary  level  include,  beginning  band 
and  string  ensembles,  intermediate  and  advanced  bands  and  orchestras 
These  groups  perform  at  various  holiday  assemblies  and  at  the  annual 
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instrumental  concerts  held  at  each  school  toward  the  end  of  the  school 
year. 

Students  at  the  elementary  level  may  elect  to  study  the  violin  in  grade 
three,  or  at  the  fourth  grade  level  both  instruments  of  the  orchestra 
and  band. 

Junior  High  School  Program 

The  music  academic  program  is  structured  to  meet  the  needs  of  both 
the  students  who  are  interested  in  music  but  not  in  depth,  and  those  stu¬ 
dents  who  are  interested  in  music  in  depth.  These  courses  encompase 
listening,  creative  composition  approach,  and  theory  for  the  more  inter¬ 
ested  students. 

The  vocal  programs  are  structured  to  enable  our  youngsters  not  only 
to  prepare  for  performance  during  the  year,  but  to  learn  to  read  music 
and  utilize  proper  vocal  techniques.  To  meet  these  objectives  we  have 
seventh  grade  training  chorus  that  is  a  prerequisite  for  participation  for 
eighth  and  ninth  grade  glee  club,  where  more  emphasis  is  placed  on  per¬ 
formance. 

The  instrumental  program  offers  a  wide  variety  of  performance  activ¬ 
ities,  which  include  seventh  grade  band,  eighth  and  ninth  grade  band, 
orchestra,  and  stagehand.  Instruction  is  available  to  all  youngsters  in 
grades  seventh  through  twelfth  on  all  string,  woodwind,  brass  and  per¬ 
cussion  instruments  by  a  staff  of  instrumental  specialists.  This  is  the 
most  important  part  of  our  instrumental  program  for  through  individual 
training  our  performing  groups  will  achieve  much  higher  standards  of 
performance. 

Junior  High  groups  and  individual  students  performed  at  the  annual 
Winter  Holidays  Concert,  elementary  schools,  rest  homes,  Norwood  Hos¬ 
pital,  P.T.A.  concerts,  spring  concerts,  Junior  High  Southeastern  Massa¬ 
chusetts  District,  Boston  Conservatory  of  Music  and  Lowell  University  and 
of  special  achievement  the  Junior  High  North  eighth  and  ninth  grade  band 
and  the  Junior  High  South  Stagehand  were  selected  to  perform  at  the 
Massachusetts  Music  Educators  Association  Conference. 

Senior  High  Program 

Our  academic  offerings  at  the  high  school  are  structured  to  meet  the 
needs  of  both  students  who  elect  to  major  in  music  at  college  and  courses 
are  available  for  students  who  are  interested  in  music  yet  have  chosen 
not  to  continue  to  major  in  music  in  college. 

The  vocal  department  performing  groups  include:  Concert  Chorale 
(Mixed  voices),  Girls  Choir,  Madrigals,  Girls  Barbershop  Group  (which 
meets  after  school) . 

The  structure  of  our  instrumental  program  at  the  high  school  con¬ 
tinues  to  serve  the  needs  of  all  participating  students.  Through  audition 
our  instrumental  students  achievement  levels  were  evaluated  and  were 
included  in  the  following  performing  groups:  Wind  Ensemble,  Concert 
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Band,  Jazz  Ensemble,  Stagehand,  Woodwind  Ensemble  Brass  Ensemble, 
Percussion  Ensemble  and  the  inclusion  of  many  other  small  ensembles 
in  our  course  offerings.

The  Drop  In  Center  is  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  United  Church 
of  Norwood,  corner  of  Naha  tan  and  Washington  Sts.  The  Center  is 
open  to  all  seniors  of  Norwood  from  the  hours  of  9:30  to  4  p.m. 

Transportation  is  provided  to  the  seniors  of  Norwood  by  the  use 
of  a  12-passenger  mini  bus.  At  the  present  time  volunteer  drivers  George 
Shackley  and  Waldo  Nason  do  most  of  the  driving.  The  mini  bus  is 
primarily  used  for  doctor,  dentist,  hospital  visits  and  any  important 
appointment.  The  only  requirement  to  using  the  bus,  is  to  phone  the 
Center  a  day  in  advance  to  schedule  appointments. 

Transportation  is  provided  to  the  Medfield  State  Hospital  Lab  for 
blood  and  urine  tests  on  Tuesday  mornings  at  8  a.m.,  “Zinc”  Galanti 
schedules  the  appointments  and  picks  any  interested  senior  up  at  their 
home  with  the  mini  bus,  provided  appointments  have  been  made. 

Hot  lunch  program:  Hot  lunch  is  served  at  the  Callahan  School 
each  school  day  at  1:10  p.m.  Reservations  must  be  made  a  day  in  ad¬ 
vance  by  phoning  the  Center.  Transportation  is  provided  if  necessary 
by  use  of  the  mini  bus  and  car  pools.  Cost  for  each  meal  is  50  cents. 
Average  attendance  is  approximately  25  seniors  per  day  with  trans¬ 
portation  being  provided  for  18  seniors. 

Activities:  Monthly  bingo  birthday  parties  are  held  each  month 
to  honor  any  senior  celebrating  a  birthday  in  that  particulai  month. 
Ice  cream  and  cake  is  provided  by  the  Union  Warren  Savings  Bank 
for  approximately  100  seniors. 
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Free  Blood  Pressure  Clinic  is  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each 
month.  40  seniors  are  given  an  opportunity  to  have  blood  pressure 
taken  by  the  Norwood  Visiting  Nurses  Association,  Inc.  Mrs.  Bea  Mc- 
Andrews  is  in  charge  of  scheduling  seniors. 

Bus  trips  are  usually  held  once  a  month.  Sansone  Bus  Service  is 
paid  by  the  Town  of  Norwood  to  provide  transportation  to  the  seniors. 
Some  of  the  trips  taken  this  year  are:  Trip  to  Boston  Harbor,  then  boat 
trip  to  Gloucester;  Trip  to  Hillcrest  Restaurant  and  Burlington  Shop¬ 
ping  Mall;  Chateau  De  Ville  -  Randolph;  Chateau  De  Ville  -  Framing¬ 
ham;  Trip  to  Dario’s  Restaurant  and  LaSalette  Shrine;  J.F.K.  Building, 
Boston  -  Hearing  on  Medex  Insurance;  Trip  to  Quincy  Market  Square. 
Trips  are  scheduled  through  the  Drop  In  Center.

Gentlemen: 

The  Norwood  Airport  Commission  hereby  submits  its  report  for 
the  year  1976. 

Thomas  G.  DiFrancia  was  elected  Chairman,  and  Walter  R.  Ryan 
was  re-elected  Secretary  of  the  Commission. 

Mrs.  Pauline  Grasso  and  Mr.  Thomas  DiFrancia  were  re-appointed 
to  the  Airport  Commission. 

A  brief  review  of  matters  discussed  during  the  year  were  as  follows: 

March  1976:  Commission  revised  the  Rules  and  Regulations  gov¬ 
erning  the  Norwood  Airport. 

April  7,  1976:  Established  a  subcommittee  to  draft  a  Master  Plan. 

April  12,  1976:  Mr.  Peter  Metz,  Assistant  Secretary  of  Transpor¬ 
tation  spoke  to  the  citizens  of  Norwood  about  the  proposed  airport 
noise  standards  legislation. 

April  21,  1976:  Discussed  with  the  Boston  Metropolitan  Airport, 
Inc.  officials  the  renegotiation  of  the  present  engagement  agreement. 

May  5,  1976:  The  Massachusetts  Aeronautics  Commission  approved 
the  Commission’s  request  that  no  pure  jet  aircraft  shall  be  regularly 
based  at  the  Norwood  Memorial  Airport  unless  it  complies  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  FAR  36. 

June  7,  1976:  Commission  voted  not  to  endorse  the  proposed  MAN- 
SAG  bill. 

Governor  Dukakis  signed  the  bill  sponsored  by  Representative  Sulli¬ 
van  which  authorizes  the  MAC  to  reimburse  Norwood  for  repairs  to 
existing  runway,  taxi -way  and  parking  aprons  under  the  State  1973 
Transportation  bond. 

July  16,  1976:  The  Massachusetts  Aeronautics  Commission  dis¬ 
approved  the  Commission’s  request  to  ban  all  aircraft  grossing  over 
12,500  lbs. 

November  3,  1976:  Filed  a  project  application  with  the  MAC 
namely:  the  reconstruction  of  runway  17-35,  mark  runway  17-35  and 
grade  clear  zones  at  runway  17  &  35  ends,  reconstruct  and  mark  taxi¬ 
way  S,  repair  cracks,  seal  and  mark  runway  10-28,  grade  clear  zone 
at  runway  28  end. 

December  1,  1976:  Approved  the  installation  of  a  ceiling  light  ad¬ 
jacent  to  the  N-S  taxi-way,  this  light  will  enable  the  air  traffic  control¬ 
lers  to  determine  ceiling  minimums.

The  Bicentennial  Year  was  celebrated  by  the  Town  of  Norwood  in 
many  different  ways.

A  total  of  499  building  permits  were  issued  with  an  estimated  cost 
of  $3,751,884  during  the  year  1976.

Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the  Commission  to 
Promote  Business  and  Industry. 

Due  to  the  general  economic  conditions  which  have  been  bother¬ 
some  in  this  general  area  during  recent  years,  industrial  growth  has 
benn  of  a  limited  degree. 

However,  inquiries  in  regard  to  industrial  zoned  land  have  been 
more  numerous,  indicating  a  resurgence  in  additional  industrial  growth 
in  the  Town. 

The  Commission  is  presently  in  the  process  of  updating  its  indus¬ 
trial  land  inventory  and  statistical  data  as  well  as  the  industrial  map. 

The  Commission  has  been  working  closely  with  the  Norfolk  County 
Development  and  Tourist  Council  and  recently  received  a  grant  in  the 
amount  of  $16,500,  representing  50%  of  the  cost  of  a  planning  study 
now  in  progress  by  consulting  firm  of  Metcalf  &  Eddy  and  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  Planning  Board  which  hopefully  will  help  to  broaden 
our  tax  base  and  relieve  some  of  the  traffic  problems  now  existing  at 
the  Dean-Neponset  Street  areas

The  following  is  a  detailed  report  of  the  Cemetery  Division  of  the 
Public  Works  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1976: 

In  the  past  year  the  Cemetery  crew  prepared  for  and  conducted 
253  interments  in  Highland  Cemetery.  We  also  made  4  inter-cemetery 
transfers. 

In  1976  the  Cemetery  Department  did  the  required  drafting  and 
printing  for  137  interments  made  during  the  year.  The  remaining  116 
were  drawn  up  by  the  Engineering  Department.  Plans  were  also  brought 
up  to  date  on  our  new  single  and  companion  area.  Prints  were  made 
of  all  new  interments  and  the  originals  were  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk’s 
office  and  Cemetery  Department. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  work  week  it  was  necessary  for  the 
Assistant  Superintendent  to  come  back  ta  the  Cemetery  for  all  or  part 
of  32  Saturdays,  29  Sundays,  7  Holidays,  and  17  nights  to  perform  the 
duties  connected  with  this  department. 

The  Cemetery  crew  has  excavated  and  poured  a  total  of  98  new 
foundations  for  monuments  throughout  the  Cemetery.  In  addition,  it 
was  necessary  to  rebuild  ox  recap  9  of  the  older  foundations  in  various 
locations. 

We  also  installed  a  total  of  44  markers  and  raised  a  number  of 
others  during  the  year. 

In  all  last  year  the  Cemetery  Department  had  a  total  of  91  Per¬ 
petual  Care  requests,  86  winter  grave  repairs,  and  37  damaged  lots. 
All  areas  have  been  reseeded  or  sodded. 

Again  was  are  continuing  the  practice  of  removing  unsightly  and 
overgrown  shrubbery.  This  service  is  only  performed  by  written  per¬ 
mission  of  the  lot  owner  and  as  time  permits.  Last  year  we  removed 
a  total  of  72  bushes  from  various  lots  and  reseeded  or  soded  the  areas. 

In  1976  the  Cemetery  Department  spread  a  total  of  18  tons  of 
fertilizer,  15  tons  of  lime,  and  6000  feet  of  sod  in  caring  for  both  High¬ 
land  and  Old  Parish  Cemeteries.  In  our  seeding  program  we  used  600 
pounds  of  grass  seed  to  refurbish  a  number  of  different  areas  in  the 
Cemetery. 

All  lawns  at  Highland  Cemetery  were  maintained  during  the  grow¬ 
ing  season.  All  walks  and  avenues  were  edged  whenever  necessary.  Trim¬ 
ming  was  done  on  an  as  needed  basis  and  has  become  a  more  and  more 
time  consuming  project  as  the  number  of  monuments  increases  each 
year. 
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There  were  no  interments  made  last  year  in  Old  Parish  Cemetery. 
The  lawns  were  mowed  and  trimmed  as  time  permitted  after  being 
limed  and  fertilized  in  the  early  spring.  Again  there  was  considerable 
vandalism  at  Old  Parish.  Monuments  were  smashed  and  repairs  to  the 
chain  link  fence  amounted  to  $850.00. 

Highland  Cemetery  was  also  very  hard  hit  by  vandalism.  The  main 
targets  seemed  to  be  the  vigil  lights  and  our  stockade  fence.  Again 
I  add  that  the  costs  of  any  off  hours  malicious  damage  not  repairable 
by  our  crew  is  the  responsibility  of  the  lot  owner. 

The  Cemetery  is  still  plagued  by  an  increasing  number  of  leaks 
in  our  water  services.  Last  year  we  replaced  more  than  200  feet  of  our 
2”  water  main  and  still  have  some  problem  areas.  We  were  also  re¬ 
quired  to  repair  or  replace  5  of  our  upright  water  faucets  that  had 
been  damaged  by  automobiles  or  vandals. 

Late  in  the  fall  of  1976  it  was  necessary  to  lay  out  52  additional 
companion  lots  (2  graves)  in  order  to  carry  us  through  the  winter 
months.  We  have  also  been  working  on  the  expansion  of  the  Cemetery 
and  hope  that  a  contract  wil  be  awarded  in  the  spring. 

Our  resurfacing  program  extended  to  the  single  grave  area  along 
the  stockade  fence  and  also  ta  Sections  51  and  52,  which  are  at  the  very 
end  of  the  present  Cemetery  layout.  A  total  of  40  tons  of  asphalt  was 
used  to  improve  these  older  sections.  We  used  an  additional  25  tons  of 
asphalt  in  resurfacing  one  of  our  mare  active  areas  of  the  Cemetery 
that  was  badly  in  need  of  repair. 

As  custodian  of  Veterans’  graves  all  depressed  graves  or  markers 
were  brought  up  to  grade  and  all  damaged  lots  were  reseeded  or  sodded 
as  time  permitted.  Flags  and  organizational  markers  were  placed  on 
all  Veterans’  graves.  A  number  of  these  markers  will  have  to  be  replaced 
before  Memorial  Day  as  a  result  of  continuing  vandalism. 

Last  year  we  had  a  total  of  34  Veterans  interred  at  Highland 
Cemetery.  Of  the  number  24  were  in  World  War  II,  7  were  in  World 
War  I,  2  were  in  the  Korean  Conflict,  and  1  was  in  Viet  Nam. 

There  were  4  new  interments  made  in  our  Veterans’  Section  last 
year. 

The  Cemetery  crew  installed  a  total  of  31  bronze  Veterans’  markers 
on  various  lots  throughout  the  Cemetery. 

Again  this  year  we  have  continued  the  practice  o.f  exchanging  men 
and  equipment  with  the  other  various  town  departments.  The  Cemetery 
Department  also  services  vehicles  from  the  Public  Works  Department, 
and  Recreation,  Light,  and  Engineering  Departments  as  well  as  our 
own  equipment. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Mogan  and  all  his  department  heads  for 
their  support  and  services  during  the  past  year. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  men  of  this  department  for  their 
painstaking  efforts  in  keeping  Highland  Cemetery  one  of  the  finest 
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municipal  cemeteries  in  the  state.  They  take  pride  in  the  general  ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  Cemetery  and  should  be  commended  on  the  work  they 
do  all  year  long,  not  alone  on  the  preparations  for  Memorial  Day.  Even 
though  much  of  their  work  seems  to  go  unnoticed,  or  simply  taken  for 
granted,  it  is  thoroughly  appreciated  by  many  of  the  townspeople.

The  Conservation  Commission  met  regularly  on  the  third  Tuesday 
of  the  month  at  the  Shattuck  School. 

Mrs.  Cottrell  and  Mrs.  Bilotta  were  re-elected  as  Chairman  and  Vice 
Chairman  respectively.  Mr.  Baker  was  elected  Financial  Secretary. 

The  Members  and  Associates  attended  a  number  o.f  meetings  spon¬ 
sored  by  various  governmental  departments  as  well  as  private  organi¬ 
zations.  Of  particular  interest  was  the  Growth  Policy  Study  which  was 
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definitely  disappointing  in  Norwood.  The  208  Water  Quality  Study  is 
another  project  in  which  the  Commission  has  participated  with  interest, 
primarily  through  the  Neponset  Conservation  Association.  Meetings 
of  this  Association  as  well  as  the  MACC  conferences  have  been  regu¬ 
larly  attended. 

Further  delineation  of  the  boundaries  to  conservation  property  were 
made  and  marked  in  certain  areas  with  small  trees  as  well  as  conven¬ 
tional  bounds.  Cooperation  was  given  to  Mrs.  Joan  Cuff  of  the  Women’s 
'Community  Committee  in  a  Bicentennial  survey  of  natural  resources 
in  the  town. 

In  the  spring  a  Clean-Up  Day  was  held.  Mr.  Baker  organized  this 
successful  effort  to  clear  our  ponds  and  waterways  of  debris.  Doubtless 
this  will  be  repeated  this  year. 

Two  boys  were  sent  to  the  Massachusetts  Conservation  Camp  with 
cooperation  from  the  Women’s  Community  Committee. 

Four  formal  hearings  under  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  were  held 
and  subsequent  Orders  of  Conditions  issued.  A  number  of  informal, 
advisory  consultations  were  also  held.

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The  following  are  some  of  the  major  issues  during  the  year:  the 
new  Zoning  Act;  the  sale  of  the  Old  West  School  and  Civic  Center;  the 
change  of  the  Annual  Town  Election  date;  and  many  issues  raised  at 
Selectmens’  meetings  as  well  as  numerous  other  boards  and  com¬ 
missions.  Litigation  and  trials  involved;  the  Housing  Authority;  code 
violations;  prosecution  of  a  school  official  and  successful  defense  of 
a  police  officer;  liquor  license  violations;  the  police  suit  for  vacation 
pay;  and  numerous  other  civil  matters  including  trials. 

The  Town  Meetings  have  been  numerous  and  the  preparation  of 
warrants,  town  meeting  votes  and  preparation  of  legal  advice  for  town 
meeting  issues  have  engaged  the  time  and  services  of  our  office.  I 
appreciate  this  opportunity  to  serve  my  community  and  I  thank  all 
town  boards  and  town  officials  for  their  assistance  and  cooperation. 
I  continue  my  pledge  to  sincerely  serve  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  all 
officials  to  the  best  of  my  ability.

The  Town  Engineer  submits  his  annual  report  for  calendar  year 
1976. 

The  following  data  gives  some  indication  of  the  wide  range  of  en¬ 
gineering  services  and  advice  provided  those  persons  so  requesting. 
The  report  will  also  show  what  types  of  engineering  aid  and  assistance 
are  available  to  Norwood  businesses,  industries,  agencies  and  to  the 
individual  resident. 

Present  department  staff  is:  Town  Engineer,  Assistant  Town  En¬ 
gineer,  and  Senior  Engineering  Aide,  Grade  II  (all  permanent  status). 
A  Northeastern  University  student  works  along  with  his  alternate  during 
the  full  calendar  year.  A  CETA  student  clerk  will  complete  a  temporary 
one  year  assignment  in  July  of  1977. 

The  present  classification  and  salary  system  does  not  attract  and 
keep  the  good  young  civil  service  eligible  engineer  in  town  work. 

1976  showed  an  increase  over  1975  in  the  various  projects  needing 
engineering  advice  and  assistance. 

1977  has  proven  to  be  very  busy  in  the  first  quarters.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  department  will  be  able  to  perform  as  in  the  past,  with  the 
more  complex  and  larger  jobs  possibly  needing  outside  aid. 
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As  always,  the  Town  Engineer  works  with  consultants’  staff  during 
all  phases  of  the  work.

The  usual  work  day  also  brings  many  telephone  calls  and  office 
visits  from  numbers  of  people  seeking  help  from  the  Engineer  and  staff. 

These  requests  cover  numerous  subjects  —  from  available  land  site 
and  utility  queries  down  thru  drainage  problems,  town  policy  on  a 
multitude  of  matters,  subdivision  rules  and  regulations  interpretation, 
and  ending  up  alphabetically  with  zoning  questions  (of  which,  for 
example,  there  were  31  during  1976). 

In  addition  to  the  regular  work  day  and  work  week,  the  Town 
Engineer  attended  47  meetings  held  at  night,  after  the  regular  work 
day.  Reports  and  data  were  submitted  to  the  various  boards,  commis¬ 
sions,  etc.,  as  requested. 

Also,  General  Manager  requested  and  received  85  written  reports 
concerning  74  subjects,  from  the  Town  Engineer. 

Town  Engineer  was  appointed  to  the  Local  Growth  Policy  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Hospital-Civic  Study  Committee  and  attended  the  meet¬ 
ings,  supplying  information  as  needed. 

Four  reports  on  petition  plans  were  forwarded  to  the  Zoning  Board 
of  Appeals,  along  with  16  reports  to  the  Planning  Board,  including  those 
on  preliminary  and  definitive  plans,  bond  release  inspections,  bond 
amount  suggestions,  zoning  change  plan  and  petition  reviews  and  recom¬ 
mendations  and  remarks  regarding  the  proposed  revised  Planning  Board 
rules  and  regulations. 

Town  Engineer  o.n  a  regular  basis,  observed  and  recorded  water 
level  data  at  Buckmaster  Pond  together  with  overflow  pipe  and  ditch 
conditions. 

At  the  Registry  of  Deeds  the  usual  research  work  was  carried  out 
by  the  Town  Engineer  re:  titles,  easements,  etc.  concerned  with  various 
Town  projects. 

Much  time  was  spent  with  the  various  groups  and  consultants  in¬ 
volved  in  the  possible  sale  of  the  Civic  to  the  Hospital;  numerous  plans, 
aerial  photos,  reports,  etc.  were  supplied  by  the  Town  Engineer. 

Town  Engineer  represented  the  Town  at  several  public  meetings 
and  hearings  held  by  such  agencies  as  Mass.  D.P.W.,  MAPC,  Waterways 
Division,  D.E.Q.E.,  County  Commissioners,  MDC  and  the  like. 

The  Engineering  Department  provides  many  run-of-the-mill  services 
during  the  year.  Some  require  more  time  and  care  than  others.  All 
require  engineering  skill  and  expertise.  A  partial  list  of  such  accom¬ 
plishments  follows: 
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1.  Engineering  Department  prepared  plans  and  documents  for  street 
acceptance  procedure  involving  the  following  streets:

It  is  intended  that  these  streets  be  accepted  during  1977. 

2.  The  Department  worked  with  the  various  departments  and  con¬ 
tractors  on  contract  jobs  and  work  done  with  town  forces.  Proposals 
for  contract  work  were  prepared,  bids  accepted  and  awarded, 
work  observed  during  construction  and  inspections  and  estimates 
for  payment  were  prepared  along  with  the  necessary  record  keep¬ 
ing  for  filing  in  the  permanent  files. 

3.  Guarantee  deposit  cost  estimates  were  prepared  for  15  sewer  con¬ 
nections,  2  drain  connections  and  22  water  connections  including 
renewals. 

4.  Five  trees  were  posted  for  removal. 

5.  232  new  buildings  and  building  additions  were  measured  and  the 
data  were  platted  on  the  assessors’  building  cards.  In  all,  499  per¬ 
mits  were  processed. 

6.  Assessors  maps  were  updated  for  property  line  changes  and  sub¬ 
divisions  and  new  maps  were  drafted  where  necessary. 

7.  Assistant  Town  Engineer  represented  the  Airport  Commission  at 
meetings  with  F.A.A.  and  M.A.C. 

8.  Town  street,  zoning  and  utility  maps  were  updated  and  prints  made 
available  for  public  sale. 

9.  Blue  line  copies  of  town  plans  and  maps  and  aerial  photos  were 
made  available  to  the  public  for  a  small  fee. 

10.  New  street  addresses  and  street  renumbering  plans  were  worked 
out  for  new  and  existing  construction. 

11.  Photos  were  taken  of  construction  jobs,  traffic  violations,  accident 
locations,  etc.  as  requested. 

12.  Survey  and  plan  data  were  made  available  to  private  engineering 
and  contracting  companies. 

13.  Engineering  Department  aided  Public  Works  Department  on  var¬ 
ious  jobs  when  requested. 

Year  1977  promises  a  good  deal  of  action  involving  Engineering 

Department  participation.  In  various  states  of  development  are  the 

following  works: 
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1.  Design  by  Mass.  D.P.W.  fox  construction  of  next  stretch  of  Univer¬ 
sity  Avenue  running  westerly  from  the  existing  pavement  at  Star 
Market. 

2.  Work  with  County  Engineers  and  the  various  state  and  local  en¬ 
vironmental  groups  on  the  layout  of  University  Avenue  Extension 
from  American  Drive  to  Route  One. 

3.  The  TOPICS  project  should  be  completed  in  late  summer  1977. 

4.  The  Arena  “Park  Place”  development  will  be  underway  as  will  the 
large  residential  developments  off  Sumner  and  Union  Streets. 

5.  The  MDC  sewer  satellite  station,  inflow  and  infiltration  work  plus 
the  sewer  user  charge  and  industrial  cost  recovery  program  are 
still  ongoing  programs. 

6.  Rehabilitation  of  the  well-field  area  with  proposed  development  of 
new  wells. 

7.  Continuation  of  the  H.U.D.  Flood  Hazard  Area  mapping. 

8.  Continuation  of  street  acceptance  program. 

9.  Development  of  further  cemetery  burial  areas. 

10.  Further  work  on  Civic-Hospital  proposed. 

11.  Possible  implementation  of  the  Public  Works  Employment  Bill  and 
D.C.A  grants. 

12.  Continuation  of  permanent  sidewalk  construction  program. 

Newer  projects,  not  yet  conceived,  will  no  doubt  arrive  on  the  scene 
during  1977.  These  along  with  the  known  work  promise  an  interesting 
and  industrious  year.  There  is  hope  that  we  can  cope.

On  July  1,  1976  the  debt  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  was  $9,945,000  with 
maturities  during  the  fiscal  year  1976-77  of  $975,000. 

The  Finance  Commission  examined  the  requests  fox  appropriations, 
for  the  fiscal  year  1976-77,  submitted  by  the  various  departments,  met 
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with  the  department  heads  and  committees  charged  with  the  disburse¬ 
ment  of  appropriations,  discussed  in  detail  the  basis  for  such  requests 
and  made  their  recommendations  to  the  town  meeting.

SUMMARY 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  our  findings: 

1.  Many  suppliers’  invoices  are  several  months  old  before  the  School 
Department  submits  them  to  the  Town  Accountant.  The  reasons 
are  failure  of  school  administrators  to  enforce  prescribed  requisi¬ 
tioning  practices,  a  cumbersome  School  Department  system  for 
following  up  unfilled  requisitions  and  unpaid  invoices  and  tardy 
completion  of  receiving  reports. 

2.  Discounts  offered  by  suppliers  are  lost  because  the  School  Depart¬ 
ment  delays  processing  invoices. 

3.  Our  tests  revealed  that  unauthorized  persons  are  contracting  sup¬ 
pliers  to  order  materials  for  the  Town. 

4.  The  preparation  of  receiving  reports  is  often  deferred. 

5.  The  person  who  requisitions  materials  is  usually  the  person  who 
attests  that  the  Town  has  received  the  materials. 

6.  The  receiving  report  form  and  its  distribution  should  be  changed. 

7.  In  15%  of  the  disbursements  sampled,  there  was  no  approval  by 
the  Town  Accountant’s  Office. 

8.  In  1%  of  the  disbursements  sampled,  there  was  no  evidence  that  the 
materials  had  been  received. 

9.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  is  reimbursed  for  his  entire  telephone 
bill,  which  we  understand  includes  both  his  business  and  personal 
calls. 

10.  A  disbursement  for  $50  was  not  supported  by  an  actual  expense 
report. 

11.  There  were  two  instances  of  duplicate  payments. 

12.  Checks  are  not  prepared  in  such  a  manner  as  to  make  it  difficult 
to  type  a  second  payee  on  a  check. 

13.  Expenses  in  connection  with  an  authorized  convention  included  a 
receipt  for  two  days’  lunches  dated  before  the  second  day  of  the 
convention. 

14.  Approvals  are  made  by  rubber-stamping  invoices  rather  than  by 
initialling  them  in  writing. 
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15.  The  electronic  data  processing  equipment  is  used  mainly  for  its 
printing  capability  rather  than  for  its  calculating  capability. 

16.  Payroll  registers  are  manually  summarized  rather  than  summarized 
by  the  electronic  data  processing  equipment. 

17.  Payroll  exemption  forms  of  School  Department  employees  have 
been  discarded. 

18.  The  Town  does  not  account  for  fixed  assets. 

19.  Communication  between  the  Treasurer  and  the  School  Department 
regarding  reimbursements  for  school  programs  could  be  improved. 

20.  Voided  checks  are  not  defaced  properly  to  prevent  re-use. 

21.  The  budgeting  procedure  could  be  modernized. 

A  complete  analysis  of  these  problems  together  with  our  recom¬ 
mendations  may  be  found  under  “Review  and  Tests  of  Systems  and 
Procedures  and  Related  Recommendations”  beginning  on  page  9. 

The  special  problems  that  led  the  Finance  Commission  to  request 
the  audit  are  discussed  beginning  on  page  27. 

Scope  of  Examination 

On  March  10,  1976,  Your  Commission  engaged  us  to  (1)  review  and 
evaluate  budgeting  and  accounting  procedures  and  the  system  of  internal 
controls  used  by  the  Norwood  School  Department,  (2)  test  School 
Department  expenditures  for  salaries  and  operational  expenses,  and 
(3)  make  recommendations  to  improve  the  School  Department  budgeting 
and  reporting  practices. 

Review  and  Evaluation  of  Budgeting  and  Accounting  Practices 

In  that  connection,  we  interviewed  personnel  in  the  School  Depart¬ 
ment,  General  Manager’s  Office,  Town  Accountant’s  office  and  Town 
Treasurer’s  office.  We  traced  the  flow  of  procedures  for  requisitioning, 
ordering  and  receiving  materials,  preparing  vouchers  and  warrants, 
approving  invoices  and  paying  invoices. 

We  also  reviewed  the  adequacy  of  procedures  used  to  document 
additions  to  and  terminations  of  employment,  pay  rate  changes,  pay¬ 
ment  for  leave  and  payment  for  extracurricular  activities. 

Internal  Control 

We  reviewed  the  systems  of  internal  control  in  connection  with  our 
review  of  accounting  procedures  in  order  to  determine  their  adequacy. 
The  adequacy  of  internal  controls  is  an  integral  factor  in  determining 
the  extent  to  which  we  can  rely  on  the  financial  transactions  which 
have  been  recorded.  There  are  certain  weaknesses  in  internal  control 
which  are  mentioned  throughout  this  report. 

The  objective  of  internal  control  is  to  provide  reasonable,  but  not 
absolute,  assurance  as  to  the  safeguarding  of  assets  against  loss  from 
unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and  as  to  the  reliability  of  financial 
records  for  preparing  financial  statements  and  maintaining  account- 
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ability  for  assets.  This  concept  of  reasonable  assurance  recognizes  that 
the  cost  of  the  system  of  internal  control  should  not  exceed  the  benefits 
derived.  Satisfactory  internal  control  is  dependent  upon  two  features: 

(1)  Effective  procedures  must  exist. 

(2)  Management  or  administrators  must  insure  that 
the  procedures  are  being  followed. 

There  are  inherent  limitations  that  should  be  recognized  in  con¬ 
sidering  the  potential  effectiveness  of  any  system  of  internal  control. 
In  the  performance  of  most  control  procedures,  errors  can  result  from 
misunderstanding  of  instructions,  mistakes  of  judgment,  carelessness 
or  other  personal  factors.  Control  procedures  whose  effectiveness  de¬ 
pends  upon  segregation  of  duties  can  be  circumvented  by  collusion. 
Similarly,  control  procedures  can  be  circumvented  intentionally  by 
management  in  executing  and  recording  transactions.  Further,  projec¬ 
tion  of  any  evaluation  of  internal  accounting  control  to  future  periods 
is  subject  to  the  risk  that  the  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because 
of  changes  in  conditions,  and  that  the  degree  of  compliance  with  the 
procedures  may  deteriorate. 

Tests  of  School  Department  Expenditures 

We  tested  School  Department  expenditures,  as  shown  by  the  appro¬ 
priation  ledger  cards  maintained  by  the  Town  Amcountant’s  office,  for 
the  year  ended  June  30,  1975,  and  for  the  period  from  July  1,  1975  to 
February  29,  1976. 

These  tests  were  intended  to  determine  whether: 

(a)  Materials  were  requisitioned  by  authorized  persons. 

(b)  Materials  were  ordered  by  authorized  persons. 

(c)  Bidding  practices  specified  by  the  Town’s  by-laws  were  used. 

(d)  Materials  were  received,  and  if  equipment  was  involved,  it 
was  in  the  Town’s  possession. 

(e)  All  necessary  approvals  were  documented. 

(f)  Discounts,  if  any,  were  taken. 

(g)  Expenditures  were  charged  to  the  correct  appropriation. 

(h)  Checks  were  payable  to  the  correct  vendors. 

(i)  Employees  were  paid  in  accordance  with  the  collective  bar¬ 
gaining  agreements,  Town  salary  scales,  etc. 

(j)  Compensation  was  charged  to  the  correct  appropriation. 

(k)  Payments  for  extracurricular  activities  were  made  as  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  collective  bargaining  agreements. 

(l)  Payments  for  leave  were  appropriate. 

(m)  Deductions  from  employees’  compensation  were  authorized. 

Our  tests  of  School  Department  expenditures  were  made  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and,  accordingly,  in¬ 
cluded  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  pro¬ 
cedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances.  To  evaluate 
whether  the  established  procedures  were  effective  in  actual  practice,  we 
randomly  selected  200  non-payroll  disbursements  and  50  payroll  dis- 
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bursements.  The  use  of  randomly-selected  samples  is  a  standard  auditing 
practice;  it  is  neither  necessary  nor  economically  feasible  to  examine 
all  disbursements.  A  statistical  sample  should  point  out  most  ineffective 
procedures.  However,  an  examination  conducted  under  generally  ac¬ 
cepted  auditing  standards  is  not  primarily  or  specifically  designed,  and 
cannot  be  I’elied  upon,  to  disclose  defalcations  and  other  similar  irregu¬ 
larities. 

Recommendations 

This  report  cites  certain  violations  of  Town  policy,  failures  to  fully 
document  transactions  and  inadequate  procedures  and  controls.  In  the 
following  pages,  we  are  making  recommendations  to  correct  these 
conditions. 

Special  Problems 

At  our  meeting  o.n  February  24,  1976,  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance 
Commission  reviewed  the  problems  which  led  to  the  Finance  Commis¬ 
sion’s  decision  to  solicit  requests  for  audit  proposals.  These  problems 
included  unpaid  bills  with  respect  to  which  the  Town  Meeting  had  to 
appropriate  additional  funds;  a  deficit  of  $28,000  in  administrative  sal¬ 
aries;  duplicate  budgeting  of  Chapter  766  funds  of  $128,000;  and  renovat¬ 
ing  a  school  before  funds  were  appropriated. 

As  your  Commission  is  also  aware,  the  Norfolk  County  District 
Attorney  has  charged  a  School  Department  employee  with  alleged 
larceny  of  school  Department  employee  with  alleged  larceny  of  school 
property.  While  we  reviewed  the  general  circumstances,  our  examination 
was  not  intended  to  and  did  not  focus  upon  this  particular  matter  since 
the  case  is  being  actively  prosecuted. 

Review  and  Tests  of  Systems  and  Procedures 
And  Related  Recommendations 

Members  of  the  School  Department  administrative  staff  and  other 
Town  officials  expressed  concern  to  us  about  the  length  of  time  needed 
to  process  vendors’  invoices.  Our  tests  revealed  that  many  invoices  are 
several  months  old  before  the  School  Department  submits  them  to  the 
Town  Accountant.  Thereafter,  the  payment  process  appears  to  function 
smoothly. 

Processing  purchase  requisitions  and  paying  vendor  invoices  are 
two  functions  that  should  be  performed  routinely  and  expeditiously. 
The  procedures  should  be  designed  to  provide  assurance  that  the  Town 
has  received  the  goods  or  services  before  the  related  invoices  are  paid. 
At  the  present  time,  however,  the  School  Department  business  office 
system  for  following  up  unfilled  requisitions  and  unpaid  invoices  is 
quite  cumbersome.  We  recommend  that  the  business  office  adopt  the 
following  filing  procedures: 

Maintain  open  requisitions  in  numerical  sequence.  Periodically, 
personnel  in  the  business  office  should  review  older  requisitions  to 
determine  whether  the  amount  should  remain  encumbered  or  the 
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purchase  order  has  been  or  should  be  cancelled.  This  is  particularly 
important  at  the  end  of  a  fiscal  year. 

•  Remove  completed  requisitions  from  the  open  file  and  file 
them  numerically  in  a  closed  requisition  file. 

•  Notify  the  applicable  school  location  when  an  invoice  is  re¬ 
ceived  and  file  the  invoice  by  due  date.  Approximately  one 
week  before  the  due  date,  business  office  personnel  should 
review  the  file  and  follow  up  on  data  needed  to  process  those 
invoices  that  have  not  been  paid.  Invoices  that  cannot  be 
processed  by  the  due  date  because  the  supporting  documen¬ 
tation  is  missing  should  be  placed  in  an  overdue  file  and  a 
listing  of  overdue  invoices  should  be  sent  to  respective  school 
principals  for  responsive  action.  This  review  of  invoices  should 
minimize  the  number  of  invoices  that  are  processed  late. 

Discounts  offered  by  suppliers  are  lost  because  the  School  Depart¬ 
ment  delays  processing  invoices.  In  a  test  of  two  hundred  disbursements 
selected  randomly,  we  found  eight  instances  in  which  a  discount  was 
available.  In  each  instance,  however,  the  discount  was  not  taken.  Although 
the  amount  of  discounts  lost  was  only  $28.03,  it  is  statistically  probable 
that  the  total  amount  of  lost  discounts  during  the  period  we  examined 
was  substantially  greater.  We  believe  expedient  processing  of  invoices 
with  discounts  adds  no  cost  to  the  Town.  Therefore,  we  recommend  that 
these  invoices  be  processed  quickly  and  the  discounts  be  taken. 

Requisitions 

As  a  result  of  our  review  of  procedures  for  the  processing  of  requi¬ 
sitions,  we  concluded  that  the  written  procedures  are  satitsfactory. 
However,  our  tests  revealed  that  in  many  instances  the  School  Depart¬ 
ment  is  not  following  the  written  procedures.  Our  tests  revealed  21 
instances  (10%%)  in  which  the  initial  contact  with  the  vendor  was  not 
a  purchase  order  (or  requisition  in  the  case  of  textbooks).  Although 
the  General  Manager  is  the  only  official  duly  authorized  by  law  to 
purchase  materials  other  than  textbooks,  in  actual  practice,  we  found 
numerous  instances  in  which  School  Department  employees  were  con¬ 
tacting  vendors.  This  is  a  highly  undersirable  condition.  First,  the  prac¬ 
tice  is  not  permitted  by  the  Town’s  by-laws.  Second,  the  power  to  obligate 
the  Town  should  be  centralized  and  controlled.  Third,  the  practice  can 
lead  to  an  overexpenditure,  as  was  the  case  in  the  Revolving  Music 
Funds  during  fiscal  1975. 

Nevertheless,  we  recognize  that  there  are  occasions,  such  as  school 
emergencies  and  lunch  program  food  purchases,  when  it  is  not  practical 
to  use  formal  requisitioning  procedures.  A  heating  problem,  for  example, 
obviously  demands  immediate  action.  The  administration  office  has 
written  definitive  guidelines  for  those  purchases  that  may  be  placed  by 
telephone  contact  with  a  vendor.  These  guidelines,  which  have  been 
given  to  all  administrators  within  the  school  system,  provide  that  all 
such  purchases  must  be  placed  through  the  business  office.  The  problem, 
however,  is  that  these  administrators  have  not  been  following  the 
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guidelines  in  every  instance.  We  therefore  urge  that  greater  attention 
be  paid  to  policing  compliance  with  the  guidelines. 

Receiving  Reports 

Tardy  completion  of  receiving  reports  is  another  reason  for  delays 
in  processing  invoices.  We  found  that  once  materials  have  been  received 
by  the  schools,  there  is  a  tendency  to  defer  preparing  receiving  reports. 
In  addition,  we  found  that  the  person  who  requisitions  the  materials 
is  usuallly  the  person  who  attests  that  the  Town  has  received  the 
materials.  A  soundly  conceived  system  requires  that  the  person  who 
attests  that  the  materials  have  been  received  be  a  different  person  than 
the  one  who  has  requisitioned  the  materials.  The  Town  should  not  be 
confronted  with  a  condition  which  makes  it  possible  for  a  person  to 
both  requisition  and  receive  materials.  Therefore,  we  strongly  recom¬ 
mend  that  the  person  who  receives  materials  should  not  be  the  same 
person  who  requisitioned  them. 

There  are  two  ways  in  which  the  receiving  function  could  be 
improved.  First,  the  School  Department  should  consider  the  feasibility 
of  a  central  receiving  area.  A  central  receiving  area  would  be  desirable 
because  it  does  provide  the  segregation  of  responsibilities  referred  to 
in  the  preceding  paragraph.  However,  it  would  require  a  study  of  the 
implementation  and  operating  costs  and  potential  problems  to  determine 
whether  a  central  receiving  area  is  feasible.  Such  a  study  was  beyond 
the  scope  of  this  report.  However,  due  to  the  nature  of  school  purchases 
wherein  many  materials  are  received  before  the  start  of  the  school  year, 
a  central  receiving  area  may  not  be  practical  unless  it  is  run  in  con¬ 
junction  with  other  Town  departments. 

If  a  central  receiving  area  proves  impractical,  consideration  should 
be  given  to  designating  one  person,  possibly  a  clerical  assistant,  to  be 
in  charge  of  receiving  at  each  school.  No  other  person  would  be  auth¬ 
orized  to  receive  goods  for  the  Town  at  that  particular  school.  The 
person  who  receives  materials  should  be  one  who  has  no  authority  to 
make  requisitions. 

The  second  recommendation .  is  to  use  a  receiving  report  with  at 
least  three  copies.  After  the  form  is  completed  and  signed  upon  receipt 
of  goods,  one  copy  should  be  maintained  at  the  school.  Another  copy 
should  be  filed  at  the  school  business  office  and  the  third  copy  should 
be  attached  to  invoices  that  are  sent  to  Town  Hall  for  payment. 

Clerical  Procedures 

In  connection  with  our  tests  oi  200  disbursements,  we  followed  the 
flow  of  transactions  through  the  system.  To  do  so,  we  requested  support¬ 
ing  documentation  from  applicable  Town  departments.  The  details  of 
(differences  we  found  are  shown  in  Exhibit  I. 

A.  There  was  one  instance  (V2%)  in  which  a  copy  of  a  purchase 
requisition  could  not  be  located  by  the  General  Manager’s 
office.  It  appears  that  this  purchase  requisition  was  never 
prepared. 
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B.  There  were  30  instances  (15%)  in  which  there  was  no  evi¬ 
dence  that  the  Town  Accountant  had  approved  payment  of 
invoices. 

C.  There  were  2  instances  (1%)  in  which  a  receiving  report 
could  not  be  located  at  the  School  Department. 

The  approval  procedure  of  the  Town  Accountant  calls  for  him  to 
review  each  invoice  and  then  hand  them  to  a  clerk  who  rubber  stamps 
the  approval. 

The  items  for  which  receiving  reports  could  not  be  located  were 
charged  to  school  instruction  supplies  and  textbooks.  Both  items  were 
paid  for  in  the  spring  of  1975.  These  items  were  textbooks  which  do  not 
have  serial  numbers  or  any  other  means  of  specific  identification.  Accor¬ 
dingly,  we  were  not  able  to  determine  if  these  items  were  actually 
received. 

At  the  completion  of  our  field  work  on  April  23,  there  was  a  sub¬ 
stantial  amount  of  documentation  missing  from  the  files.  However, 
personnel  in  the  General  Manager’s  office  and  in  the  School  Department 
have  made  a  concerted  effort  to  locate  the  missing  documentation  since 
that  date  and,  as  a  result,  much  of  the  documentation  has  since  been 
located.  We  appreciate  the  effort  since  the  original  number  of  excep¬ 
tions  has  been  reduced  significantly  to  the  amount  reported  above.  Of 
course,  the  adequacy  of  the  filing  systems  is  questionable  due  to  the 
difficulties  which  we  encountered  and  we  would  encourage  all  depart¬ 
ments  to  be  as  conscientious  as  possible  in  filing  documentation  so  that 
it  is  easily  retrieved. 

We  know  that  our  testing  occurred  at  an  unusual  time.  Legal  au¬ 
thorities  had  requested  and  received  certain  documentation  in  investigat¬ 
ing  the  alleged  criminal  matter.  It  is  possible,  therefore,  that  the  data 
had  not  been  returned  or  had  not  been  refiled.  Also,  some  School  Depart¬ 
ment  data  may  have  been  missing  as  a  result  of  a  recent  relocation 
of  the  administrative  office.  Any  of  these  causes,  however,  is  not  an 
appropriate  reason.  A  record  should  be  made  when  files  are  removed. 
The  filing  and  clerical  procedures  should  be  strong  enough  to  result  in 
retention  of  all  records  required  of  municipalities. 

Propriety  of  Disbursements 

One  of  our  test  procedures  was  to  determine  if  each  disbursement 
was  proper,  was  supported  by  adequate  documentation,  and  was  charged 
to  the  proper  appropriation  account.  In  the  course  of  our  testing,  we 
noted  the  following  items: 

1.  Pursuant  to  an  unwritten  policy,  the  Town  pays  the  home 
telephone  bills  of  certain  employees  both  within  and  with¬ 
out  the  School  Department.  However,  there  is  confusion  as 
to  whether  the  policy  provides  for  payment  of  the  entire 
telephone  bill  or  only  the  basic  monthly  charge.  The  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools  submits  his  entire  telephone  bill,  which 
we  understand  includes  both  his  business  and  personal  calls. 
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We  recommend  that  the  Town  adopt  a  written  policy  to 
clearly  state  the  extent  of  reimbursable  telephone  calls 
and  adopt  procedures  to  assure  compliance  with  a  uniform 
practice  throughout  the  Town. 

2.  One  disbursement  for  $40  was  made  based  upon  a  check 
for  the  estimated  cost  of  a  capping  ceremony  for  practical 
nurses.  The  actual  cost  was  $10  in  excess  of  the  estimate 
and  an  additional  disbursement  was  made.  In  neither  in¬ 
stance  did  the  School  Department  furnish  an  actual  expense 
report.  We  recommend  that  this  type  of  disbursement  be 
handled  either  through  the  normal  purchasing  procedures 
or  through  a  petty  cash  advance.  In  either  case,  however, 
an  expense  report  should  be  submitted  to  support  the  dis¬ 
bursement. 

3.  We  noted  two  instances  of  duplicate  payments  which  origi¬ 
nated  in  the  School  Department.  In  each  case,  the  Town 
became  aware  of  the  duplicate  payment  only  when  notified 
by  the  payee,  and  as  a  result  of  that  notification,  no  funds 
were  lost  by  the  Town.  The  most  serious  was  a  duplicate 
payment  of  $3,800  to  the  Town  of  Dedham  under  Chapter 
766.  The  duplicate  payment  of  invoices  demonstrates  that 
personnel  must  be  more  careful  in  processing  and  approv¬ 
ing  invoices. 

We  noted  that  the  first  payment  to  the  Town  of  Dedham 
was  made  on  June  10,  1975,  and  the  second  payment  on 
June  18,  1975.  Since  there  was  not  a  significant  time  span 
between  payments,  it  is  reasonable  to  conclude  that  a  closer 
review  would  have  disclosed  that  the  second  invoice  was  a 
duplicate. 

The  other  duplicate  payment  was  made  to  Prentice-Hall, 
and  the  check  was  returned  to  the  Town.  Rather  than  void¬ 
ing  the  check,  it  was  deposited  in  the  Town’s  checking 
account  by  the  Treasurer’s  Office  by  typing  “Town  of  Nor¬ 
wood”  as  second  payee.  This,  we  believe,  demonstrates  that 
checks  are  not  always  properly  prepared  by  the  Town 
Accountant’s  Office.  Sound  business  practice  requires  that 
checks  be  prepared  in  such  a  manner  as  to  make  it  difficult 
to  type  a  second  payee  on  a  check.  Therefore,  we  recom¬ 
mend  that  the  procedure  for  check  preparation  be  revised 
so  that  it  is  difficult  to  alter  a  check. 

4.  One  disbursement  was  a  reimbursement  for  expenses  con¬ 
nected  with  as  authorized  convention.  In  our  examination 
of  supporting  documentation,  we  noted  that  a  receipt  for 
two  days’  lunches  was  dated  before  the  second  day  of  the 
convention.  The  expense  report  was  approved  by  three  em¬ 
ployees  of  the  School  Department  and  the  difference  in  dates 
was  not  questioned. 
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This  example  demonstrates  that  personnel  approving  in¬ 
voices  or  requisitions  may  not  be  scrutinizing  them  as  they 
should.  Personnel  may  rely  too  much  on  the  fact  that  more 
than  one  approval  is  required.  We  recommend  that  greater 
care  be  taken  during  the  approval  process.  We  further 
recommend  that  approvals  be  made  in  writing  rather  than 
by  rubber-stamping  invoices. 

School  Payroll 

In  connection  with  our  review  of  school  payroll  procedures,  we 
found  that  electronic  data  processing  equipment  is  used  to  prepare 
payroll  registers.  However,  the  computer  is  used  mainly  for  its  printing 
capability  rather  than  for  its  calculating  capability.  At  the  beginning 
of  each  school  year,  the  payroll  and  related  withholdings  are  computed 
manually  and  a  master  file  is  prepared  based  upon  this  manual  com¬ 
putation. 

To  derive  maximum  benefit  from  data  processing  equipment,  we 
suggest  that  the  School  Department  use  a  computer  program  for  pay¬ 
roll  computation.  This  program,  however,  must  be  sufficient  to  process 
both  salaried  and  hourly  payrolls.  The  master  file  must  be  set  up  in 
a  manner  that  ensures  all  applicable  data  is  entered  into  the  system. 
However,  once  a  master  file  is  established,  clerical  procedures  would  be 
reduced  to  instituting  changes  to.  the  master  file  and  entering  the  num¬ 
ber  of  hours  worked  by  employees  paid  on  an  hourly  basis. 

We  further  noted  that  the  payroll  supervisor  manually  summarizes 
payroll  registers.  We  understand  that  our  recommendation  that  the 
payroll  program  be  changed  so  that  summaries  are  accumulated  and 
printed  by  the  electronic  data  processing  equipment  has  already  been 
implemented. 

In  a  test  of  50  payroll  disbursements,  we  noted  that  the  School 
Department  did  not  have  exemption  forms  for  any  school  employees. 
These  forms  were  maistained  in  the  past,  but  were  discarded  in  the 
move  to  the  new  administrative  offices  at  the  Winslow  School. 

We  recommend  that  appropriate  action  be  taken  to  obtain  authority 
from  each  employee  for  amounts  withheld.  This  could  be  accomplished 
by  including  blank  forms  with  each  paycheck  issued  in  the  next  payroll. 
A  note  could  accompany  the  forms  requesting  that  they  be  completed 
and  returned  to  the  school  administration  office  as  soon  as  possible.  We 
recommend  that  the  forms  be  filed  in  a  safe  place,  possibly  in  the 
employee’s  personnel  records. 

Fixed  Assets 

The  Town  does  account  for  fixed  assets  in  the  general  ledger.  Ac¬ 
counting  for  fixed  assets  presently  is  not  required  by  the  Bureau  of 
Acounts  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation. 
However,  some  purposes  for  recording  fixed  assets  are  to  provide  for 
physical  and  dollar-value  control,  to  account  for  capital  expenditures 
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over  the  years  and  to  assist  in  determining  the  adequacy  of  insurance 
coverage. 

Accordingly,  we  recommend  that  records  be  established  to  account 
for  fixed  assets.  One  possible  system  would  involve  the  use  of  subsidiary 
ledger  cards  for  each  piece  o.f  property.  Another  would  involve  the  use 
of  electronic  data  processing  for  storage  of  the  information  on  a  master 
file.  In  either  case,  information  should  include  a  description,  serial  or 
identification  number,  original  cost  or  market  value  if  donated,  date 
of  purchase,  vendor  and  physical  location.  The  records  should  be  updated 
for  purchases  and  sales  or  trade-ins  and  compared  annually  by  a  physical 
count. 

We  realize  that  the  School  Department  has  a  physical  inventory 
listing  of  capital  items  which  have  been  assigned  serially  numbered 
tags.  Although  this  master  listing  does  not  include  all  of  the  necessary 
information  as  discussed  above,  it  represents  a  good  beginning  for  the 
accumulation  of  fixed  asset  records. 

Cash  Receipts 

Cash  received  as  reimbursement  for  school  programs  is  processed 
by  the  Town  Treasurer.  In  turn,  he  notifies  the  Town  Accountant  on 
a  weekly  basis  and  the  Town  Accountant  posts  the  accounting  records. 
The  School  Department,  however,  it  not  notified.  For  purposes  of  bud¬ 
geting  and  determining  the  actual  cost  to  the  Town  for  school  programs, 
we  recommend  that  the  Town  Treasurer  notify  the  School  Department 
as  soon  as  reimbursements  for  school  programs  have  been  received. 

We  also  suggest  that  the  School  Department  prepare  a  listing  of 
those  reimbursements  it  wishes  to.  monitor.  If  such  a  list  were  fur¬ 
nished  the  Town  Treasurer,  he  could  report  such  receipts  to  the  School 
Department. 

Void  Checks 

In  the  course  of  our  testing  we  noted  that  the  Treasurer’s  office 
voids  checks  by  writing  “VOID”  on  the  face  of  the  check.  As  an  ad¬ 
ditional  control,  we  recommend  that  the  signature  block  be  torn  from 
the  check  when  it  is  voided. 


Budgets 

The  Town  uses  traditional  budgeting  techniques  for  both  preparing 
and  evaluating  the  annual  budget.  The  traditional  approach  of  a  munici¬ 
pality  in  preparing  a  budget  is  to  modify  the  prior  year’s  budget  for 
cost  increases  and  the  costs  of  any  new  programs  or  services.  The  under¬ 
lying  assumption  is  that  the  prior  year’s  budget  was  accurate  and 
responsive  to  the  needs  of  the  municipality.  However,  the  traditional 
budget  process  does  not  have  any  means  to  measure  either  the  produc¬ 
tivity  of  or  the  need  for  the  different  programs  and  services. 

A  technique  that  municipalities  have  begun  to  use  is  known  as 
performance  budgeting.  The  basic  goal  of  performance  budgeting  is  to

evaluate  budgets  by  work  performance.  The  evaluation  of  budgets  for 
a  department  based  upon  work  performance  could  result  in  a  change 
in  the  amounts  or  reallocations  of  amounts  within  a  budget.  The  use 
of  this  technique  should,  after  a  few  years,  result  in  budgets  based  upon 
true  estimates  of  upcoming  costs  as  opposed  to  modifications  of  prior 
year  costs.  This  technique,  however,  is  difficult  to  implement  since  the 
work  standards  and  the  measurement  of  such  standards  will  be  dif¬ 
ferent  for  each  department. 

The  implementation  of  a  new  budget  system  will  very  likely  require 
significant  expenditures  of  both  money  and  time.  We  have  not  evaluated 
the  extent  of  the  additional  costs  and  time  since  this  was  not  within 
the  scope  of  our  engagement.  We  make  these  recommendations  for 
change,  however,  because  we  believe  in  the  long  run  a  more  sophisti¬ 
cated  budget  system  would  be  desirable  for  the  Town. 

We  recommend  that  the  School  Department  consider  using  per¬ 
formance  budgeting  techniques.  One  standard  of  measurement  which 
can  be  used  is  cost  per  pupil.  The  cost  per  pupil  analysis  should  be  done 
on  an  individual  program  basis  (e.g.,  basketball  program,  typing  classes, 
biology  classes,  etc.)  rather  than  just  the  total  school  budget.  This  will 
be  helpful  in  measuring  the  total  cost  of  each  of  the  different  programs. 
The  use  of  such  a  budgeting  technique  should  have  two  benefits:  (1) 
There  would  be  a  more  meaningful  evaluation  of  the  allocation  of  costs 
within  the  total  school  budget;  and  (2)  there  would  be  a  more  in-depth 
analysis  of  variances  between  budgeted  and  actual  expenditures.  Per¬ 
formance  budgeting  would  require  that  there  be  concern  over  the  com¬ 
ponents  of  the  budget  rather  than  just  the  total  budgeted  amounts. 

Members  of  the  School  Committee  have  indicated  a  need  for  more 
information  on  actual  and  budgeted  expenditures.  We  recommend  that 
the  School  Committee  and  School  administration  determine  an  acceptable 
limit  on  how  detailed  the  accountability  for  expenditures  should  be  main¬ 
tained  (i.e.,  appropriation  account,  school,  school  department,  individual 
item  within  an  appropriation  account).  If  performance  budgeting  tech¬ 
niques  were  adopted,  there  would  be  more  extensive  requirements  for 
allocation  of  expenditures  to  departments.  A  large  difference  would  be 
the  allocation  of  overhead  expense.  This  means  that  expenses  such  as 
utilities,  maintenance  and  transportation  would  be  allocated  to  each  of 
the  programs.  Once  the  information  requirements  have  been  agreed 
upon,  a  system  should  be  designed  to  provide  the  information  on  a  timely 
basis.  Again,  this  system  could  be  either  manual  through  the  use  of 
ledger  cards  or  processed  using  electronic  data  processing  equipment. 
However,  the  output  of  the  system  should  be  responsive  to  the  needs 
of  those  personnel  utilizing  the  data.  Mr.  Canter  has  stated  that  he  is 
presently  developing  a  budget  reporting  system.  Since  it  has  not  been 
completed,  we  have  not  reviewed  this  system;  however,  we  do  not 
believe  that  it  represents  a  change  as  significant  as  performance  bud¬ 
geting. 


REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMISSIO 


SPECIAL  PROBLEMS 
Problems  That  Led  To  Audit 


The  Finance  Commission  listed  four  problems  that  led  to  its  request 
for  an  audit.  We  discussed  these  problems  with  personnel  of  the  School 
Department  and  personnel  at  Town  Hall.  A  summary  of  the  results  of 
our  research  is  as  follows: 


Unpaid  Bills 

The  unpaid  bills  are  related  to  school  transportation  expenses,  util¬ 
ities  and  general  school  expenses.  The  school  transportation  expenses 
and  most  of  the  general  school  expenses  arose  before  Mr.  Canter  was 
employed  as  Administrative  Assistant  for  Business  Services.  In  addition, 
we  wish  to  point  out  that  Mr.  Canter  has  prepared  formal  procedures 
for  processing  and  accounting  for  school  requisitions  and  expenditures. 
In  our  opinion  these  formal  procedures  represent  a  significant  improve¬ 
ment  over  those  procedures  that  existed  at  the  time  that  the  unpaid 
bills  related  to  school  transportation  expenses  and  general  school  ex¬ 
penses  arose.  As  was  indicated  on  page  5  of  this  report,  there  are 
limitations  on  the  effectiveness  of  any  system  of  internal  control.  One 
of  the  significant  limitations  is  that  a  formal  accounting  procedure 
will  be  ineffective  if  there  are  no  provisions  for  enforcing  the  procedure. 
So  the  ultimate  test  of  the  effectiveness  of  Mr.  Canter’s  new  procedures 
in  eliminating  the  problem  will  not  be  know  n  until  after  June  30,  1976. 

The  unpaid  utility  "bills  occurred  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30,  1975.  The  School  Department  requested  $320,000  for  utilities.  As 
reflected  by  minutes  of  the  School  Committee,  the  School  Committee 
decreased  that  amount  to  $300,000  with  an  understanding  among  Com¬ 
mittee  members  that  if  more  money  were  needed,  the  School  Committee 
could  go  to  the  Finance  Commission  and  request  additional  funds.  The 
Finance  Commission  in  a  decision  that  apparently  was  shared  by  the 
School  Committee,  decreased  the  budgeted  amount  to  $250,000,  which 
was  recommended  to  and  approved  by  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

We  were  unable  to  document  the  process  by  which  the  budget  was 
reduced  from  $320,000  to  $250,000.  However,  based  on  our  discussions 
with  several  sources,  it  appears  that  several  factors  may  have  been 
considered  by  each  of  the  three  groups  in  a  different  manner.  These 
factors  were: 

1.  The  Winslow  and  Shattuck  Schools  were  in  the  process  of 
being  phased  out  as  school  buildings; 

2.  The  Town  was  constructing  a  new  junior  high  school  with 
an  electric  heating  system;  and 

3.  The  cost  of  oil  and  electricity  was  increasing  dramatically. 

During  the  latter  part  of  1974  and  early  1975,  it  became  apparent 
that  the  School  Department  would  need  an  additional  appropriation  for 
utilities.  At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  on  April  14,  1975,  an  additional 
appropriation  of  $75,000  was  approved.  However,  this  amount  was  still 
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not  enough  since  an  additional  appropriation  of  $81,775.85  was  approved 
on  November  17,  1975,  for  payment  of  utility  bills. 

We  inquired  of  School  Department  personnel  to  determine  the 
reasons  for  a  request  of  only  $75,000  on  April  14,  1975,  when  utility 
expenses  were  already  that  much  greater  than  the  original  appropriation 
with  two  and  one-half  months  still  remaining  in  the  fiscal  year.  Mr. 
Canter  told  us  that  the  School  Department  was  aware  that  the  $75,000 
appropriation  was  not  enough  to  last  through  June  30.  He  explained 
that  two  factors  influenced  the  School  Department  to  not  request  funds 
in  excess  of  $75,000.  First,  utility  expenses  had  fluctuated  due  to  a  prob¬ 
lem  with  the  heating  system  at  the  newly-constructed  Junior  High  School 
South.  Work  was  underway  to  solve  the  problems  and  to  decrease  utility 
expenditures.  Second,  there  were  only  two  and  one-half  months  remain¬ 
ing  in  the  fiscal  year.  It  was  Mr.  Canter’s  opinion  that  it  would  be 
better  to  wait  for  the  actual  expense  and  request  the  appropriation  after 
June  30  rather  than  to  request  additional  funds  based  on  an  estimate. 
The  School  Committee  apparently  agreed  with  Mr.  Canter’s  judgment. 

The  situation  which  has  been  presented  above  represents  a  violation 
of  the  appropriation  system.  The  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  provide  that  “No  department  financed  by  municipal 
revenue,  or  in  whole  or  in  part  by  taxation,  of  any  city  or  town  .  .  .  , 
shall  incur  a  liability  in  excess  of  the  appropriation  made  for  the  use 
of  such  department  .  .  .  except  in  cases  of  extreme  emergency  involving 
the  health  or  safety  of  persons  or  property  .  .  The  utility  bills  referred 
to  previously  are  in  fact  liabilities  incurred  in  excess  of  the  appropri¬ 
ation  and  as  such  are  improper.  Our  obvious  recommendation  is  that 
the  School  Department  must  be  more  cognizant  of  its  responsibility  for 
such  liabilities.  The  School  Department  cannot  knowingly  incur  any 
liabilities  which  result  in  expenditures  in  excess  of  its  appropriation. 
There  would  be  total  chaos  within  a  Town  if  all  departments  were  to 
operate  in  such  a  manner  whereby  the  appropriation  system  is  over¬ 
looked  or  ignored. 

The  appropriation  ledger  cards  show  that,  through  March  31,  1976, 
payments  of  $80,640.18  have  been  made  against  the  appropriation  for 
unpaid  bills  of  $81,775.85.  Of  this  total  $80,486.81,  or  99.8%,  of  the  pay¬ 
ments  were  made  to  the  Town  of  Norwood  Light  Department. 

Administrative  Salary  Supplementary  Appropriations 

In  November  1975,  a  special  Town  Meeting  appropriated  $28,000 
to  pay  for  school  administrative  salaries  during  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1976. 

The  conditions  that  led  to  the  request  for  an  additional  appropriation 
actually  began  in  June  1974.  According  to  Mr.  Umberto  Napoleone, 
Assistant  Superintendent  for  Elementary  Education,  enrollment  pro¬ 
jections  for  the  Willett  and  Callahan  Schools  for  the  school  year  that 
was  to  begin  in  September  1974  showed  several  classes  with  an  above 
average  number  of  pupils.  However,  the  decision  to  add  teachers  at 
these  schools  was  deferred  until  school  opened  in  September. 
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We  were  informed  that  in  September  the  School  Committee  received 
complaints  from  parents  of  overcrowding  in  classrooms,  particularly  at 
the  Willett  School.  Based  on  an  analysis  of  enrollment  prepared  by  Mr. 
Napoleone,  the  School  Committee  authorized  the  employment  of  one 
additional  teacher  at  both  the  Callahan  and  Willett  schools.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  also  authorized  employing  four  instructional  aides.  The  aides 
were  assigned  to  the  Callahan,  Willett,  Oldham,  and  Prescott  schools. 
At  the  time  when  the  additional  personnel  were  employed,  the  School 
Committee  did  not  consider  the  availability  of  funds. 

Early  in  1975,  Mr.  Canter,  in  a  review  of  salary  expenditures, 
realized  that  instructional  salaries  would  exceed  the  appropriated  amount. 
But  he  also  projected  that  the  administrative  salary  appropriation  would 
exceed  actual  expenditures  by  $33,000.  Based  upon  this  analysis,  the 
School  Committee  felt  that  a  request  for  an  additional  salary  appropri¬ 
ation  was  unnecessary  and  instead  requested  and  obtained  approval  of 
a  transfer  of  funds  among  salary  accounts.  The  transfers  were  autho¬ 
rized  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in  April  1975. 

In  making  his  analysis,  however,  Mr.  Canter  made  an  error.  He  did 
not  take  into  account  that  administrative  salaries  are  paid  in  two  ways. 
Some  administrators  are  paid  on  a  fiscal  year  of  July  1  to  June  30. 
Others  are  paid  in  the  same  method  as  teachers’  salaries,  from  Septem¬ 
ber  to  June  with  payments  through  August.  Therefore,  funds  must  be 
available  at  June  30  to  pay  certain  administrative  salaries  for  July  and 
August. 

In  August  1975,  no  funds  remained  from  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30,  1975  appropriation  to  pay  administrative  salaries.  This  was  due  to 
the  transfer  made  in  April.  Therefore,  administrative  salaries  had  to 
be  paid  from  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1976  appropriation.  This  led 
to  an  anticipated  shortage  in  the  administrative  salary  appropriation 
for  fiscal  1976  and  the  request  for  an  additional  appropriation  of  $28,000 
for  administrative  salaries.  A  Special  Town  Meeting  in  November  1975 
appropriated  the  funds. 

At  the  time  this  happened,  the  Town  Accountant  questioned  the 
School  Department  as  to  what  effect  this  would  have  on  the  1975-1976 
budget.  In  a  letter  dated  August  4,  1975,  the  Town  Accountant  wrote: 

“.  .  .  It  is  my  understanding  that  in  the  past,  sufficient  funds 
were  included  in  the  previous  fiscal  year’s  budget  to  pay 
the  teachers  and  administrators  through  August  31st  even 
though  the  fiscal  year  ended  on  June  30th  each  year.  The 
salary  appropriations  have  been  carried  forward  on  June 
30th  to  take  care  of  this  situation. 

“Before  paying  this  payroll,  I  would  like  to  know  if  funds 
were  included  in  the  1974-1975  fiscal  year  to  pay  salaries 
through  August  31st  for  the  administrators,  superintendent 
and  assistant  superintendents. 
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“If  funds  were  included  and  have  been  spent  for  other  pur¬ 
poses,  what  effect  wil  these  charges  have  on  the  1976  school 
budget?” 

The  Superintendent  of  Schools  replied  in  part  in  a  letter  dated 
August  8,  1975,  .  .  .  Your  understanding  is  correct  that  sufficient  funds 

were  included  in  the  previous  fiscal  year’s  budget  to  pay  the  teachers 
and  administrators  through  August  31,  1975  even  though  the  fiscal  year 
ended  on  June  30,  1975  .  .  .  The  salaries  of  other  Administrators  are  on 
a  school  year  of  September  1  through  June  30  with  payments  through 
August  31  of  a  given  year.  Necessary  funds  to  cover  this  were  appro¬ 
priated  and  were  to  be  encumbered  to  complete  these  five  summer  pay¬ 
ments. 

However,  through  a  misunderstanding  a  transfer  of  some  $33,000 
from  this  account  was  made  in  April  to  offset  other  accounts.  It  will 
now  be  necessary  for  the  School  Committee  to  request  this  amount  at 
the  next  Special  Town  Meeting  when  salaries  are  considered,  so  that 
the  Administration  account  will  be  sufficient  to  cover  the  fiscal  year 
1975-1976  . .  ” 

The  Superintendent’s  reply  is  misleading  because  it  overlooks  the 
primary  issue  which  was  that  monies  were  to  be  expended  which  were 
in  excess  of  the  appropriation.  An  explanation  which  was  offered  was 
that  the  funds  had  originally  been  appropriated  but  had  been  trans¬ 
ferred  to  another  account  by  the  vote  of  a  Special  Town  Meeting.  In 
this  instance,  salaries  for  the  fiscal  year  1974-75  were  charged  against 
the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  1975-76  because  there  were  no  funds 
remaining  in  the  1974-75  appropriation.  This  is  another  instance  whereby 
the  General  Laws  cited  on  page  30  of  this  report  have  been  violated.  The 
General  Laws  regarding  municipal  accounting  mandate  that  each  year 
stand  on  its  own  and  appropriations  of  one  year  cannot  be  used  to  dis¬ 
charge  liabilities  of  another  year.  We  recommend  that  the  School  De¬ 
partment  be  more  cognizant  of  its  responsibility  for  such  liabilities. 
The  School  Department  cannot  knowingly  incur  any  liabilities  which 
result  in  expenditures  in  excess  of  its  appropriation. 

In  this  situation,  the  Town  Accountant  has  the  authority  under  the 
General  Laws  to  disallow  any  claim  for  payment  in  excess  of  an  appro¬ 
priation  until  the  Town  has  made  provision  for  its  payment.  However, 
the  Town  Accountant  felt  he  had  good  reasons  to  approve  these  pay¬ 
ments  because: 

1.  The  Town  has  a  contractual  and  moral  obligation  to  pay 
these  administrative  salaries. 

2.  Non-payment  of  these  salaries  could  have  resulted  in  a  legal 
action  against  the  Town  which  would  be  both  expensive 
and  inconvenient. 

We  believe  that  the  Town  Accountant  should  have  pursued  the 
matter  with  Town  Counsel  to  determine  whether  payment  of  these 
administrative  salaries  was  legal.  In  our  view,  notwithstanding  the

practical  problems  which  are  mentioned,  the  payments  should  not  have 
been  made  without  a  prior  determination  of  their  legality. 

Duplicate  Appropriation  of  Chapter  766  Funds 

During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1975,  the  School  Department 
was  notified  that  Norwood  would  receive  $286,660  under  the  Chapter  766 
Special  Needs  Program.  According  to  the  Act  passed  on  June  25,  1975, 
there  are  two  methods  of  accounting  for  reimbursements: 

1.  Reimbursement  may  be  applied  as  an  offset  against  bud¬ 
geted  expenditures  and  placed  in  a  separate  account. 

2.  If  the  reimbursement  were  not  offset  against  the  budgeted 
expenditures,  such  reimbursement  should  be  included  in 
estimated  receipts. 

Below  is  an  example  of  each  method  based  on  the  following 
assumptions: 

(a)  Total  budgeted  expenditures  —  $500,00 

(b)  Estimated  reimbursement  —  $100,000

In  both  cases  the  reimbursement  is  received  by  the  Town  Treasurer 
from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  However,  when  the  reim¬ 
bursement  is  offset  (Method  ft 1 ),  the  amount  is  recorded  in  a  separate 
account  and  expenditures  are  charged  directly  to  the  account.  When  the 
reimbursement  is  not  offset  (Method  ft 2 ),  the  amount  is  added  to  general 
fund  revenue  and  expenditures  are  charged  against  the  appropriation. 

In  fiscal  1975,  the  Town  received  Chapter  766  reimbursement  of 
$158,244.  The  amount  was  treated  as  an  offset  against  budgeted  appro¬ 
priations  and  a  separate  account  was  established.  The  School  Department 
was  allowed  to  spend  this  money  without  further  appropriation  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  law  noted  above. 

In  its  budget  for  fiscal  year  1976,  the  School  Department  offset 
Chapter  766  instructional  salaries  by  $148,416.  This  represented  the  esti¬ 
mated  amount  still  to  be  received  of  $128,416  ($286,660  less  $158,244) 
and  $20,000  which  was  estimated  to  be  the  remaining  unspent  balance 
of  the  original  receipt.  The  amount  of  $128,416  also  appeared  on  the 
Cherry  Sheet  as  the  estimated  reimbursement  from  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts.

This  budget  was  presented  by  the  School  Committee  to  the  Finance 
Commission.  The  Finance  Commission  suggested  that  the  appropriation 
request  should  be  shown  gross  and  the  estimated  reimbursement  treated 
as  an  estimated  receipt.  This  would  ensure  that  the  money  would  be 
available  immediately  instead  of  waiting  for  the  reimbursement  from 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  The  School  Committee  concurred 
with  the  Finance  Commission  recommendation. 

In  July  1975,  the  Board  of  Assessors  was  preparing  the  tax  recapitu¬ 
lation  sheet.  In  that  connection,  and  to  comply  with  state  law,  the  Board 
requested  a  certification  of  Chapter  766  appropriations  from  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools.  Dr.  Coakley  certified  that  the  total  amount  of 
monies  included  for  Chapter  766  in  the  School  Department  budget  for 
fiscal  1975-1976  was  $637,039.  However,  his  letter  did  not  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  law  since  the  reimbursable  amount  was  not 
described.  A  second  certification  was  prepared  stating,  “.  .  .  the  total 
amount  of  monies  included  for  Chapter  766  in  the  School  Department 
budget  for  fiscal  1975-1976  is  $637,039.  The  Cherry  Sheet  has  indicated 
reimbursable  monies  in  the  amount  of  $128,416.  Thus,  it  appears  that 
a  total  o.f  $765,455  is  being  made  available  for  said  purpose.” 

Town  officials  then  met  with  a  representative  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation  so  that  the 
tax  rate  could  be  approved.  When  he  examined  the  certification  of  Chap¬ 
ter  766  funds,  he  was  unsure  as  to  the  meaning  o.f  the  letter,  since  he 
noted  that  the  estimated  reimbursement  had  been  classified  as  an  esti¬ 
mated  receipt  on  the  tax  recapitulation  sheet.  A  telephone  call  was 
placed  to  Dr.  Coakley  to  resolve  the  uncertainty.  Based  upon  his  mis¬ 
understanding  of  the  differing  treatment  on  the  tax  recapitulation  sheet 
for  each  method,  he  stated  that  the  total  budget  was  $765,455.  He  con¬ 
firmed  this  in  a  letter  to  Mr.  Drummey  oi  the  Board  of  Assessors  on 
July  29,  1975.  The  letter  stated,  "...  I  would  have  you  know  that  the 
total  amount  of  monies  included  for  Chapter  766  in  the  School  Depart¬ 
ment  budget  for  fiscal  1975-1976  was  calculated  at  $765,455.  The  actual 
figure  that  we  are  including  for  purposes  of  appropriation  is  $637,039 
as  we  anticipate  receipt  of  $128,416  indicated  as  reimbursable  monies 
on  the  current  Cherry  Sheet.” 

The  representative  of  the  Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation, 
based  on  the  above  information,  which  was  in  error,  informed  the  As¬ 
sessor’s  office  that  appropriations  would  have  to  be  increased  by  $128,416, 
despite  the  fact  that  the  original  appropriation  for  Chapter  766  had 
already  included  the  $128,416.  This  had  to  be  done  since  the  reimburse¬ 
ment  was  also  included  in  estimated  receipts.  However,  he  also  allowed 
the  Assessors  to  increase  estimated  receipts  by  $100,000  and  to  decrease 
the  overlay  by  $28,416.  The  tax  rate  remained  the  same. 

As  a  result  oJ  the  change  made  at  the  Bureau  of  Corporations  and 
Taxation,  the  Town  Accountant,  Mr.  Bartley  Connolly,  increased  the 
Chapter  766  budgeted  appropriations  by  $128,416  in  October  1975.  This 
was  possible  without  the  approval  of  a  Town  Meeting  since  the  law  says 
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that  any  reimbursement  shall  be  applied  by  the  School  Committee  solely 
to  the  costs  of  programs  provided  far  under  this  Chapter  without  further 
appropriation.  In  his  review  of  the  appropriation  total  at  October  31, 
1975,  Mr.  Canter  noted  the  increase  and  advised  Mr.  Connolly  that  the 
School  Committee,  on  the  advice  of  the  Finance  Commission,  included 
the  amount  in  its  appropriation  rather  than  using  the  reimbursements 
when  received.  Mr.  Connolly  replied  to  Mr.  Canter  and  explained  the 
events  leading  to  his  posting  of  the  additional  $128,416  to  the  appropri¬ 
ation  balance. 

Mr.  Connolly  also  wrote  to  Mr.  Gordon  McGill,  State  Director  of 
Account,  advising  him  of  what  had  happened  and  asking  for  his  advice 
on  an  appropriate  action  to  be  taken  to  correct  the  accounts.  Mr.  McGill 
replied  that  the  Town  should  reduce  the  appropriation  and  increase 
revenue  by  $128,416.  This  adjustment  was  reflected  in  the  appropriation 
balances  at  December  31,  1975. 

At  the  same  time  this  situation  was  being  discussed,  the  School  De¬ 
partment  became  aware  that  an  additional  appropriation  would  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  meet  Chapter  766  requirements.  They  withdrew  their  request 
for  an  additional  $50,000,  however,  because  they  rationalized  that  since 
the  $128,416  was  already  in  their  appropriation,  they  had  the  right  to 
expend  these  funds.  This  is  another  instance  o.f  the  appropriation  system 
not  being  understood.  Although  the  School  Department  was  aware  that 
there  was  something  incorrect  with  the  increase  in  the  appropriation, 
they  were  still  considering  spending  the  additional  amount.  Again,  we 
recommend  that  the  appropriation  system  be  clearly  understood  and 
implemented.  In  summary,  this  means  that  liabilities  cannot  be  incurred 
prior  to  the  funds  being  appropriated.  In  this  case,  there  never  was  an 
appropriation  available  for  expenditure. 

Based  upon  our  review  of  the  circumstances  that  led  to  the  duplicate 
appropriation,  we  have  concluded  that: 

•  There  was  no  effect  o.n  the  tax  rate  for  fiscal  1975-1976,  and 
there  will  be  no  effect  on  future  tax  rates  unless  actual 
abatements  exceed  the  estimated  overlay. 

•  No  money  was  received  directly  by  the  School  Department. 
Reimbursement  was  made  to  the  Town  Treasurer  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

•  There  was  no  intentional  attempt  to  acquire  an  additional 
appropriation  for  Chapter  766  expenditures.  The  problem 
arose  because  of  a  misunderstanding  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools  as  to  the  treatment  of  the  $128,416  “reimburse¬ 
ment.” 

Winslow  School  Renovations 

During  fiscal  year  1975-1976,  the  School  Department  consolidated  its 
administrative  offices  at  the  Winslow  School.  This  was  done  to  provide 
more  efficient  organization  by  consolidation  of  administrative  personnel 
in  one  building.  This  move  had  been  contemplated  by  the  School  Com- 
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mittee  for  some  time  and  was  contingent  upon  the  School  Committee 
acceptance  of  an  allocation  of  building  space  that  was  being  done  by 
Dr.  Coakley. 

The  School  Department  budget  for  fiscal  1975-1976  made  no  specific 
request  for  expenses  that  would  be  required  for  the  move.  In  the  repairs 
and  maintenance  budget,  there  was  a  request  for  $11,620  for  the  Winislow 
School  with  the  notation  that  the  building  would  not  be  used  as  a  school 
building.  The  total  amount  of  the  request  was  determined  from  a  listing 
showing  the  type  of  expenditures  anticipated.  The  School  Committee 
told  us  that  this  listing  was  needed  bo.th  to  serve  as  a  guide  in  arriving 
at  the  school  total  and  to  answer  questions  that  might  be  asked  at  the 
Town  Meeting.  This  was  also  the  repairs  and  maintenance  budget  for 
the  Winslow  School  which  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

When  Dr.  Coakley  submitted  a  space  allocation  that  was  acceptable 
to  the  School  Committee,  the  Committee  requested  Mr.  Canter  to  esti¬ 
mate  the  cost  of  the  move.  Mr.  Canter  prepared  a  listing  which  showed 
an  estimated  cost  of  $7,600,  including  approximately  $1,100  for  telephone 
installation.  This  amount  was  included  in  the  budget  under  Continuing 
Fees  and  Services  carried  forward  from  fiscal  1975.  The  School  Com¬ 
mittee,  based  on  the  aforementioned  data,  authorized  the  move  since 
there  was  enough  money  available  in  the  total  Winslow  School  repairs 
and  maintenance  budget. 

In  the  course  of  the  move,  some  problems  developed.  Paint  was 
absorbed  into  the  walls;  three  coats  of  paint  were  needed  instead  of  the 
one  coat  that  was  anticipated.  Anticipated  repairs  and  maintenance  were 
extended  to  put  the  building  into  a  condition  necessary  to  accommodate 
the  increased  number  of  personnel.  The  original  plan  which  would 
utilize  School  Department  personnel  to  accomplish  the  move  was  aban¬ 
doned  when  the  furniture  and  equipment  proved  too  cumbersome  for 
School  Department  personnel.  All  of  these  factors  resulted  in  an  in¬ 
crease  in  the  moving  costs  charged  to  the  maintenance  and  repairs 
budget. 

The  total  cost  charged  to  the  repairs  and  maintenance  budget  of  the 
Winslow  School,  not  including  the  telephone  installation,  was  $13,996. 
This  resulted  in  an  overexpenditure  of  the  Winslow  School  budgeted 
amount,  but  not  of  the  total  repairs  and  maintenance  appropriation.  The 
following  is  the  detail  of  the  budget  and  the  actual  expenditures:

There  were  some  items  in  the  budget  which  were  not  performed 
while  there  were  some  expenditures  which  were  not  included  in  the 
original  budget.  These  additional  expenditures  were  not  approved  in 
advance  by  the  Board  oi  Selectmen  as  is  required.  In  addition,  one  of 
the  items  —  the  moving  expense  —  is  not  a  proper  charge  to  the  repairs 
and  maintenance  account.  Finally,  expenditures  were  in  excess  of  the 
budgeted  amount  for  the  Winslow  School  and  the  project  is  not  yet 
complete.  There  still  will  be  funds  expended  for  the  roof  repair,  in¬ 
sulation  of  the  attic  and  the  locker  room  for  the  ground  crew. 

The  preceding  paragraph  outlines  violations  either  of  the  Town  laws 
or  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth.  Under  the  General  Laws 
the  appropriation  system  is  mandatory.  We  have  already  made  recom¬ 
mendations  regarding  the  adherence  to  the  appropriation  system  and 
these  recommendations  are  applicable  to  the  circumstances  mentioned 
above.  In  addition,  in  this  instance  the  School  Department  should  have 
received  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  changes  in  the 
Winslow  School  repairs  and  maintenance  budget.  They  also  should  have 
remained  within  the  confines  of  the  budget  since  they  have  no  right  to 
spend  in  excess  of  the  budget  without  prior  approval  for  additional 
funds. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  assistance  and  coopera¬ 
tion  extended  to  us  by  personnel  in  the  several  Town  departments  we 
visited.  We  appreciate  the  opportunity  to  present  these  comments  and 
recommendations  for  your  consideration.  We  are  prepared  to  discuss 
them  further  at  your  convenience.

I  submit  to  you  and  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  the 
Annual  Report  of  your  Fire  Department. 

The  Norwood  Fire  Department  consists  of  fifty-two  Privates,  four 
Lieutenants,  two  Deputy  Chiefs  and  Chief  of  the  Department..  The  Fire 
Department  responded  to  a  total  of  1,797  alarms  of  fire  and  responded 
to  1,030  emergency  ambulance  calls. 

This  past  year,  the  Fire  Department  went  back  to  giving  live  fire 
demonstrations  to  all  the  elementary  schools  and  fire  extinguisher 
demonstrations  to  all  personnel  in  Nursing  Homes  and  the  Norwood 
Hospital.

School  Nurse 


Dr.  John  O'Day,  the  school  Physician  made  routine  visits  and 
examined  children  referred  for  physical  examinations.  Parents  were 
notified  of  any  physical  defects  at  the  time  of  examination  and  advised 
to  consult  their  family  physician. 


Vision  Test 


All  children  are  given  the  Massachusetts  vision  test  to  screen  them 
for  visual  defects.  Children  found  with  a  visual  defect  were  referred  for 
further  examination  by  an  ophthalmologist. 


Audiometer  Test 


All  children  in  the  school  were  screened  for  hearing  defects  with  the 
MAICO  TURETONE  AUDIOMETER.  Children  found  with  a  hearing 
defect  were  referred  to  an  ear  specialist  for  further  treatment. 


Dental  Clinic 


All  children  in  grades  I  -  VI  inclusive  were  examined  by  Dr.  Krivosh¬ 
lokoff.  The  children  have  the  opportunity  to  attend  the  school  dental 
clinic  or  having  the  work  done  by  their  own  dentist. 


Public  Health  Nurses 


The  nursing  staff  is  responsible  for  providing  skilled  nursing  services 
in  the  home,  assessing  the  needs  of  the  patient  and  his  family,  and 
developing  a  comprehensive  plan  of  care.  Teaching  patients  and  their 
families  good  health  techniques;  guiding  them  in  assuming  responsibility 
for  home  care  within  the  limits  of  their  capability  and  the  resources 
within  the  home  and  also  assisting  them  in  finding  available  and  appro¬ 
priate  community  resources.  They  are  also  responsible  for  follow-up 
and  control  of  Tuberculosis  and  other  communicable  diseases,  health 
teaching,  counciling  and  health  promotion  and  supervision  of  health 
of  newborns. 
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All  services  are  available  to  anyone  in  Norwood  who  needs  care  in 
the  home.  Referrals  are  made  through  the  attending  physician.  Ambula¬ 
tory  patients  may  come  to  the  nursing  office  far  injections  or  minor 
treatments  ordered  by  the  physician  Monday  through  Friday  at  1  p.m. 
to  3  p.m.  at  the  Municipal  Building. 

Physical  Therapy,  Speech  Therapy  and  Home  Health  Aide  services 
are  available  through  the  Visiting  Nurses  Assn,  for  home  bound  patients. 

A  health  counseling  clinic  is  held  once  a  month  for  the  elderly  at  the 
United  Church  Drop-in-Center  ta  check  blood  pressure  weight,  and  to 
discuss  any  physical  or  mental  problems  and  dietary  consultation  as 
needed. 

Mantoux  testing  is  done  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  between 
1  p.m.  and  3  p.m.  in  the  nurses’  office.  Lead  Poisoning  testing  is  done 
any  day  between  1  p.m.  and  3  p.m.  —  an  appointment  is  preferred. 

A  measles,  mumps,  rubella  clinic  was  held  in  April  for  children 
age  1  to  12  years,  who  had  not  been  immunized  for  these  diseases. 

Swine  flu  clinics  were  held  in  October  and  November  for  Norwood 
residents  and  people  employed  in  the  Norwood  area. 

A  total  of  3424  home  visits  were  made  by  the  nurses  this  year.

School  Dentist 

The  dental  clinic,  for  the  school  year  1976-77,  has  continued  its 
dental  care  program.  The  pupils  of  public  schools  and  St.  Catherine’s 
parochial  school  were  examined  in  the  beginning  of  the  school  year. 

The  children,  after  examination,  were  given  a  report  on  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  their  teeth  and  on  the  condition  of  their  mouths. 

On  parents  request  and  authorization  the  work  is  then  performed 
by  the  dentist. 

The  children  receive  fillings,  extractions,  cleaning.  In  addition  they 
are  given  advice  and  instruction  on  proper  dental  care. 

The  dental  office  wishes  to  thank  the  administrators,  the  teachers, 
the  nurses  and  all  others  who  helped  to  make  this  program  a  success. 

Environmental  Sanitarian 

Licenses  for  the  sale  of  milk  and  cream  were  issued  to  stores,  milk 
dealers,  restaurants  and  snack  bars. 
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Licenses  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream  mix  and  frozen  desserts 
were  issued  to  retail  establishments. 

Inspections  of  eating  places  were  made  and  many  deficiencies  were 
found.  The  nature  and  extent  of  these  deficiencies  has  been  reported  in 
detail  in  the  past  by  me  and  Mr.  King 

It  is  my  opinion  that  any  practical  budget  should  provide  far  making 
the  position  of  milk  inspector  and  sanitarian  a  full-time  position. 

Kenneth  Webber  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Health  for  a  Three 
year  term  at  the  annual  town  election  held  in  January  1976. 

Henry  T.  McAuliffe  was  elected  as  Chairman  at  the  first  organiza¬ 
tion  meeting  of  the  new  Board. 

The  Board  certified  the  Denny  House  nursing  home  as  a  suitable 
institution  to  be  licensed  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to 
provide  health  care  facilities  for  the  public. 

The  Board  awarded  a  three  year  garbage  removal  contract  to  the 
John  Cotoni  Trucking  Corporation  of  45  Farm  Ave.,  Peabody  Mass,  on 
March  29,  1976.  The  new  contract  went  into  effect  on  July  1,  1976. 

The  Board  conducted  a  Measles,  Mumps  and  Rubella  clinic  in 
Memorial  Hall  of  the  Municipal  Building  on  April  27  and  28  for  children 
from  12  months  to  2  years  of  age. 

A  preliminary  Subdivision  Plan  of  Grandview  Estates  Section  II 
was  submitted  to  the  Board  for  its  approval. 

The  Board  approved  the  definitive  Plan  o.f  Hazelwood  Drive  off 
Neponset  Street.  The  Plan  was  presented  to  the  Board  by  Zoppo  Realty 
Trust. 

The  Board  conducted  Swine  flu  clinics  on  October  19,  20,  26,  27 
and  30  for  the  immunization  of  the  chronically  ill  from  18  to  64  and 
for  people  over  65  years  of  age.  Bivalent  influenza  vaccine  was  admin¬ 
istered  at  the  October  clinic.  The  Board  also  conducted  clinics  on  Novem¬ 
ber  9,  10,  16,  17  and  20  to  administer  Monovalent  influenza  vaccines  for 
the  general  public.  The  Board  continued  to  immunize  the  chronically 
ill  and  the  elderly  at  the  November  clinics.  Three  thousand  and  Two 
people  were  immunized  against  influenza  during  the  two  month  period. 

The  Norfolk  Mental  Health  Association  submitted  monthly  reports 
of  its  activities  during  the  year. 

The  Board  certified  the  Charwell  House  Nursing  home  as  being  a 
suitable  institution  to  be  licensed  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  to  provide  Health  care  facilities  for  the  public. 

The  Board  received  a  Preliminary  Subdivision  Plan  of  land  of 
Lillian  D.  &  Mary  E.  Berry  located  near  the  Norwood-Walpole  Town 
line,  northerly  by  Sumner  Street  and  Easterly  by  Union  Street  for  its 
approval. 
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The  Board  also  received  a  Preliminary  Subdivision  Plan  of  land  of 
Harry  E.  Fraser  located  at  the  intersection  of  Route  One  and  Union 
Street  and  Southerly  by  Sumner  Street. 

James  Shane  presented  a  Preliminary  Subdivision  Plan  of  land 
located  off  the  Boston-Providence  Pike,  easterly  by  the  Neponset  River, 
southerly  by  David  A.  Aronsky  and  others,  westerly  by  Charles  Peigol 
and  others,  for  the  Boards  recommendations. 

The  South  Norfolk  County  Association  for  retarded  Citizens,  Inc. 
submitted  periodic  reports  to  the  Board  of  Health  about  the  Associations 
expanded  program. 

The  Department  of  Public  Health  notified  the  Norwood  Board  of 
Health  that  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital  will  not  receive  any  Tuber¬ 
culosis  patients  after  February  28,  1977.  The  Middlesex  county  Hospital 
in  Waltham  will  receive  T.B.  patients  from  Norwood  beginning  on 
March  1, 1977.

The  Norwood  Historical  Commission  was  formed  by  the  Selectmen 
on  May  13,  1975,  following  action  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  April 
14,  1975,  which  adopted  the  provisions  of  General  Laws  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth;  chapter  40  section  8D.  No  report  was  filed  for  1975  since  most 
of  the  time  that  year  was  occupied  with  formation  and  research. 

Organization  and  Membership 

On  May  13,  1975,  Selectmen  appointed  the  following  persons  to  the 
Norwood  Historical  Commission: 

Theodore  A.  Curtin,  208  Winter  St.,  history  teacher. 

A.  Franklin  Swift,  Jr.,  272  Vernon  St.,  retired  businessman. 
Herbert  Wiggin,  8  Sherwood  Dr.,  retired  engineer. 
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The  Commission  held  its  first  meeting  on  July  15,  1975,  at  which 
Mr.  Curtin  was  elected  chairman  and  Mr.  Wiggin  agreed  to  act  as 
secretary  protem.  After  study  and  discussion  of  the  duties  and  respon¬ 
sibilities  of  such  a  commission  the  members  voted  to  seek  appointment 
of  additional  members,  to  bring  total  membership  to  seven.  Selectmen 
agreed,  and  on  August  12,  1975,  the  following  were  appointed  to  the 
commission: 

Miss  Mary  A.  Dean,  135  Day  St.,  retired  school  principal. 

Mrs.  Esther  J.  Deeb,  112  Cedar  St.,  homemaker. 

Mrs.  Aira  K.  Johnson,  125  Berwick  PL,  homemaker. 

Mr.  Martin  Lydon,  18  Morrill  Rd.,  plumbing  contractor. 

These  new  members  were  welcomed  to  the  commission  at  the  meet¬ 
ing  of  October  24,  1975,  and  Miss  Dean  was  elected  secretary.  It  was 
voted  to  hold  monthly  meetings  on  the  third  Friday  of  each  month,  at 
3:30  p.m.  in  the  meeting  rooms  at  Morrill  Memorial  Library.  A  notice 
to  this  effect  was  duly  posted  in  the  Town  Clerk’s  office,  and  delivered 
to  the  local  newspapers,  in  conformance  with  the  open  meeting  laws. 
The  meeting  time  was  later  changed  to  the  third  Thursday  of  each 
month,  at  the  same  time  and  place. 

On  May  7, 1976,  Mr.  Swift  tendered  his  resignation  due  to  the  press  of 
other  committments,  and  on  May  25,  1976,  Selectmen  appointed  Mr.  O. 
Hunt  Bowman  of  62  Cypress  St.,  as  his  replacement.  Tragically,  Mr.  Bow¬ 
man  died  suddenly  on  June  14,  and  on  June  22  Selectmen  appointed  as 
his  replacement  Mrs.  Miriam  Lennon  of  93  Day  St.,  who  with  her  hus¬ 
band  is  caretaker  of  the  Day  House. 

The  following  resolution  on  the  death  of  Mr.  Bowman  was  placed 
in  the  records  of  the  Commission,  and  has  been  forwarded  to  his  family: 

RESOLUTION 

By  this  memorial  resolution,  the  members  of  the  Norwood 
Historical  Commission  wish  to  express  their  sense  of  sorrow 
and  personal  loss  in  the  passing  of  O.  Hunt  Bowman,  an  esteemed 
citizen  of  Norwood.  By  his  untimely  death  on  June  14,  1976,  the 
Commission  lost  a  member  of  high  integrity  and  outstanding 
public  service.  We,  the  members  of  the  Norwood  Historical  Com¬ 
mission,  extend  our  heartfelt  sympathy  to  his  family. 

Purpose  of  a  Local  Commission 

A  local  historical  commission  is  the  agency  responsible  for  identi¬ 
fying  and  recording  the  historic  assets  of  its  community  and  for 
developing  and  implementing  a  program  for  their  preservation.  The 
commission  cooperates  with  other  municipal  agencies  such  as  the 
planning  board  and  conservation  commission  to  insure  that  the  goals 
of  historic  preservation  are  considered  in  planning  for  future  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  community.  The  commission  also  coordinates  the  activities 
of  local  groups  whose  interests  involve  history  or  historic  preservation,

such  as  local  historical  societies,  libraries,  and  schools.  It  serves  as 
the  liaison  between  these  groups  and  the  state  and  Federal  agencies 
and  preservation  organizations. 


Activities 

Since  its  formation,  the  Commission  has  taken  the  following  actions: 

July  1975  —  Sponsored  application,  jointly  with  the  Bicentennial 
Commission  for  a  grant  to  refurbish  the  Tilton 
Carillon  of  the  Memorial  Municipal  Building. 

Oct.  1975  —  Nominated  Day  House,  home  of  the  Norwood  His¬ 
torical  Society  and  its  museum  of  local  history  and 
genealogy,  for  inclusion  in  the  National  Register  of 
Historic  Places. 

Sept.  1976  —  Requested  that  the  Town  consider  applying  for 
funding  repair  and  renovation  of  Day  House  under 
Local  Public  Works  Capital  Development  and  Invest¬ 
ment  Program. 

In  addition,  members  inspected  various  properties  in  connection 
with  the  continuing  basic  inventory  of  the  town’s  historic  assets. 

The  Commission  advised  Selectmen  of  the  significance  of  certain 
town  properties  being  considered  for  sale,  among  them  the  old  west 
school  and  the  Civic.

The  Norwood  Housing  Authority  is  composed  of  4  elected  officials 
and  one  State  appointed  member.  One  member  is  appointed  or  elected 
each  year  for  a  term  of  5  years.  On  July  6,  1976,  Michael  J.  Curran  was 
appointed  by  Wm.  Flynn,  Secretary  of  Community  Development  as  the 
State-Appointee  to  replace  August  Petrovek  Jr.,  whose  term  had 
expired.  The  members  o.f  the  Authority  and  its’  staff  wish  to  express 
their  gratitude  to  “Gus”  Petrovek  for  his  9  years  of  dedicated  service 
to  Public  Housing.  The  Norwood  Housing  Authority’s  primary  function 
is  to  administer  Public  Housing  Development  in  the  Town  of  Norwood 
and  to  recommend  and  apply  for  financial  assistance  to  state  and  federal 
agencies  for  new  developments,  when  and  if  needed. 

The  Authority  currently  administers  a  75-unit  State-aided  Veterans 
Project  completed  in  1950:  a  50-unit  State-aided  Elderly  Project  completed 
in  1961:  a  36-unit  State-aided  Elderly  Project  completed  in  1965:  a  72-unit 
State-aided  Elderly  Project  completed  in  1969:  an  80-unit  State-aided 
Elderly  Project  completed  in  April  1973. 

All  of  these  projects  are  financed  by  public  bond  issues.  The  Com¬ 
monwealth  guarantees  payment  of  these  bonds  over  a  40-year  period 
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and  pays  an  annual  subsidy  equal  to  the  Debt.  Service  Requirements. 
Since  the  Commonwealth  guarantees  payment  of  the  bonds  and  pays 
the  annual  subsidies,  all  major  decisions  and  expenditures  must  receive 
prior  approval  of  the  State’s  Department  of  Community  Affairs.  The 
duties  of  the  NHA  and  the  primary  objective  of  Public  Housing  Legis¬ 
lation  is  to  provide  decent  and  adequate  housing  for  families  and 
Elderly  persons  of  low  and  moderate  income  at  rents  they  can  afford 
to  pay. 

Washington  Heights,  State-aided  Veterans  Project  Ch.  200  is  located 
at  Roosevelt  Ave.-Jefferson  Drive.  It  is  made  up  of  33  five  room  single 
houses  and  42  four  room  apartments.  Average  monthly  rent  is  $103.36. 
Tenants  pay  for  their  own  utilities.  To  qualify  for  admittance,  applicants 
must  meet  the  following  requirements:  1.  They  must  be  veterans  of  the 
armed  services  of  the  U.S.  2.  They  must  meet  the  income  admission 
limits.  3.  They  must  be  in  need  of  housing.  4.  They  must  have  depen¬ 
dents  (minor  children,  parents  or  disabled  relatives.)  Rents  are  based 
on  a  percentage  of  annual  income  received.  Total  development  cost  was 
$800,000.00.  In  26  years  of  operation  this  project  has  taken  in  about 
$1,890,000.00  from  rentals.  $67,000  in  reserve  funds  are  on  deposit  at 
Norwood  Banks.  The  Norwood  Housing  Authority  pays  $2,700  annually 
to  the  Town  as  a  payment  in  lieu  of  Taxes. 

Willow-wood  Terrace,  comprising  sections  1  &  2  of  the  State-aided 
Elderly  Projects  Ch.  667  is  located  at  Railroad  Ave.,  Adams  St.,  and 
Hill  St.  There  are  86  three  room  apartments  housed  in  10  two-story 
brick  veneer  buildings  with  a  recreation  building  and  office.  Currently, 
there  are  75  single  persons  and  11  couples  occupying  these  apartments. 
13  new  tenants  moved  in  this  year.  To  qualify  applicants  must  meet  the 
following  requirements:  1.  They  must  be  62  or  over  in  order  to  apply. 
First  preference  is  given  to  persons  65  or  over.  If  a  person  is  retired 
on  a  disability,  he  or  she  would  be  eligible  if  not  65  years  of  age. 
Handicapped  persons  are  also  eligible  at  any  age.  2.  They  must  be  in 
need  of  housing.  3.  They  must  be  of  low  income.  4.  They  must  be 
residents  of  Mass,  and  citizens  of  the  U.S.  5.  They  must  be  physically 
able  to  maintain  the  apartments.  During  the  past  year,  interiors  of  35 
apartments  were  painted  by  maintenance  personnel.  In  14  years  of 
operation,  this  project  has  taken  in  about  $820,000.00.  It  is  100%  occu¬ 
pied.  Total  development  cost  was  $1,016,000.00. 

Nahatan  Village,  the  3rd  Housing  for  the  Elderly  Project,  Ch.  667 
is  located  on  Nahatan  St.  There  are  72  three  room  apartments  in  4  two- 
story  brick  veneer  buildings  with  recreation  hall  and  office.  There  are 
60  single  persons  and  12  couples  occupying  these  apartments.  10  new 
tenants  moved  in  this  year.  Requirements  for  applicants  are  the  same  as 
in  Willow-wood  Terrace.  In  five  years  of  operation,  this  project  has 
taken  in  about  $420,000.00  from  rentals.  It  is  100%  occupied.  Total  devel¬ 
opment  cast  was  $1,002,000.00. 

Nahatan  Village,  Phase  II,  Fourth  housing  development  for  the 
elderly  was  completed  in  April  1973.  There  are  80  three  room  apart- 
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ments  in  four  two-story  brick  veneer  buildings.  There  are  65  single 
persons  and  15  couples  occupying  these  apartments.  8  new  tenants 
moved  in  this  year.  It  is  100%  occupied.  Total  development  cost  was 
$1,540,000.00.  Average  monthly  rental  for  the  238  tenants  presently 
occupying  these  apartments  is  $73.  The  Authority  has  $25,000.00  in 
operating  reserve  funds  invested  or  on  deposit  in  Norwood  Banks. 

In  November  of  1972,  the  Authority  received  approval  from  Town 
Meeting  to  construct  150  additional  units  for  the  Elderly  on  the  Nahatan 
St  site  However,  the  State  Dept,  of  Community  Affairs  authorized  the 
construction  of  only  104  units.  The  NHA  intended  to  purchase  or  take 
by  Eminent  Domain  3  parcels  of  land  of  approximately  92,000  sq.  ft. 
This  land  will  be  in  conjunction  with  three  acres  of  vacant  land  owned 
by  the  Authority.  All  of  these  parcels  have  been  re-zoned  for  multi-family 
use.  Since  Housing  for  the  Elderly  differs  from  the  conventional  apart¬ 
ment  complex  in  the  following  respects:  (1)  Apartments  are  all  one 
bedroom  and  average  about  480  sq.  ft.  of  living  space  (about  half  the 
size  of  the  conventional  apartment)  (2)  75%  are  occupied  by  one  per¬ 
son,  (3)  only  about  25%  of  the  elderly  own  or  drive  cars,  (Zoning  laws 
require  2  parking  spaces  per  unit.),  (4)  proposed  buildings  would  cover 
about  22%  of  the  total  land  area  (Zoning  law  allows  35%  coverage);  so 
the  Authority,  in  order  to  cut  costs,  applied  to  the  Board  of  Appeal 
for  Variances  and  Special  Permits  concerning  land  area,  frontage  and 
parking  requirements.  Variances  and  Special  Permits  were  granted  in 
January,  1975.  However,  8  owners  of  4  properties  on  E.  Cross  St.  brought 
suit  against  the  Board  of  Appeal,  the  Building  Inspector,  and  the  Town 
for  granting  these  variances.  The  Authority  had  met  with  these  same 
abutters  on  5  occasions  and  instructed  the  architect  to  revise  the  plans 
4  times  incorporating  their  suggestions.  At  a  joint  meeting  held  in 
October  1974,  the  abutters  and  the  Authority  agreed  on  the  plan  pre¬ 
sented  by  the  architect.  The  State  DCA  and  the  Town  accepted  this 
plan  after  some  minor  changes  requested  by  the  Police  and  Fire  Depart¬ 
ments,  however  the  abutters  informed  our  attorney  the  next  day  that 
they  had  changed  their  minds.  Their  main  concern  was  the  elimination 
of  2  buildings  to  be  erected  on  Authority  land  set  back  90  to  108  from 
their  property  lines.  This  suit  had  not  yet  been  resolved  in  the  courts. 
In  August  of  1975,  on  instructions  from  the  State  DCA,  the  NHA  signed 
a  Contract  for  Financial  Assistance  in  the  amount  of  $2,600,000.00  for 
the  construction  of  104  units  of  Elderly  Housing.  However,  no  monies 
could  be  received  and  no  construction  could  begin  until  the  courts  rules 
on  this  suit.  On  July  19,  1976,  the  Superior  Court  ruled  in  favor  of  the 
E.  Cross  St.  abutters  stating  that  the  Norwood  Board  of  Appeals  had 
exceeded  its  Authority  in  granting  Variances  and  Special  Permits  to 
the  Norwood  Housing  Authority  for  the  proposed  Housing  for  the 
Elderly. 

In  September  1976  in  order  not  to  lose  the  Funding  for  the  Elderly, 
the  Authority  selected  the  Town-owned  Shattuck  School  property  as 
an  alternate  site  for  the  construction  of  a  maximum  of  72  units  of 
Housing  for  the  Elderly.  About  17  units  would  be  located  within  the 
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Shattuck  School.  The  balance  would  be  new  units.  This  plan  was  approved 
by  the  State  Dept.  Community  Affairs  in  November  of  1976.  The  NHA 
met  with  the  Bd.  of  Selectmen  and  received  their  approval  for  the  sale 
of  the  property  to  the  NHA  at  a  price  to.  be  set  by  the  Selectmen.  The 
Department  of  Community  Affairs  then  approved  the  Funding  for  these 
units  in  the  amount  of  $1,725,000.00.  On  January  17,  1977,  Town  Meeting 
will  vote  on  the  sale  of  the  Shattuck  School  property  to  NHA. 

The  Authority,  at  present,  has  in  operation  a  State  Rental  Assistance 
Program  under  Ch.  707  for  low  and  moderate  income  families.  The  State 
DCA  has  authorized  funds  to  accommodate  24  families.  The  DCA  allo¬ 
cated  $46,336.00  annually  for  this  purpose.  Average  monthly  assistance 
to  each  tenant  $129,  average  rent  paid  by  tenant  $84.60. 

At  this  time  we  would  like  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Town  Meeting  Members,  the  various  Town  Boards  and  Departments 
for  their  continued  cooperation  and  assistance.

DIRECTOR’S  REPORT 

Nineteen  seventy-six  was  a  quiet  eventful  year  at  the  library. 
Circulation  increased  three  percent  over  last  year,  to  a  new  high  of 
216,481  (an  average  of  6.25  borrowings  per  capita,  or  9.38  per  card 
holder).  The  book  collection  grew  to.  80,141  volumes.  Sixty-six  percent 
of  all  Norwood  residents  now  have  library  cards.  Special  programs  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  library  were  attended  by  2,196  adults  and  children.  Many 
local  civic  organizations  continued  to  use  the  library’s  meeting  rooms. 

The  estate  of  the  late  Charles  L.  Rich,  and  family,  gave  to  the 
library  Mr.  Rich’s  colorful  collection  of  Toby  Jugs.  These  are  now  on 
display  in  a  lighted  case  on  the  library’s  second  floor. 

As  a  result  of  the  book  theft  losses  reported  in  last  year’s  annual 
report,  the  annual  town  meeting  appropriated  funds  to  purchase  a 
book  theft  detection  system;  the  system  is  now  being  built  to  the  library’s 
needs  specifications  and  will  have  been  installed  before  this  report 
is  published. 

The  year  was  clouded  by  the  death  of  O.  Hunt  Bowman,  a  loyal, 
perceptive,  and  gracious  library  trustee  from  February  1964  to  the  time 
of  his  demise  in  June  1976.  His  loss  was  and  is,  keenly  felt  by  all 
connected  with  the  library. 

Roger  MacLeod,  a  former  library  trustee,  was  appointed  to  fill 
Mr.  Bowman’s  unexpired  term,  and  was  welcomed  back  to  a  familiar 
habitat. 

The  South  Norwood  Branch  library  was  regretfully  closed  as  a 
result  of  a  continuing  decline  in  usage.  Changes  in  personnel  mobility, 
the  growth  of  school  libraries,  and  changing  needs  of  the  residents 
of  South  Norwood  all  coalesced  to  bring  about  the  branch’s  decline. 

Summation 

The  director  wishes  to  take  this  time  to  thank  the  library’s  patrons, 
staff  and  Board  of  Trustees  for  their  cooperation  and  understanding  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.  Quiet  progress  was  made  in  all  important  areas.  Problems 
were  few.  Patron  response  was  gratifying.  It  was  a  good  year.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Municipal 
Light  Department  for  the  year  1976. 

The  town’s  complaint  against  Boston  Edison  Company  and  New 
England  Power  Company  seeking  damages  in  the  amount  of  $45,000,000 
after  trebling  has  progressed  where  all  document  discovery  has  been 
completed  by  all  parties. 

All  appeals  on  the  SI  case  have  been  completed  and  resulted  in  the 
Federal  Power  Commission  being  upheld  by  the  courts.  The  year  1977 
win  complete  the  disposition  of  the  $359,000  plus  interest. 

The  S2  case  has  the  Presiding  Law  Judges  initial  decision  and  it 
appears  favorable  to  the  Towns. 

The  S3  case  is  awaiting  the  Presiding  Law  Judges  decision. 


The  S3  revised  case  has  the  decision  of  the  Presiding  Law  Judge 
and  it  appears  favorable  to  the  Towns. 


The  S4  case  is  to  commence  hearings  in  early  1977. 


During  the  year  the  department  discovered  so  called  meter  diversion 
and  tampering  cases  which  are  being  processed  for  remedies  under  the 
law. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Light 
Department  as  well  as  other  Departments  for  their  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PERMANENT 
BUILDING  CONSTRUCTION  COMMITTEE  (1976) 

This  is  the  eleventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Permanent  Building  Con¬ 
struction  Committee,  submitted  in  accordance  with  Article  40  of  the 
Adjourned  Special  Town  Meeting  of  January  3,  1966. 

At  the  annual  election  in  April  1976,  Cornelius  J.  Mahoney  was 
elected  Chairman  of  the  Committee  and  Philip  C.  Swain,  Vice  Chairman. 

Joseph  R.  Olshan  resigned  January  13,  1976  and  Edward  S.  Mroczka 
was  appointed  to  the  Committee  on  May  25,  1976. 

Junior  High  South  —  All  final  warranty  work  was  completed  on 
this  project.  Evaluation  of  energy  use  and  adjustment  of  heating  and 
ventilation  controls  were  completed  by  Philip  H.  Salmon  Associates, 
resulting  in  a  29%  reduction  of  KW-HES. 

A  special  study  was  made  of  soil  and  grass  conditions  of  the  ath¬ 
letic  fields.  A  report  describing  analysis  of  the  soil  and  a  Turf  Manage¬ 
ment  Schedule  was  made,  at  no  cost  to  the  Town,  by  Mr.  Thaddeus 
Kocezewski  of  the  Massachusetts  Southeast  Regional  Agricultural  Exten¬ 
sion  Service  and  was  forwarded  to  the  Norwood  School  Administration 
and  the  Norwood  School  Committee  for  future  implementation. 

The  Committee  also  installed  the  emergency  water  spray  units  for 
safety  protection  in  the  physical  science  classrooms  in  accordance  with 
the  new  safety  code. 

All  final  costs  are  presently  being  submitted  to  the  School  Build¬ 
ing  Assistance  Bureau  for  final  reimbursement  to  the  Town. 

Senior  High  School  —  The  Permanent  Building  Construction  Com¬ 
mittee  continued  to  follow  through  on  completion  of  the  maintenance 
projects  started  in  1975.  Most  of  the  work  is  complete,  and  only  checkout 
and  acceptance  from  the  contractors  remains  to  be  accomplished.

HIGHWAY  DIVISION 
Highway  Maintenance 

Street  patching  was  done  daily  throughout  the  year  on  holes, 
cracks,  and  water  and  sewer  excavations.  A  regular  program  of  street 
sweeping  was  followed,  except  when  prohibited  by  bad  weather  or 
snow  or  ice  cover.  Signs  were  erected  or  replaced  as  needed,  and  curbing, 
sidewalks,  and  guard  rails  and  fences  were  maintained.

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WATER  DIVISION 


Water  Supply 


Standpipes,  wells,  and  pumping  stations  were  inspected  at  least  once 
each  week.  All  pumping  equipment  was  operated  and  inspected  each 
week.  Laboratory  analyses  were  made  of  water  samples  once  a  month. 

Hydrants  on  dead  end  water  lines  were  blown  off  in  the  spring  and 
fall.  All  hydrants  were  operated  and  inspected  twice  during  the  year 
and  were  continuously  checked  during  the  winter  months. 


Residential  water  meters  were  read  quarterly  and  factory  meters 
monthly.  Check  valves  connecting  private  water  supplies  to  the  town 
supply  system  were  inspected  quarterly. 

A  flow  meter  was  installed  on  the  town  side  of  the  Norwood  con¬ 
nection  to  the  MDC  system.  Rate  of  flow  in  gallons  is  continuously 
recorded  in  the  Public  Works  office.  In  addition  to  showing  consumption 
in  gallons,  which  can  be  compared  to  MDC  figures,  sudden  surges  or 
drops  in  pressure  are  indicated  as  they  occur. 

Coupled  with  the  continuous  electronic  monitoring  of  levels  in  the 
town’s  three  storage  tanks,  the  new  meter  provides  the  Public  Works 
Department  with  a  constant  picture  of  water  flow  in  the  Norwood 
distribution  system. 


A  test  well  was  driven  at  the  Ellis  well  field  by  the  R.  E.  Chapman 
Company  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  rehabilitating  the  field  as  a 
major  contributory  source  of  water  supply.

Forestry 

All  town  trees  were  sprayed  in  early  spring  to  control  the  spread  of 
the  tent  caterpillar.  Trees  were  sprayed  again  in  the  fall  against 
webworm. 

Poison  ivy,  roadside  brush,  and  weeds  were  sprayed  wherever 
necessary. 

Rubbish  Collection 


Rubbish  was  picked  up  monthly  from  all  residences  and  weekly 
from  all  town  buildings.  Sidewalk  rubbish  receptacles  were  emptied  at 
least  once  each  week  and  more  often  if  required.  Christmas  tres  were 
picked  up  throughout  the  winter. 

The  Annual  Cleanup  again  took  place  in  October.

The  year  1976  was  another  chapter  in  our  Bicentenial  celebration 
and  many  of  the  Recreation  Department  programs  reflected  that 

feeling. 

As  in  the  past  most  recreation  programs  stemmed  from  the  Com¬ 
munity  Center;  athletic  leagues,  health  courses,  music,  arts  and  crafts, 
drama  classes,  special  needs  and  the  always  popular  drop-in  atmosphere. 

We  also  assisted  in  being  the  meeting  house  for  many  fraternal  and 
civic  organizations  including  Norwood/Walpale  softball  league,  Womens 
softball  league,  Babe  Ruth,  Pop  Warner,  Lou  Gehrig,  Little  League 
Norwood  softball  league,  Colonial  Boys,  summer  and  winter  basketball 
league,  Daughters  of  Isabella,  Norwood  Joggers,  Umpires  clinic,  Noi- 
wood  Social  Club,  Bike  Path  Committee,  Boosters  club,  Italian  Womens 
Lodge,  Rec  and  Civic  Tops,  Muscular  Dystrophy  association  and  the 

Recreation  Committee. 


The  summer  playgrounds  had  another  eventful  year  with  many 
activities  held  on  the  big  Fourth  of  July  week-end,  trips  and  the  M.D 
Carnival  (which  together  with  the  M.D.  softball  tournament)  grossed 
over  $1  000.00.  A  big  thank  you  to  all  the  local  businessmen  who  donated 
time  and  prizes  for  the  M.D.  Carnival.  A  very  special  thanks  to  Irving 
Cohen  of  Norwood  Trophy  who  sponsored  the  entire  M.D.  Softball  tour¬ 
nament  and  did  a  whale  of  a  job. 

The  auxiliary  gym  is  the  physical  fitness  center  as  both  men  and 
women  take  part  in  the  numerous  activities  offered,  also  the  use  of 
equipment  and  showers  and  sauna.  Monday  through  Friday  from  nine 
to  twelve  (9:00-12:00)  is  scheduled  for  women  with  Wednesday  and 
Friday  having  structured  exercise  and  body  awareness  classes.  From 
noon  to  two  (12:00-2:00)  Monday  through  Friday  men  in  Norwood 
have  use  of  the  facilities  and  the  attendance  has  steadily  increased. 
Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings  from  six  to  ten  the  sauna  has 
been  well  attended  and  enjoyed  by  all  the  ladies.  Monday,  Wednesday 
and  Friday  are  men’s  nights  and  the  men  have  use  of  the  sauna,  weig 
lifting  equipment,  heavy  and  light  punching  bags  and  exercise  bicycle. 

Much  interest  has  again  been  shown  in  the  boxing  program  under 
the  direction  of  Mike  Pusateri.  Men  and  boys  from  6  to  36  have  taken 
part  in  the  program,  the  Recreation  Department  has  had  three  boys 
take  part  in  the  Golden  Gloves  competitions  held  at  Fall  River  and 

Lowell. 


A  new  program  offered  this  year  is  Co-ed  volleyball  on  Tuesday 
and  Thursday  evenings,  this  program  has  developed  into  one  of  the 
largest  in  the  department  as  far  as  participation  and  interest  is  concerne  . 

The  department  continues  to  provide  the  Arts  and  Crafts  instruc¬ 
tion  for  the  senior  citizens  of  Norwood.  Classes  are  provided  at  Nahatan 
Street,  Hill  Street  and  the  Drop-in-Center. 
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The  department  also  utilized  schools  facilities  for  many  programs, 
during  the  summer  months  the  Junior  High  South  was  used  for  gym¬ 
nastics  Monday  through  Friday  from  one  to  four,  these  classes  are 
enjoyed  by  all  and  the  response  has  been  very  gratifying.  During 
the  fall  through  spring  season  the  department  utilized  both  the  High 
School  and  Junior  High  South.  The  High  school  hosts  the  Men’s  basket¬ 
ball  league  on  Monday  and  Thursday  starting  in  November  thru  April. 
Beginners  and  Advance  tennis  instructions  are  held  at  the  South  on 
Wednesday  evenings  from  September  to  May,  these  classes  have  been 
thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all  participants. 

Swimming  Program 

Participation  in  the  programs  at  the  in-door  pool  at  the  Community 
Center  continued  to  grow  with  an  extremely  well  balanced  schedule 
of  activities  offered  for  all  age  groups  and  interests. 

Instruction  is  offered  for  boys  and  girls  from  advanced  beginners 
skill  through  basic  and  advance  life  saving  and  water  safety  instruction. 
Instruction  is  also  offered  to  adult  men  and  women  and  to  physically 
handicapped  boys  and  girls,  the  latter  program  aided  greatly  by  the 
volunteer  services  of  many  fine  young  teenagers  every  Saturday  morning 

The  competitive  team  enjoyed  another  successful  season.  The  Sting- 
Rays,  although  in  the  process  of  a  rebuilding  program,  fared  well 
enough  to  capture  third  place  in  the  tough  Suburban  Swim  league. 
All  of  the  participants  worked  very  hard  and  are  to  be  commended  for 
the  time  and  effort  they  spend  learning  the  basics  as  well  as  the  finer 
points  of  the  sport.  The  Synchronized  swimming  program  continued  to 
be  extremely  popular  with  the  young  girls.  This  group  under  the 
leadership  and  direction  of  their  supervisor  practice  their  various  stunts 
and  routines  weekly.  Again  this  year,  the  young  ladies  combined  their 
skills  in  a  wonderful  water  ballet  show  which  was  thoroughly  enjoyed 
by  parents  and  friends. 

Hawes  Brook  pool  and  Father  McAleers  pool  both  were  in  operation 
for  seventy-six  straight  days,  almost  all  of  which  were  warm  sunny 
days  which  resulted  in  record  numbers  in  attendance.  The  efficiency  and 
devotion  to  duty  of  the  staff  of  lifeguards  enabled  the  department  to 
post  another  excellent  safety  record  with  no  serious  incidents  ox  acci¬ 
dents.  We  commend  the  personnel  for  the  performance  of  their  most 
responsible  and  often  times  difficult  assignments. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  many  groups 
and  individuals  for  their  help  and  cooperation  during  the  past  year. 
My  thanks  also  go  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  General  Manager 
and  his  staff,  Public  Works,  the  Recreation  Committee  and  other  Town 
Departments  and  boards  with  whom  the  department  had  contact  during 
the  year.

The  District  School  Committee  held  regular  monthly  meetings  on 
the  first  and  third  Tuesday  of  each  month  in  the  Administrative  Office 
of  the  Regional  School  at  100  Randolph  Street,  Canton,  Massachusetts. 
Mrs.  Alena  Wisgirda  and  Mr.  Albert  Willis  presided  as  Chairman  and 
Vice-Chairman,  respectively.  Mr.  Paul  C.  Murphy  of  Canton  continued 
as  District  Treasurer;  Mr.  William  Carr  of  Randolph  as  Counsel  and 
Mr.  Charles  A.  Brennan  as  Acting  Superintendent-Director  of  the 
Regional  Vocational  School.  In  February  1976,  we  were  deeply  saddened 
by  the  unfortunate  death  of  our  esteemed  Superintendent-Director,  Mr. 
William  A,  Dwyer. 

Our  eleventh  year  of  operation,  1976  began  with  contractors  and 
tradesmen  working  on  a  large  expansion  of  the  old  facility,  increasing 
shop/lab  and  classroom  space  3.3  times  the  original  facility. 

Construction  continued  until  the  middle  of  June,  at  which  time, 
the  District  School  Committee  accepted  the  new  construction. 

During  the  Winter  and  Spring  of  1976,  the  students  in  the  Con¬ 
struction  Technology  Programs  completed  the  construction  of  the 
Bailey  home  in  Randolph:

The  Machine  Shop  and  Metal  Fabrication  Departments  completed 
many  projects  for  our  town  schools  maintenance  departments  and  for 
Town  Public  Works  Departments. 

The  Auto  Body  Repair  Department  worked  on  many  town  vehicles 
including  two  fire  engines  by  knocking  out  dents,  eliminating  body  rot 
and  repainting  and  repairing  these  vehicles. 

The  Auto  Repair  Department  regularly,  throughout  the  year,  serviced 
and  repaired  town  vehicles. 

Our  Civil  Engineering  Department  did  the  complete  engineering 
for  the  new  Nature  Trail  at  the  Massachusetts  Hospital  School  in 
Canton. 

With  the  opening  of  our  newly  expanded  facilities  in  September 
1976,  our  enrollment  increased  from  850  to  1393  full  time  students. 

Many  of  the  existing  programs  increased  greatly  in  size,  ten  new 
programs  were  added  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  students  in  our  com¬ 
munities. 

It  is  anticipated  that  our  enrollment  will  increase  gradually  until 
we  reach  the  goal  of  2000  students  in  the  day  school.

In  December  1976,  after  a  nation  wide  search,  the  District  School 
Committee  appointed  Mr.  Albert  Mlawsky  to  the  position  of  Superin¬ 
tendent-Director.  Mr.  Mlawsky  has  been  a  metal  trades  crafsman  and 
foreman,  Public  School  Teacher,  City-wide  supervisor  of  vocational  sub¬ 
jects,  vocational  teacher  trainer.  Superintendent-Director  of  a  Regional 
Vocational  School,  and  a  Research  Specialist  in  Vocational  Education  on 
the  College  level  before  arriving  at  Blue  Hills.  Mr.  Mlawsky  holds  a 
Bachelors  and  Masters  Degree  from  New  York  University. 

The  Blue  Hills  Regional  Technical  School  District  has  over  the  years 
attempted  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  students  of  our  seven  town  region 
as  well  as  meeting  the  needs  of  our  communities.  With  our  expanded 
facilities  the  Blue  Hills  Regional  Technical  School,  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Mlawsky,  will  continue  to  explore  new  avenues  to  better  serve 
our  communities. 

The  Regional  District  School  Committee  is  deeply  indebted  to  all 
the  local  School  Committees,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Boards  of 
Selectmen,  Finance  Committee  members  and  local  Advisory  Board 
Members  who  assisted  the  Regional  School  Committee  by  their  con¬ 
tinued  and  dedicated  support  in  1976. 

To  the  citizens  of  the  seven  member  towns,  the  parents  and  the  town 
meeting  members,  who  have  by  their  vote  of  confidence,  provided  addi¬ 
tional  quality  vocational  and  technical  training  for  a  greater  share  of 
our  regional  youth,  we  are  deeply  grateful.

Since  our  nation  is  committed  to  voluntary  metric  conversion, 
(Metric  Act  1975  previously  reported)  we  should  be  preparing  to  mini¬ 
mize  the  potential  mistrust  between  the  affected  public  and  govern¬ 
ment  so  that  Consumer  Protection  will  not  be  just  meaningless  words. 
This  debt,  can  only  report  and  request,  which  limits  its  effectiveness. 

The  introduction  oi  electronics  in  this  measurement  field  has  already 
affected  an  electronic  device  to  debit  and  credit  funds  from  customer 
accounts  to  store  accounts  at  Point  of  Sale  System  (thus  possibly  con¬ 
ceiving  a  checkless,  cashless  society).  Also,  due  to  the  so-called  “Chain- 
store  Scanner”,  Mass.  G.L.  Ch.  98  Sec.  56D,  now  requires  inspections  of 
these  new  electronic  retail  check-out  systems  for  misrepresentations, 
deceptions  or  incorrect  prices  etc. 

The  dept,  received  a  complaint  of  questionable  practices  pertaining 
to  candy  sales  in  a  retail  outlet  store.  Complaint  was  received  regarding 
the  operation  of  a  coin  operated  dryer  in  an  apartment  compound;  also, 
the  measurement  of  dress  material  from  a  fabric  device  (material  mea¬ 
sured  from  a  bias  cut  on  designed  fabric).  All  complaints  including 
those  not  recorded  were  investigated  and  resolved  accordingly. 

Due  to  a  taxi  rate  increase,  the  testing  course  required  recalibration 
again  to  a  new  L/4  mile  increments.  This  was  a  challenging  problem 
of  coordination  for  the  debt,  and  industry  to  effect  this  change-over.

REPORT  OF  VETERANS’  SERVICES

Dear  Sir: 

I  respectfully  submit  the  report  of  the  Department  of  Veterans’ 
Services  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1976. 

The  Department  consists  of  two  employees,  a  Directors  and  a  Clerk/ 
typist.  Although  our  work  load  has  increased  we  are  not  depriving  any 
veteran  or  veteran’s  dependent  any  benefit  or  service  due  them. 

With  the  energy  crisis,  an  increase  in  unemployment,  and  the  return 
of  the  Vietnam  veterans,  Veterans’  Benefits  may  reach  an  all  time  high 
as  a  result  of  prolonged  illness  cases,  additional  nursing  home  cases, 
rising  fuel  costs,  hospital  and  medical  costs  along  with  the  customary 
requests  for  financial  assistance  by  the  veteran  community. 
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Veterans’  services  continue  to  increase  as  more  and  more  servicemen 
return  home  and  need  assistance  in  finding  jobs  or  schooling.  They  are 
thoroughly  briefed  upon  being  discharged  from  the  armed  forces  and 
brought  up  to  date  on  all  state  and  federal  benefits  available  and  they 
are  personally  encouraged  to  take  advantage  of  them. 

The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services,  composed  as  it  is  of  two 
component  parts,  is  operated  under  Chapter  115  of  the  General  Laws  of 
the  Commonwealth  as  amended  by  Chapter  584,  Acts  of  1946,  for  the 
purpose  of  administering  Veterans’  Benefits  and  Services.  All  assistance 
cases  were  investigated  and  payments  made  in  accordance  with  Chapter 
115  of  the  General  Laws,  which  assures  the  Town  of  Norwood  a  fifty 
percent  (50%)  reimbursement  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

The  purpose  of  the  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  is  to  assist 
veterans  and/or  their  dependents  in  procuring  financial  assistance, 
information  and  benefits  to  which  they  are  entitled  relative  to  vocational 
or  other  educational  opportunities,  G.I.  loans,  hospitalization,  medical 
care,  compensation,  pensions,  on-the-job  and  apprenticeship  training, 
insurance,  burial  allowance,  grave  markers,  photostats  and  any  other 
benefits  granted  under  existing  State  and  Federal  laws. 

Every  request  for  assistance  under  existing  regulations  are  invari¬ 
ably  granted.  Our  one  aim  was  to  give  all  veterans  and  their  dependents 
the  best  service  possible  at  all  times  and  to  administer  the  laws  and 
regulations  affecting  them  impartially,  efficiently  and  effectively. 

There  was  complete  cooperation  with  the  Veterans’  Administration 
and  the  various  local  civic  and  veterans’  organizations  that  interest 
themselves  in  veterans’  affairs  and  exceptional  cooperation  extended 
this  department  throughout  the  year  by  the  State  Department  of 
Veterans  Services. 

Grateful  acknowledgement  is  made  to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Select¬ 
men,  the  General  Manager  and  his  staff,  the  Town  Counsel,  other 
Town  Departments  and  any  others  who  have  assisted  the  Director  of 
Veterans’  Services  in  the  performance  of  his  duties.

REPORT  OF  THE  YOUTH  COORDINATOR 

The  range  of  responsibilities  under  the  position  of  Youth  Coordinator 
is  broad  and  covers  the  following;  counseling  and  casework  for  youth, 
provision  of  information  and  referral  for  social  services  in  the  Norwood 
area,  public  education,  youth  advocacy,  operation  of  the  Rent-A-Kid 
job  program,  preparation  for  and  attendance  at  all  Youth  Commission 
meetings  and  other  miscellaneous  duties.

The  primary  responsibility  is  counseling  and  casework  with  young 
people  and  their  families.  This  is  accomplished  through  referrals  through 
other  agencies  such  as  the  schools,  court,  police,  parents  and,  in  more 
cases  this  year,  through  the  young  people  themselves.  There  is  a  24 
hour  answering  system  which  covers  calls  at  all  times  and  has  proven 
to  be  a  valuable  service. 

In  addition  to  longer  term  cases,  there  were  also  more  “one  time” 
calls  for  information  on  social  services  in  Norwood  and  elsewhere.  Some 
of  the  callers  requested  information  for  other  than  youth  services,  such 
as  for  marriage  counseling  information,  day  care  information,  available 
services  for  the  retarded,  etc. 

Many  public  appearances  have  been  made  by  the  Youth  Coordinator 
in  the  past  year  to  make  people  aware  of  the  services  available  through 
this  office  and  also  to  discuss  youth  related  topics  such  as  use  and  abuse 
of  alcohol  and  other  drugs,  problems  between  parent  and  child,  services 
available  to  every  parent  in  Norwood,  etc.  The  appearances  have  also 
been  to  youth  groups  through  schools,  churches  and  organizations. 

The  Youth  Coordinator  also  maintains  involvement  with  organiza¬ 
tions  such  as  the  Office  for  Children  in  order  to  advocate  for  the  needs 
of  Norwood’s  youth. 

Rent-A-Kid,  again  this  year,  provided  many  young  people  with 
temporary  jobs.  Advertising  of  the  service  was  necessarily  limited  this 
year  because  of  the  absence  of  clerical  assistance.  Many  people,  therefore, 
may  not  be  aware  that  Rent-A-Kid  operates  year  round  and  can  provide 
someone  to  shovel  the  snow  as  well  as  rake  the  lawn. 

The  Youth  Commission,  this  year,  also  distributed  a  Directory  of 
Emergency  Services  for  Norwood,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Municipal 
light  Department,  in  the  light  bills.  The  Directory,  which  is  bright  yellow, 
compact  and  adhesive  backed  provides  a  quick  and  easy  reference  to 
emergency  social  services  and  other  vital  numbers. 

This  year,  the  Youth  Commission  accepted  with  regret  the  resigna¬ 
tion  of  Ms.  Judy  Gormley  as  Chairperson  of  the  Commission  but  looks 
forward  to  her  continued  involvement  as  a  regular  member.  We  also 
welcomed  Mr.  J.  Barry  Quinlan  as  new  Chairperson  and  Mr.  John 
Ahearn  as  Vice-Chairperson.  The  Youth  Commission  was  also  enlarged, 
with  the  approval  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  of  an  ex-officio  status  for 
additional  youth  members.  We  welcomed,  this  year,  Tami  Sheehan  and 
Steven  Reynolds  as  regular  student  members  and  Betsy  Brock,  Paula 
Donnelly,  Linda  Goulet,  Louise  Joyce,  AnnMarie  McKillop  and  Cheryl 
Norton  as  ex-officio  members. 

My  thanks  to  all  Youth  Commission  members  for  their  support  and 
assistance  and  to  the  General  Manager,  Mr.  John  P.  Mogan  and  the 
Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen.  Thanks,  also,  to  all  town  departments 
and  other  agencies  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance.

The  administrative  year  of  1976  was  one  which  ran  the  gamut  from 
trauma  to  high  achievement.  The  tax  rate  was  limited  to  no  increase  and 
remained  at  $41.00,  the  same  as  the  previous  year. 

At  the  other  extreme,  vandalism  and  its  attendant  problems  con¬ 
tinued  to  escalate. 

The  Board  has  extended  itself  tremendously  to  cooperate  with  other 
boards  and  commissions  of  the  Town,  in  the  interest  of  Town  betterment 
and  improvement. 

Some  of  the  important  happenings  of  the  year  are  as  follows: 

Fire  Chief  Irving  J.  Dobson  retired  and  Deputy  Chief  John  L. 
Coughlin  was  promoted  to  the  position  of  Chief. 

The  West  School  property  on  Walpole  Street  was  sold  to  Dr.  John 
Finn  to  be  placed  on  the  tax  rolls. 

The  building  at  161  Nahatan  Street  was  demolished,  thereby  provid¬ 
ing  additional  land  space  at  the  Department  of  Public  Works  facility. 

The  highway  reconstruction  and  improvement  program  continued 
this  year  with  the  use  of  General  Revenue  Sharing  Funds.

The  1976  Town  of  Norwood  Annual  Report  is  dedicated  to  the 
memory  of  Charles  L.  (Lopey)  Rich  who  passed  on  August  6, 
1976.  Mr.  Rich  was  a  veteran  member  of  the  Norwood  Board 
of  Selectmen  with  twenty-seven  years  of  service  on  that  Board. 

A  man  of  Dedication,  Dignity,  Integrity  and  Humility. 
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The  TOPICS  project  at  Washington  Street,  Upland  Road,  Everett 
Street  and  at  Nichols-Winter  Street  proceeded  smoothly.  This  project, 
costing  $1,000,000.00  is  expected  to  be  completed  in  November  1977. 

Parking  meters  in  the  urban  area  of  the  Town  were  removed  pur¬ 
suant  to  a  mandate  from  town  meeting. 

A  study  regarding  the  arena  site  was  initiated  with  the  hopes  that 
ultimately  additional  industrial  land  would  be  made  available  for  develop¬ 
ment  and  also  that  the  heavy  traffic  flow  on  Neponset  Street  would  be 
alleviated. 

Organization  of  the  police  radio  communications  system  proceeded 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Greater  Boston  Police  Council. 

The  Norwood  Hospital-Civic  Recreational  facility  project  commenced 
before  the  Board  whereas  the  Hospital  hopes  to  obtain  the  property 
for  its  expansion  and  improvement  of  facilities. 

Vandalism,  our  chief  law  enforcement  problem,  continued  to  escalate 
and  the  Board  increased  the  number  of  police  staff  in  the  interest  of 
safeguarding  the  Town  and  its  citizens.
